SECOND REPORT OF THE RECORD 
COMMISSIONERS. 


To his Honor the Mayor and the City Council of Boston : — 


It will be understood, from the terms of the preceding 
vote, that no detailed report is to be expected from the 
Record Commissioners at the present time. Acting under 
the instructions given them, they have endeavored to present 
faithful transcripts of the two earliest volumes of the records 
of the town of Boston, viz., of the first Book of Records 
proper, and of the Book of Possessions. 

The value of the first volume of Records consists not 
only in the information given as to the names and posses- 
sions of the first inhabitants, but also in its indications of the 
extent of the powers exercised by the town authorities. 
Inasmuch as the progress of town government on the New 
England plan is, and always will be, of great interest to the 
student of social science, it must be worth while to present 
to the public the full and exact statement of the proceedings 
of the greatest town in the colony. 
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As to the Book of Possessions, it is sufficient to say that 
this must be the foundation of all titles to real estate within 
the old town limits, and that, therefore, it was, on many 
accounts, most desirable that it should be made accessible 
and permanent by receiving the honors of print. 

The records of the town of Boston, now in the custody of 
the City Clerk, may be described as follows : — 

Ten volumes, of which the first is here printed, contain- 
ing the acts of the town from 1634 to 1822. The first 
volume(1634—1660) contains also the acts of the Selectmen ; 
the second volume (1660-1728) contains the acts of the 
Selectmen from 1660 to 1701; and thenceforward it records 
only the proceedings of the town. In 1701 the system was 
established of recording the doings of the Selectmen sepa- 
rately, and twenty-three volumes contain their records until 
1822. 

There are a few miscellaneous volumes, as the Book of 
Possessions, ete. In two large volumes, also, have been 
bound up the miscellaneous papers in the custody of the 
City Clerk, covering the periods of 1634-1715, 1717-1734. 
After this date the papers are still arranged in files and 
bundles. 

Recently the Record Commissioners have reported to his 
Honor the Mayor the necessity of taking some measures to 
assort and preserve the records of the old courts of the 
County of Suffolk prior to the Revolution. In spite of the 
neglect which these files have suffered for many years it is 
highly probable that they contain documents of prime im- 
portance to the history of our town. 


It may be proper to mention that very little has yet been 
done towards publishing the history of Boston. The mag- 
nitude of the task has probably prevented its accomplish- 
ment; and the deplorable deficiencies in the records, which 
it is the task of the Commissioners to repair, may also have 
discouraged enthusiasts. A brief sketch of the principal 
contributions to our lucal history may be of some service. 

In the third volume of the Collections of the Massachu- 
setts Historical Society, for 1794, there was printed (pp. 
241-304) “A Topographical and Historical Description of 
Boston, 1794,” by Thomas Pemberton. 

Not much can be expected of a work of sixty pages on so 
large a subject. 


Next we find the following book : — 
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— “A Topographical and Historical Description of Boston, 
_ from the first settlement of the Town to the present period ; 
with some account of its Environs. By Charles Shaw, Esq., 
Member of the American Antiquarian Society ....... 
Boston: printed and published by Oliver Spear. 1817.” 
[12mo, pp. 311. Woodcuts. 8. Dearborn, del., A. Bowen, 
Se. New State House, Faneuil Hall, Christ Church, Old 
State House, Julien’s, Milk St., Triangular Warehouse, 
Town Dock, Fac-simile of First entry in Town records. ] 


This work is based upon Pemberton’s Description, with 
the addition of some material taken from the earlier writers. | 
A few extracts from the Town records are given, but not 
enough to make the book a distinct authority. The most 
valuable portion is the additions to Pemberton’s sketches, 
showing the changes between 1796 and 1817. 


Next we may notice the following : — 


“A History of Boston, the metropolis of Massachusetts, 
from its origin to the present period; with some Account of 
the Environs. By Caleb H. Snow, M.D. Embellished 
with engravings. Boston: published by Abel Bowen, No. 
2 Congress-Square, Congress-street. Printed by Munroe 
and Francis, 128 Washington-street, 1825.” 8vo, pp. 400. 
[It contains 29 engravings and wood-cuts,.of which a list is 
given. Pp. 395-400 were occupied with the index; but 
soon after an Appendix was published, being pp. 393-4 re- 
printed, and continued as pp. 395-424. ] 


In 1828 a second edition was published ; but apparently it 
consisted only of the sheets of the first edition and the 
appendix, with a new index (pp. 425-427), and new title- 
page. It seems that Abel Bowen was the proprietor of the 
book, and that he issued proposals for a subsequent edition, 
but never carried his idea into execution. In 1829 Bowen 
published his “ Picture of Boston” (2d edition, 1833; 3d 
edition, 1838), the parent of numerous guide-books.* 


The next book claiming our attention bears the following 
title :— 


“A Municipal History of the Town and City of Boston, 
during two centuries. From September 17, 1630, to Sep- 
tember 17, 1830. By Josiah Quincy. Boston: Charles C. 
Little and James Brown. 1852.” 8vo, pp. 444.° : 
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This is substantially the history of Boston, under its char- 
ter asa city, from 1822 to 1830. The illustrations are, a view 
of the Quincy Market, and a plan of the same, showing the 
streets and estates taken, altered, and laid out in conse- 
quence of that construction. 


In 1852 the late Samuel G. Drake commenced the publi- 
cation, in parts, of the History of Boston, and in 1856 issued 
the volume, with the following title : — 


“The History and Antiquities of Boston, the Capital of 
Massachusetts and Metropolis of New-England, from its 
Settlement in 1630, to the year 1770. Also an Introductory 
History of the Discovery and Settlement of New England, 
with notes, critical and illustrative. By Samuel G. Drake, 
A.M., &c., &c. Boston: published by Luther Stevens, 
186 Washington street. 1856.” 8vo, pp. 840. 


It will be no disparagement to this very useful work to 
say that it was planned on too large a scale for success. 
The author received a very flattering request from the City 
Government to continue its publication, but was compelled 
by the infirmities of age to decline. 


In 1871 the City Government gave official sanction to the 
following-named work of Mayor Shurtleff : — 


“A Topographical and Historical Description of Boston. 
By Nathaniel B. Shuitleff. Boston: printed by request of 
the City Council, 1871.” 8vo, pp. 720. 


This was in no sense a history of the town, but rather a 
collection of essays relating to various historical topics. Dr. 
Shurtleff’s familiarity with certain topics, as those of the 
early descriptions of the town, the maps, the graveyards, 
etc., etc., renders this book one of great interest and 
value. 


Lastly, we may note Hales’ “Survey of Boston,” 1821, 
pp- 156, and Samuel Adams Drake’s “Old Landmarks and 
Historic Personages of Boston,” 1873, pp. 484, as formal 
contributions to our local history. Of course, there have 
been many minor publications devoted to limited subjects, 
notably histories of the various religious societies, and 
many public documents issued by order of the City Govern- 
ment. 
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It will be seen, however, that Boston still remains without 
a complete history in print, and that, therefore, the publica- 
tion of any portion of its records is not unnecessary. 

It is also to be remembered that Boston now comprises at 
least three other ancient towns, each with records and a his- 
tory of its own. These may well demand in the future a 
_ proper amount of attention, and require proportionate publi- 
cation. 

It is hoped that the City Government will authorize the 
Record Commissioners to continue the work of publishing 
the records; of course not in full, but by means of such 
judicious selections as will afford valuable information about 
- our predecessors. 

Owing to the nature of the work, the duty of editing the 
First Book of Records and of transcribing the Book of 
Possessions has devolved NE upon the senior com- 
missioner.

The pagination of the original volume is inserted in our 
text in brackets. 

Every portion of the original is copied, except those mar- 
ginal notes which are simply indicative of the full record in 
the text. No use can be found for such notes which would 
in any degree compensate for the additional cost»of printing. 

This edition is printed from a copy made by W. B. Trask, 
Esq., and has been compared with a copy made in 1855 by 
Mr. Morse for the City Government, as well as with the 
original record. 


‘{41.] 1634. Moneth 7th, daye1. Jo. Winthrop, Wm. Codding- 
ton, Capt. Underhill, Tho. Oliver, Tho. Leverett, Giles Firmin, 
Jo.

Whereas it hath been founde that muche damage hath allreadye 
happened by laying of stones and logges near the bridge and land- 
inge place, whereby diverse boats have been much bruised, for 
preventing of such harmes for tyme to come, it is ordered that 
whosoever shall unlade any stones, timber or logges where the same 
may not be plainly seen at high water, shall sett up a pole or 
beacon to give notice thereof upon paine that whosoever shall faile 
so to doe, shall make full recompense for all such damage as shall 
happen to any boats or other vessels by occasion of such stones, 
tymber or logges, the same to be recovered by waye of Action at 
the Court; and this order to be in force from this daye forward 
being only a declaration of the Common Lawe therein. 

It is also ordered that no person shall leave any fish or garbage 
neare the said Bridge or common landing place betweene the 2 
Creekes whereby any anoyance may come to the people that pass 
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that way, upon paine to forfeit for every such offence five shillings, 
the same to be levyed by distresse of the goods of the offender ; 
and this order to be off force from the fourth daye of this month 
and so forward. 

And for the better execution of these orders the aforenamed 
Giles Firmin is appointed overseer of the said landing place, to 
give notice to such strangers and others as come hither with boats, 
and to take knowledge of all offences committed and to levye the 
penaltyes which shalbe forfeited. And if after notice shalbe given 
by the said overseer to any people that shall have any tymber, 
logges or stones lye without such pole or beacon, he shall not take 
away the same or sett up such pole or beacon, the said offender 
shall (after making recompense to the party damnified if any dam- 
age happen) forfeit to the town for every daye the same offence 
shall continue, five shillings, to be levyed by distresse as before. 


Moneth 8th, daye 6th. At a general meetinge upon public notice 
given the 5th daye of the last weeke, It was ordered and agreed as 
followeth: Imp‘ Rich. Bellingham, Esq., and J. Cogan, merchant, 
were chosen in the place of Giles Firmin, deceased, and Rbt. 
Harding, now in Virginia, to make up the 10 to manage the affaires 
of the towne. 

Item: Jo. Coggeshall, Wm. Colburn, Samuel Cole, Wm. Bren- 
ton, Tho. Grubb, together with Wm. Cheeseborrowe, the constable, 
are deputed to make a rate for the levyinge of 40li assessed upon 
the towne as the first payment of a greater sume by order of the last 
General Court. 

Jo. Coogan, Tho. Matson and Ni. Willis are chosen to serve as 
iurors at the next Court of Assistants. 


The 10th day of the 9th moneth, Novemb. 1634. At a generall 
meeting upon public notice given the day before, it was ordered and 
agreed upon, viz., Imprimis that Hogg LIlain shalbe lette out unto 
the inhabitants and freemen of this towne according to the number 
of names in every family by John Coxall, William Brenton and 
John Sannford, and that none shall further fell any wood there 
untill the same bee lotted out. 

Item: that Edmund Quinsey, Samuell Wilbore, William Boston, 
Edward Hutchinson the elder, and Will. Cheesebrough, the con- 
stable, shall make and assess all these rates, vizt., a rate of 301 
to M*. Blackston, a rate for the cowes keeping, a rate for the goates 
keeping and other charges in rambe goats about them and for losse 
in common [line illegible, but in the duplicate made in 1855 it is 
said to be— ‘‘and to make a rate for the young cattle and cows- 
keeper at Muddy River.’ ] 


[2.] 10th moneth, day 8th. 
At a general meeting upon publique notice. 

_Imprimis, it was ordered that M". Willson the Pastor (in lieu of 
his land granted him at the north river by mestick which he should 
passe over to the towne of Boston) should have so much land at 
mount wooleston at his election, and after so much as shalbe his 
portion of other lands belonging to the towne to be layd him out 
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so neere his other lands at mount woolaston as may be for his most > 
conveniency. 


18th of the same moneth. 

Att a generall meeting upon publique notice. 

Imprimis, it is agred that M*. Winthrop, M*. Coddington, M'. 
Bellingham, M’. Cotton, M’. Ollyver, M*. Colborne and Willm Bal- 
stone shall have power to devide and dispose of all such lands 
belonging to the towne (as are not yet in the lawfull possession of 
any particular persons) to the inhabitants of the towne according to. 
the Orders of the Court, leaving such portions in Common for the 
use of newe Commers, and the further benefitt of the towne, as in

Item : That every man shall make his fences sufficient for all his

Imprymis, it is agreed by generall consent that all barren cattell 
whatsoever (except such as are constantly imployed in draughte) 
and weaned caulves 20 Weekes ould and Weaned mayle kidds shalbe 
kept abroad from of the necke upon penaltie for every one unput 
away within a weeke after warning iis. vid. for every weeke not 
put away; and our brethren, John Samford, William Cheesbrough 
and William Boston to take care for the observing of this order. 

Item: That there shalbe a little house built, and a sufficiently 
payled yard to lodge the Cattell in of nights att Pullen poynt necke 
before the 14th day of the next second moneth. 

Item: That noe swine above 12 weeke ould shalbe suffered to goe 
att libertie on the necke, but kept up in yards, upon penaltie for 
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every swine otherwise suffered, xiid. for every day soe taken, and 
this order also to bee looked unto by the aforesaid brethren, and 
they to looke out and appoint keepers for them, and to see them 
payd for their soe keeping the swine to bee put from of the necke 
before the first of the next month, or else to keepe them up in their 
yards under the penaltie afforesaid.

Imprymis: It is agreed, by generall consent, that the overseers 
of the fenses of the severall feilds shall see to the makeing of such 
styles and gates as may bee needfull for every feild, and brother 
Wilebore to see to the gate and style next unto Roxburie, all of 
them to be done before the affores’d 7th day of the 2d moneth, the 
styles and gates for Comon high wayes to be made out of publique 
charge, forth of the Cunstables hand, and the pryvate styles and 
gates to bee made at the charge upon the lands in every feild 
proportionablie for every [acre?]; upon payne for every. the feilde 
not soe done by the 1 day of the 3d moneth, 20s. to be forfeyted 
by the overseers thereof.

John Wilson, shall have libertie to improve what ground may bee 
for him att Mount Woolystone, with free reserving unto him his 
graunt at Misticke, untill his comeing home, for further agreement 
vith the Inhabitants. 
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Item: That all the drye cattle that are put unto our brother 
William Cheesbrough, for keeping att Pullen poynt necke, untill 
the 1st of the 9th moneth, shalbe at the rate of 5s. a head unto

Likewise it was then generally agreed upon, that our brother, 
Philemon Pormont, shalbe intreated to become scholemaster, for 
the teaching and nourtering of children with us.

The Inhabitants doe therefore relinquish all claime unto this said

Item: It is agreed that the said five men, or foure of them, shall 
lay out at Muddy Ryver a sufficient allotment for a farme for our 
Teacher, M’.

Item: It is agreed that M*. William Colborne shall have his

Leverett, in the full proportion of land 
as it now lieth, shall, by this order, be confined unto them, although 
their Lotts doe amount to a greater quantity of land than was 
intended at the graunting thereof. 

Our brother M'. Richard Parker and our brother Everall are 
appoynted survaiors for the new feild by sentry hill for this present 
yeare ; And the streete to goe up to the same is to bee reserved for 
the towne’s use. 

William Courser, our brother, hath leave to sell his howse to 
Gawen Andersonne, of Rocksburie. 

That parcell of ground at Long island, formerly graunted to our 
brother Talmage, be it more or lesse, is now Consented unto that 
our brother William Wilsonne shall have it, paing to Goodman 
Tarne for the labor he hath bene at upon the same. 

It is ordered that if any hogges be found not sufficiently yocked 
by the 7th of 2d mo., 1641, that the owner of such hogges or 
swine shall pay for every hogg or swine soe taken up, or found, 
halfe a bushel of Corne. And that the same hogg or swine is to 
bee keept in the pound 24 howres, and if it be not owned by that 
time then they are to be sent to Deare Island, and not to be fetched 
thence untill full satisfaction be made, viz.: 3d. for pounding and 
for carege, and for wrong done, if any bee. 

[53.] It is also ordered that if any goates be without a keep 
after the 14th day of the next moneth, that the owners of them shall 
forfett for every goate soe found halfe a bushel of Corne, and 3d. for 
pounding, where they are to remaine 24 howres, namely, in the 
pound, and if not owned by that time, then to be sent to deare 
Island, where they are to remayne untill they have given full 
satisfaction. 

Noe man is to suffer any wood or other timber to lie in the 
streetes above 4 dayes, but upon their owne ground, upon the for- 
eure of 4d. per day for every load of wood or timber found soe

Our brother M'. Wentworth Day hath graunted him 100 acres 
of land for his greate Lott at Muddy River out of a parte of that 
land which was appoynted for the Comune. 

It is also graunted to our brother James Jonson, our brother 
Buttoll, and Goodman Tarne, to make use of a rodd a peece of 
land, namely: three rodd in the whole, adioyning unto Wm. Hib-

There is graunted to our brother Henry Webb to purchase 3 
acres of marsh at muddy river, yf it be there to be had. 

William Hibbins hath Confirmed unto him that fresh marsh 
which was formerly graunted him at muddy river, valued at 10 
acrs formerly, but proveth to bee about 18 acres, bounded with a 
rocke the one side, and a great swampe on the other.

Att a generall Towne meeting, upon publique notice, M*. Wil- 
liam Tynge, Treasurer, and M*. William Hibbins are Chosen 
Deputyes for the service of the next general Court.

Tynge, Treasurer, Capt. Gibones, M*. William Hibbins, William 
Coleborne, Jacob Eliott, James Penne, and Jolin Oliver, are 
chosen to order the Town’s occasions for these six months next 
ensueing.

John Serch is admitted a townsman, he behaveing himselfe 
inoffensively. 

[54.] Upon the heareing of the Cause in difference betweene 
our Brother, M". Atherton Howgh, one the one side, and our 
brother William Cheseborowe, brother Write, with others of our 
breethren and freinds at the mount on the other side, Its consented 
unto by our brother Howgh, to and with our breethren and friends 
at the mount aforesaid, that brother Howgh, for his parte, doth 
yield up all Claime in that marsh which in his neck 
of land at the mount, contayning about 60 acres, unto the sayd 
Claimers thereof.

There is granted to Valentine Hill, of Boston, Merchant, and 
his Associates, their executors, administratours and assignes, 
all the wast ground (common highway and proprieties reserved) 
from the Point of the Marish betweene M*. William Tynge’s 
Palle and John Lowe’s howse there, as it is now staked out, to 
the uppermost Corner of M’. Edward Tynge’s Proprietie neare 
the key, already staked out, and so round by Edward Bend- 
alle’s to the Point fore mentioned, for so many yeares as the Charge 
they shall bestowe in Purchase of their neighbours their late 
wharfinge, and in Building, making and repairing such wharfes, 
creekes or coves within this five yeares now next Comming shall 
amount unto, accounting after nine yeares’ time to be allowed for, 
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one hundred pounds, and rateably for all the charge to be bestowed, 
as aforesayd, this term to begin at the expiration of the sayd five 
yeares.

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land Graunted to Returne to the Towne againe as if it had not 
bene graunted. And for further explanation, It is now declared 
That if said Graunters shall not goe forward, nor perfect the said 
Worke, as it is Intended, or having perfected the same in any 
measure, shall see good at any time to give it over, and not con- 
tinue to uphold and mainteyne the same, it shall be noe breach of 
covenant on their part, only the Graunt to be voyd (and so forth) 
as before.

THE BOOK OF POSSESSIONS. 


THERE is in the custody of the City Clerk, as part of the 
city archives, a book entitled The Book of Possessions, of 
which the following pages give a careful transcript. An 
abbreviated copy is in Drake’s History of Boston. 

Nothing definite seems to be known of the origin of this 
book, and from reasons hereinafter given I presume that it 
was compiled about the year 1652. Snow (History of Bos- 
ton, p. 128) only says that “It seems to embrace the period 
from 1640 to 1650.” Drake (History of Boston, p. 785) 

makes the following statement: “In an original memo-

randum,* made by Isaac Addington, that centleman Says, 


‘When I was appointed Clerk of the County Court, i in 1672, 
I found a book in that office, entitled on the cover, “ Pos- 
sessions of the Inhabitants of Boston.”’ Mr. Addington adds 
that while he was in office persons often came to consult the 
work, but he did not see its ‘ validity.’ ” 

Of the value of the record there can be no doubt, and I 
therefore give a little space to the consideration of its 
probable date. f 

At a meeting of the General Court, Oct. 19, 1652, it 
was voted, —that whereas the passing of houses and land in 
England was effectually done in various ways, and whereas 
certain in this jurisdiction were apt to rest upon a verbal 
bargain or sale for houses or lands, henceforth no such sale 
should be good in law unless made by deed in writing, under 
hand and seal and delivered, or possession given, etc., unless 
the deed be acknowledged according to law and recorded. 
(Rec. 111, 280.) 

They had previously, June 19, 1650 (Rec. 111, 203), 
provided that a sale recorded by the recorder of the county 
should be sufficient without any further certifying to the 
Secretary of the General Court.

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May 6, 1657 (Rec. 111, 422), the Court recites, “The 
great neglect of many persons, in the infancy of these 
plantations, to observe any due order or legal course for the 
confirmation of such sales and alienations of houses and lands 
as have passed,” and then orders that every one who did, 
before the passage of the law of 1652, possess or occupy 
house or land in fee simple, should ever after this date hold 
the same, unless a counter-claim was prosecuted to effect 
within five years from May 20, 1657. 

We may fairly assume, therefore, that in October, 1652, 
there was an examination of the state of the titles to lands 
in the colony, and that Boston was not remiss in discharging 
this duty. 

Another circumstance may have aided in calling for a new 
record. November 13, 1644, William Aspinwall was ap- 
pointed Notary Public, and, as our records show, in that 
capacity he received acknowledgments of many deeds. In 
fact, there are references to the volume of the records of the 
Notary Public.* 

But October 15, 1651, he fell into disgrace (Rec. 1T1, 
257), for charging the Court and jury with going against law 
and conscience in making the landlord pay rent to the tenant, 
and Edward Rawson was appointed Recorder of Suffolk in 
his place, to whom Aspinwall was to deliver “all the records 
belonging to the said county.” 

At the same time, upon the request of the inhabitants of 
Boston, Jonathan Negoos was made clerk of the writs for 
that town, in his place, and Mr. Aspinwall was “ordered to 
deliver him the records of deaths, births, and marriages, as 
belonging to that office.” 

Again (Rec. vol. 4, pt. 1, p. 118), October 26, 1652, 
Nathaniel Souther was appointed Public Notary for this 
jurisdiction, in the room of William Aspinwall, and took the 
oath. 

SAvaGeE adds that Aspinwall went to England, and there 
published, in 1653, a queer book as prognostic of the 
millennium to open in twenty years. 

As no record of the notarial volumes remains, it is not 
improbable that Aspinwall took them away with hjm, and 
that the town felt the necessity of a new official record of 
lands. 

Our present volumes of Records of Deeds do not reach 
back as far as the original grants. |

The earliest deed, so far as date of record is concerned, is 
entered under date of 8 mo. (7.e., October), 1640. It is 
on page 13 of the volume, the preceding twelve pages being 
covered by miscellaneous matters. 

Perhaps the most important of these papers are those re- 
lating to a number of passengers sent over in 1651, by the 
ship “John and Sarah,” printed in the “N. E. Historical 
and Genealogical Register,” pp. 377-380. They are sup- 
posed to have been a part of the Scotch prisoners taken by 
Cromwell at the Battle of Dunbar, Sept. 8, 1650. 

The Record proceeds with reasonable regularity from that 
date, although volumes 112 and 114 have been missing ever 
since the Revolution, and a portion, pp. 280-340, inclusive, 
is wanting to volume 19.* 

The second volume of deeds was begun April 7, 1654, 


by Edward Rawson, as he attests on the first page of the 
book. 


The internal evidence points strongly to the summer of 
1652 as the date of the compilation. Our Boston records 
(printed in the N. E. Hist. Gen. Register, x., 71) give 
the following deaths here : —

I believe it was unknown to the present 
excellent Registrar until this year. 
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The above list, in which those mentioned in the Book of 
Possessions are marked with a star, shows that none are 
named who died before October, 1652, while several are 
named who died very soon after. The only exception is 
William Blanchard, who died October 7, but who is not in 
the list. Probably he was not a householder. 

The most striking cases, showing where the line was drawn, 
are those of Adam Winthrop, omitted, who died August 24, 
1652, and Rev. John Cotton and Captain William Tyng, 
mentioned, who died respectively in December and January 
following. 

The persons omitted, who died earlier in 1652, were men 
of note, and presumably householders. Bozoun Allen was 
a very prominent citizen; William Ludkin was a constable ; 
Samuel Oliver, George Bennett, and Thomas Stanbury, all 
were married men with families. The inference is very 
strong, that had they been alive when the list was made 
their names would have appeared. 

I have noticed but few apparent exceptions. Thus Jacob 
Eliot is named, but I think that the person meant was not 
Dea. J., who died in 1651, but Ifis son, of the same name. 
So in the case of Atherton Haugh, or Hough, who is named, 
but who died September 11, 1650. His only child was Rev. 
Samuel 1., of Reading, a non-resident, which fact may have 
caused the estate to be mentioned in the father’s name. 

Other cases may hereafter be found to correct the above 
suggestions ; but in the mean time I must continue to consider 
the evidence as pointing to the summer of 1652 as the date 
of this great original record of the distribution of lands in 
the town of Boston.

LOCATION.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the Metropolitan Railroad Company to lay down tracks in 
several of the streets of the City of Boston, said company 
shall have the right to lay down double tracks from the 
tracks of said Metropolitan Railroad on Washington street 
to Northampton street, thence upon and over Northampton 
street and across Shawmut avenue to the tracks of the High- 
land Street Railway on Northampton street west of Shaw- 
mut avenue. 

Said company shall also have the right to connect, by 
curved tracks, the tracks of the Highland Street Railway on 
Northampton street with the tracks of the Metropolitan Rail- 
road on Tremont street; also the tracks of the Highland 
Street Railway on Columbus avenue with the tracks of the 
Metropolitan Railroad on Berkeley street ; the tracks located 
by this order being shown on plans drawn by H. A. Case, 
surveyor, dated April 17, 1877, and deposited in the office 
of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order 
‘is upon the condition that the whole work of laying down 
the same, the form of rail to be used, and the kind and

During the year the Mansion House at Austin Farm has 
been enlarged and fitted to be used as an Almshouse for 
women, at a cost of $21,948.40. The sum of $12,673.02 
has been expended in building and furnishing an addition to 
the main building at Austin Farm, and $14,973.01 in fur- 
nishing and fitting up the building on Marcella street for a 
home for pauper boys. The amounts expended for the 
above-named purposes were provided for by special appro- 
priations made by the City Council, $15,000 of which were 
transferred from the appropriations for other institutions 
under charge of the Directors. 

The expenditures for the new Lunatic Hospital have been 
$923.33, paid town of Winthrop for taxes for 1876. 

None of the above expenditures are included in the com- 
parison with the former year.

In submitting the twentieth annual report, the Board take 
pleasure in recording the fact that all the institutions are in 
good condition, and to the full measure of their accommoda- 
tions and capacity fulfilling the objects for which they have 
been established. The past year has been one of unusual 
activity in the preparation of the new institutions at 
the Highlands, but in other respects has been one of the 


ordinary quiet and success. 
inmates has been good. 


The general health of the 
No epidemic disease has appeared, 
and contentment and good order have generally prevailed. 
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In June last, Mr. Guy C. Underwood, a former Superin- 
tendent of the Deer Island Institution, was re-elected to 
that position, and on the 15th of August relieved Col. John 
C. Whiton as Superintendent. This is the only change 
which has occurred in the management of the institutions. 
The Superintendents of all the institutions, including the 
Marcella-street Home, and Almshouse at Austin Farm, 
submit full reports for the year just closed, which are 
appended to this report. As they contain full and interest- 
ing details of the present condition and work of the 
institutions, we commend them to the attentive perusal of 
the City Council. 

The preceding financial table exhibits a decreased expen- 
diture of $21,585.61, in comparison with the previous year ; 
and, notwithstanding a somewhat diminished income, the 
actual cost of maintaining the institutions has decreased 
$15,949.75, or $8.33, and $6.16 respectively, for each 
inmate supported during the year. The principal reduction 
has taken place in the House of Industry and House of 
Correction expenditure, —the former, $11,183.23, and the 
latter, $13,154.28 ; while the main item of increase has been 
in the pauper expenses account, $10,691.06, for the support 
of an increased number of city insane patients in the State 
Lunatic Hospitals. The average number of inmates in the 
institutions, under the immediate care of this Board, has 
been 2,590, —an increase of 47 over the previous year. 

In addition to this large population, supported in the 
institutions of the city, we have paid from the appropriation 
for Pauper Expenses for the support of about 100 persons 
committed to the House of Correction in other counties by 
the Courts in Suffolk County, and for the 370 insane 
patients in the State Lunatic Hospitals, who are chargeable 
to the city; having a legal settlement in Boston. 

None of the tables of comparison of expenditure and 
actual cost include the expenses of fitting up and furnishing 
the Marcella-street Home, or of buildings, maintenance, and 
fitting up at Austin Farm, special appropriations being 
granted for these purposes. As these are now classed among 
the regular institutions, and annual appropriations granted 
to both, the expenses and income will be reported in detail 
hereafter, in the annual reports of the Board.

DEER ISLAND. 


For the first time for several years the Board have the 
pleasure of reporting a decrease in the number of commit- 
ments to the House of Industry. The number of adults 
received from the courts, during the year, has been 6,648 
against 7,646 the year previous, —a decrease of 998, the 
difference being principally in the number committed for 
drunkenness. The average number of prisoners in this 
institution has been 81 less than last year. This fact indi- 
cates either a reformation in the drinking habits of the 
community, a less number of arrests, or a smaller percent- 
age of commitments than heretofore.’ The Board, however, 
incline to the belief that one cause of this reduced number 
of commitments may be attributed to the faithfulness of the 
agents for discharged male and female prisoners. During 
the year these agents have kindly assisted 2,733 prisoners, 
sending many to their homes in different parts of the State, 
and in some cases out of the State, where they may find a 
home and some employment. They render assistance to 
any of the prisoners who seem willing to reform and return 
to an orderly course of life. Mr. McCarthy, agent for 
discharged males, has aided 1,325 men; and Miss Burnham, 
agent for discharged females, has assisted 1,408 women. 
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Although the number in the House of Industry depart- 
ment has been smaller than usual, the records of the House 
of Reformation show an average increase of 26 inmates, and 
the Almshouse 122 inmates. As a consequence of this 
increase in the Almshouse, the buildings at Rainsford 
Island have been crowded beyond their capacity, having 
housed a larger number than ever before. This difficulty 
will, however, in a great measure, be obviated by the 
erection of an extension to the south wing, whereby a 
dining-room, chapel and dormitories will be obtained. The 
City Council have appropriated the sum of $16,000 for this 
purpose, and the work of building will be commenced imme- 
diately. The report of the Superintendent recounts the 
various improvements that have been made at this place, 
especially in procuring an ample supply of fresh water; it 
also contains many suggestions in regard to the general 
condition and effectiveness of the Deer Island Institutions, 
a repetition of which is unnecessary. : 

The removal of the adult female paupers to Austin Farm, 


and the pauper and neglected boys to Marcella-street Home, . 


which will be noticed more fully in connection with these 
latter institutions, permits the use of all the room occupied 
by them for other purposes, and will do much to relieve the 
heretofore overcrowded condition of the main building. The 
only persons of the pauper class now remaining on Deer 
Island are the young children in the nursery, and the pauper 
girls, each class in buildings by themselves, and a few very 
sick or infirm adult females in the hospital in the main build- 
ing, who are too sick to be transferred to the Austin Farm. 
During the present year it will probably be necessary to send 
many of the very sick pauper women to the Deer Island 
hospital, owing to the superior facilities of caring for them 
at that. place. 

The removal of the boys to Marcella-street Home will 
afford an opportunity of making a proper classification of the 
boys in the House of Reformation. This is one of the most 
desirable of the changes referred to in this report. The 
truants and vagrants have now been removed to the fine 
building vacated by the pauper boys, and suitably classified, 
while all the room in the main building devoted to the House 
of Reformation will be tised by the boys committed during 
minority. The room thus secured will prove of great advan- 
tage to the institution. It will allow the Board to carry into 
effect, if found to be practicable, the establishment of one or 
more branches of mechanical work, by which the boys sen- 
tenced fora long term may be taught some useful occupation 


by which they may be prepared for usefulness in life. After 
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all, the only really hopeful field for reformatory work in 
connection with the public institutions is found among this 
class of our inmates. But very little, if anything, can be 
done for the reformation of confirmed and hardened victims 
of drink and vagrancy, in the short time they are committed 
to our care. The only successful work is to be done among 
the youth. They are sentenced for longer terms, and can 
be retained until they are taught some useful occupation. 
Heretofore, owing to the overcrowded condition of the insti- 
tutions, it has been impracticable to attempt anything in the 
direction of mechanical trades; but with increased facilities 
it will be possible to introduce some form of labor which will 
be healthful, and, at the same time, prepare the boys to enter 
upon the work of life with some useful trade. One of the 
trades which the Board propose to introduce at once is that 
of printing. It has proved to be practicable in other insti- 
tutions of this character. Quite recently the Board have 
received reports of these institutions, which have been printed 
by the boys as specimens of their proficiency ; and the work 
reflects much credit upon the institution from whence they 
emanate. Itis believed that the introduction of this trade 
will be profitable both to the boys and the city. 

The Brass Band, organized nearly two years ago, has been 
continued during the year with good results, as reported by 
the Superintendent. Itis now proposed to establish military 
drill for the boys, and, for this purpose, arms and accoutre- ~ 
ments have been purchased, and a battalion has been organ- 
ized. The schools at the Island, at the recent examination, 
were found to be in a very flourishing condition, and reflect 
much credit upon the officers who have this special work in 
charge. 

The average number of inmates in all the Deer Island 
Institutions has been 1,725, —an increase over the previous 
year. The expenditure has decreased $11,183.23, and the 
actual cost $8,472.86, or $11.31, and $6.61 respectively for 
each inmate during the year. 


MARCELLA-STREET HoMRE. 


On the twenty-second of January last, in accordance with 
a vote of the City Council, the Committee on Public Buildings 
transferred to the care and custody of the Board of Directors 
the buildings on Marcella street, which, during the preceding 
year, had been fitted up fora Juvenile Home. Up to that 
time it was the intention of the City Council to place in this 
home the truant and vagrant children confined in the House 
of Reformation at Deer Island. ‘The Board of Directors, 
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however, on assuming charge of the building, submitted a 
communication to the City Council, recommending, for various 
reasons, which were specified at length and in detail, that 
this building be devoted to the pauper and neglected boys, 
and that the Pauper-School building at Deer Island be used 
as a home for truants and vagrants. 

This recommendation received the immediate and favora- 
ble attention of the City Council, and an order to remove the 
pauper and neglected boys from Deer Island was adopted. 
In the mean time the Directors selected for the office of super- 
intendent of this new institution Mr. Hollis M. Blackstone, 
for several years clerk at Deer Island, whose acquaintance 
with the inmates, and general knowledge of the business and 
management of the institutions, especially qualified him for 
the position. He entered at once upon his duties, and on 
the 16th of April, the building being in readiness, the boys, 
to the number of 155, were transferred from Deer Island, 
and the new institution was successfully established. 


ALMSHOUSE, AUSTIN FARM. 


The work at this place during the year has been chiefly 
that of preparation for the reception of the adult female 
paupers who have heretofore been domiciled at Deer Island. 
Lhe farm has been under the superintendence of Mr. Bacon, 
and the farm labor has been performed by pauper men 
detailed for this purpose from Rainsford Island. In com- 
pliance with a request of this Board, the City Council 
appropriated the sum of $12,000 for the erection of an 
addition to the Mansion House, for the purpose of accom- 
modating all the pauper women at Deer Island. This build- 
ing will accommodate about 125 inmates. In addition to 
this building, an ice-house has been built, and is of sufficient 
capacity to furnish this institution and Marcella-street Home 
with an abundant supply of ice, cut from a pond on the 
farm. On the 23d of April, upon the completion of the 
new building, the adult female paupers, to the number of 
89, were transferred from Deer Island, — 77 to this place, 
and 12 to Marcella-street Home, to do the housework at 
that place. By this removal, all the adult female paupers, 
with the exception of 28, who remain in the hospital, being 
too sick to be removed, have been transferred from Deer 
Island. The buildings are supplied with Cochituate water, 
lighted with gas mauufactured by a Walworth Subterranean 
Gas Generator, and the institution is connected by telegraph 
with the Fire-Alarm office and Directors’ rooms. It is ex- 
pected that the cost of maintaining these smaller institutions 
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at remote locations will be somewhat larger than the cost of 
supporting the same number of inmates in a larger institution. 
But in order to obviate this as much as possible in the manage- 
ment of Marcella-street Home and Austin Farm, it is proposed 
that the resident physician at Marcella street shall perform 
the duties of physician at Austin Farm, visiting that place 
daily. The bread for Austin Farm will be baked at Mar- 
cella street, and the farm will supply the Marcella-street 
Home with ice, milk and vegetables. In this manner the 
two institutions can be conducted more economically than 
would otherwise be the case. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT. 


Under the careful and economical superintendence of Cap- 
tain Edward Carnes, this institution has supported an 
average of 92 inmates, at an actual cost of $1.45 per week, 
which is the minimum of expense in any of our institutions, 
and remarkable when the size of the institution is considered, 
and the manner in which it has been supplied. In this sum 
is included the expense, estimated at about one hundred dol- 
lars, of feeding 1,460 persons at the gate, an average of 
four each day. These persons are generally travellers or 
tramps, going from one place to another in search of a. home 
or work, who, if respectful in their application for food, are 
not turned away hungry. 

Religious services are conducted by the Charlestown 
Y. M. C. A. and the pastors in the Charlestown District. 

The inmates are contented, and the institution is well 
miunaged and effective. 


LuNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The number of patients at this institution at the beginning 
of the year was 203; 25 have been admitted during the 
year, and 36 have been discharged. The number remaining 
April 30, 1877, was 192. 

In addition to this number, there were in the State hos- 
pitals on the 1st day of April, 1877, 259 city patients: 216 
at Taunton, 31 at Worcester, and 12 at Northampton, — an 
increase of 57 during the year. 

The whole number of city patients under treatment dur- 
ing the year has been 602: 228 at South Boston, and 374 
at the State hospitals. 

In his annual report the Superintendent reviews his 
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experience of twenty-five years in the management of the in- 
stitution, and draws an interesting comparison of its present 
condition with that of 1851, when he assumed his present 
charge. In this report it will be observed that the methods 
of hospital management have greatly improved during this 
period. While many changes for the better have been 
made, yet the one great want —more suitable and adequate 
accommodation for the city insane — has not been supplied, 
and to-day the insane patients of Boston are located in 
various hospitals of the State. 

Doubtless the City Council and the public generally are 
of the opinion that the cost of supporting these patients in 
the State hospitals is much less than in our own institutions. 
Such, however, is not the case. The actual cost of each 
patient in the Boston hospital last year was $4.83 per week, 
which is about equal to the expense of the patients main- 
tained by the State, —the nominal price being $3.50 per 
week, which does not include the cost of “breakage,” so- 
called, and clothing furnished. The total cost to the city for 
the support of its insane during the past year has been 
$102,516.32, which does not include any portion of the tax 
paid by the city towards the erection of the new hospital at 
Danvers. It is generally conceded that the Boston hospital 
must be maintained even after the completion of the new 
State hospital, on account of the present overcrowded con- 
dition of the State hospitals, and the necessity of having 
some easily accessible receptacle for such as may be too 
feeble to bear transportation any considerable distance. 

After the publication of the last annual report, the mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen declined to sign any petitions 
requesting the Judge of Probate Court to waive the provi- 
sions of the order of the City Council, adopted December 21, 
1871. The present Board of Aldermen, however, have in 
some cases, departed from that course, and since January 
Ist six patients have been committed under the operation of 
the petition signed by a majority of the Board of Aldermen. 
The Directors respectfully suggest the repeal of the order in 
question, or its impartial enforcement. 


Housk or CorRreEcTION. 


Notwithstanding the great and continued depression in 
manufacturing business, throughout the entire year, this in- 
stitution exhibits a decrease of $13,154.28 in expenditure, 
and $10,161.82 in actual cost, or $17.07 and $13.64 respec- 
tively for each prisoner during the year. The income 
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received is $2,992.46 less than the former year, although if 
the whole amount earned during the year had been paid in, 

there would have been no diminution of receipts. But little 
change has taken place during the year in the management 
of the institution. Its discipline and effectiveness have been 
well sustained. The reasons for a reduced income are the 
same as have operated against this and all kindred institu- 
tions for the past three years. They were fully stated in the 
last. annual report. The indications of a decreased expendi- 
ture, suggested one year ago, have proved to be correct, and 
it is to be hoped that a speedy revival of general business 
will tend to increase the demand for labor, and cause a cor- 
responding increase in the receipts. There are now 21 men 
under contract in the manufacture of slippers, the remainder 
being engaged as required in the manufacture of clothing. 
The average number of prisoners has been 566, against 587 
the year previous. 

The Master reports the necessity of a new laundry; 
the present building, erected forty years ago, is too small 
for the purpose. He also reports the gas-works inade- 
quate to supply this institution and the Lunatic Hospital 
with gas. 


The foregoing report is, of necessity, but a very brief 
summary of the condition of the Public Institutions under 
the charge of this Board. It is but an abstract of some of 
the leading and prominent points in a work that must be per- 


formed in order to be rightly understood. It makes no 
mention of the many details and annoyances, petty and in- 
significant in themselves, which make up the burden and 
responsibility of the superintendence and management of the 
institutions. Twenty years have passed since “the organiza- 
tion of the Board. From small beginnings the institutions’ 
have grown to their present magnitude, reared on foundations 
laid and built upon by true and disinterested men, several of 
whom have closed their labors on earth. The system of 
accounts and reports, and the principles of general adminis- 
tration which proved adequate in conducting the institutions 
when containing 1,200 inmates and expending a comparatively 
small amount per annum, are broad enough for the purpose 
of carrying on successfully the present institutions supporting 
2,600 inmates, expending an appropriation of more than a 
half million of dollars. The number of the institutions 
themselves, as well as the number of inmates, has doubled, 
and the amount of labor and detail involved in the care of 
this increased number is far greater than heretofore, and 


constantly increasing from year to year, requiring more time 
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and placing additional responsibility upon the Board of 
Directors. It is the aim of the present management to main- 
tain the good reputation which Boston has ever enjoyed for 
the liberality which has marked her treatment of the needy 
and criminal classes. -

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE DEER 
ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The following report for the financial year 
ending April 30, 1877, of the Public Institutions on Deer 
and Rainsford Islands, comprising the Almshouses on both 
islands, the House of Reformation and House of Industry on 
Deer Island, is respectfully submitted. 

At Rainsford Island the buildings have been crowded far 
beyond their comfortable capacity. It is recommended that 
the southerly wing of the brick building be extended to give 
us more dining-room and dormitory accommodations, and 
also a chapel. At present there is no chapel.’ The dining- 
room is so small that the tables have to be set three times for 
each meal. An appropriation of $16,000 has been made by 
the City Council to carry out this recommendation, and work 
will be commenced as soon as plans are furnished by the City 
Architect. 

During the year a wooden annex has been made to the 
main building. A new boat-house has been built on the 
wharf. The receiving-house on the wharf has been thoroughly 
repaired outside and inside. 7 

One difficulty with Rainsford Island has been the scarcity 
of water and the great cost of transporting it there in water- 
boats. This difficulty has been overcome by running a two- 
inch iron pipe from the steamboat wharf to the cisterns. 
The steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee,” which makes daily trips 
to the island, carries water in tanks, which is pumped through 
the pipes into the cisterns.. Three dollars’ worth of water 
supplied in this way would cost one hundred dollars if trans- 
ported by and delivered from the steam water-boats. 
Repeated attempts to supply the island with sufficient quan- 
tity of water by digging wells have proved failures ; hence 
the necessity of transporting it. 

The number of inmates on Rainsford has exceeded any 
former year. 

Three hundred and twelve adult male paupers were at one 
time crowded into quarters none too ample for two hundred 
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_ and twenty-five. To provide labor for this large number of 
men, many of whom are able-bodied, is a subject worthy of 
serious consideration. 

We are indebted to Dr. Wallace, Port Physician, for the 
frequent use of the Quarantine Steamer, “Samuel Little,” in 
carrying the Chaplain and inmates of the pauper girls’ and 
girls’ reform schools to Rainsford Island for chapel services, 
which have been held in the dining-room of the main brick 
building, — a room not large enough to accommodate one-half 
of all the inmates, but the best that could be used with the 
present accommodations. 

The Almshouse inmates on Deer Island, comprising the 
adult female paupers, the pauper boys and girls, and the 
children in nursery, have been made comfortable, and a good 
degree of health has prevailed. 

Owing, in part, to the crowded condition of the pauper 
boys’ department, ophthalmia has prevailed to some extent. 

On the sixteenth day of April, 79 pauper boys and 
76 neglected children were removed from Deer Island to 
their new quarters at the “ Marcella-street Home,” Boston 
Highlands. 

On the twenty-third day of April the adult female paupers 
were removed from Deer Island to their new home at “ Aus- 
tin Farm,” where a new building has been erected for their 
accommodation. 

By these important changes it will be observed that the 
Board of Directors are quietly but surely accomplishing the 
long-desired purpose of an entire separation of the paupers 
from the criminal classes, and at this time all of the former 
class that remain on Deer Island are the female paupers who 
are in the hospital and not able to be removed to “ Austin 
Farm,” the pauper girls and the children in the nursery. 

In the Reformation department, on Deer Island, the custom 
of former years, of placing the larger boys at work on the 
farm, who have minority sentences, and who have attained 
good proficiency in their studies, has been continued, some 
Reeve being thus employed from May 1st to November 

st. 

From November'Ist to May 1st four schools have been in ses- 
sion in the boys’ department, which all the boys have attended. 
The progress made in studies is all that could be expected. 
For further particulars and statistics in relation to the several 
schools on the island you are referred to the annexed report 
of the Rev. Mr. Dadmun, Superintendent of Schools. 

The serious drawback to this department is that the boys 
have not been taught trades. Undoubtedly this subject has 
not received more earnest and decided consideration hereto- 
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fore, from the fact that the sentences of the boys have varied 
from three months to minority. 

The truants, who are usually on short sentences, have been 
mixed up with minority boys, and it has been deemed proper 
that the truants should be kept at their books, instead of 
labor, as they were sent here for refusing to go to school in 
the city. 

No work-rooms have ever been provided for any kind of 
mechanical labor, and the institution has for years been so 
crowded that such room could not be spared from any part 
of the premises. 

By the recent removal of the pauper boys to the “ Mar- 
cella-street Home,” it gives us the opportunity to remove 
the truants to the building vacated by them, which will make 
room in the Reformation department to try some kind of 
mechanical labor, and printing-presses are about to be intro- 
duced. 

Should this prove a success, it will then undoubtedly be 
recommended that workshops be erected, in which to estab- 
lish several kinds of trades. It is not clairfied that any large 
amount of pecuniary benefit would be the immediate result, 
but it is considered that trades and correct habits of industry 
taught the boys would be of great service to them in after 
life. 

The House of Reformation brass band, composed of some 
thirty boys, under the direction of Mr. Ripley, has made 
commendable progress during the year. 

Military drill has recently been established in this depart- 
ment. The arguments in favor of its adoption are that it is 
conducive to health, promptness, regularity, good order and 
neatness. We are about to be furnished with two hundred 
guns for drill purposes. 

The Reformation girls, in addition to their book studies, 
are taught to perform all of the various kinds of housework 
necessary to carry on the premises occupied by them, and 
also to make all of their own wearing apparel. 

The teachers and officers have attended faithfully to their 
respective duties, and to them is due commendation for the 
progress made in studies, and the good order and discipline 
that have prevailed. 

In the House of Industry department, the female prisoners 
have been employed in making clothing, cooking, washing, 
ironing, mending, taking care of sick, etc. The | male pris- 
oners have been employed on the farm, filling in land in 
front of the main building, and making land at the southerly 
end of the island, taking eare of stock, barns, piggery, and 
at various kinds of mechanical labor. 
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There are many days in winter that the weather is too 
severe to work men out of doors. I would suggest that the 
subject of hammering stone be inquired into, and, if such 
labor could be made remunerative, I would recommend that 
a large shed be erected near the steamboat landing, and that 
a portion of our inmates be employed at that kind of labor. 

The farm products were somewhat lessened by the long- 
continued drought of last summer. ‘The onion crop ripened 
some four weeks earlier than usual, consequently the onions 
were small in size.

The officers’ tables were liberally supplied with green corn, 
string beans, green peas, asparagus, lettuce, celery, tomatoes, 
etc., in their season. 

The piggery has not fully supplied the large quantity of 
salt and fresh pork, lard and hams required for officers and 
inmates. 

The production has been 31,602 pounds. 

It is recommended that a new piggery be erected at the 
southerly end of the island, near the old Quarantine house, 
a point more distant from the institution and less liable to be 
objectionable than on the present site. The present building 
is dilapidated, and not worth the heavy expenditure that 
would be required to place it in a proper condition. An 
appropriation has been made by the City Council to carry 
out this necessary and much-desired improvement, and work 
will be commenced as soon as the plans are furnished by the 
City Architect. | 

The dairy has supplied all of the milk for officers and 
inmates. The yield has been 17,078 gallons. 

1,013 pounds of’ butter have been made; the cows are 
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mostly young, and their good condition shows that proper 
care has been taken of them. 

The amount of gas consumed during the year has been 
1,105,700 cubic feet. The material used for makine the 


same cost $942.09. The average cost per 1,000 cubic feet, 


without including labor, was eighty-five cents. 

The most important improvements during the year are as 
follows : — 

A building has been erected for the storage of lumber, 
which has previously been kept out of doors, exposed to the 
storms. 

A guard-house has been built in the male prison yard, for 
the protection from the storm of the officers on yard duty. 
A small building has been placed on the outside entrance to 
the female prison yard for the benefit of the gate-keeper. 

The “pauper girls’ school” has been newly shingled, and 
furnished with new gutters and conductors. The attic of the 
building has been sheathed, and is now used as a dormitory. 
The increase in the number of inmates of this department 
rendered this last improvement necessary. The girls’ bath- 
room has been remodelled, and a new floor laid. 

The cooking facilities of the pauper schools being inade- 
quate, in consequence of the increased number of inmates, 
an extra kitchen has been fitted up with jacket kettles, so 
that the cooking arrangements are now ample for as many 
inmates as the buildings will accommodate ; a bath-room for 
the use of the officers has been added, and also two water- 
closets for officers, and one for neoaon 

The second story of the institution laundry building has 
been conveniently fitted up as a nursery, with a matron’s 
room, kitchen and bath-room connected. 

The premises formerly occupied as a nursery have been 
converted into hospitals for female paupers, a portion of 
whom had formerly to be cared for in the female prison hos- 
pital. These changes have proved beneficial, not only in 
comfort, but as a sanitary measure. 

The privy vaults at the Girls’ Reform School have been 
abolished and water-closets substituted. 

Water-closets and urinals have been put into the male 
prison dormitories, and also in the dormitories of the Boys’ 
House of Reformation department. 

Iron sinks have been placed in the male prison dormi- 
tories and hospital, and hot and cold water carried to them. 
This improvement saves much time and labor, as water for 
scrubbing the floors and all other purposes had previously to 
be carried from the basement to those places. 

The cells in the store, which have always been an eyesore, 
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and have not been in use for a number of years, have been 
taken out, thereby making more room and improving the 
appearance of the store. 

The nuisance of cleaning vaults by dipping the contents 
into hogsheads, to be carted away, has been abated, by pur- 
chasing and putting into general use a_ patent odorless 
excavator.

Winthrop Farm is rapidly running out, and will soon be 
almost useless for agriculturat purposes unless fertilized. 
If it is to be continued as a farm, I would suggest the pro- 
priety of erecting a dwelling-house on the premises, and 
utilizing some of our surplus able-bodied pauper labor in 
carrying on the farm. 

The sick have been carefully nursed and tenderly cared 
for. The report of the Resident Physician, Dr. Luther G. 
Chandler, which is hereto annexed, gives full particulars of 
the hospital departments of the several institutions. 

The Rev. John W. Dadmun’s report, as Chaplain of the 
institutions, is hereto annexed. 

The statistics of the several departments will be found on 
the following pages. 

The officers, teachers and matrons of the several depart- 
ments have labored diligently in the discharge of their 
duties, and my commendation for their faithfulness is here 
expressed. 

President Little has placed me under personal obligations 
to him for his courtesy and his readiness to act with and advise 
me on matters connected with the institutions. My thanks 
are also expressed to all other members of the Board of 
Directors for their courteous treatment and ready assistance 
in various official matters.

The foregoing statistics must necessarily convey a very 
inadequate idea of the labor of the medical depattment for 
the year past; a detail of the nature of the cares and 
responsibilities of the physician would not be appropriate 
in a report of this nature. Living, as it were, in constant 
contact with sickness and death, the past five years since we 
have been connected with these institutions, the story of the 
last year is, to a great extent, a mere repetition of the first. 
The record of disease in the Almshouse, for the most part, 
goes to show that this hospital is merely a home for in- 
curables ; and here they are enabled to get their daily medi- 

cal wants supplied in the most efficient manner, and A 
as comfortable as circumstances permit. 

The mortality has been confined, for the most part, to 
this department, there having been seventy deaths out of the 
eighty-six reported, — an increase of five from that of last 
year. The branch of the hospital on Deer Island has in- 
creased its efficiency, in acquiring double the amount of 
room, by removal of the nursery, so that all of our patients 
are now gathered in two airy and sunny wards, and a better 
system of classification allowed. The most notable event 
has been the removal of many of our old-time patients to 
the “Austin Farm.” The daily visit and few moments’ chat 
in the “Old Ladies’ Parlor” is greatly missed. 

At the time of the removal of the pauper boys to the “Mar- 
cella-street Home,” ophthalmia was prevailing to a certain 
extent ; the proportion of severe cases, however, to the whole 
number no greater than at times in the past; although, no 
doubt, slowly increasing, our efforts at treatment to a great 
degree being futile, owing to the imperfect facilities for rigid 
isolation, due to the crowded condition of the school. The 
health of the childr en in other respects has been as good as , 
in the past. 

The hospital at Rainsford Island has continued its work 
without special change. Dr. Kimball, having resigned 
November 9th, was succeeded by Dr. Maxwell ; "he in turn 
by Dr. E. S. Dodge, on April 10th, who has conscientiously 
carried on the duties. The hospital being more the nature 
of an infirmary, it has been used to its utmost capacity for 
all who have required treatment. 

The House of Industry hospital has presented nothing out 
of its usual course, with the exception that pneumonia has 
prevailed in the male division the past season to a greater 
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extent than in former years, there having. occurred twenty- 
two cases and two deaths. 

It is always a matter of congratulation that we can record 
the absence of anything of an epidemic nature in this depart- 
ment, coming as many of the inmates do from the lowest 
quarters of the city. Intemperance still heads the record of 
disease, as such we believe it to be in many cases confirmed 
by the daily observation of the past Ae and its results 
can be found in one-half of the list of other diseases treated. 

By reason of changes in other departments, our wards, for 
the first time for many years, have been entirely devoted to 
the accommodation of their proper inmates. 

The House of Reformation has presented nothing out of 
its usual course, the general character of disease remaining 
the same. ‘Two deaths only have occurred, both from acute 
congestion of the brain, sudden in their appearance, and 
rapid i in their course. No cause could be ascribed as to their 
origin. 

The nursery in its new quarters, in the upper portion of 
the laundry building, has shown, in a marked degree, the 
beneficial effect of the change, in the improved general 
health of the inmates. The opportunity for isolating any- 
thing of a contagious nature, which may arise, is much 
appreciated. 

The nurses have taken a deep interest in their duties, 
and merit our thanks. 

In conclusion I would express a sense of obligation to you 
for many kindnesses granted.

REPORT OF CHAPLAIN. 


To Guy C. Unprerwoop, Esq., Superintendent of Deer 
Island Institutions : — 


Str, — The duties of a Chaplain in institutions like these 
are many and various, and yet so well understood that it is 
hardly necessary to formally enumerate them. It is not his 
duty to make rules, but rather to assist in enforcing those

moral obligations which all good citizens recognize in their 
relations to civil government. There is an innate sense of 
good and evil, right and wrong, in every man, which no 
crimes can wholly obliterate. To this moral sense the 
teacher of righteousness may appeal, and often find a re- 
sponse which will result in permanent reformation, even 
among the most depraved and forsaken. The Gospel of 
good-will to men is a severe rebuke to those who seem to 
think that none but “respectable sinners” are worth saving. 
Jesus came to seek and to save that which was lost, — all the 
lost. The parable of the Lost Sheep teaches us to leave the 
ninety and nine, “ which need no repentance,” and go into the 
wilderness and search until we find the lost one, and then 
bring him back to the fold. The wilderness may be dark 
and forbidding, and the lost one may be torn and bleeding, 
but we must bring him back, if possible. Inspired by the 
spirit and faith of the Master, the faithful Chaplain will labor 
in hope and expectation of success. — 

If it were advisable to give names, we could refer to 
remarkable instances of reformation among the inmates of 
these institutions, but, as there is a disposition on the part of 
some men in every community to ridicule and caricature 
those who attempt to reform, it may be better not to give 
too much publicity to such cases. Theories, however, sup- 
ported by facts, are practical and incontrovertible. A religion 
of love and good-will must ultimately find a response in 
the human heart, although it may not always produce 
immediate fruit. 

During the year religious services have been held every 
Sabbath at Deer Island, and, during the summer, once a 
fortnight at Rainsford Island. Not having had any convey- 
ance between the islands on Sundays, except when, by the 
kindness of the Port Physician, the Quarantine Steamer 
could be obtained, the inmates at Rainsford Island have been 
somewhat secluded. Arrangements have recently been made 
to remedy this defect, so that now services are held regularly 
every fortnight. We are happy to learn that a chapel is to 
be built there this summer, which has been very much needed 
for a long time. 


LIBRARIES. 


About two hundred volumes have been added to the 
libraries by way of donation from the “ Hospital Newspaper 
Society,” of Boston. Besides these this society has sent a 
large number of papers and pamphlets for the hospitals, 
which are highly appreciated by the sick and infirm of our 
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institutions. To this society we are greatly indebted for 
this timely and generous donation, and especially to Mrs. 
Grace M. Kuhn, who has visited the island and manifested a 
personal interest in furnishing reading matter for the suffer- 
ing. We heartily endorse this association, and earnestly 
commend it to the friends of true benevolence. 

We are also indebted to the Congregational Publishing 
Society for a large number of Sunday-school tracts and 
papers for the boys and girls, who are always made happy 
by such contributions.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To Guy C. Unprrwoop, Esq., Superintendent of Deer 
Island Institutions : — 


Sir, — Again it becomes my duty to make a brief state- 
ment of the condition of the schools in the city institutions. 
The progress of the pupils in their various studies has been 
very commendable, considering the frequent changes con- 
stantly occurring in schools of this class. The annual 
examination, which was held April 25th, was conducted by 
Hon. Benjamin Dean, Chairman of the School Committee of 
the Board of Directors. A large number of visitors were 
present, including his Honor Mayor Prince, and Walter 
Smith, Esq. The exercises were concluded with an exhibi- 
tion of music, vocal and instrumental, in which all the 
children participated. The addresses, delivered by the gen- 
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tlemen above named, were exceedingly interesting and 
appropriate, and were highly appreciated by all present. 
Seven boys were pardoned as a reward for good deportment 
and proficiency in their studies. | 

The classes in arithmetic, history, geography, drawing and 
music were particularly complimented. Much praise is due 
the teachers for their constancy and efficiency in the work 
assigned them.

This is a 
step in the right direction, and one which every citizen must 
heartily approve. 

The brass band, which was formed a little less than two 
years ago, has exceeded our expectations; and the musical 
ability displayed by the boys comprising it promises to be a 
source of profit to them when they shall leave the institution. 
Prof. Ripley, their instructor, is devoted to his work, and 
peculiarly adapted to teaching boys the science of music.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF ALMSHOUSE, 
AUSTIN FARM. 


Austin Farm Home, Boston, May 1, 1877. 
To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The following is my report for the year 
1876-77. During the past year there have been pauper 
men enough detailed from Rainsford Island to do most of 
the work on the farm, and women enough from Deer Island 
Almshouse to do the work in the house. 

There has been an addition built to the old house, making 
room to accommodate 125. The water has been connected 
with the house. The buildings were in a dilapidated con- 
dition, and have been put in thorough repair. An ice-house 
has been built and filled with ice enough to supply Marcella- 
street Institution and our own. The past year the farm 
has produced vegetables enough for our own use and some 
for Marcella-street Institution. Owing to the run-out con- 
dition and dry season the crops were very light. 

On the 23d day of April, 1877, the female paupers were 
transferred from Deer Island Institution to Austin Farm, 
77 in number, and 12 to Marcella-street Home, making 89. 
Since that time 5 have taken their discharge. Remaining 
May 1, 1877, 70 at Austin Farm, 14 at Marcella-street 
Home, making, in all, 84.

GENTLEMEN, —In accordance with the annual custom of 
the superintendents of the different public institutions under 
your charge, and your requirements of them, I feel it incum- 
bent on me to make a report of the opening of this institu- 
tion, its organization, condition of its inmates, etc., the same 
constituting the first annual report which I have the honor 
to submit. 

January 22, 1877, the Committee from City Government 
on Public Institutions, and City Architect, formally trans- 
ferred the Home to the care and direction of the Board of 
Directors, who took possession of the building on that date. 

After a careful examination of the building and its prob- 
able requirements, the conclusion of the Board was, that 
many improvements must be made before it could be con- 
veniently occupied. In pursuance of the same the needed 
improvements were commenced and completed, under the 
direction and supervision of Samuel Little, Esq., President 
of the Board, and the Superintendent. Among the most 
important of these were the finishing of the three school- 
rooms and small dormitory; whitewashing the entire base- 
ment, boys’ dining-room, two large dormitories and attics ; 
constructing suitable store and cellar rooms for storing and 
dispensing the supplies; generally finishing the basement ; 
making various cupboards and closets in the different rooms, 
as their necessities demanded, and properly finishing a room 
for dispensary. 

The only stairway in the entire building 1 is so constructed 
as to make one large, open and continuous thoroughfare 
from basement to attic, constituting, by the strong draft of 
air, an easy conductor of much unavoidable noise “and dirt. 
This defect was partially remedied by enclosing the basement 
stairway with a substantial brick wall, and connecting pas-

sage-ways with fly-doors, thus overcoming an annoyance 
which actual experience and occupancy prove would have 
been unendurable. In this connection I would most respect- 
fully call your attention to the necessity for another stair- 
way, which may be constructed in the west end of the new 
wing, at a very limited expense, directly connecting play- 
room, dining-room, lower and upper dormitories. 

This necessity may readily be seen when it is remembered 
that our whole number of inmates traverse this stairway, 
through the centre of the building, ten times daily, besides 
forty or fifty boys, whose domestic duties require a more 
frequent passage. In using this stairway, the boys are now 
obliged, in going to and ‘from meals and sleeping apart- 
ments, to pass the office, reception-room, officers’ dining- 
room, dispensary, kitchen, and other points of interest and 
curiosity to them, all of which combine to take their atten- 
tion from position in line, and duties at other times, thus 
making it much harder to maintain proper discipline. I 
would also invite your attention to the necessity of larger 
play-rooms, to be used during the cold season and inclement 
weather. With the present arrangement and facilities we 
have but one room, 24 feet long by 16 feet wide, which 
affords very limited accommodations for the recreation of 
157 boys, our present number. 

At the present time a gate-house and carriage-shed are in 
process of erection, located on either side of the driveway 
at the street entrance of the institution, which, when com- 
pleted, together with the quite extensive grading and filling 
now being done, will add very much to the finished appear- 
ance of the place. When the order empowering the Board 
of Directors to transfer the male pauper and neglected chil- 
dren from the Almshouse at Deer Island to the Home had 
passed the City Government, the building was found to be 
in complete readiness for occupancy, having been furnished 
throughout in the most neat and substantial manner, and 
ranking, according to our own observation, and the testi- 
mony of those acquainted with public institutions, with the 
best in this country. 

Wednesday, April 11th, the Home was finally inspected 
and formally opened by the Board of Directors, with his 
Honor the Mayor, Joint Committee on Public Institutions, 
City Architect, and Superintendents of Deer Island House 
of Correction and Austin Farm, present as their guests. Uni- 
versal satisfaction was expressed at the condition and 
arrangement of the building for its designed purpose. 

Monday, April 16th, the male pauper and neglected 
children, 155 in number, under the supervision of the 
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School Committee of your Board, Messrs. Dean, Donahoe 
and Flynn, and in charge of their teachers, were trans- 
ferred from Deer Island to their new home. Giving 
their old residence a hearty farewell cheer, led by the 
Island band, and marshalled by Superintendent Underwood, 
the boys marched on board the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee ” 
After a “three times three” for their old Superintendent, 
and all left behind, they were soon landed at South Boston, 
and, there taking carriages, arrived at the Home without 
hindrance or accident. They were immediately dismissed to 
their fine and extensive play-grounds, and thus entered upon 
a new epoch in their lives under changed surroundings. 

An organization in our new home was soon effected, and 
we at once entered upon the daily duties of institution life. 
After a vacation of a few days, the schools were organized 
under the supervision of the master, as per accompanying 
report. Nearly every day develops, new proof of the wisdom 
of placing the Almshouse boys here rather than the truants, 
and the anticipations of those desiring this change are being 
fully realized. 

As previously mentioned, the Home was organized with 
155 boys, 76 of whom had been sentenced as neglected chil- 
dren; hence there were remaining in the Home, April 16, 
1877 : — 


Pauper boys, 79; neglected boys, 76; total, 155. 
Admitted from April 16th to 30th, inclusive : — 
Pauper boys, 4; neglected boys, 4; total, 8.. 
Discharged from April 16th to 30th, inclusive : — 
Pauper boys, 1; neglected boys, 5; total, 6. 
Remaining May 1, 1877: — 
Pauper boys, 82; neglected boys, 75; total, 157. 


Before closing this report, I desire to bear testimony to 
the arduous labors, unceasing interest, and marked fidelity 
which have attended the official connection of President 
Little during the fitting, furnishing and organization of this 
institution. I also wish to acknowledge, with very grateful 
obligation, his constant visits and unremitting attentions, 
as well as his readiness and desire at all times to counsel 
and advise on all matters, minor or important, relating to 
the institution and my connection therewith. 

To G. C. Underwood, Esq., Superintendent of Deer Isl- 
and, I am largely indebted for his cordial support and kind 
and generous counsel, both before and after being assigned 
to this position ; also to Mr. N. B. Webb, master of schools, 
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who has co-operated with much interest, zeal and energy in 
the practical organization of the institution. 

In conclusion, I extend to the Board my sincere thanks 
for the uniform courtesy and consideration which I have at 
all times received from its members.

To the Superintendent Marcella-street Home: — 


Sir, —I have the honor to submit the following initiatory 
report of schools at the Home : — 

The schools having been in session one week only, their 
present status furnishes the only material for a report. 

April 23d, one hundred and fifty-six pupils were organized 
into Grammar, Intermediate and Primary Schools, taught by 
myself, Mr. L. H. Corliss and Mr. H. L. Green, respect- 
ively. | 

The Grammar School has forty-six members, and is 
graded to the standard of the same schools in the city. 

There being no provision for promotion to a higher school, 
it has been the custom to introduce studies raising one 
division of the school to a higher rank. 

The Intermediate numbers fifty-three, and is graded as 
the same schools of the city. 

The Primary School now numbers fifty-five. A large pro- 
portion of them are hardly of school age, and need physical 
care more than text-book education. 

The personnel of the school is changing almost daily, 
thus causing a wide discrepancy in the standing of individual 
scholars, in the higher grades especially. 

Owing to reorganization of classes, consequent upon re- 
moval from Deer Island, our semi-annual examination by the 
School Committee has been postponed. 

The first regular quarterly written examination will occur 
the first week in June. 

Our school-rooms are very pleasant and well furnished, 
and through the more thorough grading we hope to make 
more rapid advancement than ever before.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The following is submitted as the Thirty- 
eighth Annual Report of the Boston Lunatic Hospital : — 

On the first day of May, 1876, there were under the care 
and protection of this hospital two hundred and three patients 
— ninety-seven men and one hundred and six women. 

Since that date there have been admitted by all methods. 
fourteen men and eleven women — twenty-five in all. 

Two hundred and twenty-eight patients —one hundred 
and eleven men and one hundred and seventeen women — 
have been under treatment here during the year. 

The average weekly number during the past year was one 
hundred and ninety-seven. 

Thirty-six patients — sixteen men and twenty women — 
have been discharged for various reasons during the year. 

And there remain at this date, May Ist, 1877, one hun- 
dred and ninety-two patients —ninety-five men and ninety- 
seven women. 

Of the twenty-five admissions during the past year, four- 
teen were by President Little, six by the Judge of Probate, 
upon the petition of a majority of the Board of Aldermen ; 
and five were by the Superintendent —two of them upon 
their own personal application, and the other three at the 
urgent request of friends for relief and protection. 

The whole number of admissions during the past year has 
been twenty-five, against fifty during the year before; and 
the commitments by the Judge of Probate have been but siz 
against twenty-seven during the previous year. 

Several years ago an order was passed by the City Council 
requesting the Judge of Probate to commit all applicants for 
hospital care to the Taunton hospital, in order that some 
relief might be had for the crowded condition of our wards. 
Although this joint order could have no legal force with that 
court, yet the judge decided to conform his action there- 
with, as a matter of courtesy toward the City Government. 

The enforcement of the order was, at the very outset, 
found to be attended by disappointment and complaint, and 
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within one week of its passage it became evident that some 
modification of it must be made. Some were too sick to be 
taken far from home. In some cases loving friends were 
unwilling that the sick should go so far from their sight and 
tender attentions, and, in others, lack of means whereby 
they could make frequent visits to see for themselves, or to 
learn, by inquiry of those in immediate attendance upon 
them, the real condition of the sufferers, made the parting 
from them especially hard and distressing. Others, again, 
were unwilling, under any and all circumstances, to give up 
the conveniences and comforts of the home hospital for mem- 
bers of their own families. 

It was, therefore, finally arranged that the Judge of Pro- 
bate should suspend the operation of the order, and commit 
to the Boston hospital all parties who should present to him 
a petition to that effect from a majority of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

For a short time this plan seemed to work smoothly, and 
to give general, if not universal, satisfaction; but not for: 
long. By and by it was found that many were too violent 
and dangerous, or too sick, or that, for one reason or another, 
there was too great an urgency in the case to permit any 
delay that could possibly be avoided. In other instances the 
parties interested were ignorant of the provision, or too. 
timid and shy to avail themselves of it at the first; and 
afterwards came regret and sorrow, or indignation and loud. 


co) : 
complaint. And so at length there came about another 


change. The Aldermen were conscious of their own kindly 
intent and singleness of purpose. Astonished and disheart-- 
ened by fault-finding and complaint from those whom they 
would willingly have served had they known their need, and. 
not understanding the inherent weakness of the arrangement, 
during the past year they have declined to sign such peti-- 
tions. 

Until quite recently, therefore, the doors of our hospital 
have been practically closed to. the very poor, for whose 
benefit it was originally founded. And thus it has happened 
that only stx of this class have been admitted during the 
year, while ordinarily from thirty to fifty would have been 
received. ; 

Recently, in a few instances, such petitions have been pre- 
sented ; but we have no reason to anticipate results more 
satisfactory or hopeful. 

Under such circumstances I trust I shall be pardoned if, 
earnestly and feelingly, but most respectfully, I renew the 
suggestion that charity, humanity and justice will be better 
secured for all, if the order were so amended that, hereafter, 
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all applications for admission of patients to the hospital at 
South Boston shall be disposed of by the Judge of Probate, 
after consultation with the Board of Directors for Public 
Institutions. 

In this way those whose needs are most urgent, and 
whose claims‘are strongest, will be promptly succored, and, 
while all overcrowding of our wards will be prevented, the 
hospital will be constantly filled to its full working capacity. 

The average weekly number during the year has been one 
hundred and ninety-seven. By the exercise of a little care 
in deciding upon the claims of the applicants for admission, 
we could have constantly cared for ten or fifteen, or even 
twenty, more, and not have added a dollar to the total of 
the year’s expenses. 

By our system of “ Daily Reports” the Directors are in- 
formed every morning of the condition, the needs and the 
capacity of this hospital. Through the telegraphic commu- 
nication between us and their office inquiries are easily made 
and answered, and information on any point can almost 
instantly be given. The Directors are in daily communica- 
tion with the Judge of Probate in sending the insane to 
Taunton. How easily, how intelligently and how quickly 
all applications for admission to this hospital could be con- 
sidered and determined justly by them ! 

Among the admissions were two who made earnest appli- 
cation, 72 person, for the favor. 

One of them, a young man of 27, educated and skilled in 
his profession, came from the city at midnight, through a 
cold, driving rainstorm, climbed our high fence, —no easy 
task for a strong man by daylight, —and, drenched and 
shivering with cold and fright, the water streaming from his 
hair and sodden garments, begged piteously for protection 
from the invisible enemy thirsting for his life. He was re- 
ceived, and properly cared for, and is now making a good 
and rapid recovery. ' 

Twenty of the twenty-five admitted had never been in- 
mates of any hospital for the insane before, while two had 
been former inmates of this hospital, and three others had 
been inmates of other hospitals in this State, but not within 
the year. 

Of the thirty-six discharged during the year seven were 
recovered, three much improved, two not improved, and 
twenty-four died. 

Although the number of recoveries is small, it is in the 
same proportion to the admissions as that of last year. The 
number much improved is larger in that proportion than 
that of last year. 
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This is a small point, to be sure, but under our rather 
discouraging surroundings small points are by no means to 
be despised. These are days of small things with us. 

The deaths number a few more this year than last. An 
unusually large number of them has been among those who 
have been, for many years, residents here, and who have 
gradually worn out with time and disease. Most of them 
were willing to make the last journey, in the hope of some- 
thing brighter and better on the other side of the dark river. 
That they have found it, who can doubt? 

Seven of the deaths were from consumption, six from 
exhaustion, three from apoplexy, two from diarrhcea, and 
one each from epilepsy, general paralysis, obscure disease of 
the brain, dysentery, erysipelas and old age. 

Fourteen were over fifty years of age; and of these, one 
was over 90, three were over 80, five over 70, and two over 
60. One had been an inmate of this hospital for 37 years, 
one for 34, one 30, one 27, one 24, one 15, one 14, one 11, 
and one for 10 years. 

The combined residence of these nine is equal to that of 
one person for 202 years. 

For many of these so long resident here and objects of 
daily care and solicitude, an attachment had imperceptibly 
formed and strengthened, that death only could discover. 
The constantly recurring feeling of deprivation, the sense of 
loss, daily attests the strength of the tie. They are missed, 
as members of one’s own family circle are missed. The 
morning and the evening visit is incomplete, for the cus- 
tomary 2 greeting is not given; the welcome face and form 
has disappeared ; the room is vacant; the chair is empty ; the 
silence is depressing. 

Though the advocates of locked letter-boxes and of 
inquisitorial visitors will never give the statement an 
instant’s credence, it is nevertheless true that some of the 
strongest, the most unselfish, and the most enduring attach- 
ments have been formed in our hospitals for the insane, 
between the conscientious physician and his sorely-tried 
patient. Without this how dreary would be the labor of | 
the honest, painstaking Superintendent ! 

Of those that died, one — an aged lady —had recovered 
mentally, and might have left the hospital months before. 
But she liked the hospital and its ways. Old associations 
were broken, never to be reunited. She felt at home here, 
and had no desire for a change. So here she tarried, until 
long-waited-for, longed-for, Kpaloanie death came and gave 
ey the final discharge. Two others only, on acaiaerone 
gave any hope of recovery from mental disease. 
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And now once more we are glad to report another year of 
exemption from suicide, homicide, epidemic, fire, or serious 
accident of any sort. 

The general health of the hospital has never been better. 
For comfort, enjoyment and general homelike life, the past 
year has rarely been surpassed. 

Our means for medical and moral treatment have been 
substantially those of former years, changing, improving and 
increasing them as time and experience have taught no 
better. No other change in the methods of management has 
been made, but such as “steady progress brings. 

Christmas and New Year, and the Twenty-second of Feb- 
ruary and the Fourth of July, and the other holidays and 
festivals, have brought their own appropriate observances. 
Lectures and concerts, the circus, the menagerie, private 
theatricals and harbor excursions, home parties, the visits of 
the Advisory Committee, the library, the monthly magazines 
and the daily newspapers have all contributed to enliven and 
cheer hospital life, and to lend to its leaden hours the swift . 
wings of occupation. If we can show no marked advance 
during the year, we can safely claim that there have been no 
steps ‘backward. 

On the thirtieth day of last June was completed the 
twenty-fifth year of the present management of this hospital. 
Twenty-five years ago the hospital contained thirty more 
patients than we have to-day; though since then it has 
sheltered, for a single night, two hundred and seventy-six 
inmates. Then State patients were committed to the South 
Boston hospital, by law, and the city patients numbered 
scarcely one hundred. 

Now none but city patients can be legally sent here, and 
if all of the city insane were gathered here, they would 
number more than four hundred and fifty. 

In 1851 the “Cottage” building contained eighteen large 
rooms, as “strong” as could be made, of bricks and atone 
and iron, for the violent and dangerous class, The open 
iron doors were supplemented by close wooden doors for 
use in winter, and the rooms were warmed by hot furnace 
air passing through the hollow stone floors. The double 
series of rooms occupied the centre of the building and the 
corridor surrounded them, between them and the large 
ample windows in the outer walls. Altogether it was the 
most comfortable, the best “ Lodge,” or series of “Strong 
Rooms” in the country at that time. But yet existence 
there, in its best aspect, was solitary confinement. Many 
of our citizens doubtless remember that building, with its 


>? 
score of noisy, filthy, violent and some even naked inmates. 
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In the hospital proper all the single rooms and attics, 
with the exception of a few “associated dormitories,” were 
supplied with low iron frames, fastened to the wall and 
floor with a coarse sacking, attached by iron hooks. Upon 
this was laid a straw bed and pillow and the usual bedding ; 
a three-cornered plank seat, built into the wall in a corner 
of the room, served as a anid There was no other furni- 
ture. The corridors contained a few settees and plain 
wooden chairs. The wards were lighted, in the evening, by 
two single-tubed globe lanterns, giving barely light enough 
for safe and easy locomotion. 

The floors and walls were alike bare and cheerless, though 
as clean as soap and sand and abundant whitewash could 
make them. 

One bath-tub, and that on the lower floor in each wing, 
furnished all the conveniences for bathing for the occupants 
of the three wards. 

A single attendant took the entire care of each ward, 
except in the lower female ward, where a man and his wife 
were thought to be necessary. 

A “flying attendant” had charge of the dining-room and 
attic of each wing, and occasionally relieved the other 
attendants for an hour. 

A few odd volumes of old books and an occasional news- 
paper, of any date, and the Bible, made the bulk of reading- 
matter for the. long days; and the total lack of sufficient 


roo) 
light, for either reading or sewing, sent the inmates to bed

at an early hour after supper. A few packs of cards and as 
many backgammon boards served for their simple amuse- 
ments. A hand-organ, now and then, for an afternoon, 
and, better still, a fiddle for a whole evening, afforded 
delight long felt and gratefully remembered. A party for a 
walk of a mile or two in the suburbs was a thing of note, 
eagerly anticipated and not soon forgotten. 

The sick in each ward were nursed by the single attend- 
ant as carefully as circumstances would permit, by night as 

| well as by day. 

Under such circumstances, what wonder that “ mechanical 
restraint ” was a simple necessity! What wonder that its 
use, on some occasions, should exceed even fifteen and 
twenty per cent. ! 

No watchman guarded the outer premises by night or 
took note of the wants of the unquiet and restless sleepers 
within.. During the bitter nights of midwinter an attend- 
ant, for a small extra wage, would get up and replenish the 
ase once or more, before morning. 


© 
And yet the patients were well-cared for and made com- 
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fortable. But it was done through great care and watchful- 
ness and anxiety on the part of the management, and by 
devoted care and ceaseless labor on the part of the attend- 
ants, such as the attendants of the present day can form no 
conception of. 

The Superintendent, without an assistant, without a clerk, 
without supervisors, without even a watchman, but with only 
a single student to aid him, controlled and guided the whole. 

Such was the hospital twenty-five years ago. And then it 
nearly, if not fully, responded to the requirements of the 
day. But in nothing but the mere building itself was it 
more creditable to the humanity, intelligence, and wealth of 
our good City of Boston of that day than it is now. 

To-day how changed the demands of the community, and 
how changed the appearance of the hospital ! 

The “Strong Rooms” of the cottage were abandoned 
years ago, and, in place of them, we have a commodious 
kitchen and laundry, with an attractive serving-room for the 
women, and a more than comfortable billiard-room for the 
men, in the upper story. The maniacs, who once filled it 
with violence and cursing, were, one by one, withdrawn to 
the main wards, where, by patient kindness and constant 
attention and sympathy, their confidence was won, and the 
ferocity born of loneliness and apparent neglect was sub- 
dued forever. The task was not an easy one. The attempt 
failed over and over again; but kindly and resolute effort 
was finally successful, and the “Strong Rooms” became a 
thing of the past. 

Throughout the hospital the old prison bedstead was con- 
demned, and the modern iron or wooden bedstead was sub- 
stituted. Generally, comfortable rattan and hair mattresses 
and hair and feather pillows take the place of the old straw 
bed. 

In the better wards each single room has a neat wooden 
bedstead, bureau, washstand, table, two chairs (one of them 
a rocker in the wards for women), a wardrobe, looking-glass, 
and shade and curtain for the window. Many of the single 
rooms are carpeted, and every one has a strip of bright car- 
pet by the bedside. The walls of all the single rooms are 
painted in some soft tint. 

The walls of all the corridors are painted, and hung with 
attractive pictures. The floors of the best wards have a 
double breadth of carpeting through the centre, and the 
corridor parlors at the end are carpeted and supplied with 
good upholstered furniture, and with centre-tables. The 
windows are curtained, and the walls adorned with engravy- 
ings and paintings of merit. 
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The halls, or wards, are all amply lighted by gas. A 
bath-tub, a water-closet, a lavatory and a sink add to the 
comfort and convenience of each ward. 

A well-selected library of more than twelve hundred vol- 
umes, with ward libraries of good books and bound maga- 
zines, and many of the best monthly magazines, and several 
daily and weekly newspapers, furnish a great abundance of 
reading matter for all. 

Two billiard-tables, two pianos, a cabinet organ, a baga- 
telle board, a bowling-alley, a magic-lantern, and a well- 
supplied cabinet of apparatus for magic entertainments, give 
ample means for recreation and amusement. 

The above, with cards, chess, backgammon-boards, crib- 
bage-boards, draughts and props, cannot fail to meet the 
personal peculiarities of the greater portion of our inmates. 

A male supervisor, two female supervisors, two attendants 
for each of the two upper wards, and three for each of the 
lower wards, two dining-room and attic attendants, with an 
attendant or two for special use whenever needed, a night 
attendant for each wing, a watchman for outside service, 
and, in winter, a fireman, add greatly to the efficiency of 
the service, and to our security, by day as well as by night. 
The sick are attended during the day by nurses whose rest 
by night has been unbroken, and by night by those who 
come to them fresh from abundant rest. 

All of us rest better and sleep more soundly that a vigilant 
watchman guards the grounds and protects us from fire and 
other danger. 

For the past twelve years the Superintendent has been 
aided by a responsible assistant, and for two years past, by 
the considerate kindness of the Board of Directors, marked 
by me, a second assistant has been added to the medical 
staff. 

With these changes and improvements, and in consequence 
of them, the use of “mechanical restraint” has been con- 
stantly and steadily diminishing till it has nearly, if not 
quite, reached the minimum consistent with the safety and 
highest good of the individual patient. 

Attendance upon lectures, concerts, theatres, public ex- 
hibitions of paintings and flowers, water excursions and 
visits to the circus, the menagerie, and the like, are things 
of frequent occurrence in these days, and while they cause 
less comment than formerly, they are no less welcome, and 
no less fruitful of good, and good only. 

Such are some of the changes and improvements wrought 
here during the past twenty-five years. But they are those 
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only that appear on the outside that can be appreciated by 
the observer. 

The influence they have exerted upon the tortured nerves, 
the diseased mind, the despairing imagination, no mortal 
can rightly estimate. That it has been great, often vital, 
no one can doubt. 

For these beneficent changes, so fruitful of good for suf- 
fering mortals, so honorable to those who have been 
instrumental in effecting them, we are indebted to the 
successive Boards of Visitors and Directors who have been 
entrusted with the control of this great charity. Above and 
beyond all other instrumentalities, these improvements are 
due to the intelligent foresight and practical humanity and 
resolute loyalty to duty and to the good name of Boston, on 
the part of those gentlemen, who, for more than twenty-five 
years, have, without fee or reward, served as members of 
the successive Boards of Directors and Advisory Com- 
mittees. They are not forgotten. Their names are daily 
spoken here, and always with gratitude and love. 

To our friends, old and new, who have remembered us 
in kindness during the past year our grateful thanks are 
due. 

To the management of Murray’s circus and Barnum’s 
show, for unlimited admission to their entertainments; to

DISCIPLINE AND Foop. 


While I have been careful to enforce the rules of the In- 
stitution, and to keep the discipline of the prison up to the 
former standard, I have endeavored to inflict punishment as 
sparingly as possible. 

No change in the food supplied to the prisoners has been 
made since my last report. 


WorK. 


Since the failure of Mr. Jason Wentworth, the business 
of slipper-making has been carried on by Mr. J. D. O'Neil, 
who now employs about 21 hands. 

The making of clothing for outside dealers has been car- 
ried on as usual, occupying the labor of from 200 to 225 
prisoners; though I am sorry to say that the depression in 
business, which I mentioned in my last report, still con- 
tinues, and many of our machines have had to remain idle a 
considerable portion of the past year. 

Most of the short-sentenced prisoners, and those who are 
unfitted for work on the sewing-machines, are employed as 
cooks, sweeps, door-tenders, gas-makers; firemen, and, in the 


summer months, as gardeners. 


Gas Works, ETC. 


The Lunatic Hospital was supplied as heretofore with gas 
from this institution during the past summer, but our works 
were found to be inadequate to manufacture a supply for 
both institutions during the short days of winter. I would 
mention in this connection, that the works require a thor- 
ough overhauling to render them serviceable and satis- 
factory. 

Necessary repairs have been made on the boilers which 
supply heat and motive power to the entire institution, and 


a new roof has been added to the store-sheds. 


PIGGERY. 


There is no change to report in this department ; we have 


been enabled to raise enough pork to meet all the wants of 
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the institution, and have also occasionally disposed of small 
quantities over and above our own requirements. 


GARDENS. 


The vegetable crop has been good, and we have had to 
purchase nothing in this line, except potatoes, of which a 
large quantity is used, and our grounds are not extensive 
enough to raise all we need. 


HEALTH. 


Below will be found the record of deaths for the past 
year, which is far below the number last reported. There 
has been no epidemic sickness to notice, and the general 
health of the prison has been: fully up to, in fact, rather 
above, the average of former years. 

The following is the list of deaths: 

Joseph Pursey, died May 15, 1876, ‘Up pneumonia. 

William Hudson, died August eat be 1876, of diarrhoea. 

Henry Drake, died October 30, 1876, of heart disease. 

William McDonald, died November 5, 1876, of phthisis. 

William Crozier, died November 25, 1876, of consump- 
tion. 

Patrick O’Neil, died March 13, 1877, of pneumonia. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


These have been continued as usual. 

There has been no difficulty of any sort arising from the 
introduction of Roman Catholic \services. The prisoners 
are left to their free choice, which service they will attend, 
though they are required to attend chapel at least once a day. 


LIBRARY. 


The Library is now in good working order. A large 
number of books has been added during the year. Most of 
the prisoners appreciate the privilege which is thus afforded 
them. 


. LAUNDRY. 


I would cail the attention of the Board to the necessity of 
a new Laundry. ‘The building now occupied for this pur- 
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pose is the oldest on the grounds, a wooden structure built 
nearly forty years ago, and is too small for the use to which 
it is applied. 


CONCLUSION. 


I beg in conclusion to state that the various officers of the 
institution have discharged their duties faithfully and effi- 
ciently, to which I attribute the fact that no prisoners have 
succeeded in escaping during the year. Offering my best 
thanks to the members of the Board, to the President es- 
pecially, for their courtesy and kindness, and for their care

The Committee on Paving, to whom was recommitted the 
petition of the Metropolitan Railroad Company for the 
location of a track in Atlantic avenue and Commercial street, 
respectfully recommend the passage of the following order 
of location.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the Metropolitan Railroad Company to lay down tracks 
in several of the streets of the City of Boston, said company 
shall have the right to lay down a single track on Atlantic 
avenue from the tracks of said company, as now laid down 
on said avenue near Rowe’s wharf, to Commercial street ; also 
a single track in Commercial street from Atlantic avenue to 
Battery street, and to connect said track by a curved track 
with the track in Battery street, and also with the track on 
the avenue leading to the North Ferry slip. 

Said company shall also have the right to connect the 
track located by this order on Atlantic avenue, with the 
track of said Metropolitan Railroad Company on Broad 
street; also to lay down a turnout track on said Atlantic 
avenue between India street and Central wharf; and a turn- 
out track on said avenue between Commercial street and 
Commercial wharf; and a turnout track on said avenue 
between Lewis wharf and Eastern avenue; the tracks 
located by this order being shown on plans drawn by H. A. 
Case, surveyor, dated May 21, 1877, and deposited in the 
office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon the condition that the whole work of laying down said 
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tracks, the form of rail to . used, and the kind and quality 
of material used in paving said tracks, shall be under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving 
and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by 
them. Also upon the condition that the said Metropolitan 
Railroad Company shall accept this order of location, and 
shall agree, in writing, to comply with the conditions there- 
in contained, and shall file said acceptance and agreement 
with the City Clerk within thirty days of the date of its 
passage, otherwise it shall be null and void.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF MOUNT 
HOPE CEMETERY. 


OFFICE OF THE BoarD oF TRUSTEES OF Mount Horr CEmeTeERY.

To THE HONORABLE City COUNCIL :— 


The Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery respectfully sub- 
mit herewith the Nineteenth Annual Report of their doings, 
for the financial year 1876-77. 

The total amount of receipts during the year from all 
sources, except the two appropriations by the City Council, 
one of $15,000, and another of $3,000, and the balance of 
$1,026.85 remaining in the Treasury on the first day of May, 
1876, was $15,126.98. This amount was $1,619.82 less 
than the sum received from the same sources in the preced- 
ing year, and $4,119.82 less than that secured during the 
year 1874-75. By the subjoined statements of the receipts 
and expenditures, it appears that the total amount expended 
during the year, for all, objects, was $32,327.22, or 
$12,950.55 less than the outlay in 1875-76. ‘This large 
difference, it should be observed, was owing to the erection 
of the new receiving-tomb, the want of which had long 
been seriously felt, and which now imparts no little per- 
manent value to the Cemetery. 

The Trustees deem it not improper to say, that there are 
few objects connected with the affairs of the city that demand 
a more ready recognition at the hands of the public ser- 
vants, or that deserve a more generous and liberal consider- 
ation, than that which has been assigned to their keeping. 
This institution is not only one of absolute necessity, but it 
addresses itself to the tenderest sensibilities of the whole 
community, and is one whose claims all must, sooner or 
later, acknowledge. To justify this confidence, the Trustees 
have endeavored to adminster their charge with a becoming 
liberality, as well as with a judicious regard for economy. 
That they have succeeded in their efforts they think the 
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present condition of the Cemetery, and the estimation in 
which it is held by the community, plainly show. While 
there has been no attempt to enter into unseemly rivalry 
with other similar institutions, neither has there been 
conscious neglect in the use of anything consistent with 
cultivated taste, and a due regard for that which is becoming 
in a place so sacred. The necessities of such an object are 
always recurring and urgent; and it would be as palpable a 
disregard of what is demanded and expected by the com- 
munity to manifest a niggard parsimony, as it would be to 
indulge in uncalled-for extravagance. The Trustees have 
striven to avoid the mistakes of both these courses, and 
they confidently submit this statement of their stewardship 
to the favorable consideration of the City Council. 

The amount received for the sale of lots during the year 
was $7,379.70, —a decrease of $735.30 from the sum received 
for the sale of lots in the preceding year. Although the 
number of lots sold was less, the extent of the work per- 
formed was considerably greater, than that in any preceding 
year. The artificial lake, which has been in course of 
preparation for several years, has advanced far towards com- 
pletion. Many trees and shrubs have been planted, and 
preparations made for general ornamentation. It will be 
remembered that this work has heretofore received only such 
attention as other important objects, of greater urgency, 
would from time to time allow. 

The lot belonging to the Order of Odd Fellows has been 
enlarged during the year by the addition of 2,800 feet of 
land. The monument designed to occupy this lot is nearly 
completed, and will be dedicated during the ensuing month. 
The statues which will adorn this monument are unique in 
design, beautiful in execution, and altogether will form an 
attraction such as few cemeteries possess. When erected it 
will be a subject of pride to the Cemetery, and a credit to 
the philanthropic order which projected it. 

In addition to the above-named improvements, eight other 
lots have been furnished with ornamental posts and steps ; 
one lot has received a granite curb; and six monuments and 
one hundred tablets have been erected, some of beautiful 
designs and tasteful workmanship. 

More than eight hundred feet of avenues have been made, 
the whole underlaid with stone, forming a work of the most 
thorough and substantial character. Besides this, about 
one thousand feet of walks have been laid out and put in 
order. 

Seventy full-sized lots, each of three hundred superficial 
square feet, or more, and thirty-one lots of half the usual 
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size, have been graded, to await any demand that may 
arise. 

The Trustees would take this occasion to commend the 
efficiency and judicious deportment of their Superintendent, 
and his assistant, Mr. Samurnt A. B. Bragce and Mr. Jonn 
E. Gowarp. All who visit the Cemetery receive at the 
hands of these gentlemen courteous treatment, and a most 
careful attention to their wants. 

Arrangements have been made with the Metropolitan 
Horse Railroad Company to provide ample conveyance of 
passengers to the Cemetery. A similar arrangement was 
made last year, proving of great service and convenience to 
visitors. :

To the Honorable City Council : — 


In compliance with the ordinance relating to the care and 
management of the East Boston Ferries, the Directors have 
the pleasure to submit their seventh annual report, showing 
the condition of the Ferry Property under their care, and 
the Receipts and Expenditures of the department for the 
financial year ending April 30, 1877. 


REPORT. 


The amount paid into the city treasury during the past 
year was $176,032, and the expenditures $169,976.96. There 
remained unexpended from the general appropriation of last 
year the sum of $21,223.04, and also $783.33 from the 
amount appropriated to complete the new _ ferry-boat 
“Revere,” which remained in the city treasury. Included 
in the amount paid into the city treasury is ‘the sum of 
$3,069, which came from the sale of the ferry-boat “John 
Adams,” which was sold by order of the City Council. 

In accordance with the ordinance daily deposits are made 
with the City Collector. 

Owing to the depression in business our estimated 
receipts have fallen short to the amount of $7,384.11. 

The boats, drops, slips, and ferry buildings are all in 
very good condition and repair, except painting, which will 
be done at an early day. 

The estimated receipts for the next financial year are 
$170,000, and the expenditures $181,300.

Gentlemen, — The undersigned Auditor of Accounts, com- 
plying with the sixth section of the ordinance in relation to 
Finance, printed edition of 1876, presents his annual report 
of the receipts and expenditures of the 


CITY OF BOSTON 


and 


COUNTY OF SUFFOLK 


for the financial year 1876-77, commencing May 1, 1876, 
and terminating April 30, 1877, with other information 
relating to the financial matters of the city. 

The financial affairs of the city continue in a satisfac- 
tory condition, with a less percentage of the year’s taxes 
outstanding than at the close of the previous year, — every 
requirement made on its Treasury paid, and the year closes 
with a decrease of the gross debt, compared with the pre- 
vious year, of $342,667.71. This is the first time for a 
period of seventeen years that there has been any decrease 
of the gross debt at the closing of the financial year from 
that which preceded it, each year previously advancing in 
amount over that preceding it within that time. 

The gross debt, April 30, 1860, stood at $8,535,355.37, and 
each year it increased until the year ending April 30, 1876, 
standing then at $43,933,165.01, and at the close of the last 
financial year, April 80, 1877, it was $43,590,497.30, showing 
the reduction before stated. The amount borrowed for street 
improvements during these years was, in round numbers, 
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$22,400,000, and for raising and grading of Church-street, 
Suffolk-street, and Northampton-street Districts and widen- 
ing of streets in the said districts, $3,700,000. 

The means for paying the debt, April 30, 1860, were 
$967,175.69, and April 30, 1877, $16,109,973.55, show- 
ing the debt less the means for paying the same, April 30, 
1860, was $7,568,179.68, and April 30, 1877, $27,480,- 
523.75. Increase of the gross debt in seventeen years, 
$35,055,141.93 ; increase of the debt less the means for pay- 
ing the same during the same period, $19,912,344.07. 

The rate of taxation in 1860 was $9.30 on each $1,000 of 
property on a valuation of the city placed at $276,861,000, 
with a population at that time of 177,902, and, in 1876, $12.70 
on each $1,000 of property on a valuation of $748,878,100, 
with a population, in 1875, of 841,919. The increase of the 
rate from $9.30 to $12.70 on each one thousand dollars during 
the period mentioned is principally attributable to the in- 
crease of the amount of interest payable on the outstanding 
debt. 

The yearly comparison shows that the gross debt, April 
30, 1876, was $43,933,165.01, and April 30, 1877, $438,590,- 
497.30, a reduction during the year of $342,667.71. The 
debt April 80, 1876, less the means for paying the same, was 
$27,052,777.60, against that of $27,480,523.75, April 30, 
1877, which shows an increase of the debt less the means 
for paying the same during the year of $427,746.15. This 
is, however, more an apparent than a real increase of the 
debt less means as compared with last year, and is owing to 
the percentages required by law for the Sinking Funds this 
year being met by actual taxation payable to the Board of 
Commissioners on the Sinking Funds, December 1, 1877, 
which have heretofore been taken from the Balances of Ap- 
propriations and Excess of Income, and paid to the Commis- 
sioners on the 30th of April each year. The amount which 
will be paid to the Commissioners next December, raised by 
taxation, is $672,700. Another reason why the means for 
redemption are less than last year, which should be stated, is 
the fact that bonds held for land sold have been cancelled 
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to the amount of $145,811.49, and the land held for their 
payment forfeited to the city to be sold again. 

During the financial year the new debt created amounted 
to $2,017,000, and was wholly for the purpose of extending 
the Cochituate Water Works, and the amount paid and can- 
celled, with the funds of the Board of Commissioners on the 
Sinking Funds, was $2,275,338.43, and there was paid, 
under authority of the City Council from balances of appro- 
priations, unfunded debt amounting to $84,329.28. 

It is well, in looking into the condition of the monetary 
affairs of our city, to bear in mind that it is still burdened 
with a very large debt, a portion becoming due annually for 

-some years to come, and that to meet the payment of the same, 
by complying with the wise provisions of law requiring its 
redemption at maturity, still needs large taxation each year 
for that purpose in addition to the required taxation for in- 
terest on the whole debt and the amount annually actually 
needed to defray the current expenses of the government 
of this extended and populous city. 

The well-known fact that the city of Boston since 1870 
has been paying and cancelling its indebtedness as it became 
due, and at the, same time reducing its indebtedness with 
revenue derived from improvements for which loans were 
created to carry out, and set apart for that purpose, and that 
provision is made for a continuation of this sound policy in 
the future, places the credit of the city véry high in the mar- 
ket, with low rates of interest, and any deviation from this 
course would be one which would greatly impair that credit. 
Prompt payment of all debts, no renewals of outstanding 
loans, — care and strict economy in expenditures, — no bor- 
rowing of money except in extreme cases, and then only for 
improvements of permanence from which our posterity will 
derive at least as much benefit as ourselves, should be the 
policy rigidly observed, thereby resulting, as the debt 
diminishes each year, in relieving the tax-payer of taxation 
for interest and percentages on the debt, in promoting the 
welfare of the municipality with low rates of taxation, ensur- 
ing its prosperity, even in the continuing shrinkages of prop- 
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erty yet upon us, —not us alone, but wide-spread through 
every community, and in comparatively freeing our city from 
debt within a reasonable period of time. 

The Cochituate Water Works, for the first time since their 
existence, have, during the past year, contributed $26,480.18 
to the fund for the redemption of the debt created for the 
construction of the said works, that sum being the excess of 
revenue over the expenses of maintaining the works, and 
interest on the cost of the same, at the close of the financial 
year, April 30, 1877.

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STREET WIDENINGS AND EXTENSIONS. 


The street widenings and extensions effected by the Board 
of Street Commissioners during the past fiscal year are as 
follows : — 


South street widened at the corner of Summer street, at 
an estimated cost of $42,679; Fairfield street extended from 
Commonwealth avenue to Boylston street, at an estimate 
of $30,300; Portland street widened near Hanover street, for 
$15,000; the widening of Beacon street at its junction with 
Brighton avenue, $9,461.40; of River street, Dorchester 
District, from the Upper to Lower Mills, $4,500; Parker 
Hill avenue laid out from Tremont street and extended to 
Parker street, $4,170.41; Rockland avenue laid out in the 
Roxbury District, $1,750 ; School street, West Roxbury Dis- 
trict, widened, $1,237.25 ; Elm street widened corner of Wash- 
ington street, $1,198.50; Fort avenue, Roxbury District, 
widened, $1,100 ; Mount Everett street in the Dorchester Dis- 
trict laid out and opened to Quincy street, $800 ; the widening 
of Washington street at Zeigler street, for $492; of Parkman 
street in the Dorchester District, $340; of the junction of 
East Fourth and Emerson streets at South Boston, $160; 
and of Walkhill street in the West Roxbury District, for 
$70. The total of the foregoing estimates is $113,258.56. 

The streets that have been laid out or accepted where the 
fee, and, in most cases, any grade damages that may have been 
occasioned, have been released to the city, are, in the City 
Proper, Newland street from West Dedham to Upton street, 
Trinity place, Isabella street, and Hereford street from 
Marlborough street to Commonwealth avenue; in South 
Boston, Silver street from Dorchester street to G street, 
Lark street east of West Ninth street, and Jenkins street 
from Dorchester street to the Old Colony Railway; in the 
Roxbury District, Whitney and Madison streets, Island 
street to Gerard street, Bickford street from Heath street to 
Bromley park, Riverside street, and Woodville square; in 
the Dorchester District, Myrtle street south of Quincy street, 
and Spring-Garden, Sargent and Wales streets ; in the West 
Roxbury District, Ivory and portions of Jordan and Dent 
streets, March avenue, and Myrtle, Gardner, Porter, Jess, 
Bishop and Burr streets ; and in the Brighton District, Chester 
and Gardner, and Linden and parts of Ashford and Newton 
streets. 

Richmond street has been widened from Commercial to 
Mercantile street upon land deeded to the city, at no ex- 
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pense, and Central street has been widened upon the Central- 
wharf estate on the same terms. Dover street has been 
widened upon the bridge over the channel to the South Bay, 
and Saint James avenue has been laid out from Clarendon 
street to Huntington avenue, at no estimated cost. 

Discontinuances have been made from Valentine street, 
in the Roxbury District, High street, in the Charlestown 
District, and Beach street between Washington street and 
Harrison avenue.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The following are descriptions of new public buildings 
and improvement of old ones made during the year from 
plans prepared by George A. Clough, City Architect : — 


CHARLES SUMNER GRAMMAR SCHOOL—-HOUSE, FLORENCE 
Disrricr. — Contracts for this building were awarded in 
March, 1876, to Woodbury & Leighton, masons, and 
French Brothers, carpenters; and work upon the construc- 
tion of the building was commenced immediately afterwards. 
The building is of brick, the exterior of face brick, trimmed 
with Nova Scotia sandstone, in the Gothic character, and is 
situated on Ashland street, between Washington and Flor- 
ence streets, West Roxbury District. The building accom- 
modates ten school-rooms and an exhibition hall. Each school- 
room has its accompanying wardrobe and teacher’s closet, and 
is lighted from the left and rear of the pupils’ desks. It is 
finished throughout in pine, and grained in imitation of oak, 
each school-room being sheathed ‘to the height of 2} feet, 
and the corridors to the height of 5 feet. Especial atten- 
tion has been given to the means of egress and ingress, 
staircase and corridor room, there being three entrances on 
each side of the building, and one double entrance in the 
centre of the front. The building is heated by steam, appa- 
ratus being furnished by Braman, Dow & Co. The lot of 
land contains 30,000 square feet, with a frontage on Ash- 
land street of 200 feet, the building occupying the centre 
portion, setting back from the street 35 feet from the front. 


EE ——————— 
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Across the street front there is a wrought-iron fence, with 
four entrance gates, and across the rear and two sides is a 
brick wall, 5 feet high. Cost of the building (including 
heating apparatus costing $3,872.25), $50,552.07; of land, 
$6,000. Total, $56,552.07. 


Rick ScHoot—nouse. — The repairs to this school-house 
(damaged by fire Dec. 20, 1875) were commenced in Jan., 
1876, and completed just before the close of the last school- 
year, in season for the annual school exhibition. In the 
reconstruction of the upper story alterations were made, 
principally in the arrangement of the light and height of the 
hall. The light is received through a lantern in the ceiling 
(28 feet by 16 feet), and the roof is supported by columns, 
instead of trusses as before. All wood construction about 
the two towers at front, the dormer windows, and finish about 
the roof, was removed and replaced by non-combustible ma- 
terials, and iron vent-boxes now occupy the place of the 
wooden ones which contributed so largely to the destruction 
of the building. The old plastering was removed and the 
whole replastered, and the interior finish was entirely re- 
newed and repainted. Cost of replacing this building in its 
former state, $39,093.51. 


ACCOMMODATIONS FOR THE ScHoont CommitTEE. — The 
alterations in the old Normal School building on Mason 
street, for the accommodation of the School Committee, 
were commenced in July, 1876, and consisted of clearing 
the entire interior of the old structure, except the floors and 
the ward-room on the first-story front. The first story, rear 
of the building, and the second and third stories, were set 
apart and devoted to the uses of the School Board. A new 
entrance was provided at the west end of the building, by a 
broad staircase from the street to the second floor. The 
second story contains a spacious room (28 feet by 32 feet), 
with two ante-rooms connected, for the Supervisors, a room 
for the Superintendent of Schools, a large room for the Sec- 
retary’s clerks, and a private room adjoining for the Secre- 
tary. In the third story are four large committee-rooms, 
and a hall 50 feet by 36 feet, and 18 feet high, with ante- 
rooms attached, for the meetings of the School Board. The 
extra height of the hall was gained at considerable expense 
and difficulty, by forming the ceiling on a line with the 
rafters of the roof, providing new trusses for the old roof, 
etc. Dressing, storage and closet rooms for the conven- 
ience of the department are placed in the second and third 
stories. The ventilation of the various rooms and halls is 
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by means of galvanized-iron ducts, one from each room and 
four from the hall, each being proportioned to the size of 
the room, and the same connected with a large ventilating 
turret on the roof. The storage-room for school supplies 
is fitted up on the first floor, in the rear of the ward-room, 
and is to be connected by a small iron staircase with the 
Secretary's room on the second floor. The building is 
heated by steam, by direct radiation. The alterations have 
been completed, and the building transferred to the School 
Committee. Total cost of the improvements, $15,463.84. 


Enetne-Hovsss. — The three engine-houses contracted for 
during the last season have been completed, and turned over 
to the Board of Fire Commissioners ; one is situated on Har- 
vard avenue, Brighton District, one at Egleston square, and 
one on Mount Vernon street, West Roxbury District. All 
three were built of wood, upon one plan, and alike in accom- 
modations, as follows : the first floor contains an engine-room, 
and stable and accommodations for five horses ; and the second 
floor is fitted with the necessary household apartments for per- 
manent men, with three chambers, sitting-room and kitchen ; 
over the stable is ahay-loft. The treatment of the exterior is 

‘very simple, clapboarded walls, slated roofs, and the roofs sur- 
mounted by bell-towers. The cost of the building at Brighton 
District, built by J. W. Dean, including land, $8,182.72 ; 
that at Egleston square, by S. T. Waters, $7,841.95; and 
the one at West Roxbury District, built by the same, including 
land, $6,683.03. 


ADDITION TO THE Mansion Hovusz, ON THE AUSTIN 
Farm. —In adapting the Mansion House on the Austin 
Farm, West Roxbury District, for the better accommodation 
of the pauper women to be transferred from Deer Island, the 
Directors for Public Institutions found it necessary that an 
addition should be made, and an appropriation of $12,000 
for the purpose was asked for, and granted by the City 
Council. Plans were prepared by the City Architect, and 
contracts made to erect a wing 65 feet by 32 fect. The out- 
line and character of the new structure are the same as that of 
the Mansion House, and it joins the L projecting from the 
rear of the house. The addition is three stories high, the 
floors being on a level with those of the old house, and each 
story connected by corridors through the L. The first story 
is used for a dining-room and sitting-room, the second and 
third stories for dormitories, ete.; the basement to be de- 
voted to wash-room, bath-room, boiler and fuel-rooms. The 
additional staircase accommodations were obtained in an 
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extension of the L. The contract for doing the work was 
awarded to Samuel T. Waters. The heating apparatus was 
furnished by the Walworth Manufacturing Company, and 
provides for heating the addition and the old building 
throughout; also for steam cooking and washing purposes 
for the institution. It is now occupied as an almshouse for 
poor women. Total cost of this addition and furnishing 
heating and cooking apparatus, $12,673.02. 


TRUANT AND VaGRANT Homr. — By order of the City 
Council, November 24, 1876, the Marcella-street Hospital, 
formerly Old Roxbury Almshouse, was taken from the 
eustody of the Board of Health, and turned over to the 
Committee on Public Buildings, with an appropriation of 
$10,000 to refit the same for an institution to accommodate 
the truant and vagrant boys heretofore sent to Deer Island. 
August 8, 1876, a contract was made with Levi W. Shaw, 
to make the alterations then contemplated. Subsequently, 
the Board of Directors for Public Institutions deemed it 
necessary to make an addition of 60 feet to the old building, 
providing for the future growth of the institution. To meet 
this want, a further appropriation of $25,000 was asked for, 
and passed the City Council, and contracts were awarded to 
Levi W. Shaw, carpenter, and J. W. Coburn & Co., masons. 
The work has been rapidly forwarded and completed, and 
the buildings delivered up to the Board of Directors, who 
make use of the same, under authority granted to them, for 
pauper boys and male neglected children transferred from 
Deer Island. The building, as completed, will accommodate 
225 boys, and also contains apartments for officers and house 
servants to the number of 25 or 30. In the old building 
there are three school-rooms, office for the superintendent, 
14 officers’ rooms, dining-rooms for the same, a large kitch- 
en, pantry and store-room connected therewith, hospital, 
dormitory, two store-rooms for spare clothing, and, in the 
upper story, a chapel, of capacity to seat 300. The addition 
made is three stories high above the basement; the dining- 
room occupies the first floor, and the other stories are devoted 
to dormitories; this addition is connected by a corridor 10 
feet wide through the old building. In the centre of the old 
building, connected with said corridor, there are spacious 
staircases from the basement to the level of the chapel floor 
in the fifth story. The basement of the old building and 
addition is devoted to steam apparatus and fuel-rooms, bake- 
house, two large workshops, laundry and drying-rooms, 
general bath-room, vegetable-cellar and storage-room. The 
heating on the direct system, and the cooking, are done by 
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steam; a large 50-horse boiler being provided to accomplish 
both results, during cold weather, and a small 10-horse 
boiler provided for the cooking apparatus and plumbing 
during the warm weather. Total cost, $37,282.91; the sum 
of $2,282.91 being added to the two original appropriations. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


Water Works.— Lake Cochituate and Sudbury River.— 
Water from the Sudbury river has been turned into Lake 
Cochituate during the past year from May 4th to 10th, from 
July 24th to September 2d, from September 9th to 16th, 
from September 28th to November llth, November 16th, 
from December 9th to 28th, from January 3d, 1877, to 
February 6th, from February 8th to 26th, and from March 
7th to 11th, or 179 days in all. The total quantity diverted 
from the river was 2,393,700,000 gallons, equal to a daily 
supply of 6,588,100 gallons for the year from May Ist, 
1876, to May Ist, 1877. The lowest point reached by the 
lake was 8 ft. 3 in. above the bottom of the conduit, on the 
21st of October. The average daily consumption from the 
Cochituate works for each month of the year 1876 has been 
as follows :—

Making the average daily consumption for the year 20,237,700 
gallons, —an increase of five per cent. over the consumption 
of 1875. 

Brighton Temporary High-Service Works.— A small sys- 
tem of works for the supply of the high lands of Brighton 
has been built during the past season. The works con- 
sist of a masonry reservoir situated in the school-house 
yard on Academy Hill, and a pumping-station on the city 
ledge lot on Cambridge street. The reservoir is 30 feet 
square at the top, 9 feet 8 inches deep, and when filled to a 
depth of 8 feet holds 47,000 gallons. At the pumping-sta- 
tion are two Worthington pumps and two boilers. The 
pumps are of the duplex high-pressure type, having 12-inch 
steam cylinders, 7-inch water-cylinders and 10-inch stroke. 
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The boilers are upright tubular, 42 inches in diameter. 
The works have been in operation since August 10th, and 
cost $7,865.86. 

Cochituate Distributing System. — The laying of pipes in 
West Roxbury and Brighton Districts, which was commenced 
in 1875, has been continued during the past year. In all about 
174 miles of pipes have been laid and 173 hydrants set in 
these divisions of the city. In the older portions of the city, 
principally in Dorchester and Roxbury Districts, about 7 
miles of pipes have been laid and 70 hydrants set.. The 
following tables show the length and sizes of pipes laid : — 
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Mystic Works. — The water in Mystic Lake during the 
past season reached the lowest stage, except in 1875, since 
the construction of the works. On November 6th it stood 
5,1, feet above the bottom of the conduit; in 1875 it reached 
a point but 2 feet 11} inches above the same datum. High- 
water mark is 11, feet above the bottom of the conduit. 
Notwithstanding the low point reached by the lake during the 
long-continued drought, water was wasted over the dam 
overfall, conduit, waste weir, and fish way, at various times 
during the year, to the amount of 7,398,426,000 gallons, 
equivalent to a daily supply of 20,214,280 gallons. The 
average daily consumption from the Mystic Works has 
been as follows : —

Additional Supply.— Work upon the Sudbury-river con- 
duit has been vigorously prosecuted during the past year, and 
many of the sections have been completed, and on a number 
of contracts final payments have been made. About nine- 
tenths of the length of the conduit is finished. The part of 
the work remaining to be done is largely upon special struc- 
tures, such as bridges and syphons. The work on Section 
1 and on the foundations of Dams 1, 2 and 3 has been 
done by day’s labor, and was prosecuted from the latter part 
of May until the end of the season of 1876, and has now 
been recommenced. Section 1 is practically finished, and 
the foundation of Dam 1 is entirely finished, and a contract 
for the superstructure has been made the present season. 
The foundations of Dams 2 and 3 are a little more than 
one-half completed. The work required to connect the con- 
duit with Chestnut Hill Reservoir and a section of conduit 
to connect Farm Pond with Dam 1 will be let very soon. 
The average number of men employed on the work done by 
day’s labor was 270; the, largest number 432. The largest 
number of men employed by the various contractors and 
directly by the city was 2,300. The total amount appro- 
priated for an “Additional Supply of Water,” with the 
premium received on the loans credited to the same, is 
$4,462,886.80, and the total amount expended to May 1, 
1877, is $3,110,314.82. 
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DovER-STREET Bripar.— A contract was made, July 
20, with George H. Cavanagh, of Boston, to widen this 
bridge, and rebuild all parts except the draw, and to do all 
work (except the laying of the pipes) required to put down 
syphons under the new draw-way, and to carry two lines of 
water-pipe across Fort Point Channel, in place of two lines 
removed from the old bridge. The contract price for all 
the work connected with the water-pipe was $9,000; and 
that for widening and rebuilding the bridge was $60,000. 
August 10 a contract was made with Thomas Leighton, of 
the Leighton Bridge and Iron Works, Rochester, N. Y., for 
building two lateral-moving iron draws; the contract price 
being $14,800. July 20 a contract was made with the 
Atlantic Dredging Company, of Brooklyn, N. Y., for doing 
the dredging required in the new ship channel, the price 
being 17 cents per cubic yard. After the work under this 
contract was completed, a further amount of material was 
removed by the same company, at 20 cents per cubic yard. 
The amount paid the company for the dredging, and for 
cleaning the site of one of the old draw-piers of piles, 
which were below the surface of the water at low tide, was 
$1,757.37 ; and $800 were paid to Boynton Bros., of Boston, 
for cleaning the sites of two other piers of old piles. The 
larger part of the old bridge has been replaced with new 
work, and the entire bridge widened from 40 feet to 60 
feet. A new draw-opening has been made, which is nearer 
to the centre of the bridge, new draw-piers and fenders 
built, and two lateral-moving iron draws erected on heavy 
pile foundations. Both draws span the same channel, are 
side by side, and each is one-half the width of the stationary 
part of the bridge. They are moved by horse-power, and 
withdraw to opposite sides of the channel. The bridge as 
rebuilt is an oak-pile bridge, with Southern pine timbers, 
and floor covered with gravel, and paved with small stone 
blocks. The total amount paid to Mr. Cavanagh for 
work done under this contract, and for extra work, was 
$60,710.81. The amount paid to Mr. Leighton was 
$15,135. Total outlay, $88,744.56. 


HUNTINGTON-AVENUE Bripce.—In July a contract was 
made with Edmund Rice & Company, for taking down and 
rebuilding the abutments and wing-walls of this bridge, 
including the removal and replacing of the iron superstruc- 
ture, for the sum of $20,460; in addition to this amount, 
all split stone furnished for foundations and backing to be 
paid for at the rate of $7.50 per cubic yard, laid in the 
abutments. In September, after the abutments had been 
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taken down, and it had been decided what was necessary to 
be done to strengthen the foundations, and secure the 
masonry from movement, an agreement was made with Rice 
& Co., to put in two concrete struts under the railroad, be- 
tween the abutments; to put in tie-rods and anchor-plates, 
and do all excavation, etc., for the sum of $2,470; also to 
drive extra piles in the foundations, at the following rates: 
for piles 32 feet long, $3.90 per pile; and for each addi- 
tional foot in length, 10 cents. The abutments and wing- 
walls have been rebuilt, and the bridge replaced, but the 
entire work is not yet done. The total amount paid to May 
1, 1877, is $21,744.55. , 


CENTRAL-AVENUE BRIDGE. — Over Neponset River, Dor- 
chester Lower Mills. — The opening of a new street to con- 
nect Dorchester with Milton required the building of a new 
bridge across the Neponset river at the Lower Mills. The 
contract for the pier and abutments was made, August Ist, 
with F. J. Fuller, of Milton, and the work was completed 
early in November, at a cost of $7,489. The contract for 
the superstructure was made with the Leighton Bridge and 
Iron Works, of Rochester, N. Y., July 81. The contract 
price was $10,800. The river at this point is divided into 
two parts by an island, and the bridge is therefore made in 
two spans, one 94 feet, and the other 63 feet 6 inches in 
length. The abutments and central pier are built of rubble 
granite in cement; the abutments are each 50 feet in length, 
measured on their faces, and have wing-walls to retain the 
street filling. The central pier is 44 feet 9 inches in length, 
and 4 feet 4 inches in width. The bridge-seat stones of the 
abutments and pier are of cut granite. The bridge is of the 
deck pattern, and each span consists of 6 wrought-iron, 
single intersection lattice girders, 6 feet 5 inches in depth, 
placed 8 feet 4 inches apart on centres, and connected 
together at the top and bottom with lateral and vertical 
cross-braces. The floor-timbers and lower course of road- 
way planking are of yellow pine, the upper course of road- 
way planking is of spruce, and the sidewalk planking and 
fence of white pine. The width of the roadway is 36 feet, 
and the sidewalks are each 7 feet in width; the whole width 
of the bridge between fences is, therefore, 50 feet. The 
town of Milton paid $6,079.67, one-third of the cost of the 
entire structure, and the City of Boston, $12,159.33, two- 
thirds of its cost. 


Prison-Porst Brince. — A contract was made in Octo- 
ber, with F. G. Whitcomb, of Boston, to rebuild the bridge, 
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for the sum of $17,000. The work is now nearly com- 
pleted. The bridge has been rebuilt with new oak pile 
foundations, and a hard-pine superstructure, and the floor- 
ing has been covered, where practicable, with a stone block 
pavement. A new draw of the leat pattern, but with iron 
instead of wooden main beams, has been built, and new 
draw-piers on each side of the bridge have been constructed. 
The draw is about thirty feet nearer to the Cambridge side 
of the channel than before. The amount paid to the con- 
tractor on account of his contract has been, to May 1, 1877, 
$13,249.52, one-half of which has been paid by the City of 
Cambridge and one-half by the City of Boston. 


BERKELEY-STREET Rerarsina Wats. — These walls are 
located on each side of Berkeley street, between the bridge 
over the Boston and Providence Railroad and Stanhope 
street, and adjoining land of the railroad corporation. A 
contract was made, August 23d, with Albert Parsons and 
Peter Shortell, for doing the work, for the sum of $12,940. 
The wall on the easterly side of the street is 115 feet 6 inches 
in length, and that on the westerly side is 123 feet in length, 
measured from the face of the abutment of the bridge. ‘The 
average dimensions of the cross section of the wall are: 
height 7 feet, width on the bottom 8 feet 6 inches, and width 
on top 3 feet. The masonry of the lowest three courses is 
built with straight split granite, the remainder of the wall 
with rubble granite ; the foundation is of spruce piles, capped 
with hard pine. Tbe wall is capped with a 20-inch by 20- 
inch granite coping, and a wooden fence with iron standards 
is built on top, and connected with the fence on the bridge. 
The amount paid to May 1, 1877, on account of this contract, 
is $12,912.00. 


ForRtT-AVENUE Rerainrne Wau. — September 21, 1876, 
a contract was made with Patrick Leach and John Hanney 
for building this wall, for the sum of $9,175. The wall is 
built of Roxbury stone, and extends from the intersection of 
Fort avenue with Centre street, on Centre street about 366 
feet to H. K. Batchelder’s line, and thence follows his line 
40 feet to Fort avenue, and extends on Fort avenue about 
634 feet. The portion on Mr. Batchelder’s line and on Fort 
avenue is capped with a granite coping, upon which is built 
a wooden fence 5 feet 6 inches high, with iron standards. 
About 20 feet of the portion at the intersection of Fort 
avenue and Centre street is also capped with a granite cop- 
ing, and a granite fender post is set at the end of the wall. 
The wall is entirely completed, but some back filling is yet 
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to be done. The amount paid on the contract to May 1, 
1877, is $7,006.40. 

Swert-st. Exrenston.— As stated in the report for last 
year, the Messrs. Dacey, contractors for the filling on this 
street, made a sub-contract with the New York and New 
England Railroad to do the work required to raise the 
grade of its tracks so as to pass over Swett street. The 
work under this sub-contract had so far progressed that on the 
18th of May, 1876, gravel trains could pass under the railroad 
tracks. Thereupon the Messrs. Dacey recommenced work 
under their contract with the city, and continued it until Sep- 
tember 5th, when the last train load of gravel was delivered. 
The total amount of gravel deposited on the Swett-street 
Extension was 18,944 squares, and 136 squares of stone were 
delivered and placed. 626 square yards of rip-rap were 
laid in place of the slope wall required by the contract. 
The total amount of money paid under this contract was 
$77,102.50. 

Raising the Grade of the New York and New England 
Railroad. — The work under the contract with this Railroad 
Company was completed December 20th. The abutments for 
the bridges at East Chester Park and at Swett street are built 
of granite rubble masonry, except the exposed faces, which 
are of quarry-faced ashlar. The East Chester Park abutments 
are on a gravel foundation, at about grade eight feet above 
mean low water; the abutments at Swett street have a timber 
platform foundation, resting upon a gravel stratum underlaid 
by mud. The railroad bridge over Swett street is a double- 
track through bridge, built of wood. ‘The bridge at East 
Chester Park will not be required until the street is extended. 
The space between the abutments was therefore refilled with 
eravel. There were deposited on the railroad, under the 
contract, 15,963 squares of gravel, and the amount of rip-rap 
laid was 10,031 square yards. The amount paid under this 
contract was $131,446. 


Back Bay Bripers.— Under this head a statement of 
the contracts for building the two bridges on West Chester 
Park over the Boston & Providence and Boston & Albany 
Railroads was given in the last annual report. The abut- 
ments for these two bridges are very similar in construction. 
They are built on spruce pile foundations, the piles are 
capped with 12-inch by 12-inch yellow pine, and the caps 
planked with 6-inch spruce for a width of 18 feet from the 
fuces of the abutment, and on the remaining portions each 
13 feet in width; three courses of planking, 12 inches in 
width, run the entire length; these latter portions act as 
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anchorages for the abutments, and are not under the 
masonry. The abutments each have face walls of ashlar 
masonry, with granite piers at right angles supporting brick 
relieving arches. The bridge over the Boston & Providence 
Railroad is a through bridge, with main girders of wrought 
iron of the lattice form, and plate-iron girders for the outside 
of the sidewalks. It is 72 feet long and 90 feet wide, with 
three roadways and two sidewalks. Its cost was $13,500. 
The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad isa deck bridge, 
with wrought-iron plate girders, 12 in number, each 69 feet 
6 inches in length, forming a bridge 90 feet in width. Its 
cost was $14,748. The total cost of the abutments and 
bridge over the Boston & Providence Railroad, including 
engineering, superintendence, etc., was $54,484.48. The 
total cost of abutments and bridge over the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, including the same items, was $60,748.27. 
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West CHESTER Park AND COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. ~— A 
contract was made July 27th, with Ezra G. Perkins, of Hyde 
Park, for filling the approaches to the new bridges on West 
Chester Park over the Boston & Albany and the Boston & 
Providence Railroads. The work was commenced July 26th, 
on the north side of the Boston & Albany R. R., and con- 
tinued on this portion till August 2d, when it was stopped 
until September 8th, and was then continued by the Boston 
& Albany Railroad Company, under a sub-contract, until its 
completion, December 19th. On the remaining portion the 
contractor commenced work September 4th, and completed 
his work December 2d. The gravel furnished by the Bos- 
ton & Albany R. R. Company was brought from its banks at 
Weston, and the total amount delivered was 8,300 squares. 
For the remainder of the filling, the gravel was brought 
from Mr. Perkins’ bank at Canton, and the total amount 
delivered was $10,687 squares. The cost of the filling was 
$68,748.80. . .

The above amount of $715,164.28, resulting from the 
actual business of the year, remained in the ‘Treasury in 
conformity with the requirements of the second section of 
an Ordinance to amend an Ordinance in relation to Finance, 
of March 27, 1877, and an order of the City Council of 
April 27 provides that it be used towards meeting the 
appropriations for the financial year 1877-78. 

The Annual Appropriation Order of the City Council 
provides that no money shall be drawn for by the Mayor 
and Auditor, or be paid by the Treasurer, unless the same 
has been previously appropriated by a special vote of the 
City Council; hence the necessity of applying to the Coun- 
cil for additional means, if from any cause an Original Ap- 
propriation falls short. The additional means thus asked for 
can only be furnished by an authorized transfer from some 
existing appropriation which can spare it, or by a specific 
loan. In this manner the City Council retain a knowledge 
and control of all the expenditures, as none can be made 
_ unless an appropriation for the same is expressly authorized 


by them.

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LAMP DEPARTMENT, 


The whole cost for lighting the streets of the city, during the 
financial year 1876-77 was $479,937.80 against $496,456.53 in 
the previous year. On the 30th of April, 1877, the city was 
lighted with 9,530 gas, and 1,834 oil lamps, being an increase of 
482 gas, and an increase of 640 oil lamps, as compared with the 
previous year. The lamps are located as follows : —

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas 
companies are, Boston at the rate of $2.00 per thousand cubic 
feet; Roxbury, Charlestown, South and Kast Boston $2.40; Dor- 
chester, West Roxbury, Brookline, $2.90 per thousand feet. 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the rate 
of 1? cents per lamp per night, and have an average of one hun- 
dred and seven lamps each, except those in the Roxbury, Dorches- 
ter, West Roxbury, and Brighton districts, who receive one dollar 
and sixty-seven cents per day. 

The underground service pipes are laid and kept in repair by the 
various companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Lamps, and at the expense of the city, without pecuniary consid- 
eration or profit to the companies. 

The oil lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and 
cleaned by men employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the 
rate of three cents per lamp, per night, for this service. 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates. 
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THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The cost of carrying on the various institutions under the charge of the 
‘Board of Directors for Public Institutions,” for the financial year 1876-77, 
compared with the previous year, has been as follows, viz. :— 


House or Correction. — The number of inmates on the 30th of April, 
1877, was 605, viz.: 542 males and 63 females; average for the year, 566; 
previous year, 587. Expenditures, 1876-77, $84,463.88 ; 1875-76, $97,618.16. 
Income, 1876-77, $26,360.37; 1875-76, $29,352.83. The income of 1876-77 
is 814 per cent. of carrying on the same, and making the net expenditures of 
1876-77, $58,103.51, against $68,265.33 in 1875-76. 

Houses or Inpusrry, REFORMATION, ETC.— The whole number of 
inmates in these institutions on the 30th of April, 1877, was 1,721, viz.: 
1,169 males, 552 females; average for the year, 1,827; previous year, 1,749; 
distributed as follows: Almshouses, 7238; House of Industry, 785; House of 
Reformation, boys, 291; girls, 27; total, 318. Total expenditures for these 
institutions, located at Deer and Rainsford Islands, and Almshouse, Charles- 
town District, 1876-77, $206,893.38; 1875-76, $217,580.24. Income, 1876-77, 
$11,512.41; 1875-76, $13,726.41. The income of 1876-77 is 5% per cent. of 
carrying on the same, including improvements and repairs on the buildings, 
and making the net expenditures, 1876-77, $195,380.97 against $203,858.83 in 
1875-76. 

Lunatic Hosrirat.— The number of inmates on the 30th of April, 1877, 
was 192, viz.: males, 95; females, 97; average for the year, 199; previous 
year, 204. Expenditures, 1876-77, $57,138.58; 1875-76, $59,391.10.  In- 
come, 1876-77, $7,605.12; 1875-76, $7,524.04. The income of 1876-77 is 
134 per cent. of the cost of carrying on the establishment, and making the net 
cost of 1876-77 $49,533.47, against $51,867.06 in 1875-76. 


PUBLIC VACCINATION,

The number of persons vaccinated and revaccinated at this office, free of 
expense, during the year ending 30th April, 1877, was 1,287. 

Lhe number of children examined and furnished with the certificate of vac- 
cination required to entitle them to enter the public schools was 632. 

The number of gratuitous supplies of vaccine virus to physicians belonging 
to Boston was 25. 

The duty of attending all cases of sickness at the Suffolk County Jail, City 
Prison, Police Station Houses, except those of East and South Boston, 
Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton districts, and at the City Tem- 
porary Home, Charity Building, Chardon street, is assigned to the City 
Physician.

The above statement does not include the cost of grading the said streets prior to the year 
1869-70; neither does it include the cost.of laying out and grading streets on the city’s public 
lands at the South End. In addition to the above amounts, there have been payments made 
for the widening of Hamilton, High, Purchase, Broad and Wendell streets, and Washington 
avenue; the laying out of Sturgis and Hartford streets, and the extension of Pearl place, 
which were charged to the appropriation for the Fort Hill Improvement, the total cost of 
which improvement, to May Ist, 1877, was $1,575,000.” 

In the Church-street District there were widened, Piedmont, Winchester, Melrose, Shaw- 
mut, Tremont and Tennyson streets, and Columbus avenue was extended to Church street. 
The total cost of this improvement, to May 1, 1877, was $1,183,363.12. In the Suffolk-street 
District Shawmut avenue was extended to Tremont street; Cobb street laid out; Emerald 
street extended to Castle street; Wheeler’s court laid out, widened and extended to Indiana 
place; and Castle street widened, Washington street widened, Carney place laid out and 
widened, Middlesex street widened and extended to Dover street, and Paul street laid out. 
The cost of this improvement, to May 1, 1877, was $2,426,084.93. 

in the Northampton-street District the cost of improvements, exclusive of laying out, 
widening and extending of East Lenox, Fellows, Hunneman, and Thorndike streets, has 
been $172,669.46.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chapter 174 
of the Acts of the year 1866 (generally known as the better- 
ment law), consisted of assessments upon abutters, for the 
cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the public streets, 
where the owners of estates have failed to construct them ;t 
and for three-quarters the expense of construction of new 
sewers, the city assuming one-quarter the cost. The act of 
1866 enables the city to assess upon the owner one-half the 
amount that his estate has been benefited by the laying out, 
widening or change of grade of any street, after the city 
shall have first paid all the land and building damages, and 
the full cost of the work. The following table exhibits the 
character and amount of these special assessments from the 
year 1860 : —

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In consequence of very extensive additions to the build- 
ings and other public works of the city, the assembly of the 
State authorized, for the years 1872 to 1876 inclusive, a 
special assessment on each one thousand dollars as a “Public 
Building Tux.” The rate of this special tax for 1872 was 

eighty cents, for 1873 and 1874, one dollar, for 1875, two 
dollars and one-half, and for 1876, one stein on the iMate 
sand, making with the rate for general purposes the amount 
placed in the table. The rate for 1877 of twenty-two and 
one-half dollars on the thousand is for the ordinary municipal 
expenditures of the current year. 

In the assessment of 1858 a system of taxation, different 
from that heretofore existing, was adopted in this city. An 
increase of 175 per cent. on the valuation of the real estate 
as appraised the preceding year would seem to be the result 
of an assessment approximating to market value. Several 
classes of personal property, of large amount (including 
“moneys at interest,” “goods, wares, merchandise and stock 
in trade’ ’), which under the law of Massachusetts are in- 
cluded in the valuation of the cities and towns of the Com- 
monwealth, are, under the laws of Pennsylvania, assessed 
exclusively for the benefit of the State. The personal prop- 
erty assessed on account of the municipality consists of 
‘furniture, horses, cattle and carriaves. An enactment of the 
Legislature of 1868,* first taking effect in the levy of 1869, 
requires a discrimination in the assessment of taxes upon 
real estate. The suburban portion of this municipality is 
assessed upon two-thirds, and the farming land upon one- 
half, of the rate levied upon the built-up portion of the city. 
The following table shows the operation of this law aud the 
amount of tax raised for the year 1877: —

Orndorff, Judge of Appeal Tax Court, dated November 6, 
1876 :— 


“Complying with my promise, I bee herewith to enclose 
you a statement of ‘ Valuations’ (State and City), ‘ Taxes col- 
lected,’ and ‘ Rates of Taxes,’ for the period from 1860 to 
1875 inclusive ; ; also a statement of the population of Balti- 
more city in the years 1860, 1870. 

“Our assessments are made at the full cash value of prop- 
erty, real and personal, and have heretofore been designed 
to cover a period of ten years. The assessment under 
which we are now working went into effect in 1868, and will 
probably be superseded, in 1877, by a new one, now making, 
in pursuance of an Act of The General Assembly. 

“Our basis of taxation is made up and put into the hands 
of the ‘Committee of Ways and Means’ of the City Coun- 
cil, on the Ist of March, annually, in order that the rate of 
taxation for the year may be fixed. 

“The City and County of Baltimore have distinet munici- 
pal governments — hence we, of the city, have no county 
tax. 

“T regret that I am unable to give you the valuations of 
‘Real’ and ‘ Personal’ property separately, as they are not 
so kept in the collector’s books.”

Under the laws of Ohio, real estate has heretofore been 
valued, for the purpose of taxation, once in ten years, the 
last valuation taking effect in 1860. The gain of seventeen 
millions upon this class of property, during the ten years pre- 
ceding the valuation of 1870, represents the improvement in 
old, and the value of new buildings. Under this system it 
would seem that great inequality must exist. Wards or dis- 
tricts where property has not materially advanced since the 
last valuation, and where, consequently, assessments would 
be most oppressive, must have borne a much greater burden 
of taxation than districts where values had largely increased. 
Personal estate, which is assessed upon a system very simi- 
lar to that of Massachusetts, and which the citizens are com- 
pelled, under a heavy penalty (fifty per cent. added to esti-. 
mated value), to list under oath, and which is assessed at the 
same rate per cent. as real property, must, under this system, 
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bear a tax much out of proportion to that levied upon the 
real estate of a rapidly increasing locality. The preceding 
table demonstrates that the assessed value of personal estate 
increased 96.50 per cent. in eight years, while in the same 
time the assessment of real estate advanced but 13.27 per 
cent. It was probably with a view to mitigate the effect of 
such inequalities, without radically changing their system of 
taxation, that the Legislature enacted, in 1867, that the val- 
uation of 1870 should be for a term of five years only. The 
valuation of real estate, as found by the assessors of 1870, 
amounted to $138,947,094, not including the property of 
four wards which had been annexed to the city subsequently 
to the valuation of 1869. The real-estate valuation of these 
wards amounted to some $6,000,000. The real-estate valua- 
tion of the city, as made by the assessors of 1870, may be 
put at $145,000,000. 

This valuation of the real estate, as found, was deemed ex- 
cessive, and an act of the Legislature was obtained, author- 
izing jocal boards to reduce it nineteen (19) per cent. The 
local boards, not completing their work in season for the tax 
of 1870, the assessment of that year was levied upon the old 
valuation, to which was added the valuation existing for the 
four wards recently annexed. ‘The reduced valuation of the 
real estate of the city upon which the tax of 1871 was levied 
amounted to $123,427,888, and this amount is placed in the 
table of valuations for that year, and amounts computed 
upon this reduced basis for subsequent years, as the official 
if not the ¢rwe valuation of the property. 

The table which follows on page 260 shows the amount of 
taxes levied in this city since 1860, and the rate of tax per 
thousand for State, county and city purposes. The column 
marked “ Delinquencies and Forfeitures ” is thus explained : 
“Each year all delinquencies and forfeitures are placed 
upon the duplicates for collection (so long as there is 
a chance of collection), and these amounts enter into 
and form a part of the grand total levied in each 
year.” * 


* The statement in relation to delinquencies and forfeitures is that of a former Auditor of 
Cincinnati, and is corrected by the official of 1876, by striking out the words, ‘‘so long as 
there is a chance of collection,” and inserting, ‘‘if not paid, sold for tax delinquencies 
eyery year, and then not sold for the forfeitures, which are again sold every two years.”

At the corner of Charlestown and Causeway streets, 114 feet of 
land, being the remaining portion of the ‘* Heath estate,” surren- 
dered to the city by Arioch Wentworth, under the widening of 
Charlestown street. 

Two parcels of land on Shirley street, Ward 20, left from an 
estate purchased of Jolin Haven, after the extension of Clifton 
street through the same, from Hudson street to Shiiley at George 
street, containing together 7,865 square feet. 

On Beach street, at the corner of Harrison avenue, 5,356 feet of 
the Presbyterian church estate, left after the widening of Beach 
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street. Surrendered to the city. Five hundred and seventy-eight 
feet more will be required from this estate for street purposes, to 
widen Harrison avenue. 

A piece of land, containing 23,277 square feet, upon Eliot 
street, Columbus avenue and Pleasant street, purchased in the 
negotiation with the Boston and Providence Railroad Corporation 
for the extension of Columbus avenue through their land to Park 
square, and remaining after said extension and the extension of 
Eliot street to said avenue. 

Six hundred and ninety-nine feet left of an estate at the corner 
of North street and Hanover avenue, surrendered to the city, un- 
der the widening of Hanover avenue, by the Home for Aged 
Women and the Boston Female Asylum.

COCHITUATE WATER WORKS. 


Lake Cocuiruate. — Situated within the limits of the towns of 
Framingham, Wayland and Natick, in Middlesex County. The 
extreme length of the lake, in a direct line, is 34 miles, and the 
breadth of the widest part about 1,800 feet, with a water surface 
of 800 acres. In addition to the supply in the lake, ‘* Dug Pond,” 
containing 445 acres, and ** Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, 
, are connected with and form important tributaries to it. 

The whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when 
within two feet of high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the 
city owns an average width of five rods around it, which is held 
free from taxation; also five rods in width around Dug Pond, or 
about 11 acres, and 14 acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. In 
addition to this, the city owns 233 acres in Wayland, 724 acres in 
Natick, and on the line of the aqueduct, not including land appur- 
tenant to the Chestnut Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land 
occupied by and necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, 274 
acres in Needham, 53 acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline, 
which is taxable. 

SupBury River Conpurr.— The Sudbury River Conduit, ex- 
tending from Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate 
House at Chestnut Hill Reservoir, is 83,912 feet in length. A 
section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, connects Farm Pond with 
Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury River. The city owns a width on the 
line of the conduit varying from 80 to 400 feet. In effecting set- 
tlements for the land taken for the conduit and storage basins, 
the Boston Water Board have in many cases purchased land not 
actually required for the above purposes. 
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The whole line of the Water Works, extending from Lake Co- 
chituate, and continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes and 
stone tunnel 144 miles, to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 
acres of water surface, and 119,583,960 gallons’ capacity. 

The ‘* Chestnut Hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton Dis- 
trict, of the capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface 
of 1234 acres. There are 212% acres in this whole property, the 
line of pipe from Chestnut Hill Reservoir to the main near the 
Brookline Reservoir; also, the land under which are the pipes, 
being in amount about six acres and a half. 

The ‘* Beacon Hill Reservoir,’ bounded northerly by Derne 
street, easterly by Temple street, westerly by Hancock street, and 
southerly by the yards to the dwelling-house fronting on Mt. Ver- 
non street, is built of the most massive description of stone ma- 
sonry, and is the most costly distributing reservoir owned by the 
city. It covers about 87,012 square feet of land and has a mean 
horizontal water section of 28,014 square feet, and has a capacity 
of 2,678,961 gallons. Owing to the connection of the Beacon Hill 
District with the High-Service Pumping Works at Roxbury Dis- 
trict, this reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with 
the distributing pipes only in case of fire, or accident to the pump- 
ing-mains. 

The ** South Boston Reservoir,” on the east side of Telegraph 
Hill, South Boston, covers, with its embankments, an area of 
about 126,000 square feet. It resembles in shape a segment of 
an ellipse, and has a water area when at high-water mark of 70,041 
square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. This reservoir 
is now used in the same manner as the Beacon Hill, and for similar 
reasons. } 

The ‘*‘ East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is 
bounded westerly by Brooks and southerly by White street. The 
land covered by and appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 
square feet. Its water area, when at high-water mark, is 44,100 
square feet, and its capacity, 5,591,816 gallons. This reservoir 
was not connected with the Cochituate Water Works, but supplied 
from the Mystic Water Works, from Jan. ot 1870, until April 21, 
1875, and since Dee. 2, 1875. 

The ‘* Parker Hill Reservoir’ on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, 
is located on a lot of land, taken under the act of the Legislature 
authorizing the building of this reservoir, containing 197,614 
square feet. It was built specially for the high-service supply, 
and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet above the 
bottom of the outflow pipe. The area of the water surface when 
at high-water mark is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 219 feet 
above tide-marsh level. <A strip of land 25 feet wide leading from 
Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased 
for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brook- 
line, Brighton District and Newton to this city, and the distrib- 
uting pipes laid in the City Proper, East and South Boston, Roxbury, 
Dorchester, West Roxbury and Brighton Districts, aggregate in

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length 341 miles, 4,800 feet, varying in size from 3 inches to 48 
inches in diameter. 

Pipe Yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,920 feet, 
upon which there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, ete. 

Pipe Yard and Machine Shop, on Federal street, near Summer, 
with tools and machinery, and other property therein, for the use 
of the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, on which is a 
brick building used as a machine-shop. The original cost of the 
establishment, including tools and machinery, stable, etc., was 
about $30,000. In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to 
the building, and general repairs made, at a cost of $6,848.50. 

Building on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square 
feet, in which are the pumping-engines for supplying water to the 
highest parts of Roxbury District, Beacon Hill and South Boston, 
by means of the stand-pipe erected on Highland Park, formerly 
known as the ‘* Fort Lot,’ between Beech Glen and Fort avenue. 
This lot was placed in charge of the Cochituate Water Board by an 
order of the City Council of 1870. It contains 115,000 square feet. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council, 
for the financial year 1876-77, contains an account of the water- 
pipes and other stock on hand at that date. Also a full statement 
of the condition of the works. 

The net cost of these works to the city, up to the 30th of April, 
1877, less the revenue earned, is $15,165,507.92, as per statement 
on page 214. 


MYSTIC WATER WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic Lake, which is the source of 
supply, is situated in the towns of Medford, Arlington and Win- 
chester, six and a half miles from Charlestown square. It has an 
area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level authorized by 
the act to take water, and a storage capacity, at that level, of 
380,000,000 gallons of water. 

The area of country forming the drainage-basin is, according to 
the recent survey, 27.75 square miles. The principal ponds within 
the Basin are Horn, Wedge, and Winter; and the waters flowing 
from these, and from streams rising in Reading, Wilmington, and 
Woburn, all flow into the lake. 

To convey the water of the lake to the citizens, the works con- 
sist of: dam and overfall, conduit, with its appurtenant gate- 
houses, waste-weir, ventilator, and drains, cast-iron mains under 
Mystic-river bridge, etc., engine-house and pump-well, pumping- 
engines, force-main, with check-valves, gates, hydrants, ete. 
Reservoir, with influent and effluent chambers, gate-house, ete. 
Supply-mains from reservoir, with gates, air-cocks, blow-offs, and 
connections, city distribution-hydrants, gates, etc. Service-pipes, 
stop-cocks, meters. fountains. 

The Dam is 1,560 feet long. It is substantially built of earth- 
work and masonry, and its height is eleven feet above high-water 
mark of Boston harbor. The overfall of the dam is constructed 
of cut granite masonry, and consists of five piers and two abut- 
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ments. The distance between the abutments is 80 feet, the piers 
being 5 feet wide at base, and 11 feet long in the direction of the 
stream. A substantial bridge reaches from one abutment to the 
other, and is fitted with traps, to admit of readily adjusting the 
overfall planking. 

The Conduit is 7,453 feet iong, constructed of hydraulic brick 
masonry, 8 inches thick, excepting between the upper gate-house 
and the waste-weir; where all above the springing line of the arch 
is 12 inches thick. It is oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, and 5 feet wide interior dimensions, the base being semi- 
circular, 5 feet in diameter, the upper segments having arise of 
3 feet 2 inches. 

To protect the work, the whole structure is laid in a foundation 
of concrete masonry, rising upon the sides to nearly the spring-line 
of the arch. The whole exterior of the brick-work is coated with 
hydraulic cement-mortar. The conduit will, convey, when run- 
ning within 8 inches of the inside crown of the arch, 30,000,000 
gallons in 24 hours, supposing a free delivery into the pipe 
chamber. 

The Gate Chamber is constructed of granite masonry externally, 
and lined with brick-wor k, the whole laid in hydraulic cement. It 
is thoroughly fitted with gates, screens and grates, and has over 
it a substantial gate- house built of faced brick. ‘The waste-weir 
is of unusually ample dimensions, the over-falls being 5 in num- 
ber, and each 6 feet long. The chamber, like the Gate Cham- 
ber, is of brick and cut granite masonry.~ The ventilator, man- 
holes, ete,, are all carefully constructed with brick masonry and 
granite. 

The Pipe Chamber is of hydraulic brick masonry, and is interi- 
orly divided into three parts, one receiving and two delivery cham- 
bers, and is fitted with a drain to admit of emptying the conduit 
into Mystic river. The cast-iron mains to convey the water from 
the pipe chamber to the engine-house and pump-well are 487 feet 
long and 3 feet inside diameter, and they pass under the bed of 
Mystic river. Directly over these iron mains is a substantial pile 
bridge across Mystic river, built to connect the works divided by 
the river, and to protect the pipes. 

The Engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of, and about 
200 feet from, Mystic river. It is pleasantly located on the north- 
erly slope of Walnut Hill, in Somerville, and surrounded by ample 
grounds, having a frontage on the river, It is a substantial build- 
ing, constructed of faced brick and freestone, and thoroughly fitted 
inside and out for the purpose for which it is used. The chimney, 
an ornamental buttress and stack, is of brick masonry, 105 feet 
high, starting from a granite base 15 feet square, with walls 3 feet 
thick. The lot of land around the Engine-house is about 12 acres ; 
and on a portion of it is a double wooden dwelling-house, in which 
the Engineer and Assistant Engineer reside, and also a stable 
which has been erected during the past year. Connected with the 
Engine-house is a brick and stone coal-shed, arranged with track 
leading directly into the boiler-room. The coal-shed will hold 
1,300 tons Cumberland coal. 
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The Pump well is 45 feet long, 11 feet wide, and 14 feet deep ; 
its capacity about 40,000 gailons. 

In the Engine-house are three Worthington’s Duplex Pamping 
Engines, all in thorough repair. The largest of these engines 
will elevate 8,000,000 gallons of water in 24 hours, and each of 
the other two 5,000,000 in the same time. There are 8 large 
steam boilers in the house, all in good order. 

The Force Main is of cast iron, 30 inches in diameter, and 3,277 
feet in length. A roadway, 40 feet wide, from the Engine-house 
to the grounds of the Reservoir, well macadamized and drained, 
belongs to the city. 

The Reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, near Tufts College. 
It was constructed with great care. The slopes are lined with a 
puddled walling 2 feet thick, which is covered with a facing of 
8-inch brick-work up toa line 44 feet from the top, where the “line 
ing is faced and coped with cut granite masonry. Its water sur- 
fave covers an area of 43 acres, being nearly a parallelogram in 
shape, with a length of 560 feet, and a width of 350 feet. It is 
divided into two portions, nearly equal in area and contents, by a 
partition wall, the top of which is 5 feet below high water line, 
so that when filled or not drawn down 5 feet the reservoir has 
the appearance of one large basin. It is 25 feet in depth, the top 
line of bank being 3 foot above high-water mark; at this level 
its capacity is 26,244,415 U.S. standard ¢ gallons. The top water 
line is 147 feet above high-water level of the harbor. The em- 
bankments are 19+ feet wide on top, and are laid out with a gravel 
walk 8 feet wide. A roadway, 40 feet wide, passes round 
three sides of the reservoir at the foot of the embankment, and 
the grounds about it are handsomely laid out. ‘The whole lot of 
land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is about 
103 acres. 

The Influent and Affluent Chambers are constructed with hydrau- 
lic brick and cut granite masonry, and are substantial and well 
arranged in every respect. There are three connections with 
the supply mains from the effluent chambers, two of which are 
with the 24-inch cast-iron, and the 80-inch iron and cement 
supply mains which lead to the city, and the other with a 24-inch 
cast-iron main, which extends no further than the college grounds, 
but with which the city of Somerville has connected a 12-inch 
supply main, which runs through a street in the college grounds, 
known as Packard street, to Broadway, in Somerville. 

The 24-inch cast-iron supply main, which is on the east side of 
Winter Hill, is 16,250 feet in length; and the 30-inch supply main, 
which is on the west side of Winter Hill, which is 17,515 feet in 
length. These two mains will hold 1,000,000 gallons. Connected 
with these mains is a 20-inch pipe, running through Medford street 
and connecting at the other end with a 16-inch pipe to Chelsea, 
and a 20-inch pipe to East Boston. There is also a 12-inch pipe 
through Medford street, having the same connections. Through 
Main street is a 16-inch pipe which connects in the City square with 
the 20-inch pipe to East Boston. A 16-inch cast-iron pipe runs 
through Canal and Washington streets to Warren avenue, where 


it connects with the 20-inch main to East Boston, also with the 
smaller distribution pipes. 

A 16-inch cast-iron main pipe runs from Alford street across 
Malden bridge, to the line of the town of Everett, a distance of 
3,900 feet. In this line is included an inverted flexible jointed 
siphon of 20-inch pipe across and under the channel of the river. 
These principal pipes are all connected together by smaller pipes, 
running across and around the city and Charlestown District, mak- 
ing a very complete circulation. The whole length of distribution 
pipes in Charlestown is about 30 miles. The whole length of dis- 
tribution pipe supplied by water from Mystic Lake, including 
Somerville, Chelsea and Everett, exclusive of East Boston, is 133 
miles. 

In Sullivan square, and in the City square, are two large and 
ornamental fountains, and there are six cast-iron drinking foun- 
tains in convenient places about the city for the use of man and 
beast, and one stone trough for the use of dumb animals only. 

In the Charlestown District there are 148 Lowry, 28 flush, and 
7 post hydrants. 

The city own also a lot of land on Medford street, with a sub- 
stantial brick stable upon it, and another lot also on Medford 
street, fenced and used for a pipe yard, etc. The whole quantity 
of land here is 12,807 feet. 

The whole construction account of the Mystic Water Works 
was $1,460,000; and in making up the account, interest on all the 
money used was charged by the City of Charlestown.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Direc- 
tors for Public Institutions : — 


DrrerR Istanp.—Containing about 134 acres of upland, and 
about 50 acres of flats, on which is the large brick building known 
as the House or Inpustry. Also a wooden house occupied as a 
House of Reformation for girls, a brick school-house for pauper 
boys and a wooden one for girls, a farm-house, brick workshop 
and receiving-house, laundry, bakery and engineer’s house, two 
large barns, “and other buildings ; steamboat ‘wharf and another 
landing place; farming utensils, live stock, merchandise, provi- 
sions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the Houses of Industry 
and Reformation and Almshouse. 


Rarsrorp Isitanp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 
1871 of the Commonwealth, at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 
acres. The buildings are occupied by male paupers. 


House oF Correction aNp Lunatic Hospirat. — These institu- 
tions occupy an area of 631,700 feet of upland, to which is 
appended about 1,310,700 feet of flats, which, with the work-shops, 
out-houses, and other appendages, the furniture, farming and 
mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire-engines, provisions, stock on 
hand for manufacturing and other purposes, horses and other live 
stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Correction 
workshop a good steam-engine of twenty horse-power and boiler, 
with shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the contractors, 
and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison workshops and 
chapel with steam. 


New Lunatic Hosprrar. — Site for a new Lunatic Hospital in 
the town of Winthrop, containing about 1814 acres, costing 
$28,108.33. In addition to this amount, $19,263.46 have been 
expended for plans for the buildings and sundry items. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN District, is situated on a lot con- 
taining 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from 
the Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849 ; is 
100 feet long by “45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with two wings, 39 
feet by 19 feet. There is a large barn and other out-buildings. 


Austin Farm (West Roxsury Districr).— The site purchased 
by the city for a Home for the Poor, known as the ‘* Austin Farm,” 
contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly side by 


* 
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Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the west- 
erly side by Canterbury street, and on the notherly side by Austin 
Terrace, so called. On this estate are a house occupied by female 
paupers, barn, ice-house and sheds. 


Marcetia Street Home. — Building formerly occupied by the 
City of Roxbury as an almshouse, and since by the Cityeof Boston 
as a small-pox hospital. Additions and alterations were made in 
1876-77, at a cost of $37,282.91, for the accommodation of pauper 
boys and neglected male children. Contents of lot, 396,448 square 
feet. 


SreAmMBoat ‘‘ J, Pournam Braver.” — This boat is 340 tons 
burthen, 140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over 
all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L. I., in 
1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. Used for conveying 
prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the city to the 
Deer and Rainsford Island Institutions.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of 
Health :— 


Soura Crry StasLes, SHops AND SHEDS. — Situated on Albany 
street, on the South Bay Territory, opposite Newton street. The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, and 
contains 90,780 feet. The stable and buildings connected there- 
with are of brick. There are also on the premises wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with 
French roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Total orig- 
inal cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright and har- 
ness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the 
wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the department, are con- 
structed and kept in repair. 


Orrat Derot.— Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on 
Albany street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the 
dock from that used by the Paving Department. The lot which 
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the building occupies, and the yard attached to the same, contain 
32,520 feet, and belonged to the city before being used for that 
purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. This build- 
ing is used for the deposit of house offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city 
proper by purchasers of the same. 


West STasLE AND SueEps, North Grove street. — The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on 
North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings at- 
tached to the same. It has accommodations for thirty-eight horses. 
The lot contains about 33,600 feet. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street, 
containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this stable and adjoin- 
ing lot is used by the Paving Department. There is on this lot a 
new brick stable, which cost $89,594.13. On this lot is an offal- 
shed erected in 1875, at a cost of $4,160.12. 

In 1875 there was a stable erected for twenty-one horses, on 
Canal street, Charlestown District, at a cost. of $5,083.07. Con- 
tents of lot, 11,803 square feet. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, 
horses, carts, wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping 
the streets and places clean; collecting the house offal, collecting 
the house ashes, dry dirt, ete. A particular inventory and valua- 
tion of the property in his charge, including one hundred and 
ninety-eight horses, is attached to the Annual Report of the Board 
of Health to the City Council. The estimated value of the whole 
property at that time was about $105,000. 

Prisoners are conveyed to and from the institutions at South 
Boston, and to the Deer Island steamboat, by vehicles furnished 
by this department. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health :— 


Fifteen urinals, in different parts of the city, including two re- 
treats for females, one on the Common facing West-street entrance, 
and the other on the Public Garden, — two wooden structures, with 
slated roofs, appropriately furnished ; cost of the one on the Com- 
mon, $1,870.00; of the one on the Public Garden, $1,830.00. 


Gattor’s IsLanp, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as Quarantine station, on which are a dwell- 
ing-house, barn, coal-shed, small-pox hospital, steamboat wharf, 
and one old building, with the live stock, farming utensils, mer- 
chandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine 
Department. 


STEAMBOAT ‘“*SamueL Lirrie.”— This boat is about 47 tons 
burthen, 72 feet in length, 16 feet beam and 7 feet deep, and was 
built at Boston in 1872. Cost of boat and furniture, $15,229.26. 
Employed in quarantine service. 
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PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent 
of Streets : — 


Buitping AND Wuarr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, 
adjoining the City Stable. The building is of brick and wood, 
and covers some 8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a 
shed for breaking stone for macadamizing, blacksmith and car- 
penters’ shops, and a tool-room. ‘The total contents of the lot, 
including wharf and building, are 55,292 square feet. Original 
cost of the building, $10,940.86. 


BuiLpines AnD Wuarr, on Charles street, corner of Cambridge 
street. ‘The buildings are two in number, built of wood. One is 
divided into a blacksmith and carpenter’s shops, an office for fore- 
man and wharfinger, with tenement upstairs occupied by the wharf- 
inger; the other building contains a stable, with accommodations 
for six horses, and a shed for breaking stones for macadamizing, 
and storage of material. Between the two buildings, at the en- 
trance to the wharf, is a Fairbanks’ standard scales. The total 
contents of the lot, including wharf and buildings, are about 
37,626 square feet. Cost of buildings, $14,639.74. 


Fort-Hirt Wuarr, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in 
charge of the Paving Department, May 18, 1874, to be used for 
the landing and storage of paving blocks and gravel, until such 
time as said wharf shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver 
street. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant-at-will at 
$1,800 per annum. 


Sourn Boston. — Two pieces of land left from an estate on 
Broadway Extension, of about 17,289 square feet, with buildings. 


Easr Boston. — A wharf lot on Condor street, 70 feet on said 
street, running to Commissioners’ Line, about 800 feet. Adjoin- 
ing this another lot belonging to the Boston Water Works, about 
50 feet front on said street, and running down to the Commission- 
ers’ Line. The two make a front of 120 feet on Condor street. 
The wharf lot is under charge of the Paving Department.

Lepage Lot, on Washington street, Roxbury District, containing

stable, erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Health and Paving 
Departments. Also a brick building used as a blacksmith’s shop, 
and a shed for the storage of tools, etc. For contents of lot, see 
Health Department. 


Lepege Lot, on.Codman street, Dorchester District, containing 
299,000 square feet, was purchased in 1870 for the sum of $5,980. 
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Upon this lot is a building containing a steam-engine and stone- 
crusher; the building cost $1,200, and the engine and stone- 
crusher $2,330. 


On the AtmsHousE lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, 
there are two stables, also two sheds, and a tool-house, used by 
this department. 


LrepcGe Lor, on Myrtle street and Bird place, Dorchester Dis- 
trict, containing 81,068 square feet. .Upon this lot is a blaek- 
smith’s shop and a large shed containing a steam-engine and stone- 
crusher. This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester, of 
Stephen Baker, in 1867.

The 
department occupies a small lot on North Grove street, and a 
large one, with water-front, on Albany street, for the storage of 
materials, tools, etc., and also owns a lot on Bainbridge and 
Kingsbury streets, containing 2,640 feet, and a lot near Lamar- 
tine street, containing about 32,450 feet, purchased for a new 

_ channel for Stony Brook, and a lot containing about 7,600 feet, 
near Boylston Station, West Roxbury District. Also a number 
of pieces of land, each 30 feet wide, extending along the valley of 
Stony Brook, in West Roxbury District, taken by the town for a 
new channel. In his Annual Report to the City Council, January, 
1877, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a schedule of the tools 
and other property belonging to this department.

All the houses have dressing- 
rooms attached to them. House No. 9 consists of a main building, 
with ells, in which are dressing-rooms; from the ends of these 
ells to the water are fences, attached to which is a chain with cork 
buoys which enclose a square water-surface. In the offices of the 
Superintendents are various articles of furniture, tools and sup- 
plies for making small repairs.

Benevolent Society, German Emigrant Aid Society, Boston Police 
Relief Association, Ladies’ Co-operative Visiting Society, and a 
Society for the Registration of Charities. The City Physician 
also occupies a room in this building. 


Temporary Home For THE DestitTuTE, located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets, is of brick with granite trimmings. 
This building and the one above mentioned were erected on a lot 
the contents of which are 22,000 square feet. The total cost of 
these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Public Library and its branches in East Boston, South 
Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, Charlestown and Brighton Districts, 
there are about 310,000 bound volumes, besides manuscripts, 
pamphlets, statuary and paintings.

Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, F. W. 


Lincotn, Chairman; Grorcr Hiaarnson, Treasurer. April 30, 
1877. 


PEMBERTON Funp. — This Fund comprises bequests made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘“ A. B.,” 
Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, Annie Wheel- 
wright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. 
H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, and Dr. Har- 
riot K. Hunt. The most important, however, of the bequests 
was from BENJAMIN PemBertToN, whose will was proved June 
25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, at the discre- 
tion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this 
city. The amount of this fund, April 30, 1877, was $97,241.89. 


Boyrston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by JoHN 
Boytston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 
1795. One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘* Poor 
and decayed householders of the Town of Boston,” ‘not under 
fifty years of age,” ‘ persons of good character, and reduced by 
the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance or other 
vice.”’ The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruc- 
tion of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Bos- 
ton until fourteen years of age.’ 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 80, 1877, to 
‘$18,479.67. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1877, to 
$101,495.50. 


Mason Funp— Was a bequest of JonatHan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain 
of the Almshouse or Workhouse. Interest to be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid annually towards the sal- 
ary of the Chaplain of the House of Industry. Amount of Mason 
Fund, April 30, 1877, $8,300. 


Dexter Funp— Was a bequest of Samuget Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects 
of charity as are not supported in the Almshouse, though some 
times relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter 
Fund, April 30, 1877, $2,459.27. 
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JEFFRIES Funp— Was a bequest of Davip Jrrrries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be ap- 
plied to the purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for 
the refreshment of those persons who, in the providence of God, 
are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the Almshouse, after 
having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the pious 
poor. Amount of Jeffries fund, April 30, 1877, $2,270.29. 


Lucy Buritman Cuariry — Consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets in this city, which came into the possession of the 
City of Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy Bull- 
man, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk Co., Jan. 9, 1832; in 
which it is provided that, upon the death of certain persons therein 
named, said estate is given to the city of Boston upon condition 
that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit 
of the poor. 

The facts concerning the will of Lucy Bullman are as fol- 
lows :— 

In December, 1828, Lucy Bullman died, leaving a will in which 
she bequeathed her estate on Cambridge street, near Belknap 
(now Joy) street, to three nieces, Sarah and Nancy Haley and 
Mary B. DeWolfe. In case they died without heirs, the estate 
was to go to John W. Haley, a grand-nephew of the testatrix ; and 
in case of his death without issue, the property was to go to the 
City of Boston, for the benefit of the poor. John W. Haley, the 
grand-nephew, died about two years after the testatrix, and the 
last of the nieces died in 1869. The brothers and sisters of John 
W. Haley then claimed the property, as the terms of the will were 
that if the nieces died without heirs the property was to go else- 
where; but as they were the heirs of the nieces they claimed that 
the property rightfully belonged to them. The city held that the 
word “heirs” did not mean in that case heirs in its larger sense, 
but simply ‘ issue,” as spoken of in relation to the grand-nephew. 
The case went to the court, resting upon the construction to be put 
upon the word ‘heirs,’ which the Supreme Court finally decided 
to mean ‘‘issue.” The property therefore went. to the city. The 
estate is valued at about $17,000. Funds on hand, $6,822.65. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 


1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the 
Poor. 


Tue Davin Sears Cuariry is a fund contributed by the late 
Davip Sraks, for the relief of the Poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity and 
the Searstan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by an amount received 
from the Donation Fund, established by Mr. Sears, of which the 
Fifty Associates were actuaries, and the total amount of ‘* The 
David Sears Charity,” April 30, 1877, was $255,336.03. 


Pierce Furi Funp.—Legacy left to the city of Charlestown, 
by the late CALeB Prerce, who died September 7, 1860, and which 
was accepted by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income 
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to be expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose hus- 
bands had resided in Charlestown at least one year before their 
decease, said widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown. 
Amount of fund April 80, 1877, $1,500, invested in City of Charles- 
town stock, and $45.40 interest on hand. 


Horton Protestant Poor Funp.— Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James Hotton, in 1863, will probated June 9, 
1865. Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing pro- 
visions among poor and indigent Protestant families in said town 
of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous 
to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to receive a 
liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1877, $1,425, invested 
in Town of Brighton bond. Accrued interest, $85.50. Total, 
$1,510.50. 


Hoxrron Protestant Paurer Funp. — Legacy left to the town 
of Brighton by the late James Hotton, for the purpose of furnish- 
ing good and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brigh- 
ton, on Thanksgiving Day or other holidays. Amount of fund 

. April 380, 1877—one certificate of indebtedness of Town of Brigh- 
ton, $1,615.60.

CHARLESTOWN POOR’S FUND. 


‘Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard 
Sprague, will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated 
Jan., 1772; Richard Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 
1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; Catharine Bradish, Septem- 
ber, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Frothingham, 1864; 
Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. DeWolfe, 1865; Reuben Hunt, 
1866, for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance June 17, 1870, to take 
effect on its passage, providing that ‘‘ all moneys received by 
police officers for fees as witnesses, and paid by them into the City 
Treasury, shall be kept as a separate fund, for a period of five 
years,* and be invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer and 
Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees 
thereof. The income of the said fund shall be applied to the re- 
lief of persons who have received an honorable discharge from the 
police force by reason of sickness, age, or other inability, and who 
are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances; and 
also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessitous cir- 
cumstances, of police officers who have died while in the service 
of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations 
for the appropriation and disbursement of the interest of said fund 
as they may deem expedient; subject, however, to such orders or 
ordinances as the City Council may from time to time adopt.” 

The trustees consist of the Mayor, Frederick O. Prince, the City 
Treasurer, Charles H. Dennie, and the Auditor of Accounts, Alfred 
T. Turner; Frederick O. Prince, Chairman, and Alfred T. Turner, 
Treasurer and Secretary.

neat and orderly condition, and particularly in taking care of the 
flower-beds on the front of the said lot in a suitable manner.”

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. 
BengamMin FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, 
in 1791, one thousand pounds sterling, which he directed to be 


loaned in sums of not more than £60 or less than £15, to one 
applicant, at 5 per cent. interest; to be repaid in:annual instal- 
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ments of 10 percent.each. These loans are restricted to ‘* Young 
Married Artificers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faith- 
fully served an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certifi- 
cate of good moral character from at least two respectable citizens, 
who are willing to become their sureties in a bond for the repay- 
ment of the money.” 

Dr. Franklin calculated (not anticipating any losses) that the 
one thousand pounds would increase, in the course of one hundred 
years, to one hundred and thirty-one thousand pounds ($582,000) ; 
and of this amount he would have the managers lay out £100,000 
in public works; and the remaining £31,000 he would have con- 
tinue on interest for another term of ene hundred years, at the 
end of which time he calculated that the fund would be $4,610,000 ; 
of which $1,610,000 was to be at the disposition of the inhabitants 
of the town of Boston, and the balance to the Government of the 
State. 

The Trustees under the Will are the Selectmen (now Board of 
Aldermen), united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, 
Congregational and Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. 
The first loan was made in May, 1791. 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Samuget F. McCuieary, in his annual 
report to the trustees, makes the statement of its condition, Feb. 
1, 1877, viz.: —

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


Cuar.estown Scnoor Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incor- 
porate Richard Devens, Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron 
Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their 
successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free School. On the 18th 
of April the same year, it was ‘“ Voted, that the Town Treasurer 
deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, 
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etc. (being the property of said free schools), that now are, or may 
come into his, the Town Treasurer’s, hands.” 

** By the preamble of the act creating the corporation, the object 
appears to have been a more convenient administration of certain 
real and personal property that had been bequeathed to the town 
for the use of the public schools, and prevent it from being indis- 
criminately mixed with other property or funds of the town, and 
so lost to the specific use for which it was given.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the 
manner of electing the School Committee, provides that the per- 
sons thus chosen shall have ‘ all the powers and privileges, and be 
subject to all the liabilities set forth” in the Act to incorporate 
certain persons by the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free 
Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for the contin- 
uance of this corporation, in the members of the School Com- 
mittee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 138, 1877, the School Committee 
were incorporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School 
Trust Fund, to “manage said Fund and disburse the income 
thereof within the limits of the former City of Charlestown, ac- 
cording to the tenor of the instruments creating said trust.” 

The following is a statement of the funds, May 1, 1877, from the 
Treasurer, Wiitt1am H. Finney : —

Gisson ScHoot Funp. — This is a bequest of CHrIsToPHER 
Grson for school purposes. He applied for freemanship in the 
town of Dorchester, October, 1630, and was an inhabitant of that 
town as late as 1646, but removed to Boston previous to 1650, in 
which year he assisted in forming the Old North Society. He 
provided by will, about 1674, ‘*that if anything of his estate 
should remain undisposed of after the payment of his legacies 
therein bequeathed and of his just debts, such remainder of his 
estate should be left to the discretion of his executors to purchase 
some estate for the promoting of learning in the town of Dorches- 
ter.” There remained in the hands of the executors, after com- 
plying with the terms of the will, £104, with which sum the sur- 
viving executor, Daniel Preston, purchased twenty-six acres of 
land at Smelt Brook, and deeded the same, on the sixth day of 
February, 1693, ‘* to Enoch Wiswell, Samuel Robinson, John Tol- 
man, James Bird and Increase Sumner, as Trustees aforesaid for 
the time being, and to their successors and assigns forever, in the 
same place, trust and office, to and for the only sole use and pur- 
pose, benefit and behoof of the schools of learning in the town of 
Dorchester, and to and for no other use, intent or purpose whatso- 
ever, absolutely without any manner or condition, redemption or 
revocation in any wise.”

hundred and fifty pounds, to be secured and settled under im- 
provement for a yearly income towards the advancement of the 
salary of the schoolmaster, wherein my will is, that if within the 
space of ten years next following the date of this my last will, the 
town of Dorchester shall not have provided and settled such a salary 
of their own proper gift as shall make up the present salary, already 
settled to be and continued to the full value of £40 a year; in that 
case, I say, my will is, that until they shall have provided and settled 
a salary of that value of £40 a year, the whole improvement of this, 
my gift, shall yearly be paid to the steward of Harvard College, in 
Cambridge; and at the discretion of the President and Fellows 
thereof, be given toward the encouragement of some well-deserving 
student there, coming from and belonging to the town of Milton, 
if any such there be, otherwise to some other that may deserve it.” 
The terms of this bequest were complied with by the authorities 
of the town of Dorchester. This fund was received from the 
Treasurer of the town of Dorchester, by the terms of the Act of

In this way 
I hope to leave both principal and interest entirely at the disposal 
of the trustees, to be employed in such manner as may in their 
judgment most advance the value of our great library.”

of four thousand dollars. After the receipt of said sum, the city is 
required to spend not less than one thousand dollars in every five 
years, during the twenty-five years next succeeding (7. e., the in- 
come of four thousand dollars, at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum), in the purchase of books in the Spanish and Portuguese 
languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five years the 
income of the said sum is to be expended annually in the purchase 
of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish and Portuguese 
languages, or in such other languages as may be deemed expedient 
by those having charge of the library. The books bequeathed or 
purchased are always to be freely accessible for reference or study, 
but are not to be loaned for use outside of the library building. 
If these bequests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and 
conditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts, and money 
are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit 
of this contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, 
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relinquished her right to retain, during her life, the books and 
manuscripts, and placed them under the control of the city, the 
City Council having previously accepted the bequests in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of said will, and the Trustees of the 
Public Library received said bequests in behalf of the city, and 
made suitable arrangement for the care and custody of the books 
and manuscripts.

This is a donation made in June, 1863, by a literary association 
of young men in Boston, who, at the dissolution of the association, 
authorized its trustees, Thomas Minns, John J. French and J. 
Franklin Reed, to dispose of the funds on hand in such manner as 
to them should seem judicious. They elected to bestow it on the 
Public Library, attaching to it the following conditions: ‘‘In trust, 
that the income, but the income only, shall, year by year, be ex- 
pended in the purchase of books of permanent value for the use of 
the free Public Library of the city, and, as far as practicable, of 
such a character as to be of special interest to young men.” The 
trustees expressed a preference for books relative to Government 
and Political Economy. 


TREADWELL Bequest. — By the will of the late Dante, Treap- 
WELL, of Cambridge, late Rumford Professor in Harvard College, 
who died February 27, 1872, he left the residue of his estate, after 
payment of debts, legacies, etc., in trust to his executors, to hold 
during the life of his wife for her benefit, and after her decease to 
divide the residue then remaining in the hands of the trustees as 
therein provided, and convey one-fifth part thereof to the Trustees 

of the Public Library of the City of Boston. 

The City Council have accepted said bequest, and authorized the 
Trustees of the Public Library to receive the same and invest it in 
the City of Boston Bonds, the income of which is to be expended 
by said trustees in such manner as is they may deem for the best 
interests of the Library. 


DorcueEsterR Brancu Lisrary Trust Funp. — The proprietors 
of the Dorchester and Milton Circulating Library transferrcd the 
books and funds belonging to that organization to the Public 
Library of the City of Boston, the Trustees of the Public Library 
having established a delivery at Dorchester Lower Mills. The 
amount of money received by the Trustees of the Public Library 
was $335.13, which was paid into the City Treasury June 15, 1876, 
to constitute a fund for the benefit of the Dorchester Branch 
Library.

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CITY HOSPITAL FUNDS. 


Goopnow Founp. — Erisna Goopnow, of South Boston (formerly 
Ward XII.), who died in the year 1851, and whose will is dated 12th 
July, 1849, bequeathed to the city ‘* all the rest and residue of his 
estate, real and personal, not otherwise disposed of,’ for the pur- 
pose of establishing, in the Eleventh or Twelfth Wards of the city, 
a Hospital for the sick. One-half of said funds to be applied for 
the establishment and maintenance of free beds, which should 
always be at the disposal and under the control of the Officers of 
the Government of said Hospital for the time being. Under this 
will the city came into possession of certain real estate, situated 
on Cross street, which has been disposed of, and has produced the 
sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City of Boston Six 
per cent. Stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, South Boston, 
containing 6,6834 feet, which was disposed of in 1867 for 
$4,633.25, of which $4,000 has been invested in City of Boston 
Six per cent. Stock, and the balance ($633.25) remained in the 
City Treasury, at interest, until it amounted to $1,000, and was 
invested in a City of Boston Six per cent. Currency Note. 


Nicuots Funp. — Lawrence NIcuHors, who died in September, 
1862, made the following bequest to the city: ‘‘ I give to the City 
of Boston, towards the establishment and endowment of a City 
Hospital, in case such Hospital shall have been established at the 
time of my decease, the sum of one thousand dollars.” And in 
case such Hospital should not have been established by the city at 
the time of his decease, he directed the same amount to be depos- 
ited with the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and 
suffered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until such a 
Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, William Perkins, has pald into the 
treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and twenty-five 
cents (937.25), being the amount devised, less the Internal Revenue 
Tax on the same, and $530.50, as one of the ‘* residuary legatees 
in the United States,” from the surplus remaining undisposed of. 
The $937.25, with the accumulated interest thereon, has been in- 
vested in a certificate of City Stock for $1,000. The balance 
($530.50) remains in the hands of the City Treasurer.

FOSS SEVENTEENTH OF JUNE, AND FLAG FUNDS. 


The City Council of the City of Charlestown, in August, 1866, 
accepted the bequests made in the will of the late Jacos Foss, who 
died in Charlestown, June 2, 1866. 

The said bequests to the city are contained in the twenty-second 
and twenty-third clauses of the will of the late Jacob Foss, which 
are as follows, viz. :— 
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** Twenty-Second. — Having adopted the City of Charlestown for 
my residence, and shared its vicissitudes for more than forty years 
past, and feeling a lively interest in its future prosperity, as also 
sympathizing fully with its patriotic citizens in the utility of cele- 
brating the anniversary of the battle of Bunker Hill, that it may 
remind all classes of citizens, particularly the young, to guard with 
jealousy their homes and domestic institutions, to see that no in- 
ternal discord or foreign influence comes in to destroy the harmony 
and security we now feel on the soil of Bunker Hill, made sacred 
by the blood of our ancestors, I give and bequeath to the said City 
of Charlestown the sum of Two Thousand Dollars, on condition 
that’the same be accepted by the said city, and invested so as to 
produce an income of not less than six per centum per annum, 
which shall be expended yearly for the celebration of the seven- 
teenth day of June, for either or all of the following purposes, viz. : 
** Ringing the bells, firing salutes, music, or decorating the streets.” 

‘¢ Twenty-third. —It is my desire that the ‘United States Flag’ 
shall forever float upon and around the battle-field of the Revolu- 
tion; that the Stars and Stripes may be hailed in the future, as in 
the present and past, with that enthusiasm and glory reminding 
the loyal and patriotic of their duty to their country, and its insti- 
tutions, to their homes and families, to God and Liberty, in case 
of rebellion or foreign invasion, to stimulate and encourage them 
for its protection. 

‘¢For this purpose I give and bequeath to the City of Charles- 
town the sum of Two Thousand Dollars, on condition that the 
same be accepted and invested by the city, so as to yield an income 
of not less than six per centum per annum, which income shall be 
laid out annually in ‘United States Flags’ for the use of said city 
within its present limits; and it is my earnest wish that the flags 
so purchased may be used on all proper occasions, so that not 
more than two years’ purchases shall be on hand at any time.”

BABCOCK MUSIC FUND. 


By the will of the late ArcHiBALD Bancock, who died Aug. 10, 
1862, the sum of $3,000 was bequeathed to the City of Charles- 
town, and accepted by the City Council of that city, November, 
1862, upon the conditions and for the purposes expressed by him 
in his last will and testament, as follows : — 


“ Ninth. —I hereby give and bequeath to the City of Charles- 
town, in the County and Commonwealth aforesaid, the sum of 
Three Thousand Dollars, to be held in trust forever by said city, 
or by trustees to be appointed or elected for that purpose by said 
city, and the income thereof only to be annually expended in pro- 
curing the services of musicians, or of a band or bands of musicians, 
to perform in public in said City of Charlestown, within its pres- 
ent limits, free to all its citizens; one-half of said income to be 
annually expended in procuring musicians, or band or bands of 
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musicians, to play on or near the small common at the ‘ Neck,’ so 
called, at the corner of Main and Cambridge streets, near my pres- 
ent residence ;'and it is my will, that if there shall be good and 
suitable musicians or bands resident or located in said city, they 
shall be employed in preference to musicians out of said city, re- 
gard being had to the qualities and abilities of musicians, and the 
expense thereof, of all which the said city shall determine, as I 
have confidence that my wishes will be respected, and as said 
income is to be expended by the city.” 


Deposits in the Charlestown Five Cents Savings Bank, $3,000 00 


BIRD FUND. 


This is a property left by the late Jonn H. Brrp, of South 
Boston, who died in June, 1835. It consisted on one-half of his 
real and personal estate, which was placed in the hands of Trus- 
tees. 

By the terms of the will, which is dated January, 1835, the net 
income of this property is to be applied, after the death of his 
mother, to the ‘‘ support of a seminary of the first order for the 
education of females, to be established and located in South 
Boston.” 

No report is required to be made by the Trustees of this Fund 
to the City Council. 


HAWES FUND, 


Being a property left by Joun Hawes, of South Boston, who died 
in 1829. By his will, made in 1813, he directed that the income 
of a portion of his real estate should be applied to certain benev- 
olent purposes, among which were the endowment of places for 
religious worship, and the establishing and supporting of Public 
Schools in South Boston, in such a way and manner as, in the 
opinion of certain Trustees, should most tend to the benefit and 
advantage of the inhabitants of said section. 

The income is derived from one-half the rents of certain real 
- estate, situated in South Boston, and on the Neck near the 
Roxbury District line, in the city proper. 

No report is required to be made to the City Government by the 
Trustees of this fund. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1877-1878, 


And an Estimate of the Ways and Means of meeting the same. 


By the sixth section of the Ordinance on Finance, the Auditor 
of Accounts is required to lay before the City Council, in the 
month of February, annually, an estimate of the amount of money 
necessary to be raised to meet the expenditures of the then ensu- 
ing financial year, under the respective heads of Appropriation, 
together with an estimate of the Ways and Means of paying the 
same. 

Such estimates were duly made, and laid before the City Council 
in February last; they were referred to a special committee, by 
whom an order was reported which finally passed the City Council. 

That order was in substance as follows : — 

It is hereby ordered by the City Council, That to defray the ex- 
penditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk, for 
the financial year commencing with the first day of May, 1877, and 
ending with the last day of April, 1878, the following sums of 
money be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated for 
the objects and purposes explained in the Auditor’s Estimates and 
in the applications of the various Commitees and Boards. 

And it is further ordered, That no money shall be expended, and 
no debt be incurred, for any object or purpose for which a specific 
appropriation is herein made, beyond the amount which is so

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
FIRE COMMISSIONERS, FOR THE YEAR END- 
ING APRIL 30rn, 1876.

To the Honorable the Mayor and the. City Council of the 
City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN,— In conformity with the Ordinances estab- 
lishing the Fire Department, the undersigned Fire Commis- 
sioners herewith present their fourth annual report, showing 
the condition of the department, the amount of expenditures, 
and a statement of the number of fires and losses to May 1, 
1877. 

Like the last year, this has been one in which no large fires 
have occurred, and the losses have been small as compared 
with recent previous years. 

The same feeling of security seems to be prevalent among 
the community, and the Fire Department have, we believe, 
by their efforts and deportment, deserved well the confidence 
that has steadily gained ground since its reorganization. 

During the year the “Board” has been changed in its 
membership, by the resignation of Hon. T. T. Sawyer, 
appointed to the Water Board, and Gen. A. P.: Rockwell, 
Chairman, elected President of the Eastern Railroad Corpo- 
ration, and they are now filling those responsible positions. 

In October, Messrs. Greely S. Curtis and Charles 
Allen were nominated by his Honor the Mayor, and con- 
firmed by the City Council, to fill the vacancies and 
immediately assumed the duties of the office. 

The organization of the department is the same as stated 
last year, except that two chemical engines have been 
added ; one being placed in the new engine-house on Harvard 
avenue, Brighton District, and the other on Mt. Vernon street, 
West Roxbury village; the last-named taking the place of

the only hand engine used for fire purposes in the city. In 
the month of March the “crew” of the Fire Boat was reor- 
ganized, by abolishing the offices of mate, stoker, and steward, 
placing it on the same basis as the companies of the Perma- 
nent Force, both in pay and allowances. Heretofore the 
rations have been paid for by the city ; the crew now furnish 
them at their own cost, under the supervision of the captain. 
The same number of men are employed as heretofore.

Frre-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The Fire-Alarm branch of this department is in good con- 
dition and working quite satisfactorily. An extra wire has 
been run connecting the Alarm Bells within the city proper, 
independent of the “Gongs” and “ Tappers,” so that either 
one or the other can be struck singly ; being an additional 
security in case of a break in the line. 

The right to construct a Fire-Alarm Telegraph in the 
territory formerly known as Brighton, also to extend the 
same in the West Roxbury and Charlestown Districts, has 
been purchased for the sum of five thousand dollars. All the 
machinery and material to complete the same have been 
delivered, and the work is now being rapidly forwarded, and 
by the first of June the Brighton District will be in connec- 
oe with and under the same system as other parts of the 
city.

During the past year a change in the method of striking 
the alarms in the Charlestown District has been made by 
altering the boxes and striking apparatus to conform to 
those of the city proper, and the alarms from that district 
are now struck from head-quarters, City Hall. It is in con- 
templation to have the same change made in the West Rox- 
bury District, which, when done, will concentrate all alarms 
to the Central Office, and there be struck. 


FIREs. 


The city continues to be highly favored in the comparatively 
few destructive fires. The numberof alarms compare favorably 
with those of previous years, this year only slightly exceed- 
ing those of last year. It will be noticed that the bell-alarms 
decrease and the still alarms increase in number, which is a 
favorable indication, as the loss by the last named is mani- 
festly much less than the average of. the former.

The Police Force, under the charge of Chief Savage and 
Deputy Chief Quinn, have promptly rendered all the assist- 
ance that has been needed, and their courteous and cheerful 
service is appreciated by the department. 


WATER AND HYDRANTS. 


The water facilities for fire purposes are very well dis- 
tributed and the Water Board is supplying, from time to 
time, such additions as seem to be required. There have been 
241 Hydrants added during the year, of which 143 were of 
Post pattern, mostly placed in the West Roxbury and Brigh- 


ton districts.

Frre—ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The Ordinance to establish a Fire Department, passed in 
October, 1873, placed the Fire-Alarm Telegraph and the 
public bells and clocks under the charge of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners. The force employed i is as follows : —

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each operator serves two 
alternate terms, of three hours each as principal, and the 
same as assistant operator; so that 12 hours’ service at 
the office, out of every twenty-four, is required from each 
operator. No operator is permitted to sleep during his 
watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, and by 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all . 
other necessary information. 

The wires to East Boston pass through Chelsea, and a box 
and gong have been placed in the City Marshal’s office of 
Chelsea, and connected with them, in order that aid may be 
promptly summoned by either city in case of need. 

The following notice is printed with the numbers of the 
boxes and circulated among the citizens, for the purpose of 
instructing them as to the manner of giving alarms and cau- 
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tioning holders of signal keys in regard to the use of such 
keys. 

The fact that an alarm-box is located near their residence, 
and where the key is kept, should be known to all persons, 
both male and female; and the simple manner of giving an 
alarm in case of fire should be a matter of common educa- 
tion. The Board of Fire Commissioners recommend to all 
persons who may see this notice, that they make the neces- 
sary inquiries to enable them, in case of need, either to get 
the key and pull the box, or to direct others to do so. Time 
saved in this way may sometimes prevent a conflagration. 

In case of fire, follow these 


DIRECTIONS. 


Get the key to the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box — pull the hook all the way down once, and 
let go. : 

Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound pull again, and the third time if you 
get no sound. 

If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 
do the same there— but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm. 

After giving the alarm remain a while if possible by the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 

The police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their rattles 


=, 
and call the number of the box. 


CAUTIONS TO Persons Houpina SIGNAL Keys. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus except in 
case of fire. 

2. Never sound the alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 

3. Be reasonably sure there is a fire before sounding the 
alarm. 

4. Be sure your box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except to 
some responsible person to give an alarm of fire, and be 
sure the key is returned. 

6. If you remove from your house or place of business, 
return the key to the Fire-Alarm Office without delay.

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FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOSTON WATER 
BOARD FOR THE YEAR ENDING APRIL 30, 1877. 


OFFICE OF THE Boston WATER Boarp, 
3 May 1, 1877. 
To the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


The Boston Water Board respectfully submit their first 
annual report, and at the same time transmit to the City 
Council reports from the City Engineer and the Water Regis- 
trar, as required by the ordinance establishing the Board. 
They also present reports from the Clerk of the Board, from 
the Clerk and Registrar of the Mystic Department, from the 
Superintendents of the Eastern and Western Divisions of the 
Cochituate, and from the Superintendent of the Mystic 
Water Works. 

The members of the Board were appointed by the Mayor 
on the 6th day of July, 1876, and confirmed by the City 
Council in season to enter upon their duties on the 25th; but 
they postponed their organization to give the Cochituate 
Water Board an opportunity to hold another meeting, and 
finish up certain matters of interest and importance which 
they had under consideration. On the 31st of July the 
Board held its first meeting, and was organized by the 
choice of Timothy T. Sawyer as Chairman; and _ official 
notice thereof, as required by the ordinance, was sent by 
him to the Cochituate and Mystic Water Boards, which 
Boards ceased to exist after having formally transferred to 
this Board the documents and property in their possession, 
and then under their care and custody. At the first meet- 
ing of the Board Mr. Walter E. Swan was elected clerk, 
and sworn to the faithful performance of the duties of that 
office. 

The first business of the Board was to make a careful per- 
sonal examination of the property placed under their charge ; 
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and to this end, in company with the City Engineer and the 
Superintendents of Divisions, they made visits all along the 
line of the new Sudbury river, the Cochituate, and Mystic 
Water Works, and to all the reservoirs, pumping-stations, 
shops, yards, and places connected with the water works of 
the city, and occupied and used in carrying on the business 
of the Water Department. The general condition of what 
they saw was such as seemed to warrant the decision of the 
Board to make only such changes as careful study and 
observation might prove to be necessary. 

The Board being authorized to establish and regulate the 
prices and rents for the use of water, deemed it proper at 
once to establish and continue the old rates, as very careful 
comparisons and calculations would be necessary in deter- 
mining on modifications and changes which at a later period 
they might. be expected to make. 

Immediately after entering upon their duties, the Board 
were pressed with claims from persons whose lands and 
estates had been taken and disturbed by the construction of 
the Sudbury-river Works, and a great deal of time was 
taken up in examining the estates, hearing the parties, and 
estimating the amount of damages; and but a month had 
elapsed after the organization, when the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Superior Court to estimate the damage to 
mill-owners and others, occasioned by the taking by the City 
of Boston of the water of Sudbury river and its tributaries, 
commenced their investigations. The greater part of the 
time for more than two months was occupied by them in 
viewing the premises of the several claimants, hearing evi- 
dence and the arguments of counsel. The defence and care 
of all suits against the city, relating to the taking of the 

rater of Sudbury river, had been entrusted by the Cochit- 
uate Water Board to Gen. B. F. Butler, assisted by Linus 
M. Child, Esq., as counsel for the city, and all the cases 
before these commissioners were under their management ; 

but the magnitude and importance of the cases were “such as 
to especially interest the Board, and occupy the greater 
part of their thought and time. The petitions, testi- 
mony and arguments of counsel in these cases make a printed 
volume of nearly 1,200 pages. 

It will be seen, from what.has been said, that in addition 
to the ordinary care and management of the Water Depart- 
ment, the Board entered upon their duties with a large 
amount of unusual and important work on their hands; and 
that for a while, at least, watchful attention to this work, 
which had been laid out by others, would be all that 
they could reasonably expect to accomplish ; nevertheless,

they have not forgotten that a reorganization of the depart- 
ment, a modification of the water-rates, and an improved 
condition generally of things placed under their charge, will 
in a reasonable time be expected and required of them by the 
City Council. ; 

The Board have under their charge and direction the 
Cochituate, the Mystic, and the Sudbury-river Water 
Works, concerning each of which they present the fol- 


lowing : — 


CocHITUATE DEPARTMENT. 


The general condition of this department may be con- 
sidered as satisfactory. The lake, with the reinforcement 
from Sudbury river, has furnished an ample supply of water, 
and is now full and overrunning. The dams have been 
closely looked after, and are in as good order now as they 
ever have been. ‘The gate-houses and gates were never in 
better condition ; and all the property around the lake is in 
proper repair. The conduit has its defects, as is well known, 
but, with the aid of the new 40-inch pipe across Charles 
river, the successful laying of which was mentioned in the 
last report of the Cochituate Water Board, it is confidently 
expected will be equal to the demands upon it until the com- 
pletion of the new Sudbury-river conduit, now so near at 
hand. The reservoirs and the grounds connected with 
them are in good order, requiring no expensive alterations 
or repairs. The need of a renewal of some of the fences 
around the Chestnut-Hill and Brookline reservoirs, and the 
discovery of increased leakage in the old aqueduct in 
the bank around the Brookline reservoir, are referred to 
in the report of the Superintendent of the Western Division ; 
but arrangements have been made to remedy these defects. 

The exact use of Sudbury river during the past year, 
and the quantity of water diverted from it and turned 
into Lake Cochituate, the whole quantity of water used 
and wasted during the year, the daily average consumption, 
the height of the water in the lake at different dates, etc., 
will be seen by reference to the report of the City Engineer. 
The laying of new lines of pipes, and the putting down 
of new siphons, necessitated by the repairing of Dover-street 
bridge, with interesting information in regard to the con- 
dition of the pipes and siphons taken up, will also be found 
in that report; and also the condition of the high-service 
reservoir and pumps, the cost of pumping, and a description 
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of the Brighton Temporary High-Service Works, now fully 
completed. 

The Board deem it of much importance to call the atten- 
tion of the City Council to that part of the City Engineer’s 
‘report which refers to the high service; and especially to 
the high-service pumps, and the recommendation that a third 
engine of 3,000,000 gallons’ capacity, and a new boiler, be 
purchased and erected at once. With the belief that the 
pumping-station at Roxbury will be abandoned within a few 
years for a new one at Chestnut Hill, the Board hesitated in 
their adoption of the recommendation of the Engineer for 
the purchase of a new engine, and were inclined to rest with 
an order for the proper repair of the defective valve-chests ; 
but, upon reflection, with the constantly increasing consump- 
tion of water, the liability to accident and its consequences, 
the fact that the new engine can be used to advantage even 
if the removal to Chestnut Hill should take place, — considera- 
tions given by the Engineer in support of his recommenda- 
tion, — they have come to the conclusion that he is right, and 
that the engine and boiler should be purchased and erected 
this season.

From the report of the Superintendent of the Eastern 
Division, it will be seen that during the past year nearly 
twenty-three miles of pipe have been laid, the length and 
sizes of which were as follows : — 


120 feet of 48 inch, 1,027 feet of 16 inch, 
44,503 — ¢ LZ inch 5 2 doe es 8 inch, 
a7 .o22:. 5 GBinches 1-608 até 4 inch, 


and 213 stopcocks have been put in during the same time. 

The total length of pipe laid from the commencement of 
the work to May 1, 1877, is 341 miles, 4,800 feet. The 
total number of stopcocks is 38,652, and the total number of 
hydrants 3,874. 

The number of service pipes laid during the year is 1,149, 
which makes a total to May 1, 1877, of 42,744. 

A detailed statement of all the work done is shown in the 
report of the Superintendent. 

The Board are happy to state that the general condition of 
the main pipes, at the present time, is very good. Ina few 
localities where the pipes were originally laid in the dock 
mud, and the streets have been raised without changing 
them, they are unquestionably so much weakened that they 
should, from time to time, be taken out and their places 
supplied with new pipes properly laid. 

Under authority of an order passed by the City Council, 
February 16, 1877, contracts have been made for a supply 
of cast-iron pipes for the present year at remarkably low 
prices. Thirty dollars a ton for sizes from 10 to 12 inches 
diameter, and een dollars per ton for 1,200 tons 
48-inch, 14 inch thick, to be laid around the Westnae Hill 
reservoir, ‘and used in connecting the conduits directly with 
the mains leading to the city. "These prices are the lowest 
ever paid by the ‘city. 

The report of the Water Registrar will show that the 
number of water-takers entered for the year 1877 is 48,328, 
which is an increase over 1876 of 1,448. 

The total amount of water-rates received for the year 
ending May 1, 1877, was $1,029,109.39. This includes 
$66, 934.60 received from East Boston and afterwards paid 
to the Mystic Water Department, the water having been 
supplied by the Mystic Water Works. 

The total number of cases where the water was turned off 
for non-payment of rates during the year ending January 1, 
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1877, was 1,604. Of this number 1,413 were turned on 
again, leaving 191 still remaining off. 

The total number of meters now in use is 1,082; 686 
g-inch, 333 1-inch, 46 2-inch, 13 38- inch, 4 4-inch. 

But few changes in the rules for water-takers have as yet 
been made, and the rates, as we have before stated, have 
been continued with but slight alterations. That some 
modification in the rules and rates are desirable seems 
evident enough, but to determine what it shall be will 
certainly require very careful investigation and study, and 
even then be very difficult. So much of the time of the 
Board has been taken up in the consideration of claims 
erowing out of the taking of Sudbury river and the con- 
struction of the additional supply works, that it has been 
impossible for them as yet to take hold of this problem ; 
but itis fully remembered as a duty requiring their attentiow 
at the earliest possible moment. 

The petition of the Standard Sugar Refinery and others, 
for a reduction in the price of water furnished through meters 
to large manufacturers, which was referred to the Board, with 
a request that a reduction not exceeding one cent per one 
hundred gallons be made from and after April 1, 1877, was 
very carefully considered, with a view, if possible, to comply 
fully with the request. The Board had no doubt as to the 
soundness of the reasoning of the Committee on Water in 
their report made to the City Council (City Document No. 99, 
1876), and were fully of the opinion that the development of 
the industrial interests of Boston should in every proper way 
be encouraged. Nor had they any doubt that the supply of 

water would be sufficient to meet an increased demand; but, 
from the best information which they could get in consulta- 
tion with the Water Registrar as to the probable income from 
all sources for the financial year, it seemed doubtful 
whether, with the depressed condition of business, the 
estimate made in his note to the Committee of Water, 
November 20, 1876, could be relied on, and they deemed it 
advisable, under rive circumstances, to limit the reduction to 
one half cent per one hundred gallons, from and after the 
date named, April 1, 1877, hoping that the condition of 
things before the end of another year may be so improved 
as to warrant a further reduction, in unquestioned 
compliance with the statute under which the water-rate is 
established. 


: Mystic DEPARTMENT. 


The Mystic Water Works are generally in good condition. 
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The following improvements and repairs, suggested in the 
last report of the Mystic Water Board, have been made : — 

The new driveway on the west side of the lake has been 
finished. At the pumping-station the enlargement and 
repairs of the coal-shed have been completed ; a new stable 
has been built on the grounds ; an addition has been made to 
the dwelling-house ; needed outside repairs have been made 
on the engine-house, and the wood-work and-roof painted ; 
the wall and ceiling and the hard-wood finish inside have 
been painted and varnished; the engines have also been 
painted and varnished; the bridges at the lake and over the 
Mystic river, near the engine-house, have been repaired, and 
about 100 feet of sea-wall built and ballasted on the shore of 
the river. Arrangements for protection of the buildings 
in case of fire have also been made, by the laying of a line 
of pipe with hydrants in it. The lot of land about the 
pumping-station, which was ploughed and laid down to 
grass, is looking well, and bids fair to produce a crop of 
some value the present season. The walks around the 
top of the embankment at the reservoir have been covered 
with concrete, the steps have been mostly renewed, and 
the gate-house repaired and painted outside. Particulars in 
relation to the improvements made will be found in the 
report of the Superintendent. In addition to these changes, 
the Mystic Water Board called attention specially to the 
need of a second line of force main pipe, and an enlarge- 
ment of the gate-house at the pipe-chamber on Mystic river. 
The remark in their report, that “with the large quantity of 
water now required to be pumped into the reservoir, it 
does not seem to be well to rely upon a single line of 
force main pipe,” has so much meaning in it, that this Board 
seem called upon to make a positive recommendation that 
a special appropriation for a new force main be made by 
the City Council this season. The estimated cost is $27,000. 
The enlargement of the gate-house is not a matter of so 
much consequence, but it would add much to the convenience 
of the work done in it, and if a new one should be built it could 
be arranged so as to more effectually flush out the conduit. 

The report of the Engineer gives the condition of the lake 
during the year, the y ield of the Mystic water-shed, the rain- 
fall on the water-shed, the work done by the engines at the 
pumping-station, the quantity of coal consumed, the time 
the engines were in use, and a comparison of their duty in 
1875 and 1876. In that report may also be found the cost 
of pumping , the largest and smallest quantity of water 
pumped in any one day during the year, and the condition 


of the engines at the present date. 
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The average daily consumption in the year 1876 was 
8,825,808 gallons. The whole quantity drawn from the 
reservoir between May 1, 1876, and May 1, 1877, was 
3,201,036,135 gallons, or a daily average of 8, 769, 961 eal- 
lons, an increase of about 163 per cent. over the year ending 
May 1, 1876. This includes the supply for East Boston, which 
has been taken wholly from the Mystic during this period. 

On the 12th of Sept., 1876, the Board made a contract 
for 3,000 tons Georges Creek Coal and Iron Company’s Cum- 
berland Coal, at $5.94 per ton of 2,200 lbs., delivered and 
weighed at the coal-shed at the pumping-station. 

On the 10th of March a contract for cast-iron pipes was 
made with Messrs. R. D. Wood & Co., of Philadelphia, at 
$29.60 per ton of 2,240 lbs., delivered on the wharf at 
Charlestown. 

The additions, changes, and repairs of the supply mains, 
distribution and service pipes are shown in the report of the 
Superintendent, and also the total length of pipe laid in 
Charlestown, Chelsea, Somerville, and Everett, from the 
commencement of the works to this date. 

The amount collected for water-rates during the year end- 
ing May 1, 1877, as shown by the report of the Registrar, 
Mr. Joseph H. Caldwell, was $289,819.11. The Registrar’s 
report shows the number of water-takers, the number and 
kind of fixtures, buildings, meters, etc. 

The maintenance account for the year ending May 1, 1877,

$88,157 86 
Bonds amounting to $90,000 have been paid during the 
year, which leaves the amount outstanding, including the 
sums borrowed for the construction of the Mystic-valley 
sewer, $1,228,000. 
The amount of the sinking fund, May 1, 1877, was $96,- 
701.18. The total amount of interest paid during the year 
was $66,290. 


MystTIC-VALLEY SEWER. 


A provision in the Act of the Legislature, authorizing the 
City of Boston to construct a sewer in the Mystic valley, 
which required the main sewer and all its branches to be 
kept on the easterly side of the ponds and streams which 
discharge into Mystic lake, which was found to be practically 
impossible, and a decision of the City Soliciter that this pro- 
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vision must be strictly complied with, prevented the construc- 
tion of the sewer, or any part of it, during the last year. 
The Act was amended at the last session of ‘the Legislature, 
and the troublesome provision stricken out; and early in 
March the Board went over the line with the City Engineer, 
and gave directions for the completion of the plans, so that the 
work might be proceeded with at once. It was found, how- 
ever, that the order of the City Council, passed in 1876, 
followed the wording of the original act, and that further 
action by the Council would be requisite to give the Board 
authority to proceed with the work. They are now waiting 
for such authority. The line of the sewer has been deter- 
mined upon and the plans are ready. 


QUALITY OF WATER. 


The water from Cochituate lake during the past year has 
been of good quality, and no complaints of it have been 
heard from any quarter. The unaccountable cucumber taste, 
which, for a while, shut out of use the Bradlee basin of Chest- 
nut-Hill reservoir, to which it was confined, as unaccountably 
disappeared; and since the gate was opened on the Ist of 
April, 1876, the basin has been.in use, and the quality of the 
water unexceptionable. 

The mingling of the Sudbury-river water with that of 
Lake Cochituate has had no unfavorable effect on its quality, 
and there is every reason to believe that the quality of the 
Sudbury-river water, when the works are completed, will be 
entirely satisfactory. Weekly examinations of the quality 
of the water, as delivered in the city, have been made by 
Prof. Nichols, of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
and the results will be found tabulated on pages 14 and 15. 

The year has passed, too, with fewer complaints than ever 
before of the quality of the water of Mystic lake. Early in 
the month of August there were several doe bh made to 
the Board, and at the same time their attention was called to 
an unusual condition of the water in Horn pond, ae which 
Mystic lake is partly fed. A visit was made at once to 
that pond, and a state of things found anything but pleasing. 
A portion of the pond was covered with a thick, ereenish 
scum, and it was plainly evident that some kind of decomposi- 
tion was going on in the water. Professor Wm. Ripley 
Nichols, of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, was 
at once employed to make such an examination as he should 
deem necessary to ascertain, if possible, the cause. The 
result of his investigation can be seen in the following com- 
munications from Professor Nichols and Dr. Wm. G. Farlow, 
Professor of Botany in Harvard University : — 


i 
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To the Water Commissioners of the City of Boston: — 


- GENTLEMEN, — On the &th inst. I was requested by you to visit Horn 
pond, one of the ponds connecting with the Mystic-water supply, in 
order to investigate the present condition of the water. In accordance 
with your request I visited the locality on the following day, and made 
the entire circuit of the pond in a boat. 

I found the trouble to be due to the presence in the water of an 
enormous number of a microscopic organism, an alga belonging to 
Nostoe family, subsequently identified by Dr. Farlow as an Anabena 
(perhaps gigantea). 

The water over the whole surface of the pond, and to the depth of 
several inches, was filled with these minute bodies, which gave to it a 
greenish-ye ellow hue. The same vegetable matter in other stages of 
growth and decay had caused the accumulation of large masses of 
variously colored gelatinous matter, and where it was in a state of decay 
the odor was very disagreeable, reminding one of a pig-pen more than 
of anything else. 

Most ponds and reservoirs are liable in summer to be troubled by 
such growths, and it is probable that each year there has been more or 
less in Horn pond; but never, as faras I can learn, has the trouble been 
so great. The water supplies of other cities have, however, been 
affected in the same way, and in the report of the Water Board of New 
York for 1859, and in that of Albany for 1865, may be found a descrip- 
tion of a-similar condition of things. 

Under the circumstances I did not judge that any chemical examination 
would be necessary, but in order to identify fully the vegetable growth, 
and especially in order to learn if there was anything in the condition 
and surroundings of the pond which might tend to cause or to aggravate 
the evil, I requested Dr. Farlow, Professor of Botany in ‘Harvard 
University, to examine the pond, and to identify such vegetable species 
as might have a bearing on this subject. I visited the pond, in company 
with Dr. Farlow, on the 12thinst. At that time the condition of things 
was much improved, and the water was becoming clearer; in Wedge 
pond, however, the water was rather worse than in Horn pond. Dr. 
Farlow’s statement accompanies this report. 

The two practical questions which arise are, whether the matter is 
injurious to health, and whether anything can be done to prevent the 
reoccurrence of the trouble. I do not know of any direct evidence as 
to the wholesomeness or unwholesomeness of the water when in this 
condition. 

The vegetable matter is not generally considered injurious, but it 
gives to the water, especially when decaying, a disagreeable taste and 
odor, much of which can be removed by filtration ; most efficiently by 
means of filters of animal charcoal, which should be frequently cleansed. 

It would be, with our present knowledge, impossible in any way to 
prevent the erowth of the plant in the pond; but it is the opinion of Dr. 
Farlow that the abundance of the growth may be in a measure due to 
the presence in the upper part of the pond of large masses of another 
plant, a species of Plectonema. This plant may per rhaps be described as 
resembling masses of tangled horse-hair as much as anything, except 
that when held up, so that the light shines through, it is evidently bluish- 
green. This plant begins to grow on sticks and stalks of other plants 
under water, most commonly; at a depth of not more than ten or fifteen 
feet, but subsequently rises in large masses to the surface, and furnishes 
a favorable starting point for the growth of the Anabena. 1 do not 
know whether there is more this year than usual; there is certainly a 
large quantity of it. Whether it would be of any. use to remove this 
now, it would be impossible to say, but it would be well another year, 
between the middle and last of June, to remove as much of it as * 
practicable. 
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I would further suggest the desirability of some sort of screen at the 
outlet of Horn pond, by which the masses of floating material might 
be arrested. The present year it would have been possible to remove 
at this point, and also along the shores of the pond, much of the decom- 
posing matter which, after a time, found its way to the lower pond.

To the Board of Water Commissioners of the City of Boston :— 


GENTLEMEN, — By request of Prof. W. R. Nichols I went with him to 
Horn pond, in the middle of the month of August, for the purpose of 
ascertaining if it were possible to account for the disagreeable odor 
exhaled by the water, owing .to the presence of any vegetable substance 
visible to the naked eye or determinable by the microscope. We walked 
for some distance along the shore of the pond, and examined the water 
at both the upper and lower ends. I took away with me, for micro- 
scopical analysis, some bottles of the water, and others were sent me by 
Prof. Nichols. 

The odor seemed to be caused by the presence in the water of a large 
mass of a species of Anabena in a state of decomposition. This was 
perceptible to the naked eye, floating in the water in a healthy con- 
dition in the form of minute glistening rods, and also collected on the 
surface, and often adhering to sticks and plants in gelatinous masses, at 
first of a bluish-green, and afterwards of a brown color, in which con- 
dition it was more or less decomposed, and emitted an odor which re- 
minded one of horse-dung. 

A microscopic examination showed a large number of filaments 
which could be recognized as belonging to a species of Anabena, but, 
unfortunately, so far decayed as to render the determination of the 
species impossible. Although to be regretted in a scientific point of 
view that the specific name could not be determined, as far as all prac- 
tical bearings of the case are concerned it is of no consequence. The 
genus Anabena belongs to the order Nostochinee, the order to which 
belong most of the plants which appear suddenly in fresh or salt water, 
often accompanied by a disagreeable odor. As an example, I may 
mention the plant 7'richodesmium roseum, to which the Red Sea owes its 
color, which appears suddenly in immense masses and as suddenly dis- 
appears. 

To anticipate the appearance of the Anabena, and to prevent its 
growth, is at least, in the present state of knowledge, impossible. That 
is not, however, necessary in the present case, for so long as the Ana- 
bena floats freely in the water it is not likely to prove offensive. 
When, however, it collects in masses on the surface, exposed to the heat 
of a midsummer’s sun, it at once begins to decompose. ‘This collecting 
on the surface is favored when the water of the pond is low enough to 
allow the weeds growing in it to reach the surface; for the Anabena 
collects readily on water weeds and sticks. There is furthermore in 
Horn pond an alga, which is very abundant, and which must have a 
great deal to do with hastening the decay of the Anabena. About a 
year ago I received from a gentleman in Bethlehem, Pa., a curious 
alga, not only new to this country, but to the world, which I named after 
the discoverer, Pleetonema Wollei, and which I had intended to deseribe 
in a paper to be published in a few weeks. This plant, which I saw 
growing for the first time in Horn pond, forms long matted tufts of a 
spongy consistence, formed of an immense number of long, dark green’ 
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threads closely interlaced. It is attached in the beginning to sticks 
and water plants, and grows in length until it reaches the surface of 
the water. Later in the season it breaks away from its attachment, 

floats round on or near the surface in patches of greater or less extent, 

and is finally washed ashore. I visited the pond on October 3d, and 
found that the large attached masses which Prof. Nichols and myself 
had observed in August at the upper end of the pond, had disappeared, 

and that large quantities had been washed up on the beach. 

The. Plectonema W ‘ollet, from its spongy nature and filamentous struc- 
ture, must absorb into its meshes and collect on its surface quantities of 
the Anabe na, Which, thus forcibly retained on the surface and exposed 
to the sun’s rays, must soon decompose. 

It seems as though it might be desirable as a preventive measure to 
remove the Plectonema. It probably does not reach any perceptible 
size before the middle of June, and from that time until Juiy would be 
the most favorable period for removing it. If the pond is kept com- 
paratively clear of the Plectonema one great source of danger from the 
Anabena is avoided.

The Plectonema which I have mentioned is known to persons living 
near the pond under the name of *‘ eel grass.” It is not, however, what 
is called by that name in other parts of the country, viz., Vallisneria 
spiralis, a flowering plant not in the least related to Plectonema. 


While this state of things existed in Horn Pond, the 
Abajonna river, from which ‘the Mystic lake is mainly sup- 
plied, was free from any such impurity, and the water was 
unusually clear and acceptable. On the 8th of August, when 
the Board made another visit to Horn pond, the appearance 
of the water had changed for the better very considerably, 
and the complaints of the water-takers were not long con- 


tinued.

The following table contains the results of the partial chemical ex- 
aminations of Cochituate water made in the laboratory of the Institute 
of Technology during the year from July, 1876, to July, 1877. The 
water has been unifor rmly of good quality and eenerally very free from 
any matter in suspension.

SuDBURY—RIVER DEPARTMENT. — ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


The several sums appropriated by the City Council for an 
additional supply of water, with the dates of each appro- 
priation, the whole (including the premium on bonds sold) 
amounting to $4,462,886.80, can be seen by reference to the 
accompanying report of the City Engineer, Mr. J. P. 
Davis; where, also, particulars in regard to the expendi- 
tures, the total sum of which to this date is $38,110,314.82, 
ean be found. The progress and present condition of the 
works are also fully set forth in that report, to which the 
Council is referred for such information as they may need on 
the subject. 

The unquestioned value of the service of the Engineer, 
who, by the ordinance, is made the general superintendent of 
the water works, is too well known to require any remarks 
from this Board; but they are glad of an opportunity to 
express their appreciation of his ability and judgment, and 
to acknowledge their obligation to him for his uniform 
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courtesy, and valuable advice and assistance in the perform- 
ance of their duties. The good judgment of the Engineer 
has been in nothing more manifest than in the selection of 
his principal assistant, Mr. A. Fteley, the Resident Engineer ; 
and the Board feel that propriety and duty warrant and 
demand especial reference to his services. In almost daily 
contact with him, they cannot but be impressed with the 
excellence of his spirit, the thoroughness of his knowledge, 
his incessant industry, and his active and devoted interest in 
the work under his charge. That the city has been uncom- 
monly fortunate in retaining his services is a fact that should 
be thoughtfully remember ed by the City Council. 

It will be seen by the report of the Engineer that a large 
share of the work on the Sudbury-river “conduit has been 
completed, and that final estimates on fourteen sections have 
been made up and paid. The contracts were made on a fall- 
ing market for materials and labor, and the city has without 
doubt derived its full share of benefit from this fact. For, 
with contentment on the part of the contractors under their 
obligations, it is but reasonable to suppose that the labors of 
the Engineers have been lightened, and their requirements 
as to the quality of the work more strictly complied with. 
The Board feel very: confident that when they report a 
large share of the work done, they can add, with much cer- 
tainty, that it is well done. 

The following statement in addition to the taking of the 
waters of Sudbury river will show what lands have been 
taken up to April 26, 1877 :—

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The settlement of claims growing out of these takings 
has occupied much the largest portion of the time of the 
Board, and will continue to do so for some time to come. 
Indeed, the difficulties attending these settlements can hardly 
be realized except by those who have had similar duties to 
perform. The Board understand fully, they think, the pro- 
visions in the Act authorizing the taking of lands, which 
makes the city liable to pay all damage that shall be sus- 
tained by any persons in their property by such taking; and 
they have acted upon the ground that the city not only 
expected, but was desirous of making full compensation for 
the injury sustained by individuals in the construction of a 
necessary public work. 

They have met the claimants in this spirit, not to drive 
sharp bargains with them, but to form a fair judgment, after 
careful examination and consideration, of the actual damage 
done, and to make awards to cover it. It has been extremely 
difficult to estimate the damage done to some of the more 
valuable estates through which the conduit has been built, or 
from which land has been taken, and in some of these cases 
there is a wide difference between the amounts claimed and 
the offers of the Board. But this fact alone, with the experi- 
ence of the Board in the settlement of other cases, is not 
discouraging, and they are hopeful that litigation will be 
avoided with most of the claims. But few have as yet been 
entered in court, and commissioners have been appointed 
but for three. Seventy-eight claims have been settled, 
amounting in the aggregate to $270,520.10. 

The report of the commissioners appointed to estimate the 
damages to mill-owners and others, occasioned by the taking 
of the waters of Sudbury river and its tributaries, was made 
atthe December session of the Superior Court. By advice 
of the counsel for the city, in each of the cases a jury has 
been asked for, as provided by the statutes, before whom the 
cases are to be tried, that being the only way by which the 
questions of law raised can be determined by the court. 

The Board has been considering a plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Water Department, that they hope after a while 
to be able to carry out, and which they believe will be an im- 
provement, at least so far as the division of labor is con- 
cerned, and the equalization of compensation for the services 
of employees. They desire also to make such a change in 
the manner of keeping accounts as will enable them at all 
times to know, by books kept at their office at City Hall, 
very nearly the condition of all work done or being done in 
any branch of the department. Under the present system 
the accounts are kept in books at the various offices, but 
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they are not reported daily, and made a part of a system such 
as it seems to the Board is needful to keep them properly 
informed of the daily operations of the working force, and 
cost of the work it may be engaged upon. The distribution 
of materials, the labor expended upon any particular piece of 
work, the cost and disposal of tools, as well as the gross 
amount of expenditure, ‘should, in the judgment of the 
Board, be shown in a set of regularly balanced books kept 
by an experienced accountant at their office. 

In suggesting such changes the Board have not forgotten 
that the present organization, and the system of doing the 
work, are the result of many years’ experience, or that the 
department has been under the charge of intelligent and 
faithful men; but the establishment of a paid Water Board 
seems naturally to demand a closer and more direct oversight 
of the operations and business of the department than could 
have been expected under the former system. 

The orders adopted by the City Council establishing 
officers in the Water Department, and fixing their salaries, 
have interfered somewhat with the plans of the Board in rela- 
tion to reorganization, and put it out of their power to effect 
certain changes contemplated by them. They can now only 
mature these plans and present them at some future time 
for the consideration of the Council.

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REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER. 


OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, City Hall, 
Boston, May 5, 1877.

Sir, —In compliance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nance establishing the Boston Water Board, the following 
report is respectfully submitted : — 


COCHITUATE “WORKS. 


SupBURY RIVER AND LAKE COCHITUATE. 


Water from Sudbury river has been turned into the lake 
during 1876, from Jan. 12th to 18th, Jan. 21st to Feb. 19th, 
from March 27th to 30th, from May 4th to 10th, from July 
24th to Sept. 2d, from Sept. 9th to 16th, from Sept. 28th 
to Nov. llth, Nov. 16th, and from Dee. 9th to 28th, or 161 
days in all. 

During the present year, till May 1st, it has been diverted 
from Jan. 3d to Feb. 6th, from Feb. 8th to 26th, and from 
March 7th to 11th. 

The total quantity diverted from the river in 1876 was 
2,528,300,000 gallons, equal to a daily supply of 6,907,900 
gallons for the whole year. The quantity diverted this year 
is 789,100,000 gallons. 

Water was wasted at the overflow of the lake from March 
25th to April 12th, from April 19th to 23d, from May 10th 
to 14th, in 1876. It has been wasted from March 21st to 
April 5th, from April 11th to 15th, and from April 20th to 
23d, of this year. 

The total waste in 1876 was 1,619,243,800 gallons, equal 
to a daily supply of 4,424,200 gallons for the whole year. 

In the latter part of 1875 the lake surface was slowly 
falling, and it continued to fall till Jan. 13th, when it 
reached a point 8 feet 9 inches above the bottom of the con- 
duit; at this date it began to rise, and reached high-water 
mark March 26th. On March 21st a warm rain falling upon 
a considerable depth of snow produced a heavy freshet, which 
was further increased on the 25th by a snow-storm, which 
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turned into rain. On the 27th Sudbury river had risen to 
an unprecedented height, and was flowing at the rate of over 
2,000,000,000 gallons in 24 hours; the lake was also brought 
to a high point, and a heavy waste was occasioned at the 
dam, the depth of the overflow being 21 inches. 

From March 26th until the latter part of May the lake 
surface stood at or near high-water mark. It then began to 
fall, and on the 26th of July had fallen to 9 feet 4 inches 
above the conduit bottom. Water from the river was now 
turned into the lake at the rate of 20,000,000 gallons per 
day, and the surface rose until August 7th, when it stood at 
10 feet. It kept at this height for two weeks, and then 
began to fall, standing, Sept. lst, 9 feet 7 inches; Oct. Ist, 
8 feet 8 inches, and Oct. 21st, 8 feet 3 inches above the 
bottom of the conduit; this last being the least height for the 
year. Novy. Ist it had risen to 8 feet 4} inches, Dec. Ist, 9 
feet 94 inches, and Jan. Ist, 1877, it stood at 9 feet. 

From that date the water rose until March 27th, when it 
reached high-water mark, and it has remained at or near that 
point to the present time, standing, May Ist, 13 feet above the 
bottom of the conduit. 

No water has been used from Dudley pond. As the town 
of Natick now controls Dug pond, no record of its waste 
into the lake is kept by the city. 


CONDUIT. 


The table on page 55 will show the depths of water that 
have been maintained at the head of the conduit during the 
year. ‘The clear height of the conduit is 6 feet 4 inches. 

The usual yearly examination of the interior of the conduit 
has been made. It was found in about the same condition 
as at the time of the previous examination. 


Low-SERVICE RESERVOIRS. 


The tables on page 51 give the monthly and yearly aver- 
age heights above tide-marsh level of the water in the Chest- 
nut-Hill and Brookline reservoirs. 

The average height in Chestnut-Hill reservoir has been 
122.80 feet above tide-marsh level, or 0.57 foot higher than 
in 1875. 

The average level in the Brookline reservoir has been 
122.28 feet, or 0.56 foot higher than in 1875, and 0.52 foot 
lower than in the’ Chestnut-Hill reservoir. 

The other low-service reservoirs are used simply to store 
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water for use in an emergency, or during repairs to the main 
pipes. 
Pires AND Pipe Puans. 


The laying of pipes in Brighton and West Roxbury, which 
was commenced in 1875, has been continued during the past 
year. In all, about 155 miles of pipes have been laid, and 
155 hydrants have been set in those divisions of the city. 

In the older portions of the city, principally in Dorchester 
and the Highlands, about 6 miles of pipes have been laid 
and 82 hydrants set. 

Dover-street bridge, which has just been rebuilt, carried a 
20-inch low-service main and a 12-inch high-service main to 
South Boston. The rebuilding and widening of the bridge, 
and the change of position of ‘the draw channel, necessitated 
the laying of new lines of pipes, and the putting down of 
new siphons. ‘This work — which, as it had to be done at 
such times as the progress of rebuilding the bridge would 
permit, and as the flow of water through the pipes could be 
interrupted only for short intervals, was one of considerable 
intricacy — has been successfully accomplished. 

The siphon and the supports for the pipes were put down 
by Mr. George H. Cavanagh, contractor for rebuilding the 
bridge ; the pipe-laying was done under the direction of Mr. 
Jones of the Water Department. 

The siphon for the 20-inch main is 24 inches in diameter, 
and that for the 12-inch main is 16 inches in diameter. The 
siphon pipes are enclosed in strong wooden boxes, well bolted 
and strapped, and the spaces between the pipes and boxes 
are filled solid with cement concrete. 

The 20-inch pipes which were removed were laid in 1858, 
and were the first line of tar-coated pipes (by the Dr. Smith 
process) laid in this country. As they were taken up, their 
condition was observed. ‘Their inner surfaces were not en- 
tirely free from tuberculation, but were very much more so 
than are the surfaces of uncoated pipes in this city after they 
have been laid but a few years. The tubercles were isolated, 
and were not in sufficient numbers or of sufficient size to 
very materially interfere with the capacity of flow of the 
pipes. They were very easily removed,—more easily than 
from uncoated pipes,— seeming to have very little hold upon 
the tar surface 

Upon clearing off the surface under a tubercle one would 
at first suppose there had been simply a deposit, — that no 
action had been had either upon the iron or upon the coating ; 
but a more careful examination would show that under the 
centre of the tubercle a portion of the iron, from the size of 
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a pin-head to that of a small pea, had been transformed into 
a black substance that could be easily cut with a knife, and 
had the appearance of plumbago. 

The inference drawn from the general appearance of the 
pipes was, that they would have lasted for an indefinite 
period. Those that were not too much broken are reserved 
for further use.* 

After the new siphons were put down the old ones were 
taken up. The wooden box of the 20-inch siphon was fas- 
tened with alternate copper and wrought-iron bolts. The 
outside of the box to the mud line had been covered with 
sheet copper, to prevent worms from destroying the wood. 
All the wrought-iron bolts which passed through this sheet 
of copper were badly acted upon throughout their whole 
length (about 5 feet), although they were protected by the 
wood through which they had been driven. Bolts 1} inches 
in diameter were at points reduced to a mere thread ; and for 
their entire length looked as if they had been kept in strong 
acid to bring out their fibre. Where in contact with the 
copper they had entirely disappeared. 

The greater number of the iron bolts which were not in 
contact with the copper were also found to be in a bad state, 
but were still doing service. Some of them had not been 
much affected. The copper bolts were as perfect as the day 
they were made. The siphon was put down in 1849. 

The various plans of the pipe system belonging to the 
Water Board, to the Superintendent of the Eastern Division, 
and to this department, have been corrected as usual. é 

Sectional plans of West Roxbury and East Boston, on a 
scale of 100 feet to an inch, are now being prepared for this 
office ; and others, of East Boston and South Boston, on a 
scale of 200 feet to an inch, are being made for the Superin- 
tendent of the Eastern Division. 


HicH—SErRVICE RESERVOIR AND Pumps. 


Parker-Hill reservoir is in good condition. A neat, wooden 
cottage, designed by Mr. Clough, the City Arehitect, has 
been built for the keeper during the past season. The res- 
ervoir has been in constant service, and the water in it has 
been kept at an average height of 216.38 feet. 

The following table shows the work done by the pumps in 
1876, and the amount of coal consumed : —

The average daily quantity pumped was 1,461,104 gal- 
lons, — an increase of 15.06 per cent. over the quantity 
pumped in 1875. 

In a special report upon the high-service system, made 
November, 1875, and reprinted in the last annual report, it 
was stated that the safe working capacity of each of the 
pumps was about 1,800,000 gallons per day. It was also 
stated, that if a second suction and a second delivery-main 
were laid, the works would be of a capacity of about 
2,750,000 gallons per day,— provided that no_ serious 
accident should happen to either engine. 

It is the intention to lay the second force-main this year, 
and I had hoped that, with this enlargement, the present 
works would supply the demand of the high-service territory 
until new works, designed upon a scale to meet the future 
wants, could be built. 

_ But it will be noticed that the average consumption has 
increased largely. The consumption in the cold months, when 
large quantities of water are wasted to prevent the service- 
pipes from freezing, is considerably above the average, and at 
such times it has required the full safe capacity of one pump 
to keep up the supply during the past winter. To main- 
tain a full supply during the coming winter, it is essential 
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that both machines should be in good working order, and 
safe from serious accidents. 

The valve-chests of the pumps have for some time been 
considered rather weak for the service required of them, 
and, recently, one has cracked,— not to an extent to throw it 
altogether out of use, but sufficiently to weaken it materially. 
The damage can be repaired at a moderate cost, by substitut- 
ing a new valve-chest for the broken one; but the most com- 
plete, and by far the most satisfactory, remedy is to add a 
third engine of a capacity of about 3,000,000 gallons per 
day. 

The estimated cost of such an engine, with a new boiler 
and the alterations in the buildings that must be made to 
accommodate them, is $20,000. 

As was stated in the report to which reference has already 
been made, it is thought that the pumping-station at Rox- 
bury should be abandoned within a few years for a new one 
at Chestnut Hill; and it may appear, at first sight, incon- 
sistent with this opinion to incur further expense for new 
machinery at the former point. 

But, besides the fact that a new engine is needed there to 
insure that safety from an interruption to the supply of 
water which is demanded by a community without other 
source of supply than the public works, is the consideration 
that it can be made of good use at the new station to post- 
pone for a number of years the purchase of a second large 
engine. 

I would therefore recommend that a third engine, of a 
capacity of 8,000,000 gallons, and a new boiler, be purchased 
and erected this season. 


BriguHTron Temporary Hiau-Servicek WorkKS. 


In a report made in 1875 it was recommended that, for 
the purpose of supplying the high lands of Brighton, a small 
system of works should be built, consisting of a reservoir on 
Academy Hill, and steam pumps of small capacity located 
at some convenient point. 

An appropriation of $10,000 was made by the City Coun- 
cil for this purpose, and the works have been built during’ 
the past season and have been in operation since August 10th. 

The reservoir, which is situated in the school-house yard 
on Academy Hill, is 30 feet square at the top, 9 feet 8 inches 
deep, and, when ‘filled to a depth of 8 feet, holds 47,000 
gallons. It is located upon a ledge; the foundation is a 
layer of concrete, 9 to 18 inches thick; the side-walls, built 
of Roxbury pudding-stone, are 10 feet high, 5 feet thick at 
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the base and 2 feet at the top. The sides and bottom are 
lined with a 4-inch course of brick, pargetted with a thin 
coat of Portland cement, and the whole is covered with a 
timber roof. 

The engine-house, designed by the City Architect, is sit- 

uated on the city ledge lot on Cambridge street, about one 
mile from the reservoir. It is a neat, w -ooden building, 20 
feet by 35 feet 8 inches. 

The pumps and boilers were furnished by Mr. H. R. 
Worthington, of New York. 

The pumps, of which there are two, are of the duplex, 
high-pressure type, having 12-inch steam cylinders, 7-inch 
water cylinders, and 10-inch stroke. 

The boilers are upright tubular, 42 inches in diameter. 

The height of the water in the reservoir is at all times 
shown on a dial in the engine-house by an electric indicator, 
the invention of Mr. Thomas Hall, of this city, by whom it 
was furnished. It is a very simple and ingenious apparatus, 
and has proved very reliable.’ 

High-water mark is at grade 174.10 above tide-marsh 
level. 


CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


The table on page 53 gives the average daily consump- 
tion of water from the Cochituate works for each month. 

The average daily consumption in 1876 has been 20,237,- 
700 gallons, — an increase of 5 per cent. above that of 1875. 

No water has been supplied to East Boston from the 
Cochituate works during the past year. 


EXPERIMENTS ON EVAPORATION FROM WATER SURFACES. 


In 1875 a series of experiments was begun at Beacon Hill 
reservoir to determine the amount of evaporation from water 
surfaces. The main object aimed at was to ascertain what 
relation the evaporation from a large body of water, having 
a depth of several feet, bore to that from tanks and pans, 
such as are usually used for experiments upon this subject. 

Beacon-Hill reservoir is a stone structure, supported, at a 
considerable height above the street surface, on arches, and 
so arranged that ¢ any leakage can ,easily be detected. As it 
is shut off from the street service, the water in it being held 
simply as a reserve in case of accident or other emergency, 
and as it is nearly square in plan, and has practically vertical 
sides, it forms a very good vessel for such experiments. 


—- a 
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During the experiments the surface of the water was kept 
about 4 feet below the top of the coping. 

Last year a series of experiments upon evaporation from 
tanks was commenced at Chestnut-Hill reservoir for compar- 
ison with those at Beacon Hill. 

The evaporation at Beacon Hill has been measured. in 
three different ways : — 

1st. The amount from the surface of the reservoir. 

2d. The amount from a wooden tank. 

3d. The amount from a tin vessel. 

The tank and vessel are attached to a raft floating on the 
reservoir surface, and are submerged to very nearly their 
full depth. 

The reservoir has a surface of 28,000 square feet, and has 
had about 12 feet depth of water during the experiments. 
The wooden tank is 3 feet wide, 4 feet long, and 3 feet deep, 
and is covered on the outside with zinc. The tin vessel is 
about 15 inches in diameter, and 18 inches deep. 

The observations were taken daily by means of a hook 
gauge. 

The rainfall was measured in two gauges; one, 2 inches 
in diameter, the other, 14.85 inches in diameter. 

The tanks at Chestnut-Hill reservoir are similar to the 
above, and are attached to a raft floating in the centre of a 
basin of water of about 87 acres area and 20 feet deep, 
where they are fully exposed to the sun and winds. 

The following table gives the results of the experi-

The figures in the column of mean temperature for 1876 
are from the observations of the U. S. Signal Service. 

At Beacon Hill the observations were taken at 2 P. M. 
each day; those at Chestnut Hill at 8.45 A. M. 

On two occasions hourly observations were made at Chest- 
nut Hill day and night to ascertain what variations took 
place in the surface temperatures of the water in the tanks 
and reservoir. The following tables give the observed tem- 
peratures : —

ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


By an order of the City Council approved July 18, 1876, 
the City Treasurer was authorized “to borrow the sum of 
two million dollars, to be added to the appropriations here- 
tofore made for an ‘* Additional Supply of Water.’” This, 
added to the sums before appropriated, for preliminary 
investigations (Oct. 20, 1871, $10,000.00) for connecting 
Sudbury river with Lake Cochituate as a means of tempo- 
rary supply (April 12, 1872, $100,000.00), and for building 
the Sudbury-river Works (April 11, 1873, $500,000.00, 
Feb. 26, 1875, $1,500,000.00), makes the total amount 
appropriated $4,110,000.00. The premium on the sale of 
bonds ($352,886.80) stands to the credit of this appropria- 
tion; therefore the total sum with which the additional sup- 
ply is credited is $4,462,886.80. 

The amount expended to May 1, 1877, is $3,110,314.82, 
of which sum $2,595,694.55 is chargeable to labor and 
materials used in the construction of the permanent works, 
that is, has been paid on account of contracts, for work done 
by day labor and for materials. The balance, $514,620.27, 
is the sum expended for the temporary connection of the 
river with Lake Cochituate, for preliminary investigations, 
for engineering and superintendence of construction, for 
land and water damages, etc. The retained percentage to 
secure the faithful completion of the various contracts is 
$104,286.01. 

The following extracts from the report of Mr. A. Fteley, 
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Resident Engineer in charge, will show the progress made in 
the construction of the works : — 

“The work for the construction of the ‘ Additional Sup- 
ply’ has been actively prosecuted during the year 1876, and 
has been resumed as early in 1877 as the weather would per- 
mit. Work has been continued (and on some sections 
terminated) under the various contracts executed in 1875 
(see City Doc. No. 80, 1876, pages 40, 41, 42), as is shown 
in the accompanying table.”

“Several other contracts were entered into for furnishing 
materials (bricks, stones, timber, etc.), steam-engines, der- 
ricks and horses for the work done by the city by day’s 
labor, and their amounts are included in the cost of work 
shown in the preceding table. 

“The work to be done by the city by day labor (order of 
the City Council approved Oct, 30, 1875), has been con- 
tinued. Section 1 of the Sudbury-river conduit has been 
completed with the exception of the finishing of the embank- 
ments, and of the removal of the coffer dam; and work has 
been commenced for the foundation of the three dams on 
Sudbury river. 

“The foundation of Dam 1 was completed Jan. 1, 1877. 
Some difficulty was experienced in building it, owing to the 
porous nature of the river-bed, which was excavated to a 
depth, at places, of nearly twenty feet, and to the fact that it 
was often found necessary to raise the water in the river in 
order to supply the city. 

“The foundation of Dam No. 2 is about one-half done. The 
foundation of Dam No. 3 is nearly completed across the val- 
ley of Stony brook. 

“Tn each case the foundation is formed of a substantial wall 
of rubble masonry, built mostly on rock for Dam No. 2, 
and on gravel and sand protected by sheet piling for 
Dams Nos. 1 and 3. 

“The cost of the work done by day labor is shown in the 
preceding table. 

“ Work has just been commenced by day labor at Section 
13, for laying two lines of cast-iron siphon pipes, 48-inch 
diameter, across the valley of Rosemary brook. 

“ A small amount of work is also being done along the line 
of the conduit in the same manner, for trimming the banks 
of the conduit, erecting fences and seeding. Over ninety 
per cent. of the work on the conduit sections is finished. 

“Section A, connecting Dam No. 1 with the Sudbury con- 
duit, and Section 21, connecting the conduit with Chestnut- 
Hill reservoir, will probably be put under contract before 
the end of this month. 

“The work remaining to be done outside of what is men- 
tioned above, to complete the Sudbury-river works, is as 
follows : — 

“Improvement of Course brook (the channel between the 
Sudbury-river conduit and Lake Cochituate).

During September, October, and November, hearings in 
the matter of the taking by the city of Boston of the waters 
of the Sudbury river and its tributaries were held before a 
Board of Commissioners, consisting of William G. Rus- 
sell, Esq., of Boston, James B. Francis, Esq., of Lowell, 
and Charles A. Stevens, Esq., of Ware. 

The closing argument was made Nov. 4th, and the award 
of the commissioners was made public early in January of 
this year. 

By advice of the counsel of the city all the cases have 
been appealed. 

In connection with these cases it was found advisable to 
have accurate gaugings made of the flow of the Concord 
river at Lowell, where most of the mills claiming damages 
are situated ; accordingly three assistants were employed for 
this purpose, under the direction of Mr. Clemens Herschel. 

The gaugings were taken night and day for some three 
months, and were used with similar gaugings of the Sudbury 
river, to determine the ratio of the quantity of water to be 
diverted by the city, to the whole flow of the Concord. 

The temporary structures erected in 1872 for the supply 
of Lake Cochituate are in a satisfactory condition; but their 
temporary nature makes it desirable to’use shortly the per- 
manent works now building; the bracing of the ditch has 
been renewed to a large extent, and additional protection 
against freshets has been provided in the wooden flume under 
the embankment of the Boston & Albany Railroad, at the 
south end of Farm pond. 

The average rainfall on the Sudbury river water-shed for 
the year ending April 30, 1877, as deduced from the gauges 
kept in Fr amingham, Sonthboro’ , Marlboro’, Westboro’, and 
Hopkinton, is 46.82 inches. 

The total flow of the river for the year has been 30,145,- 
600,000 gallons, equal to an average daily flow of 82,000,- 
000 callons, and 483 per cent. of the rainfall. 

The least flow was in September, 1876, when about 6,000,- 
000 gallons in 24 hours were passing, and the greatest flow 
(1,109,800,000 in 24 hours) in March 28, 1877. 


In January, 1875, the level of Lake Cochituate was reduced 
to the lowest point it has ever reached. The lake in great 
part was refilled from Sudbury river, and the measurements 
of the water diverted for this purpose have furnished the 
data for estimating approximately the capacity for storage of 
the gravel-beds which form the Cochituate valley. This ca- 
pacity, it will be noticed, is just about one-half of the available 
capacity of the lake itself, and increases largely the supply 
to be derived from this source in a season of drought. 

Assuming that the supply to the lake from its own water- 
shed was in the same ratio as that to Sudbury river from its 
water-shed (this last was carefully measured), it has been 
found that 1,020,700,000 gallons more than the apparent 
capacity of the lake were required to refill it, and must have 
been absorbed by the gravel-beds.

MYSTIC WORKS. 


Mystic LAKE. 


In the table on page 58 may be found the average monthly 
heights at which the water has stood in Mystic lake during 
1876. 

The long-continued drought of the summer and _ fall 
months, when the smaller streams of Eastern Massachusetts 
practically ceased to flow, reduced the water level of the 
lake to the lowest point it has ever reached since the con- 
struction of the works, with the single exception of that to - 
which it fell in 1875, viz.: 2 feet 11} inches above the 
bottom of the conduit. The lowest point of last year was 
5 feet 10 inches above. 

The following are the heights at which it stood at various 
dates during 1876 : —

PUMPING-STATION AND RESERVOIR. 


The table on page 48 shows the work done by the Mystic 
engines during the year, the number of days that each 
engine ran, the coal used, and the average monthly and yearly 
duty. 

Engine No. 1 was in use 109 days, 23 hours.

Total coal consumed, 8,103,280 lbs., of which 7.73 per 
cent. was ashes and clinkers. 

Total quantity of water pumped, 3,230,101.297 gallons. 
Average lift or head pumped against 154.25 feet. 
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The average duty of the three engines for the year was 
51,281,200 ft. Ibs. per 100 lbs. of coal consumed, no deduc- 
tion being made for clinkers or ashes, and the average num- 
ber of gallons pumped per ib. of coal was 398.6, or 11.7 
gallons (3 per cent.) more than in the previous year. 

The duty reported for 1875 is somewhat greater than that 
given above, but it will be noticed that the quantity of water 
raised per lb. of coal is 3 per cent. greater in 1876 than in 
1875, showing that in reality the engines have worked more 
economically ‘during the past year than during the previous 
one. 

This apparent discrepancy is due to the fact that a mercury 
gauge has lately been attached to the force main to measure 
the lift, which varies from 3 to 38} lbs. from the old gauge 
in its readings, thus reducing the lift credited to the engine 
about 64 feet.

The smallest quantity pumped was 6,040,736 gallons 
(Nov. 7th). 

Besides the mercury gauge already mentioned, a float 
gauge, to indicate the heicht of the water in the pump-well, 
and ; a Rictre to measure the water fed to the boilers, have 
been set. 

New steam pistons are being placed in engine No. 2. 
When this work is finished the engines and buildings will be 
in good condition, and will probably require but litile expen- 
diture for repairs for some time to come. 

The reservoirs and grounds are in very good order. The 
water has been kept at an average height of 146.31 feet 
above tide-marsh level, or at almost ex: etly the same height 
as in 1875. The average monthly heights will be found

recorded in the table on page 58. 
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CONSUMPTION AND QUALITY OF WATER. 


The average daily consumption of water from the Mystic 
works for each month can be found in the table on page 58. 

The average for the year was 8,825,808 gallons, or 
1,292,778 (17} per cent.) more than for 1875. 

East Boston was supplied from the Mystic works only five 
months of the latter year, while it has been supplied from 
those works the whole of last year, which fact, in part, 
accounts for the notable increase of consumption. ‘The 
largest consumption for one day was Feb. 24th, when it 
reached 15,169,895 gallons. The least consumption for one 
day was Nov. 19th, when it fell to 6,553,945 gallons. 

Early in August the consumers of Mystic water began 
complaining of a bad taste and smell in the supply. <A visit 
to the works on August 8th revealed the fact that Horn 
pond, from which Mystic lake is largely fed, was covered 
with a minute vegetable growth, some of it still green, but 
much of it in a state of decomposition, and producing a very 
disagreeable appearance and odor. 

Nothing could be done to remedy the evil, but Professor 
Nichols, of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, was 
requested to examine the pond, to ascertain the cause and 
suggest a method of preventing a return of the trouble, if 
possible. His report, together with that of Dr. Farlow, 
Professor of Botany, Harvard University, has been handed 
you.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
WESTERN DIVISION. 


WeEstTERN Division Boston WaTER Works, 
May Ist, 1877. 


Hon. Trivotny T. Sawyer, Chairman Boston Water Board : — 


Sir, — In compliance with the rules of the Board, I sub- 
mit herewith the Annual Report of this Division for the past 
official year. 


LAKE COCHITUATE. 


On May Ist, 1876, the water in the lake stood at 12 feet 
11 inches above the bottom of the aqueduct, or 5 inches 
below high-water mark. During the summer, notwithstand- 
ing large quantities of water drawn from Sudbury river, the 
surface of the lake was gradually drawn down to 8 feet 3 
inches, or 5 feet 1 inch below high water, on Oct. 23d, which 
was the lowest point reached during the year. 

We have now a full lake, and since the spring freshets 
have been obliged to waste largely at the outlet dam. 

No repairs of any importance have been made during the 
year beyond those incident to the maintenance of the 
structures. 


DupLEY Ponp 


was called upon in the autumn to reinforce the supply. The 
stop-planks were taken out September 13th, at which time 
the water was 4 feet below high-water mark. On October 
10th the water was drawn down to the bottom of the outlet 
pipe, and was allowed to run until October 28th, when the 
stop-planks were put in. 


Dua Ponp, 


now under the control of the town of Natick, has only fur- 
nished us with a small amount of water when the pond was 
running over. Arrangements have been made with the 
Natick Board to determine the quantity supplied in the 
future. 
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THE AQUEDUCT 


has been run under a head, as in the past few years. The 
usual care has been taken to guard against accidents, by 
patrolling, etc. The water has been drawn ‘off but once 
during the year, for purposes of examination, viz.: on May 
30th, 1876. All the cracks on the Newton Lower Falls em- 
bankment were repaired between stations 107-+ 60 and 
109 + 40. 

While some portions of the conduit show motion, the gen- 
eral condition, compared with former examinations, was found 
to be good. Some obstructions were removed from the 
siphon-pipes, all four of which were examined. There are 
still some fifty bricks in the south 36-inch pipe, which will be 
removed whenever time can be afforded for more complete 
repairs. As soon as the new conduit is in running order, I 
would recommend a thorough pointing of all the cracks in 
the old aqueduct by which the dangerous points can be 
accurately noted. This can be done in a few days. A table 
has been prepared of a few portions which will “need special 
repairs. 


THE WaASTE-WEIRS 


and culverts are all in good order. | Webber’s waste-weir 
was partially rebuilt during the summer. The stone-work 
of the culvert had moved from 2 inches to 5 inches. The 
repairs were thoroughly made, the ashlar stones being dow- 
elled to the foundation on ihe lower side, and the courses 


clamped and dowelled togcther, and the wings backed with 
rubble. 


CHESTNUT-HILL RESERVOIR. 


The bad taste of last year has made no reappearance. 
The structures and grounds connected with this reservoir are 
all in good order. The revolvi ing screens at the effluent gate- 
house were injured during the winter by anchor ice, and in 
February were repaired by pumping out the chamber and 
renewing the wire. 

The lower box, which was made movable to take up the 
slack of the wire, was fixed in position, and, as most of the 
trouble with these screens has come from the fact of the 
lower rolls getting moved out of place, it is hoped that no 
farther difficulty will arise. The materials required to build 
a mile of the fence around the driveway were secured during 
_the winter, and the fence is nearly erected. 
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A large amount of rich loam was secured early in the 
season and is being applied to the improvement of the 
grounds. 


BROOKLINE RESERVOIR. 


A new fence around a large portion of this reservoir has 
been begun. Last fall, leaks from the old three-feet aqueduct 
laid in the bank around this reservoir, increased in amount, 
and it was decided to plug up the ends, which was done. 
Three manholes were built up at the following points, to give 
access to this structure. The first is in the walk 100 feet 
west of the effluent gate-house ; the second, 314 feet east of 
the end of the iron fence; the third, 914 feet east of the 
outside wall of the influent gate-house. The leaks, which are 
nearly stopped, will be cauged from time to time, but when 
the reservoir is low there is no danger to be apprehended 
from this source.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
MYSTIC WATER WORKS. | 


CHARLESTOWN District, Boston, May, 1877. 
Hon. T. T. Sawyer, Chairman Boston Water Board: — 


Sir, — My report for the year ending May Ist, 1877, as 
Superintendent of the Mystic Water Works, is respectfully 
submitted. 

The works as a whole are in very good condition. The 
supply of water has been ample, but the consumption has 
largely exceeded that of any previous year. The consump- 
tion of water during the cold weather has largely increased 
since the winter of 1874-5, when so much trouble was ex- 
perienced with frozen pipes, and indicates that the practice 
of running water in cold weather, to prevent the service- 
pipes from freezing up, has become very general. 


LAKE. 


The lake’ and its borders have been carefully looked after 
and protected during the year. About 275 feet of rip-rap 
has been laid on the westerly side. | 

The old driveway from Mystic street to the dam has been 
discontinued, and a new one laid out, of an easier grade, the 
entrance being some 300 feet northerly from the old one. A 
footpath has, however, been retained on the line of the old 
driveway. 

The fence on the line of Mr. Huffmaster’s land has been 
completed. The railing to the bridge across the over-fall to 
the dam has been repainted, and a new flooring is now being 
laid. The outside wood-work and roofing of the gate-house 
will need repainting the present season. The larger part of the 
temporary pump erected during the winter of 1875 has been 
removed from the lake to the shore, and I should reeommend 
that the iron-work be sold for what it will bring, as it will 
not probably be of any further use to the department. 


CONDUIT. 


The conduit has not been drawn off the past year for 
examination; but, from the fact that no perceptible change 
has taken place in it for a numberof years, and the very 
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good condition it was in when last examined (in 1875), I 
have no doubt that it is in good order now. An entire new 
set of screens has been put in the pipe-chamber the past 
year. The bridge across Mystic river directly over the 36- 
inch iron mains has been very thoroughly repaired, and will 
no doubt last for a number of years. The wall on the 
southerly side of the bridge has been entirely rebuilt and 
extended, to correspond with that on the other side, rebuilt 
last year. It has been well backed with stone ballast, and 
the whole makes a permanent and durable piece of work. 


PUMPING-STATION. 


The engine-house has been thoroughly renovated and re- 
paired during the year. All the outside wood-work and the 
roofing have been repainted, and the granite steps in front 
of the ‘large doors have been entirely reset, on a new founda- 
tion. Inside, the walls and ceiling of the engine-room have 
been repainted, and the hard-wood finish refilled and var- 
nished. The boiler-room and cellar have also been renovated, 
and two new basement windows put in, in the rear of En- 
gines No. l and 2. The whole expense of these repairs was 
$756.70. 

The repairs on the coal-shed, which were in progress at 
the time of making the last annual report, have been com- 
pleted, at an expense of $1,574.54. The alterations have 
made a great improvement, in an enlarged’ capacity and a 
more convenient way of receiving the coal. 

The dwelling-houses were repaired inside in September, 
being painted, papered and whitened, at’ an expense of 
$100.16. 

They were further improved and altered in January, by 
the addition of an ell to the rear of each house, in each of 
which is a kitchen, bath-room, store-closet and water-closet, 
which adds much to the convenience and comfort of the 
houses. The whole expense was $1,048.78. The main part 
of the houses needs thorough repairs outside at once. 

The new stable, which was contracted for in October, was 
completed and occupied about the last of January. It is 
conveniently situated above the dwelling-houses, on the 


south-easterly side of the grounds, near the driveway to the. 
reservoir. It is 82 by 36 feet outside, two stories in height, 
and has ample carriage-room, with stalls for five horses on. 
the first floor. The second story will be used entirely for a 


hay-loft. The whole cost of the building was $1,766.92. 
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The grounds, which were ploughed up last fall, are being 
gradually brought into shape. The land on the westerly 
side of the engine-house has been sown with grass-seed, and 
a part of that on the easterly side. The whole will be com- 
pleted in a short time, and it will greatly improve the 
appearance of the whole place, besides ensuring a good crop 
of hay. The land directly around the new stable is being 
gradually graded with ashes and other material, and, fee 
completed, will be in keeping with the rest of the grounds. 
A line of 6-inch cement pipe, 287 feet in length, has been 
recently laid and connected with the “ force main,” on which 
are located three Post hydrants, one near the engine-house 
and two directly in front and between the new stable and 
dwelling-houses. These will ensure a good supply of water 
in case of fire in either building. To make the arrangement 
complete, there should be 300 to 500 feet of: hose supplied, 
with suitable equipments, so as to be easily available in an 
emergency, as our buildings are located a considerable dis- 
tance from any fire- -apparatus. The new concrete sidewalks 
around the engine-house, laid in November last, made a very 
desirable and durable improvement, and I would recommend 
that the sidewalk from the engine-house to the dwelling- 
houses, and also the new stable, be covered with the same 
material, as the walks are used very much in passing to and 
fro; and, as it is now, it requires constant repairs, and is 
liable to be washed out more or less every heavy rain, 
especially in the spring of the year. 

The pumps are in good order, with the exception of No. 2, 
which is now dismantled to receive the new steam pistons 
ordered by the Board in April last, which are being made 
by the builder of the engine, Mr. Worthington, to replace 
the “ Wheelock pistons and packing,” which were put in in 
1874, and which, for an engine of this kind, have proved a 
failure. These repairs will be completed the last of May, 
or early in June. The water-cylinders to all the pumps, 
and all the connections that required it, were repainted and 
varnished, at an expense of $207.50. With these exceptions 
the pumps have required only ordinary repairs. 

A new line of brass “feed-pipe” to the boilers has been 
substituted for the old iron pipe, which had become badly 
corroded and filled up. The boilers are in good order, and 
have received careful attention during the year.

Force Main. 


The leak on the bratich running from Engine No. 1, which 
broke out in October, was caused, no doubt, by the gradual 
settling of the “check-valve” located just above, which 
cracked the pipe close to the flange-joint. The pipe was 
promptly and thoroughly repaired, and caused no delay in 
pumping. With this exception, there was no work required 
on this main, and it is no doubt in good order. 


RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir and the grounds connected with it have 
received the usual care and attention, and are in good order. 
The conercte covering to the walk around the “top of the 
embankment, which was laid in November, is the right thing 
in the right place, and has made a most decided ‘improve- 
ment. It not only protects the top of the embankment, 
especially in winter, but makes the whole place look neat, 
clean, and attractive. 

I would respectfully suggest to the Board that the gate- 
house at the reservoir be finished inside. It was well 
enough at first, when the whole place was fenced in and no 
one allowed there, but‘it-is not in keeping with its surround- 
ings, now that the place has been so much improved outside, 
and made attractive as a place of resort. The bank steps 
have all been renewed except the large flight at the front 
entrance, which have been repaired so as to answer for 
another year, when it may be well to substitute granite for 
wood. 


SuppLy MaIns. 


The supply mains are in good order. Two joint leaks 
have been repaired on the 30-inch, and one on the 24-inch 
main. 


That part of the bridge over the Boston & Maine and 


‘ 
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Eastern Railroads which supports the 24-inch main will need 
thorough repairs the present season. 


DISTRIBUTING MAINS. 


There have been laid in this district the past year 306 feet 
of cast-iron pipe, which was in extension. here have been 
12,254 feet of the original wrought-iron and cement pipe 
taken up and replaced with cast-iron pipe, only about 500 
feet of which was fit for further use. Of the amount that 
was taken out, 8,259 feet was replaced with pipe of a larger 
size, and the balance with pipe of the same size. 

There have been 64 “breaks” on the wrought-iron and 
cement pipes during the year. 


SERVICE-PIPES. 


Sixty-six new service-pipes have been entered during the 

year. Twenty-six old tin-lined pipes, and one rubber pipe 
_ have been replaced with lead pipe. 

Twelve service-pipes were frozen up in the streets during 
the cold weather. 

In Chelsea the main pipes have been extended 504 feet, 
making the total length 148,179 feet. 104 new service-pipes 
have been entered during the year. 

In Somerville the main pipes have been extended 6,794 
feet, making the total length 231,697 feet. 137 new service- 
pipes have been entered during the year. 

In Everett the main pipes have been extended 1,700 feet, 

making the total length 73,949 feet. 29 new service-pipes 
have been entered during the year. 

There have been 9 new gates set, making the whole num- 
ber May 1, 1877, 1,007. 

Four additional Lowry hydrants have been located, and 
one Post hydrant discontinued, making the whole number of 
hydrants in this district May 1, 1877, 189. 

The following tables give the amount of pipe laid, the 
number of gates and hydrants, and the amount of stock on 
hand May 1, 1877.

REPORT ON MUZZLING AND KILLING OF 
DOGS.

The Committee on Ordinances, on the part of this Board, 
to whom were referred the orders that all dogs found running 
at large unmuzzled, and that all female dogs found running 
at large, should be killed, and who were requested to consider 
the expediency of requiring that all dogs shall be muzzled, 
or restrained from running at large, having considered the 
subject, beg leave to submit the following report : — 

The statutes in relation to dogs have been the subject of 
careful consideration from a very early period. Beginning 
in 1715, when a provision for killing unruly and ravenous 
dogs was included in a statute encouraging the killing of 
wolves, the laws have been amended from time to time 
with a view of providing for the most perfect protection to 
persons and property. The laws in force at the present 
time are as follows : — 

Every owner or keeper of a dog is required to have it 
licensed annually, and to cause it to wear around its neck a 
collar distinctly marked with its owner’s name and its regis- 
tered number, and to pay for such license —for a male dog 
two dollars, and for a female dog five dollars. (1867, Chap. 
130, Sect. 1.) Any person keeping an unlicensed dog is 
liable to a fine of fifteen collars, five dollars to be paid to 
the complainant, and ten dollars to the city treasurer. [Ibid. 
5.] The assessors of cities and towns are required annually, 
on the first day of May, to take a list of all dogs owned or 
kept in their respective cities and towns, and to return the 
same to the city or town clerk on or before the first day of 
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July. Any person or keeper of a dog who shall refuse to 
give just and true answers, or shall answer falsely to the 
assessors, relative to the ownership thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine, not exceeding ten dollars, to be paid into the 
city treasury. [Ibid. 6.] Mayors of cities are required 
annually, ten days from the first day of July, to issue a 
warrant to one or more police officers, directing them to 
proceed forthwith either to kill, or cause to be killed, all 
dogs within their respective cities, not licensed and collared, 
and to enter complaint against the owners or keepers there- 
of; and any person may, and every police officer shall, kill, 
or cause to be killed, all such dogs whenever or wherever 
found. [Ibid. 7.] Police officers to whom the warrant 
shall have been issued are required to return the same, on or 
before the first day of October following, to the Mayor, and 
state in said return the number of dogs killed, and the 
names of the owners or keepers thereof, and whether all un- 
licensed dogs in this city have been killed, and the names of 
persons against whom complaints have been made, and 
whether complaints have been entered against all persons 
who have failed to comply with the provisions of law. 
[Ibid. 8.} Mayors of cities are required to transmit an- 
nually to the district attorney a sworn certificate of the 
service of the warrant, and whether the same has been duly 
executed and returned; and it is the duty of the District 
Attorney to prosecute all officers who fail to comply with the 
provisions of the law. [Ibid. 9.] 

The Mayor and Aldermen may order that any dog or dogs 
within the limits of the city shall be muzzled or restrained 
from running at large during such times as shall be pre- 
scribed in such order. After passing such an order, and the 
publication of the same, said Mayor and Aldermen may issue 
their warrant to one or more police officers who shall, after 
twenty-four hours from the publication of such notice, kill 
any or all dogs found unmuzzled or running at large con- 
trary to such order. [1877, Chap. 167, Sect. 1.] The 
Mayor and Aldermen may cause special service of any order 
passed by them respectively to be made upon any person, 
requiring that any dog owned or kept by such person shall 
be muzzled or restrained from running at large, by causing 
a certified copy of such order to be delivered to him. Any 
person who, after receiving such certified copy, shall refuse’ 
or neglect, for the period of twelve hours after receiving 
such notice, to muzzle or restrain such dog, as required by 
such order, shall pay a fine not exceeding twenty-five dol- 
lars. [Ibid. 3.] Whoever suffers loss by the worrying, 
maiming or killing of his sheep, lambs, fowls, or other do- 
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mestic animals by dogs, is entitled to be paid the full amount 
of such loss from the treasury of the city. The Treasurer 
may bring an action of tort against the owner or keeper of 
any dog concerned in doing damage to domestic animals to 
recover the full amount paid on account of such damage. 
[ 1867, Chap. 130, Sects. 10 and 12. ] 

Every owner or keeper of a dog shall forfeit to any person 
injured by it double the amount of damage sustained by him, 
to be recovered in an action of tort. Any person may kill 
a dog that shall suddenly assault him while he is peaceably 
walking or riding without the enclosure’ of its owner or 
keeper; and any person may kill a dog that is found out of 
the enclosure or immediate care of its owner or keeper, 
worrying or wounding any neat cattle, sheep or lambs. If 
any person so assaulted, or finding a dog strolling out of the 
enclosure or immediate care of its owner or keeper shall, 
within forty-eight hours after such assault or finding, make 
oath thereof before a Justice of the Peace or police court 
for the county, or before the Clerk of the city or town where 
the owner of the dog dwells, and shall further swear that he 
suspects the dog to be dangerous or mischievous, and shall 
give notice thereof to its owner or keeper by delivering to 
him a certificate of such oath, signed by the justice or clerk, 
the owner or keeper shall forthwith kill or confine it; and if 
he neglects to do so for twenty-four hours after such notice, 
he shall forfeit ten dollars. If, after such notice, the dog is 
not killed or confined, but is again found strolling out of the 
enclosure or immediate care of the owner, any person may 
kill it. Ifa dog, after such notice to its owner or keeper, 
shall by such assault wound, or cause to be wounded, any 
person, or shall worry, wound or kill any neat cattle, sheep 
or lambs, or do any other mischief, the owner or keeper shall 
be liable to pay to the person injured thereby treble dama- 
ges, to be recovered in an action of tort. The City Council 
may make such additional by-laws and regulations concern- 
ing the licensing and restraining of dogs as they may deem 
expedient, and may affix any penalties, not exceeding ten 
dollars, for any breach thereof. [General Statutes, Chapter 
88, Sections 59 to 67.] 

A city ordinance provides that on complaint being made 
to the Mayor, of any dog within the city which shall, by 
barking, biting, howling, or in any way disturb the quiet of 
any person or persons “whomsoever, the Mayor shall issue 
notice thereof to the owner or keeper of such dog; and in 
case the owner or keeper shall neglect to cause such dog to 
be forthwith removed and kept beyond the limits of the city, 
or destroyed, he shall forfeit and pay one dollar for every 
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day during which such neglect shall continue after such 
notice; provided that the justice before whom the case shall 
be tried shall be satisfied that the dog had, in the manner 
aforesaid, disturbed the quiet of any person or persons in the 
city (Ordinances, p. 233). It has been held, in an action 
to recover damages for injuries inflicted by a dog , that “the 
wrong done to the person injured consists not in ‘the act of 
the master in owning or keeping, or neglecting to restrain 
the dog, but in the act of the dog, for which the master is 
responsible e (A17 Mass., 109) ; and further, that, to recover 
damages, “it is not necessary to allege or prove that the 
owner knew of the dangerous character or habits of his dog, 
or that the dog was in fact accustomed to bite” (13 Allen, 
191). It will be seen that while by the law a dog is property, 
the weight of responsibility is placed upon the owner, and 
the law only protects him so far as to prohibit the injuring of 
that property without cause. 

Although existing laws would appear to afford reasonable 
protection from dogs there is a feeling of insecurity on the 
part of some of our citizens. Hence the requests for further 
legislation. 

The excitement on the dog question occurs at irregular 
intervals with more or less violence. At times it assumes 
almost the form of an epidemic and travels from place to 
place, gaining strength as it extends. An extraordinary 
number of cases of dog-biting are reported; the papers 
are filled with accounts of deaths from hydrophobia in 
localities where the disease was rarely or never before 
known, and the excitement usually culminates in a demand 
for the extermination of dogs. Much of this excitement 
is due to the natural antipathy which many persons have 
against dogs, while a greater part arises from a dread of the 
disease known as hydrophobia and the popular ignorance upon 
the subject. If hydrophobia was as common as the num- 
ber of reported cases would lead us to suppose, it would be 
well to consider whether it would not be a duty to extermi- 
nate the whole canine race. But it is really one of the rarest 
known diseases,—so uncommon as to lead scientific ob- 
servers to doubt its existence; and it has been proven that 
the majority of deaths attributed to hydrophobia can be 
traced to other causes, while it is believed that many deaths 
have been caused simply by fear and the power of ctmagi-— 
nation. If the latter is the case the danger would be 
greatly reduced by spreading in the community a true knowl- 
edge of the facts, and would be still further diminished if the 
public were made familiar with the symptoms of rabies, so 
as to be able to detect it in its incipent stages, and, by imme- 
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diate action, prevent its propagation. The Legislature has 
recognized the wisdom of doing this by ordering that the 
symptoms of hydrophobia shall be printed on every dog 
license. Another step in the right direction would be to 
publish them once or twice a year in the newspapers of the 
city. 

Believing it to be a matter of public interest, and also that 
an authoritative statement of the facts will have a beneficial 
effect in allaying the unnecessary excitement which exists at 
the present time on the subject of hydrophobia, the committee 
submit a brief compilation of the opinions of the best 
authorities on that subject. 

Canine rabies is not a sudden disease, appearing all at 
once, like apoplexy; it does not suddenly carry the dog it 
attacks from the most flourishing state of health to a con- 
dition of furious delirium. It is a popular error to suppose 
that the appearance of the disease is immediately charac- 
terized by acts of madness. It has its premonitory signs, 
which are so marked that when known they cannot be mis- 
taken for anything else. The Council of Hygiene of Bour- 
deaux published the following statement of the symptoms of 
rabies, for the purpose of protecting the public against the 
dangers of hydrophobia : — 


A short time, sometimes two days, after madness has seized the 
dog, it creates disturbances in the usual condition of the animal which 
it is indispensable to know. 

1. ‘There is agitation and restlessness; the dog turns himself con- 
tinually in his kennel. If he be at liberty he goes and comes, and 
seems to be seeking something ; then he remains motionless, as if wait- 
ing; he starts, bites the air, seems as if he would catch a fly, and dashes 
himself, barking and howling, against the wall. The voice of his mas- 
ter dissipates the hallucination; the dog obeys, but slowly, with hesita- 
tion, as with regret. 

2. He does not try to bite; he is gentle, even affectionate, and he 
eats and drinks; but he gnaws his litter, the ends of the curtains, the 
paddings of cushions, the coverlids of beds, the carpets, ete. 

3. By the movements of his paws about the sides of his mouth, one 
might think he was trying to free his throat of a bone. 

4. His voice has undergone such a change that it is impossible not 
to be struck by it. / : 

5. The dog begins to fight with other dogs; this is a decidedly char- 
acteristic sign, if the dog be of a peaceful nature. 

The numbers 3, 4 and 5 indicate an already advanced stage of the 
disease, and the time is-at hand when men will be exposed to the 
already dangerous fits of the animal if immediate measures be not 
taken. ‘These measures are to chain him up, or, better still, destroy 
him.* 


A very early symptom of rabies in the dog is an extreme 
degree of restlessness. Frequently he is almost invariably

wandering about, shifting from corner to corner, or continu- 
ally rising up and lying down, changing his position in every 
possible way. If he is at liberty, he will imagine that some- 
thing is lost, and he will eagerly search round the room, and 
particularly every corner of it, with strange violence and in- 
decision. He seeks quietness, likes retirement and obscurity, 
and conceals himself in the corners of rooms and under fur- 
niture. He begins to gaze strangely about him as he lies on 
his bed. His countenance becomes cloudy and suspicious. 
A peculiar delirium is an early symptom, and one that will 
never deceive. The dog sees imaginary objects, he gazes 
wildly around, he snaps and barks, and he rushes at his 
imaginary foe. The attachment of the dog towards his mas- 
ter seems to be rapidly increased; his affection increases 
with his sufferings; even in the paroxysms of the disease 
he obeys his master’s voice ; his fatal desire to bite is over- 
come by the power of his attachment. The dog refuses his 
natural food; he frequently turns from it with an evident 
expression of disgust; at other times he seizes it with greater 
or less avidity and then drops it, sometimes from disgust ; at 
other times because he is unable to complete the mastication 
of it. This palsy of the organs of mastication, and dropping 
of the food, after it has been partly chewed, is a symptom 
on which implicit confidence may be placed. The appetite 
becomes depraved, and the animal will swallow articles 
entirely unfit for food, and which in his natural state he 
would reject with disgust. A symptom of short duration, 
seldom lasting more than twelve hours, is an increased secre- 
tion of saliva. It, however, never equals the increased dis- 
charge which accompanies epilepsy or nausea. ‘The stories 
of mad dogs covered with foam are altogether fabulous. A 
dog recovering from or attacked by a fit may be seen in this 
state, but not a rabid dog. The increased secretion of saliva 
soon passes away. It lessens in quantity and becomes 
thicker, viscid, adhesive and glutinous. It clings to the 
corners of the mouth and probably more annoyingly so to 
the membrane of the fauces. The dog furiously attempts to 
detach it with his paws. It is an early symptom, and can 
scarcely be mistaken. If the dog, while doing so, loses his 
balance and tumbles over, there can be no longer any mis- 
take. As the saliva becomes more glutinous, the dog is 
afilicted with insatiable thirst. If he continues to have 
power over the muscles of his jaw, he will lap water. If his 
jaws and tongue are paralyzed, he will plunge his muzzle 
into the water to his very eyes, in order that he may get one 
drop of water into the back part of his mouth to moisten and 
cool his dry and parched fauces. Hence, instead of the dis- 
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ease , being characterized by the dread of water in the dog, it 
is marked by a thirst often perfectly unquenchable. There 
is a marked and peculiar change in the dog’s voice. His 
barking is entirely different from its normal tone. He be- 
comes “suddenly ageressive towards other dogs, and will 
attack them in preference to any other animal. There are 
other appearances, such as insensibility to pain, weakness in 
the hind quarters, and a desire to wander away from home, 
which accompany the disease ; but sufficient has been quoted 
to show that the symptoms of rabies are discernible in season 
to prevent danger. The authorities on dogs agree substan- 
tially as to the symptoms of the disease. 

Professor Dick holds that rabies is essentially an inflam- 
matory affection, attacking peculiarly the mucous membrane 
of the nose, and extending thence to the interior part of the 
brain, and so giving rise to a derangement of the nervous 
system as a necessary consequence. ‘This train of symptoms 
constitutes mainly, if not wholly, the essence of an occa- 
sional epidemic, not untike some forms of influenza or epizo- 
otic disease, and the bite of a rabid animal is not always, to 
an animal so bitten, the exciting cause of the disease, but 
merely an accidental concomitant in the prevailing disorder. 
Also the disease hydrophobia, produced in man, is not 
always the result of any poison introduced into his system, 
but merely the melancholy, and often fatal result of panic, 
fear, and of the disordered state of the imagination. Those 
who are acquainted with the effect of sympathy, and imita- 
tion, and panic, in the production of nervous disorders, will 
readily comprehend the meaning of the professor. * 

The testimony of all writers on the subject is : — 

(1) That rabies is only propagated by inoculation ; 
(2) a dog does not suddenly go mad, but the disease 
incubates and has its premonitory “symptoms ; ; (3) rabies is 
more frequent in temperate and cold than in hot climates, 
and is more likely to occur in winter and spring than 
in summer or autumn; (4) rabid dogs never have fits, do 
not avoid water, but desire it; do not dash through the 
streets foaming at the mouth, — the dogs which are seen in 
that state being affected with epilepsy, to which dogs are 
extremely subject, —and do not run with their tails between 
their legs, unless pursued and frightened; (5) the statistics 
of hy drophobia show a very consider: ible ratio in favor of 
escape from inoculation w hen bitten; the bite of a rabid dog 
by no means invariably causes hydrophobia, and prompt

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cauterization of the wound with nitrate of silver, by a 
skilful surgeon, may be considered an almost certain pre- 
ventative of the disease ; (6) tetanus and other spasmodic 
affections have often been mistaken for hydrophobia in man, 
and the effect of the bite of a dog, whether hydrophobic 
or not, upon a person of nervous temperament, may be 
sufficient to produce a train of symptoms resembling the 
disease itself. 

It matters little, however, whether a death is caused by 
hydrophobia or by fright occasioned by the bite of a dog. 
In either case the result is the same, and it should be the 
aim of all regulations to diminish the chances of being 
bitten at all. The orders which were referred to the com- 
mittee propose doing this either by killing, or muzzling, or 
restraining all dogs. These measures would, undoubtedly, 
accomplish the object, but it is believed that it can be accom- 
plished as effectually by measures more consonant with the 
feelings of humanity. Undoubtedly dangerous dogs exist, 
and it is against such that restrictive measures should be 
directed ; but the whole race of dogs should not be held 
responsible for the ill deeds of a few of its members. The 
wholesale slaughter of dogs in the public streets should not 
be permitted under any circumstances. The sight of such 
butchery, with its attendant scenes of bloodshed and sicken- 
ing cruelty, would be repugnant to the majority of our 
citizens. Whenever it is necessary that dogs should killed, 
the work should be done in as merciful a manner as possible, 
and without publicity. It is believed that to muzzle dogs 
would tend rather to increase than to diminish the danger. 
Canine rabies, as has been stated, is a disease of the ner- 
vous system. Anything which irritates or annoys the 
animal will favor the development of the disease. In the head 
of the dog are located his most important nerves, and the 
pressure of the muzzle upon such a sensitive spot cannot fail 
to cause constant and irritating pain. The dog perspires 
only by the mouth, and to close his mouth is to interfere 
with that important function. The muzzle prevents free 
access to water, which the dog requires in large quantities. 
Considering the important part which the dog’s mouth plays 
in the economy of the animal, to confine it cannot fail to

ness, it will be Huabte to make them morose and ferocious, 
and increase the danger of their biting when the muzzle is 
removed. Another objection to the use of the muzzle is 
that it destroys the usefulness of the dog as a means of pro- 
tection against thieves and tramps, who would undoubtedly 
be glad to have these faithful guardians of our suburban 
homes restrained. 


cause great suffering. If muzzling does will not cause mad- 
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Finally, a dog that requires to be muzzled should be 
killed, for an intelligent and properly educated dog uses the 
weapons which nature has given him only in self-defence, or 
for the protection of that which is entrusted to his care. 

_ Restraining dogs, by which is meant confining them or 
chaining them up, is open to the same objection as 
muzzling. 

While the committee believe that in ordinary times the 
present regulations, if properly enforced, would be sufficient 
for the protection of the community, in view of the unwise 
excitément on the subject of hydrophobia, they would recom- 
mend the adoption of two measures, which they believe will 
have a beneficial effect. They recommend, first, that a 
statement of the symptoms of rabies be published one or 
more times during the year in the newspapers of the city, 
together with a request that dog-owners will notify the police 
of the appearance of sickness in their dogs, and that they 
will chain the animal up until the nature of the ailment is 
discovered. ‘This, it is believed, will have the double effect 
of preventing a scare, by teaching the public to distinguish 
between rabies and the many harmless maladies to which 
dogs are subject, and also of eventu: uly extirpating the dis- 

ease by destroying the rabid dog before he has an opportu- 
nity to propagate it; for it has been demonstrated that rabies 
is only propagated by inoculation, and one writer on the 
subject asserts that if all the dogs could be quarantined for 
eight months the disease would disappear. Second, that 
the Committee on Police be authorized to make arrange- 
ments for capturing all dogs found running at large unmuz- 
zled and unaccompanied by their owners or keepers, and to 
take all dogs so captured to some suitable place of detention, 
there to be kept and cared for at least three days, during 
which time their owners may have an opportunity to redeem 
them by the payment of a fee. All dogs remaining uncalled 
for at the expiration of a certain time to be put to death in a 
painless manner, under the direction of some suitable person. 
If this measure is adopted, owners of valuable dogs will be 
careful not to allow them to run at large unaccompanied. 
Even the dogs will learn to avoid the risk of being captured. 
The effect will be to confine the dogs to their owners’ prem- 
ises, where it is presumed they have a legal right to be. It 
will also have the effect of ridding the city, in a humane 
manner, of a large number of worthless curs, who are 
responsible for most of the mischief done by dogs. It is 
believed that the receipts for the redemption of dogs will 
nearly, if not quite, pay the expense of c: ipturing and 
destroying them.

In conclusion, the committee desire to express the opinion 
that more good will be accomplished by well-sustained pre- 
ventive measures than by occasional harsh enactments. 
If the whole community could understand and would remem- 
ber the early symptoms of canine rabies, but little danger 
need be apprehended. This knowledge, together with the 
effectual enforcement of the present laws, will be more 
efficacious in protecting the public than any violent meas- 
ures. 

The committee respectfully recomend the passage of the 
following orders.

until the nature of the disease shall be ascertained. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Police be authorized to 
make suitable arrangements for capturing all dogs found 
running at large unmuzzled, unless accompanied by their 
owners or keepers, and for killing such dogs in some pain- 
less manner after keeping them in a suitable place for a 
period of not less than three days, during which time the 
owners of said dogs may redeem them upon payment of a 
suitable fee.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, —In conformity with a provision in the. 
Ordinance establishing the Overseers of the Poor, the Board’ 
respectfully submit their annual Report, it being the thir- 
teenth of the present series. 

In addition to a statement of money received and ex- 
pended, an account of the property and investments in their 
hands, and other facts and information, they are required to 
make such suggestions as they deem expedient. <A reference 
to former reports will afford the evidence of the manner in 
which the duty has been discharged. The subject | is always 
fresh, for “Ye have the poor alw: ays with you;” but the 
method of administering to their wants, especially for those 
claiming relief at the public charge, often varies and ever is 
an important interest in municipal affairs. It would be easy 
by a profuse and lax expenditure of money to multiply the > 
dependants upon the city’s bounty, adding to the burden on 
the tax-payer, and, what is worse, encouraging a large class 
of the community to rely upon others rather than themselves 
for support, breaking down and enervating any force of 
character which they possess, and checking all ambition or 
desire to rise above their condition. 

While the aid which is furnished by private benevolent 
societies is considered as a charity for which the recipient is 
grateful, yet too often the relief which comes from the public | 
coffers calls for no recognition, and is measured by no stand- 
ard but that of ceaseless importunity. ‘“Out-door relief,” 
which is the principal function of this Board, as a matter of 
public policy is one of the most difficult in. administration. 
Were its subjects already the inmates of a poorhouse, their 
social position fixed, no apprehension would be felt that any 
course would impel them to fall below their present con- 
dition. Pauperism and the cause of its rapid growth is the 
exciting topic which is agitating the studies of the friends of 
social science as well as the men of affairs; and although 
we have not yet experienced the evils which, on account of 
their magnitude, afflict the nations and the great cities 
across the water, yet it behooves us to see that no seeds are 
planted which will hereafter bear bitter fruits. 

It must be confessed, however, that the present condition 
of affairs is somewhat exceptional in its character, — the 
long-continued depression in business, growing out of the 
inertness of capital to start new or revive old industrial enter- 
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prises, has lessened the demand for labor, and brought many 


to distress, who otherwise would lave shrunk from receiving 
aid from a public source. Here lies the difficulty which is 
now to be met; while with cheerful alacrity we administer to 
the wants of the worthy, yet we feel there is a class not so 
deserving, who take advantage of the circumstances of the 
times and the universal sympathy, and justify themselves in 
lying down upon the community for support. 

One of the sweetest and noblest traits of our common 
humanity is to succor and relieve the abject and the for- 
saken ; it is illustrated in a city like ours, in the numerous 
private charitable organizations and institutions which abound 
on every side. <A sure reward follows this natural instinct 
of the heart, even if it is not inspired by a sense of duty; 
but the Scriptural injunction is “to consider the poor,” not 
always to meet their demands, but in a judicious manner to 
alleviate their troubles and help them wisely on their way. 

The powers of this Board are limited in their nature. While 
all other bodies similar to ours in this Commonwealth have 
charge of all the poor in their municipal limits, that por- 
tion of them who become inmates of the almshouse are in 
Boston placed under another organization. Perhaps this is 
the best plan; it was no doubt so when adopted. Peculiar 
circumstances led to the separation, but it does not give us 
so complete a knowledge as is desirable, and lacks that sim- 
plicity and system which ordinarily ought to exist in a de- 
partment which professedly has the charge of a large class of 
the population. 

In some portions of Great Britain efforts are being made 
to dispense altogether with “ out-door relief” so far as paro- 
chial or public aid is concerned; the only resource for the 
poor is to be the alms or work house. This plan would 
necessarily throw a large portion upon private charities, or 
otherwise would separate families, permanently pauperize 
them, and is a doubtful measure of humanity or economy, as 
a little relief occasionally in many cases is all that is re- 
quired, and is not necessarily demoralizing. 

Our Board assisted during the past year nearly seven 
thousand families. The population of Boston by the census 
of 1875 is upwards of three hundred and forty-one thousand, 
divided into seventy thousand four hundred and seventy-five 
families, occupying forty thousand eight hundred and seven- 
teen dwellings. 

The classes assisted are the sick, the aged and infirm, past 
their years of self-supporting industry, widows. with small 
children dependent upon them, some weak ones who never 
had and never will have any vital force to keep them above 
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the condition into which they were born, and a large num- 
ber of working men and women who have been deprived of 
obtaining their living on account of the hard times. We 
have assisted a larger number of persons than were aided 
last year, but the expenditures were not so great from the 
city appropriations, but more from the Trust Funds. 

As an illustration of the pressure upon the poor during 
this season of business depression, it has been discovered 
that many poverty-stricken families have been obliged to 
what is technically called ‘‘ double up,” — that is, join in the 
occupancy of the same apartment, sharing the heat from the 
same fire, and eating from a common table as a matter of 


economy. As a question of morals, or as a sanitary measure, | 


there are objections to this mode of herding together; but 
the fact reveals the destitution which has prevailed in some 
of the crowded and less favored parts of the city. 

The amount appropriated by the City Council for this de- 
partment was $148,000. Of this amount $127,543.13 has 
been drawn from the City Treasury, leaving a balance of 
$15,456.87 unexpended to our credit at the close of the 
financial year. 


The total amount of disbursements during the year was 
$151,257.80. 

From the City Appropriation, $125,319 48 

From income of Trust Funds, 25,9388 32 
—— $151,257 80 


We have received from other cities and towns, from the 
Commonwealth and other sources, during the year, 
$32,928.01, which amount has been paid into the City 
Treasury. If this is deducted from the total amount ex- 
pended, $125,319.48, it leaves a net charge on the Treasury 
for the year of $92,391.47, which is between four and five 
thousand less than the previous year. 

The number of poor families living out of the city having 
a Boston settlement who have been aided is 286, at an 
expense of $13,472.40. 

The number of orders drawn for fuel was 8,305, amount- 
ing to $15,301.35. 


The number of orders drawn for groceries, 20,984, 


amounting to $42,577.52. 

The cash given for pensions and grants, exclusive of trust 
funds, was $20,296.44. Number of these payments, 4,093. 
The amount expended from trust funds was $25,938.32. 

We do not pay rent, although possibly some of the money 
which is given to individuals may be spent for this purpose. 
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It would be a dangerous precedent to establish if the land- 
lord was to expect from the city the means which his tenant 
has obligated himself to pay for the use of his property. 

The number of registration papers which have been filled 
and which represent the number of new cases never before 
assisted, is 2,050, making the total number now on our files 
and books 16,211. 

The visitors employed by the Board have made during the 
year 15,821 visits. 

It will be noticed from the abstracts of the Secretary’s and 
Treasurer’s books, which will be found appended to this 
report, that a larger number of tables and statistics are fur- 
nished than usual. 

One of the additional tables will embrace the general 
causes for aid and the period of time during which it has 
been furnished to the applicant. Some have been assisted for 
over thirty years. Our records show 525 cases where aid has 
been rendered to two generations of the same family, and in 
two cases it has been extended to the third generation. 
Doubtless there are other cases which careful investigation 
will bring to light. The ages and diseases are also given. 
It will be seen that there are more of about the age 
of forty years than any other. This is caused probably 
by the number of children dependent upon the father 
or mother at this period. Later, as the years pass on, 
the children growing up and arriving at maturity, they 
are able to take care of themselves and often assist their 
parents. Sixty is a prominent number, and then as the 
age increases the number diminishes. One of the oldest 
and most interesting cases on our books was an American 
woman, born in 1775, who died during the past year, 
and who was assisted by the city for a very long period. 

2,614 widows have been aided the past year, and 193 sin- 
gle women. 

In the 6,913 families aided there are 10,750 children under 
16 years of age. 

In comparing our items of expenditure with those in the 
reports of the Board before the annexation of the adjoining 
municipalities, it will be noticed that there is a new charge 
never before mentioned, viz.: physicians and medicines for 
the sick. This is a heavy expense in many other cities and 
towns, but did not appear in our accounts while the city 
held to its original limits. The Boston Dispensary, one of 
the oldest and most noble of our private charitable institu- 
tions, covered the city proper with its physicians and medi- 
cal aid, relieving the poor in their distress and saving the 
city from a considerable amount of money which would have 
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to be spent in this direction. It still does this good work 
within the old city, but from its limited resources has not 
been able to extend its benefactions in correspondence with 
the enlarged growth in population and territory. It is 
understood that, if the institution had the means, its officers | 
would cheerfully make the effort to meet this demand. — It 
may not be improper to suggest to those of our citizens who 
have been blessed with fortune and who are seeking the 
opportunity to do good to their suffering fellow-creatures, 
that such a disposition of their bounty would aid a deserving’ 
institution in completing the full circle of its benevolent 
objects. 

The Temporary Home, under its new superintendent, is in 
a good condition, and is accomplishing the work for which it 
was established. So far we have been able to avert the danger 
which was apprehended at its commencement, that it would 
become a receptacle for the indolent and thriftless. The 
labor test which last year was applied to men who sought 
for meals at the common table has this year been applied to 
the more permanent inmates, and the women, so far as they 
were able, have been employed in doing the domestic work. 
The same gratifying result as to reducing the number of 
meals appears this year as last, as is shown in the fact that 
during the year the number of meals furnished is 734 less than 
last year.* The applicants appear to be a better-looking 
and more sober class than formerly, and generally apply 
themselves willingly to the work assigned them,— the sawing 
and splitting of wood in the yard as a return for the assist- 
ance which they have received. The institution is not quite 
so popular as it was with the bummer and the tramp; while 
the real worthy seem to appreciate its privileges, and without 
amurmur submit to its requirements. ‘The wood is sold at 
a small advance on its cost to any householder who desires 
it, and has proved a profitable measure; but the business 
has become so extensive that the committee have made 
arrangements with the Committee on Public Buildings to 
take a portion of it for heating the school-houses and ‘other 
edifices under municipal contr ol. 

The statistics of the Home will be found in their appropriate 
place in the report. The most significant fact is, that the 
majority of meals during the last year were furnished to 
residents of the city. In former years non-residents were 
largely in the ascendency. ‘The House does not receive so 
many infants and foundlings as in its early history; private 
institutions, more particularly the Infant Asylum in Roxbury, 


* The total number the past year was 17,163. 
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have probably furnished a home to a portion of this class who 
were formerly sheltered within our walls. The necessity for 
such an asylum under public charge is, however, still apparent, 
as 471 children during the year have been its inmates for a 
longer or shorter time, in most cases their mothers being 
with them. 

One of the measures which has received some considera- 
tion from the Board in its efforts to reduce expenditures, is 
the project of buying groceries at wholesale and serving them 
from our own building instead of drawing orders on retail 
grocers. Asa matter of economy it would no doubt bea 
success, but would cause some inconvenience to those appli- 
cants living outside of the central portion of the city, who 
would be better accommodated by supplies in the immediate 
vicinity of their homes. It is proposed to try the experi- 
ment in asingle district near our office, and, if its results are 
favorable, to enlarge the field in some form so far as is 
practicable. 

The income from our trust funds, which the Board holds 
as a corporation, have been more nearly exhausted than in 
any previous year since reorganization. The class for which 
they were designed, “Boston people who have seen better 
days,” or “who have done the state some service,” have 
felt the pressure of these times with unusual severity. 
Last year there were vacancies on some of these beneficiary 
lists, but during the present year the rolls have most of the 
time been full, and the petitioners have had often to wait 
some time before their cases could be allowed and they could 
receive the pension. In anumber of instances the recipi- 
ents have voluntarily relinquished their money so _ that 
others poorer than themselves may receive its benefits, 
their own circumstances having improved since they were 
placed upon the funds. 

The number of regular beneficiaries on these funds is 375 ; 
the number who have died during the year, 16; the number 
added, 15. 

The special grants from the Lucy Bullman Charity have 
been fifty-three to forty-five persons. As a rule, the benefits 
of this fund are confined to those who have not arrived at 
the required age for the other charities, and the circumstances 
are of such a character as to excite peculiar interest and 


sympathy. 
The number of boys at the Farm School supported by the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund is eighteen, — an 


increase of six during the year. 


The income from our investments has not been so large as 


usual, nor have we received so great an amount from the net 
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rentals of our real estate at Longwood and on Cambridge 
street, as a reduction has had to be made to retain tenants, 
and some repairs have been necessary. 

In this connection it is proper to state that our Treasurer 
has, with his usual kindness of heart and public spirit, 
donated his salary since his appointment to office, amounting 
to $1,250, to the capital of the Pemberton Fund. 

The new law of settlement, enacted by the Legislature of 
1874, is still a prolific source of embarrassment, and is an 
illustration of the difficulty of changing the statute on this 
intricate subject. The first cause of trouble was the distinct 
and opposite opinions of the Attorney-General and our own 
City Solicitor. While the State and other cities and towns 
were governed by one opinion, we acted under the other, 
causing much confusion in determining settlements where 
two municipalities were interested. A decision of the 
Supreme Court was obtained upon one provision of the law, 
in regard to the settlement of married women ; but others are 
equally equivocal, and different overseers act in a different 
manner. The whole effect of the law is to diminish the 
number of State paupers and throw them on the cities and 
towns. Its application to numerous cases which come before 
us is not always clear, and affords the opportunity for the 
opening of some new questions of controversy between our- 
selves and others. It may be necessary to obtain the opinion 
of the court on other points than that decided in the case of 
“Somerville vs. Boston” (which will be found in the 
Appendix), to secure uniformity in the acts of the several 
bodies having in charge the poor. 

The Legislature, at its last session, passed a law (not, how- 
ever, affecting settlements) which will probably be more 
easy in execution. It authorizes municipal authorities to 
afford temporary aid, to a limited extent, to those not having 
any settlement, —the amount expended to be repaid by the 
Commonwealth. This reverses the policy which the State 
has held for many years. Only the sick, too, sick to be re- 
moved to Tewksbury, have been the recipients of its outside 
relief. This change is in the direction of humanity; we 
shall be enabled to help many cases which were formerly 
refused, and will relieve, to some extent, the treasuries of 


our private benevolent societies, who have in a large meas- 


ure ministered to the wants of this class. 

In the Appendix will be found a brief account, furnished 
by themselves, of the occupants of the Charity Building, 
with statements of their peculiar work. In addition to our 
own Officers, those having in charge the distribution of State 
aid to the soldiers, and the city physician, occupy rooms. 
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These are branches of the city administration. The rest of 
the building is used by different charitable organizations, 
whose means of usefulness are obtained from private sources, 
but who co-operate with us in labors for the public good. 

During the year a new organization has come into exist- 
ence and been provided with a room. It is called the 
“ Registration of Charities,” and its object is to obtain the 
names and condition of all who receive relief, either from 
public or private sources. ‘This is accomplished by a com- 
parison of the monthly reports of those who are aided by the 
different societies. Impostors who are living on all the 
societies are exposed ; more care and discrimination are exer- 
cised in affording relief; fraudulent and intemperate persons 
are discovered; the merits of the deserving are better ac- 
knowledged, and efforts are made to introduce such a system 
that the means of the charitable who give so liberally shall 
be expended only in the proper channels and on worthy 
objects. It is understood that the experiment. this winter 
has proved highly satisfactory, and no doubt it will be 
permanent in its character. 

Mention was made in the last report of the discovery and 
examination of some of the ancient records of the overseers 
of the poor. ‘The value of these papers is illustrated by the 
fact that the tax lists of 1674 and 1676 were found, the only 
original record now in existence of the citizen tax-payers of 
Boston for those years. As we hardly care in this office to 
go back two hundred years to determine the question of 
settlement, we cheerfully loaned them to the Record Com- 
missioners, and they have been printed by order of the City 
Council, the original document having been’placed in care of 
the City Clerk. These papers, like many others which were 
discovered in this collection of musty manuscripts, may be 
of no practical account at the present time, but they are a 
part of the history of the old town, and of interest to many 
who like to possess a knowledge of the names and social 
position of their ancestors. 

Some two or three years since a communication was 
received through the Secretary of State at Washington from 
the British Minister, requesting, in behalf of his government, 
the Board to “give information as to the extent and nature 
of the provision which is made for the relief of the poor in 
the city of Boston.” We responded to the appeal, and an 
elaborate statement was prepared and duly transmitted to 
the proper authorities. During the last summer Mr. Henley, 
an English gentleman, called at our rooms with a manuscript 
copy of this statement, and desired further information 
as to the working of our system. It appeared that he 
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was a member of the British Local Government Board, 
and had been appointed on a special mission to visit us 
and other large cities in the United States.* He landed 
in New York, came directly to Boston and spent several 
days here, requesting the privilege of attending our com- 
mittee meetings, examining our books, accompanying our 
visitors and members in their visits to the dwellings of 
the poor, and acquainting himself with all the knowledge 
possible on the subject. ‘The intercourse was gratifying in 
its character as he was an accomplished person, well versed 
in the principles of political economy in their application to 
pauperism, and of humane sentiments and much practical 
information in regard to this class of population. 

The cause of his visit and the nature of his inquiries afford 
an illustration how deep is the interest felt by the intelligent 
people of England in this subject, — one of the gravest prob- 
lems of modern civilization. Our own dangers from this 
source are beginning to appear in the great centres of popu- 
lation, and it is a hopeful sign that Boston, as well as Massa- 
chusetts, should have recently authorized the appointment 
of a commission to investigate the subject and suggest 
remedies where present conditions may lead to the evils 
which are already a burden on other communities. 

As a whole, this year of the service of the Board has not 
been so eventful as some which have preceded it. The rou- 
tine of duty has been the same. Changes have been made 
in the corps of visitors by the resignation of two of our 
oldest men, and additional visitors were required during the 
winter. This position requires much care and discrimination. 
The person who holds it should be apt to discover and pene- 
trate under the disguises of sham and impostor, and at the 
same time have the wisdom to discern even in the reserve of 
the worthy the real merit which needs assistance, but modestly 
shrinks from giving it publicity. 

It is a gratifying circumstance that in this period of general 
depression, when so many have been brought to extreme 
destitution and want, public order has been so well pre- 
served. The deprivation and suffering which it has been 
the fortune of a large class to experience, have, no doubt, 
disciplined the character, and will result, we trust, in more 
frugal habits and greater personal economy when prosperity 
again assumes its place in the community. It has been the 
duty of the Board to alleviate to some extent the evils which 
have been felt during this period, and after its close we hope

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that its obligations will be less exacting, and once more will 
be shown a less expenditure of public money and a smaller 
number who require assistance 

In closing our Report, we would make special mention of 
the value of the services of two gentlemen who have been 
associated in the management of the trusts which have been 
placed in our hands, and who are no longer members of the 
Board, their connection ceasing during the year. Mr. James 
L. Little came on to the Board in the second year of its re- 
organization, and faithfully discharged its duties for upwards 
of ten years. He brought into it that business sagacity and 
that appreciation of the obligations of official service which 
distinguish him in every relation of life. His social position 
gave character and favor to the Board when it was an experi- 
ment, and his voluntary retirement was regretted by his 
associates and is a public loss. Rev. 5. B. Cruft was not so 
long amember. His professional experience as a “ minister 
at large” to the poor of the city, specially fitted him for use- 
fulness in this field of labor; his knowledge of old Boston 
families ‘‘fallen into decay” was extensive, and his active 
and intimate association with some of our private charities 
gave much strength to his advice and co-operation. A city 
is well served which can secure two such citizens to labor in 
its behalf. The gratitude of the rich and the poor should 
follow them as they withdraw from this department of muni- 
cipal affairs, and the example of their public spirit should 
not be lost in the community of which they form a part.

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Trust FunpDs IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund. — This fund comprises bequests made 
to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present time, from 
“A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, 
Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, 
Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “A Citizen of Bos- 
ton,” Anonymous, and Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt. The 
most important, however, of the bequests, was from Ben- 
jamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 
1782, and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. ‘The income of this fund is to be expended, at the dis- 
cretion of the overseers, in semi-annual a vaan els to the 
poor of this city. 

Boylston Hducation and felief Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12,1795. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and decayed 
householders of the Town of Boston, not under fifty years 
of age; persons of good character, and reduced by the acts 
of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other 
. vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and 
instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
Town of Boston, until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the 
chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse, interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-an- 
nually towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of 
Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be 
applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar, 
for the refreshment of those persons, who, in the providence 
of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the alms- 
house, after having lived reputably ; but always giving pref- 
erence to the pious poor. 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which has lately come into the 
possession of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will

of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk county, 
January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the 
City of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should 
never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the 


poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved by the 


Mayor, January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in charge of 
the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed. by the 
late Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “In aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life, and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund. — The legacy of Caleb Pierce, to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
uapanelas before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to re- 
side in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty.” 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund. 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 


Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 


“to be annually expended forever, in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families, in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct that in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females, who are poor or 
needy, shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributors shall deem 
to be most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that 
lone class of citizens.” 

Folton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest of James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended, in whole, or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving day 
or other holidays. to the Protestant paupers of said Brigh- 
ton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal.

SUPREME JUDICIAL Court. JANUARY Law TERM, 1876. 
CITY OF SOMERVILLE vs. CITY OF BOSTON. 
OPINION OF THE COURT. 


Colt, J. The plaintiff seeks to recover for relief furnished under 
the pauper laws to a married woman. In support of the action, it 
is claimed that a married woman, who before her marriage had no 
settlement in this Commonwealth, under the St. of 1874, c. 274, 
s. 2, acquired one in Boston by marriage and five years’ continuous 
residence in that city with her husband, who had himself no settle- 
ment there or elsewhere in this State, and who acquired none by 
such residence. The statute relied on declares that any woman of 
the age of twenty-one years who resides in any place within this 
State for five years together, without receiving relief as a pauper, 
shall thereby gain a settlement in such place; and it expressly 
repeals the first section of the Act of 1870, c. 392, by which any 
unmarried woman of the age of twenty-one years was permitted to 
gain a settlement by ten years’ residence. 

The question here is, whether the later statute, by the omission © 
of the word *‘unmarried,” also repeals the provisions of the Gen. 
Sts. c. 69, s. 1, by which the settlement of a married woman is 
made to follow the settlement of her husband, if he has any ; other- 
wise her own at the time of marriage, if she then had any, is not 
lost or suspended by the marriage. 

These statutes relate to the same subject-matter ; they constitute 
parts of a system devised for the regulation of a complicated part 
of the internal police of the Commonwealth; each must be con- 
strued so as to preserve if possible the harmony of the whole. 

In the language of Shaw, C. J., in Goddard vs. Boston, 20 Pick. 
407, the two statutes ‘‘are to be construed together. A later 
statute on a given subject, not repealing an earlier one, in terms, 
is not to be taken as a repeal by implication, unless it is plainly 
repugnant to the former, or unless it embraces the whole subject-. 
matter.” In ascertaining the intention of a new statute with ref- 
erence to its effect upon existing laws, it is a fair subject of judi- 
cial consideration that those laws have long been established in 
accordance with sound morality and the settled policy of the State, 
and, therefore, are not likely to be repealed by doubtful words or 
by mere implication. 


The rule that the settlement of a married woman followed that 
of her husband has long been the statute rule of this Common- 
wealth, Sts. 1789, c. 14, 1793, c. 34, s. 2. It rests upon the prin- 
ciples of the common law, and in England is as old as the law of 
settlement. St. Michael vs. Nunny, Strange, 544, Rex vs. Alton, 
i Burr. 308. It is founded on the highest considerations of public 
policy and morality; it concerns the unity of the marriage rela- 
tion, and is declared by Blackstone to prevail, because the law will 
not permit the separation of husband and wife. 1 Bl., Com. 363. 
It cannot be inferred, without clear and expressed provisions, that 
the legislature intended that the rules regulating pauper settle- 
ments should, under any circumstances, affect the compulsory separ- 
ation of man and wife, and the breaking up of joint parental rela- 
tions to their children. 

By the construction contended for by the plaintiff, the wife 
would gain a settlement in five years, irrespective of the fact that 
at the end of that time the husband’s settlement was elsewhere. 
She would then lose the settlement which, up to the end of five 
years, she would hold by virtue of her marriage, and acquire a new » 
one by force of the statute. 

If both should fall in need of relief, that relief as furnished by 
law would compel the separation. 

Upon the whole, we are of opinion that the purpose of the sec- 
ond section of the Act of 1874 was to diminish from ten to five 
years the time of residence required to give a settlement to an 
unmarried woman, and not to extend the class of persons to, whom 
the law, as it then stood, was applicable. The earlier statute relat- 
ing to married women is not repealed. 

The right to acquire a settlement in five years must still remain 
subject to it, and subject to the contingency of marriage.

Dear Sir,—I think it is a necessary inference from the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court in the case of Somerville vs. Bos- 
ton (not yet published in the Mass. Reports), that a woman. in 
order to gain a settlement under chap. 274, sect. 2 of the Acts of 
1874, must reside in a place five years as a single woman. When 
she marries her residence is merged with that of her husband, and 
during her coverture she cannot be acquiring a settlement in her 
own right.

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CHAPTER 183. 


An AcT RELATING TO THE TEMPORARY AID OF STATE PAUPERS 
BY Crrres or Towns. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Any city or town, through its authorities, having 
charge of the execution of the laws for the maintenance of the 
poor, may, if said authorities deem that the same is for the public 
interest, furnish temporary aid to poor persons found within its 
limits, having no settlement within the Commonwealth, and the 
expense thereby incurred, after notice has been sent as hereinafter 
provided, shall be repaid from the treasury of the Commonwealth 
to such city or town; provided, that said authorities shall give 
immediate notice by mail in each case to the general agent of State 
Charities, who in person or by one of his assistants shall examine 
the case and direct the continuance of such aid, or removal to the 
State Almshouse or to some place outside the Commonwealth, 
either before or after removal to the State Almshouse, in accord- 
ance with existing laws; and provided, also, that, except in cases 
of sick State poor, such aid shall not be furnished at any one time 
for a longer period than four weeks, or to a greater amount than 
one dollar per week for each person, or five dollars per week for 
each family ; and provided, also, that all claims of cities and towns 
against the Commonwealth, for furnishing aid under the provisions 
of this act, shall be rendered in detail, and shall be approved by 
the general agent of State Charities before the same shall be 
paid. 

Sect. 2. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed to 
alter or repeal any of the provisions of law in regard to the sick 
State poor, or persons ill with contagious diseases.

A Brief Account of the Organizations in Charity Building. 


STATE AID. 


Payments of State Aid to disabled Soldiers and Sailors and 
their families, and the families of those who lost their lives in the 
late war, and who have died since the war, of injuries received or 
disease contracted during service, have been made during the past 
year as in previous years. During the year 1876 the amount paid 
by the City of Boston was $79,181. 

The alterations and amendments in the law, since 1866, have 
been such that at the present time no one is entitled to aid who — 
does not need it, and from whom it could be taken without causing 
suffering. 


The decrease throughout the State has been more than in this 
city, for, owing to annexations and the condition of business which 
has sent many from other places to the city in search of employ- 
ment, the amount paid by Boston has even increased during the 
past two or three years, although diminishing throughout the 
State. 

At the commencement of the year 1877 the number of families 
on the rolls at the Relief Office, who were being assisted, was 
1,350. 

The total amount paid in State Aid by the City of Boston from 
1861 to 1876 inclusive is $2,248,590.39, nearly all of which amount 
has been or will be reimbursed by the State.

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INDUSTRIAL AID SOCIETY. 


This society was incorporated in the year 1847, under the name 
of the Boston Society for the Prevention of Pauperism, to which 
title was prefixed the name of the Industrial Aid Society, by an 
act of the Legislature, approved May 18, 1866. 

This society was founded upon the idea that employment was 
the best form of charity, and that there was but little opportunity 
for deception under this rule. Its principles of action have been 
adopted by other organizations, and by the city in some measure. 
It would be well if the State could confirm such principles by its 
legislation. 

The year of the society’s efforts in behalf of the poor and the 
unemployed terminates October 1. The whole number of applicants 
to October, 1876, was 6,462, of which number 3,207 were males, 
3,255 females. Of the males, 2,449 were adults and 758 were 
minors; 1,810 were foreigners, and 1,397 were Americans, includ- 
ing those born of foreign parents, and 142 were colored. Of the 
females, 2,595 were over 18 years of age, and 660 were under. 
Permanent places were found during the year. for 405 men and 
boys, and for 850 women and girls. 16 persons were also returned 
to their homes in this country, to the British Provinces, and to 
Europe. 

During the year the difficulty of finding employment was so 
great, and the distress everywhere so apparent for want of it, that 
the society was induced to provide it. Consequently an arrange- 
ment was made with the Fitchburg Road by which temporary em- 
ployment was furnished to 356 men, and a sewing-school was 
opened in the large room at Chardon street, which gave employ- 
ment to 178 women. But the pay of the men and the materials 
for the sewing-school were defrayed from the funds of the society, 
costing over $1,000. A far greater number of men, and as many 
women, were, however, furnished with employment the past winter 
by an arrangement with the steam and horse roads to clear them 
of ice and snow, by which the labor paid to the men was refunded. 
The work of the society is not, however, confined to procuring 
employment; the demands made upon it are various, but the most 
beneficial work for the public is the transfer of laborers to distant 
places, and the return of many to their homes, both in this country 
and abroad, by which the State and city are relieved of their 
support.

BOSTON SEWING CIRCLE. 


The Boston Sewing Circle has closed another season of its use- 
ful work. Established in 1862, it supplied an immense number of 
articles of the most excellent quality to the Sanitary Commission, 
till the close of the war. Since that time, continuing its simple 
and efficient organization, and supplied, as before, by the sub- 
scriptions of liberal friends, it has given work to hundreds of poor 
women, and by their well-paid labor has provided large quantities 
of clothing of good materials. This has been sent to charitable 
societies for distribution, such as the Provident Association, the 
North-street Mission, and others; and subscribers, who have 
desired it, have’ received articles of clothing for those they knew 
to be deserving. For fifteen winters the managers of the circle 
have, every week, arranged and labored for this admirable work, 
generously aided and sustained by fellow-workers, — all volun- 
teers, and mostly gathered from the different churches of the city. 
Records are kept of money received, goods purchased, articles 
prepared ; and the results prove an amount of energy and capacity, 
industry and economical management, worthy of thorough respect 
and imitation in larger organizations. During the past year 
the Boston Sewing Circle has received $2,376.63, with which it pur- 
chased material to cut 9,600 garments, all made by poor women. 
The expenses of the society are merely the bill for heating the 
rooms,—a small sum paid to a woman for taking care of the 
rooms and occasionally a few dollars to expresses paid to send 
bags of clothing to different charitable societies.

THE BOSTON SOLDIERS’ FUND ASSOCIATION. 


This fund was organized in the summer of 1862, when the 
Rebellion was at its height. The original draft for the collection 
of money reads as follows: ‘* Boston Common, August 18, 1862,. 
In consideration that the Wards of the City of Boston will con- 
tribute to the prosecution of the war for the restoration of the 
country, in proportions equal to their means, whether in men or in 
money, and that the wards which are most able to furnish men 
are not all able to contribute to the same extent in money; in

consideration, also, that it is the duty of every citizen, according 
to his ability, to aid those now fighting or about to fight for our 
common safety, and especially those representing in the field our 
own city,” etc., — then follows a proposition to the citizens. ‘* The 
Ward Committees shall constitute a general committee, which shall 
meet, and, voting by wards, shall elect a body of trustees, con- 
sisting of two from each ward, who shall be authorized to choose 
a treasurer, for the safe-keeping of the funds collected, and for 
their distribution, in such sums and at such times as each particu- 
lar case of death, ill-health or injury to the soldier, or the wants of 
those dependent on him may demand.” 

The above plan was carried out in ten of the wards of the city 
(Wards 10 and 11 declining to unite with the other wards), and 
quite a large amount was collected and invested. This, of course, 
was before the annexation of Roxbury and Dor chester. Officers 
were chosen in all the wards uniting in the fund, and relief has 
been granted to widows, orphans, soldiers, and others having a 
claim on the fund. The amount of money bestowed upon the 
above-named, during the past year, is $3,085 and from the date of 
the organization of the fund to the present time, is $101,653. The 
institution is still in active operation, and thousands of those who 
enlisted for the salvation of the country have been aided from tiem 
to time, thus saving them from actual want, and also from many 
being a charge to the city.

THE LADIES’ RELIEF AGENCY, 


This institution has from the city the use of its rooms 36-37 in 
the Charity building, Chardon street. 

It is a private association, chiefly designed and sustained by 
ladies of the Episcopal Church of Old Trinity. 

In the scope of its operation and amount of material aid, it has 
been largely on the increase. 

» Its earlier and more especial aim was to relieve the respectable 
Phor, — those unaccustomed to solicit assistance. This is a grow- 
ing class in our city, owing to a general depression of business and 
a scarcity of employment. 

The dismissal of operatives, dependent on daily wages for their 
own and family support, produces privation and want more or less 
immediate. These homes are always visited, and the case ascer- 
tained as to its degree of merit. All meet with attention, and, if 
at all worthy, assistance in some way.

THE CO-OPERATIVE WORKERS, CHARDON STREET 
CHARITY BUREAU. 


This society consists of a body of visitors who devote a portion 
of every week to personal visitation among the poor at the North 
End. In order that they may understand something of the causes 
of distress each visitor takes but four cases, as the outside limit, 
in hope of finding work, or what may be called legitimate relief, 
for those persons under his or her particular supervision. This 
method of obtaining relief has, for the past year or two, proved in 
the large number of cases quite impossible, the amount of labor 
for the unskilled workman and work-woman proving altogether 
unequal to the demand. 

The second department, if we may call it so, of the labors of 
this society has been, therefore, to establish work-rooms where the 
poor women, who are really willing to work, and will prove it by 
returning their sewing in decent condition, can receive assistance 
in this form. Both fine and coarse sewing is done, according to 
the ability of the applicant, and some of the sewing as well as the 
embroidery challenges competition with the best French work. 

During the past year this society has employed seventy-two 
women, weekly.

It is certain that the visitors of this society would have felt 
themselves quite at a loss to know what to do with the poor if it 
had not been for the work-rooms. It is equaliy certain that the 
managers of the work-rooms have felt great dependence upon the 
visitors for information with regard to their cases and for the stim- 
ulus which only personal sympathy and contact can give to the 
unfortunate. The number of visitors for this society varies from 
thirty to fifty. They have found the application of the ‘‘ labor

test” not simply satisfactory, but the only just and merciful 
method of dealing with the North-End poor. The visitors see 
improvement both in sewing and in the care of their homes as the 
result of weekly visits and careful oversight of work returned. 

The committee is strengthened in the belief that could a system 
of visitation be properly organized and the only relief given the 
able-bodied poor be bestowed in the form of labor, Boston would 
soon see a decrease in the disease of pauperism.

REGISTRATION OF CHARITIES, 


In May, 1876, a meeting of persons interested in charitable 
work was held in the Charity building, to discuss plans for the 
registration of families receiving relief from the various charitable 
organizations of the city; the object being to secure an inter- 
change of information, to detect imposture, to discourage begging, 
to distinguish the worthy from the unworthy, and to promote 
economy and efficiency in the distribution of relief. 

The matter was placed in the hands of a committee, who issued, 
in September, a circular, from which the following extracts are 
given :— 

‘¢ When we consider that at least twenty-five charitable societies, 
as well as numerous church benevolent societies, are now engaged 
in this city in distributing money, and aid of various kinds, but 
that many of them are without exact knowledge of the specific 
objects, or the actual work of the rest, no further proof is needed 
to show that the very relief they aim to afford cannot be satis- 
factorily given; for they must more or less overlap one another, 
and waste of time, strength, and money be the necessary result. 

‘‘We believe that greater familiarity with each other’s work 
would tend to diminish imposture and street begging, which all are 
desirous to prevent; and thus greatly benefit the deserving poor. 

‘¢It is therefore proposed to open an office to which all societies 
and individuals are invited to send monthly statements of the per- 
sons helped by them, with the character and amount of aid given 
in each case. 

‘*These facts, being thus collected, can be sorted, and a report 
returned every month to each society, showing which of its bene- 
ficiaries are assisted by others, and in what way.” 

The plan set forth in this circular has been carried out during 
the past winter. The work has been limited in time to the six 
months from October to March, and in space to the City Proper, 
South Boston and East Boston. Monthly reports of persons aided 
have been made by the following organizations : — 
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Overseers of the Poor. 

Boston Provident Association. 
Young Men’s Benevolent Society. 
Ladies’ Relief Agency. 
West-End Mission. 


North-End Mission. 
Society of Co-operative Visitors. 
Hollis-street Church. 


South Congregational Church. 
Church of the Disciples. 


Monthly reports have been sent to each organization, showing 
the duplications which have occurred between its list for the month 
and the lists of other societies. 

The method followed is simple. The lists of names sent to the 
office are copied upon cards. Each card bears the name and address 
of the family, the amount of aid given, the name of the organiza- 
tion reporting the case, and any details of the number, condition 
or character of the family that may be reported. The cards are 
arranged, by the surnames, in alphabetical order. An examination 
of the cards then indicates any duplication that may have occurred 
in the work of two or more societies, by the presence in the list of 
two or more cards bearing the same name and address. 

When a family is helped by a society more than once during the 
winter, the new information is inserted on the old card, and not on 
a new one. 

The list at the office now contains about 10,000 names. Of 
these the Overseers of the Poor have furnished about 5,500; the 
Boston Provident Association about 4,000; the Young Men’s 
Benevolent Society about 400; and the other seven societies from 
20 to 80 each. 

These 10,000 cards, however, represent less-than 8,000 families ; 
over twenty per cent. of the cards are duplicates, which could be 
removed without affecting the list of names. 

The duplications reported for the six months covered by the 
winter’s work are as follows : — 


October, 24 | January, 402. 
November, 45 | February, 475 
December, 533 | March, 276 


There are many duplications on the list which have never been 
reported, because the names were not reported by any two societies 
in the same month. On the other hand, some duplications have 
been reported more than once. It is to be noticed, also, that the 
majority of societies which have sent reports are limited in their 
work to certain districts, so that duplication between them is 
impossible. 

The work has been in the hands of a committee, consisting of — 


Miss A. P. Rogers, Henry F. Jenks, 
Miss F. R. Morse, Charles P. Ware. 


Mr. Ware, as Secretary, has had charge of the details. The 
expenses, amounting to about $550, have been met by contributions 
from societies and private persons. 

The experiment has proved a success. The information fur- 
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nished has been of considerable value to the organizations receiving 

it; and the winter’s work has already begun to bear fruit in sug- 
gestions, looking toward a more intelligent and economical admin- 
istration of charity, and a closer co-operation among charitable 
organizations, public and private. 

The friends of this enterprise, ‘‘ recognizing the value of the 
services rendered so far by this office, and believi ing that it would 
be well to establish it on a permanent basis,” have “appointed the 
following committee ‘‘ to make all the arrangements necessary for 
carrying “out the work during the next winter :” —

YOUNG MEN’S BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


This society was organized some fifty years since by afew young 
men who wished to alleviate, in some degree, human suffering, and at 
the same time contribute to their own improvement and happiness. 
It has somewhat changed its original character, although efforts 
have always been made to secure the younger class of our citizens 
as members, and especially to use them in its distribution of 
charity to the poor. Its annual membership has been greatly 
reduced within a few years ; but the amount which it has dispensed 
to the needy has exceeded the aid’ which was contributed in its 
earlier history. 

Its means are chiefly obtained by donations from friends, and a 
small fund, which is rapidly being reduced by the calls upon it. 
Its field of work is generally confined to the city proper, and 
the principal class of its beneficiaries are mostly Boston people, 
whose self-respect deters them from calling upon the city, or other 
large charitable organizations, for assistance. Its almoners visit 
the families they aid, and in other ways minister to their comfort. 
It usually assists about four hundred families, and its annual ex- 
penditures average $2,000.00, — last year it was. $2,260.40. It 
does not require a permanent office; but holds its monthly and 
special meetings in the Charity building.

The report of the Superintendent and Resident Physician, 
presented herewith, contains, besides other information, a 
statement of the expenditures of the year, and is accom- 
panied by the reports of the medical staff. These reports 
give details in regard to the number of patients treated in 
the Hospital, and as out-patients during the year, with class- 
ified statements of their diseases and the results of treatment. 

The whole number of patients in the Hospital during the 
year was 3,843, and they were under treatment an aver- 
age of 26 days each, making a total of 99,654 days, or 
14,2362 weeks. The entire cost of maintaining the Hospital 
during the year, including every expenditure, excepting the 
cost of additions and reconstruction of buildings, and cost 
of new equipment, was at the rate of

per week. But by avert aging the net cost of maintaining the 


Hospital for the year, among all the patients treated, we — 
find the average cost to the city, of board for each patient 
was $7.75 per week. | 

In their last report, the trustees said : — | 


‘The Hospital has been enlarged by the addition of five new build- 
ings; two for medical, two for surgical, and one for culinary purposes. 
Three of these buildings are already occupied, and the others are nearly 
in readiness. The heating appar atus has been remodelled throughout, 
and largely increased in “capacity. Many radical defects of drainage 
and ventilation in the older buildings have been remedied, while the 
new structures contain all improv ements and appliances that experience 
and observation have proved valuable for the care and safety of patients. 
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Other changes are making and to be made, and when all is accomplished, 
the Trustees hope this institution may at least compare favorably, in 
point of equipment, discipline and efficiency, with that of any other city. 

‘It is believed that with the Hospital as now arranged, not only in- 
creased capacity and efficiency, but less average cost of treatment per 
capita, will result. ‘The income from paying patients has been falling 
off in the last years. This is owing to various reasons, one of which 
is, that paying patients have been obliged to give way to ‘those too poor 
to pay. The Hospital has had more “demands upon it than could be 
met by its capacity.” 


Since the above statement was made the Trustees have had 
a year’s experience in the new buildings, and at times their 
occupation has very nearly reached their maximum capacity, 
and it is gratifying to know, as a result of that experience, 
that the structures are all that was anticipated in regard to 
heat, ventilation, convenience and economy of administration. 
The income from paying patients has very materially in- 
creased, and the figures show that, with but a moderate increase 
of expenditure and service, some 13 per cent. more patients 
have been treated, while the expense of treatment per capita 
has been reduced $1.50 per week. 

The Trustees asked recently for an extra appropriation, 
for the purpose of making some changes and improvements 
in the basements of the old surgical and medical buildings. 
These buildings, constructed upon made land, and with large 
spaces under the basement floors, had become, through natural 
causes, as well as by their use as hospitals, peculiarly offen- 
sive, and dangerous for patients. In his report of 1874 to 
the Trustees, Ln Cowles, the superintendent, alluded to 
the necessity of action in regard to these buildings, and some 
progress was then made in remedying the existing evils. In 
constructing the new buildings, circumstances again forced 
the consideration of the subject upon the Board, “and it was 
finally determined, upon the urgent advice of Dr. Cowles, 
seconded by that of the medical staff, as soon as the condi- 
tion of the new structures would allow, to thoroughly reno- 
vate these basements, and introduce better ventilation into 
the buildings. Accordingly, the spaces have been filled with 
fresh earth, the floors concreted, water and steam pipes have 
been brought to the surface in accessible positions, and the 
basements abandoned, as originally intended, to fresh air and 
ventilation. 

A portion of the work was done last season, and with last 
year’s appropriation. The balance of the work will be 
shortly completed. For full information upon this subject, 
you are referred to a thorough description and statement of 
the Hospital, prepared by Dr. Cowles, and attached to this 
report. 
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The increase in magnitude of the Hospital, and of the num- 
ber of patients, renders necessary new plans of government 
and organization within itself. Due thought has been given 
to these matters, and a revision of the service of the house 
has been made, not only as to kind of service, but also as to 
compensation. The Trustees fully recognize the necessity of 
constant supervision of expenditures, and economy in manage- 
ment, and they are endeavoring, so far as they consistently 
can, to meet the spirit of the time, and to reform, wherever 
an opportunity appears for it. 

The necessity of an ‘* ambulance,” as a means of saving 
much time and suffering in cases of severe accident, has been 
discussed for several years past. This necessity has become 
more and more apparent, and the Board have finally concluded 
it to be absolute, and the vehicle is now being constructed. 

The Quinquennial Report of the Hospital, to provide for 
which an appropriation was asked, has been prepared and is 
now ready. 

As a medical work it is one of great value, and me care 
and labor have been devoted to its preparation by the medical 
gentlemen whose names appear as its editors. 

To this is annexed also the description of the Hospital 
before referred to, with an accurate plan of the whole institu- 
tion, showing the new constructions, and the changes made in 
the heating, Ventilating, and draining of the old structures. 

The Trustees’ report of 1874 alluded to the propriety or 
necessity of some action on the part of the City Council for 
the reimbursement, by the State, of the expense of treating 
at the Hospital patients having no legal settlement. The 
number of these is increasing with the general increase of 
patients, and is large enough to warrant further allusion to 
the subject, and a hint as to the necessity of action in the 
future. We understand the Hospital to be established for 
the relief of the poor of Boston, yet humanity compels us 
often to afford its relief to those with not the slightest legal 
claim upon its charities. No doubt some thousands of dol- 
lars are now yearly and unavoidably expended in this manner. 

Increased interest is manifested in the Hospital since its 
enlargement. Many visitors come from other cities desiring 
to see what has been done, and the gentlemen composing the 
medical and surgical staff are as ‘devoted and faithful as 
ever, meriting for their gratuitous and often arduous service, 
the grateful recognition of the city as well as of the Board. 

It is but a matter of simple justice also to note the continued 
zeal of the Superintendent, Dr. Edward Cowles. Earnest 


for the best future of the Hospital, fertile in plans for its 
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government, he has proved himself amply competent for the 
responsible position he occupies. 

It has become an annual and pleasing duty to recognize 
the’ kindly thought of friends to the poor and suffering o, as 
manifested in religious ministrations, or in little cifts of 
fruit, flowers, and hooks These have continued during the 
year, and one in good health can probably hardly appreciate 
the value of such” remembrances upon the sick and weary 
heart. 

Since the last report, death has deprived‘us of the services 
of John Jeffries, M.D., and Charles E. Buckingham, M.D., 
members of the Board of Consulting Physicians and Surgeons. 
They were both physicians of the highest repute. Theformer, 
at an advanced age, after a life of ‘usefulness, passed quietly 
away, and the latter, i in the vigor of his manhood and in the 
midst of success and usefulness in the community, was taken 
from life, leaving a void in the hearts of his friends and a 
vacancy in the profession he so worthily represented not soon 
to be filled. J. Baxter Upham, M.D., and Fitch Edward 
Oliver, M.D., were appointed to fill the vacancies on the 
Board caused by these deaths. 

Under a change in the organization of the Hospital Staff, 
A. M. Sumner, M.D., and A. L. Mason, M.D., were 
appointed physicians to out-patients, and Thomas Dwight, 
. M.D., and Wm. P. Bolles, M.D., were appointed surgeons 
to out-patients. 

Two new out-patient departments have been established 
during the year, one for diseases of the nervous system, and 
one for those of the throat. S. G. Webber, M.D., was ap- 
pointed to the first, and KE. W.-Cushing, M.D., to the second 
department. 

Mr. Alexander Rae, the Apothecary of the Hospital, died 
in March of this year. 

The house officers attached to the Hospital are faithful and 
interested in their service, and no more gratifying evidence 
of their devotion can be given than the fact that they have 
recently formed a Medical Society among themselves, hold- 
ing regular meetings for discussion and improvement in 
medical matters, at which papers are read prepared by the 
members upon subjects of interest. In this movement they 
have the sympathy and presence of the seniors in the pro- 
fession attached to the staff of the Hospital, and the organi- 
zation is entitled to a notice of commendation in this report. 

The close of another year in the history of the Hospital 
finds us furnished with increased facilities for good. It is to 
be hoped that the year entered upon, shall so develop these 
facilities as to prove the wisdom of providing them, and that 
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its close may clearly show, that a large advance has been — 
made in it towards that higher and better success always — 
possible and always to be striven for. -

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The total expenditure of the year includes some special 
expenses, not belonging to the ordinary cost of maintaining 
the Hospital. Important alterations, recommended in my 
report for 1874, for the correction and improvement of the 
sanitary condition of the older buildings, have been partly 
made during the year. There were other changes and addi- 
tions, as the lowering of the boilers and the boiler-room floor, 
and in carrying out “improved arrangements in general, to 
correspond with those of the new buildings. ‘There were 
also special items of new furnishing and fixtures, which, 
being equipments of new buildings, are not chargeable to 
the cost of maintenance. Therefore, the amount actually 
expended in carrying on the Hospital during the year was 
$114,218.56, or $8.02} per week for each patient. But, 
taking into account the difference between the value of the 
stock on hand at the beginning and at the end of the year, 
deducting the cost of some additional new equipments, ete., 
in the older buildings, and the income from paying patients 
and the-sale of old materials, we have left the sum of $110,- 
310.94, as the net cost to the city of maintaining the Hospital 
for the year. This gives the average cost per patient of 
$7.75 per week, a reduction of $1.50 from the cost per 
week of the previous year. This very gratifying result ful- 
fils and even exceeds the predictions of recent reports, and 
is the more satisfactory when taken in connection with other 
facts, viz.: an increase in the number of wards from 10 to 
15; a small increase only in the number of nurses and of no 
other employés; aless cost for salaries and labor for the year 
of $1,280.00; better and more satisfactory work accomplished 
innew wards, with new and more convenient appliances ; an 
improved hygiene in the whole Hospital, and a reduced 
death-rate. 

The increase in the number of patients treated was 422, 
and in the number of weeks’ board furnished was 2,4032 
weeks; and the daily average number of patients was 271 
against 2262 of the previous year. The average length of 
stay of each patient was slightly increased, probably from the 
fact that a number of cases could be continued under treat- 
ment for longer periods than was formerly possible when the 
wards were fewer and more crowded. 

The satisfactory occupation of the new buildings, during 
their first year’s use, and the present condition of the Hos- 
pital, are set forth in my “ Description of the Hospital,” 
already presented to the Trustees. There is urgent need of 
the early completion of the unfinished sanitary improve- 
ments, in reconstruction of water-closets, drain connections, 
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etc., in the older buildings, — their evils being as yet only 
partly, though largely, remedied. 

The attention of the Trustees is respectfully invited to the 
desirability of providing some means for supplying poor and 
deserving patients with trusses, and with appliances for the 
relief or cure of painful and disabling deformities of the body 
or limbs. Apparatus for this purpose is somewhat expen- 
sive, and it has been’considered proper, only in exceptional 
eases, to furnish it gratuitously to patients, at the expense 
of the city. <A few hundred dollars each year could be made 
very serviceable for this purpose, a great deal of suffering 
could be relieved, and much good done. 

Especial mention should be made of the many and kind 
attentions of those who have sympathy for the sick and suf- 
fering. The usual interest has been manifested by the clergy, 
missionaries snd others, in their constant and comforting 
visitations to the sick. The “Flower Mission” has continued 
its pleasing and welcome attentions, and, by the excellent 
management of the Hospital Newspaper Society for collect- 
ing books, magazines, and newspapers, from the railroad 
stations and other sources, daily contributions are delivered 
here, furnishing much interesting entertainment for the 
patients. 

A few evening concerts and readings given during the 
winter in the new operating theatre, through the kindness of 
some of the members of the Young Men’s Christian Union, 
were exceedingly pleasing and entertaining to the patients, 
who were able to attend in sufficient numbers to make good 
audiences. More recently the regular visits, for singing in 
the wards, on Sunday afternoons, of some ladies and eentle- 
men of the Young Men’s Christian Association, have been 
most welcome and acceptable, and the patients would now 
feel much disappointed at any omission of the regular Sun- 
day’s “ Service of Song.” Many other kind remembrances by 
the friends of the Hospital might be mentioned, and among 
them should be named the gifts of flowers by Mr. William |. 
Doogue. | 

In presenting this my Fifth Annual Report to the Board of | 
Trustees, | cannot forbear the expression of much satisfaction 
in the evidence here given of the progressive and improving ; 
condition of the Hospital. In the discharge of the duties 
with which the Board has seen fit to entrust me in the man- 
agement of the Hospital, the important consideration with ; 
me has been to gain the best possible results as regards | 
hygiene, service for the sick, and economy in expenditures. 
Great difficulties have been mct, and obstacles to the attain- 
ment of such results have been largely overcome. It now 
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seems to me that the Hospital is entering upon a period of 
success and usefulness that must be creditable to it and satis- 
factory to all, and that the conditions are furnished for the 
performance of good philanthropic and economic work as a 
public charity, and of good professional and scientific work. 
Under influences in harmony with such purposes, the future 
excellence of the institution is assured. 

IT am under great and increasing obligations to the gentle- 
men of the Hospital staff, for their aid and counsel. My 
sincere thanks are due to the officers and employés of the 
Hospital for their faithful services and loyalty to its interests. 
To the Trustees, I am deeply grateful for the confidence they 
have given me.

To THE BoARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CiTy HOSPITAL: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The following is my Ninth Annual Report 
of the Department for the Treatment of Cutaneous Diseases 
among out-patients : — 

Kight hundred and eight (808) new cases have been 
treated during the year, and twenty-nine hundred and 
eighty-six (2,986) visits made by patients while under 
treatment. 

During the past nine years eight thousand five hundred 
and forty-three (8,543) cases have been treated, and twenty- 
seven thousand three hundred and seventy-seven (27,377) 
visits have been made by patients under treatment. 

The above statistics do not include patients with cutane- 
ous diseases, who have been seen in the hospital wards, at 
the request of the attending physicians and surgeons.

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BEQUESTS. 


Goopnow Funp. — EvisHa Goopnow, of South Boston 
(Ward XII.), who died in the year 1851, and whose will is 
dated 12th July, 1849, bequeathed to the. city “all the rest 
and residue of his estate, real and personal, not otherwise 
disposed of,” for the purpose of establishing, in the Eleventh 
or Twelfth Wards of the city, a Hospital for the sick. One- 
half of said funds to be applied for the establishment and 
maintenance of free beds, which should always be at the 
disposal and under the control of the Officers of the Govern- 
ment of said Hospital for the time being. Under this will, 
the city came into possession of certain real estate situated 
on Cross street, which has been disposed of, and has produced 
the sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City of Bos- 
ton Six per cent. Stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, 
South Boston, containing 6,683} feet, which was disposed of 
in 1867 for $4,483.25, which, with the accumulated interest, 
making an aggregate of $21,500, has been invested in City 
of Boston Six per cent. Stock. The $10,000 deposited by 
the Executors of Mr. Goodnow, June 22, 1852, with the 
Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, the inter- 
est upon which is to be paid to the widow, will, upon her 
decease, be distributed as follows : — 

$500 to the Penitent Females’ Refuge. 

$5,000 to City of Boston; income to be expended for the 
relief of sick and infirm persons. 

$4,500 to be added to the fund heretofore provided for the 
support of free beds in the City Hospital. 

Nicnots Funp. — LAwrENcE Nicuots, who died in Sep- 
tember, 1862, made the following bequest to the city: “I 
give to the City of Boston, towards the establishment and 
endowment of a City Hospital, in case such Hospital shall 
have been established at the time of my decease, the sum of 
one thousand dollars.” And in case such Hospital should 
not have been established by the city at the time of his 
decease, he directed the same amount to be deposited with 
the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and 
suffered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until 
such a Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, Wm. Perkins, Esq., has paid 
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into the treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and 
twenty-five cents ($937.25), being the amount devised, less 
the Internal Revenue Tax on the same, and $530.50, as one 
of the “residuary legatees in the United States,” from the sur- 
plus remaining undisposed of. The $937.25, with the accu- 
mulated interest thereon, has been invested in a certificate of 
City Stock for $1,000. The balance ($530.50) remains in 
the hands of the City Treasurer. 

Norcross Funp.— 1868, January 1. The Trustees received 
the sum of two thousand dollars from Hon. Oris Norcross, 
as the foundation of a fund for the benefit of patients leaving 
the Hospital poor and destitute of proper clothing. The 
principal sum is invested in a City of Boston interest-bearing 
note, to be deposited with the City Auditor, the interest of 
which is to be collected annually or oftener, and paid over to 
the President of the Board of Trustees, for the time being, 
of the City Hospital, to be by him expended at his discretion 
for the benefit and temporary assistance of those patients 
who are in his judgment deserving, and who are destitute of 
proper clothing in which to leave the Hospital, and having 
no means of procuring it. ’

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RULES FOR ADMISSIONS AND DISCHARGES, Erc. 


Applications for admission of patients shall be made to 
the Resident Physician at the Hospital, on each day of the 
week, Sunday excepted, between 9 and 11 A. M. 

Whenever ‘able, the patient shall apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, applications may be made by. a 
friend, and the patient shall be visited at his residence. 

Any Trustee, or either of the Physicians or Surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit, and the Vis- 
iting Committee shall decide, as soon as may be afterwards, 
whether such patient shall remain. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of 
the Visiting Committee, and they shall have the power at 
any time to require the Resident Physician to report to them 
the names of applicants, before admitting them, and may 
dismiss any patient whom they think improperly admitted, 
or change the terms of admisson. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the physi- 
cians or surgeons shall be provided with a certificate stating 
their condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, 
relieved, or not relieved, which certificates shall be signed by 
the Superintendent and Resident Physician. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the consent and approval of the Superintendent and Resi- 
dent Physician, a written statement to that effect shall be 
required from any person assuming the responsibility of the 
removal. 

The body of any person dying at the Hospital shall not 
be delivered without a written receipt from the parties 
taking the same. 

In case of the decease of any patient, the Resident Physi- 
cian shall sign a certificate to that effect, and shall furnish the 
City Registrar with a copy of the same. He shall also state 
the time and cause of death, the disposition made of the body, 
whether delivered to friends or buried from the Hospital. 
In the last case he shall mention the place of interment. 
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Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges 
of the Hospital, at such rates of board as they may from 
time to time determine; such board being secured by their 
friends, or by the authorities of the place to which they 
belong. 

In all cases where, in the opinion of the Trustees, the cir- 
cumstances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part 
of the board shall be paid. If separate apartments or arti- 
cles not usually furnished at the Hospital are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 


Hovust RULEs. 


Patients must be in their proper places in the wards dur- 
ing the visit of the physicians and surgeons, and always by 
8 P. M., unless specially exempted by the Superintendent. 

Those free patients who are able are expected to assist in 
nursing, and in such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

Patients shall not leave the Hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor their respective wards 
without the consent of the nurse in attendance. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause any member of the 
household to purchase for him, any article of food whatso- 
ever, nor any other article, without the consent of the Super- 
intendent; nor shall any officer or servant of the Hospital 
receive a gift or fee from a patient. 

Profane or obscene language, loud talking, and incivility, 
are prohibited. 

No patient having acute syphilitic disease, or mania-d-polu, 
shall be admitted as a charity patient, or at a lower rate than 
twenty-five dollars a week for the former, and fifteen dollars 
for the latter. 

No person shall be admitted to the Huerta whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms, 
which, in the opinion of the Physician or Surgeon, are capable 
of being relieved. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and, where there is a wish for the performance of any 
particular religious rite, it shall be indulged, when practi- 
cable. 

It is expected that patients will implicitly obey the rules 
of the Hospital. Complaints, for whatever cause, may be 
made to the Superintendent or Visiting Committee, and when 
reasonable shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 

All employés must be in their respective places during their 
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hours of duty. The doors and gates of the Hospital will be 
closed at 10 P. M., at which time all are expected to be quiet, 
and those not on duty, in their own rooms. 

The use of tobacco, wine, and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a physi- 
clan. 


VISITORS.. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
some one of the Trustees. 

On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday of each 
week, from two to three o’clock, P. M., friends may be per- 
mitted to visit patients, though no patient shall receive more 
than one visitor on the same day. In all cases, however, the 
Trustees or Superintendent may exercise discretionary powers 
as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

All visitors must leave when the bell rings at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour. 

No visitor will be permitted to take any meal in the Hos- 
pital, or pass the night therein, without permission from the 
Superintendent or one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patient shall be left with the Super- 
intendent. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE HOSPITAL. 


Bry Epwarp Cowtgs, M. D. 


The City Hospital was first occupied in the year 1864,. 
fifteen years after the establishment of such an institution 
had been proposed in the project of continuing the Cholera 
Hospital at Fort Hill, in the year 1849. In 1857 the first 
decided action was taken by the city government, upon the 
urgent recommendation of Hon. Alexander H. Rice, then 
Mayor. This, however, accomplished but little more than 
the obtaining an act of the Legislature authorizing the estab- 
lishment of “a hospital for the reception of persons who by 
misfortune or poverty may require relief during temporary 
sickness.” In 1860 the City Council, responding to the 
appeal of the Mayor, Hon. F. W. Lincoln, Jr., definitely 
agreed to the project, and set apart from the city lands, on 
the South Bay territory, the present site of the hospital. 
During the next year plans were adopted, and the actual 
work of erecting buildings was begun. 

The lot of land upon which the hospital stands is bounded 
northwesterly on Harrison avenue, 454.83 feet; southwest- 
erly on East Springfield street, 623.68 feet; southeasterly 
on Albany street, 453 feet; northeasterly on East Concord 
street, 660.27 feet; and contains in all about 292,000 square 
feet, or 6,5 acres. In addition, there was set apart a lot of 
land containing 69,318 square feet, in the rear of the hos- 
pital buildings, and east of Albany street, upon which were 
built a small-pox hospital, cholera wards, coal sheds, and a 
stable; but, excepting the latter, these buildings and the 
land were temporarily leased for other purposes in 1872. 

The plans for the hospital were made by Mr. G. J. F. 
Bryant, architect, and were elaborated with much care, and 
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with the aid and counsel of physicians and others interested in 
its establishment. The hospital was one of the first built in 
this country upon the “pavilion plan,” and was believed to 
contain all the modern improvements then accepted as 
essential in hospital construction. 

It is well known that in the comparatively short period 
since the plans of this hospital were adopted, in 1861, very 
large experience has been gained in hospital construction in 
our own and in foreign countries, and very great and general 
interest has been excited in this and other sanitary questions. 
The experience of ten years here has pointed out some 
deficiencies and errors of construction in the original build- 
ings of the hospital, and some very important alterations and 
improvements have been effected. In response also to the 
‘apidly growing demand for increased accommodations, large 
additions have recently been made to the hospital. The 
object of this paper is to show what has been done here in 
improved hospital construction, and to set forth the reasons 
for the important changes and additions. 

When substantially completed and occupied, in 1864, the 
hospital consisted of a central or administration building, two 
three-story pavilions and the necessary auxiliary buildings, — 
boiler-house, laundry, ete. To these there was added, in 
1865, a two-story building for isolating wards. Subsequent- 
ly a small building was erected, at the main entrance to the 
grounds, containing rooms for the out-patient department ; 
and an enlargement was made of the boiler-house, with the 
addition of a dead-house, morgue, and autopsy-room. ‘The 
buildings stood thus, with little material change, till 1875. 
Their general arrangement and the use of each are shown in 
Plate No. 1, excepting that the new buildings, numbered 1 
to 5, have been recently erected, of which the first two occupy 
the places of the curved portions of the original connect- 
ing corridors. The principal alterations made in the older 
buildings were in their basements, for the improvement of 
their sanitary condition, and will be noticed in connection 
with the description of the new method of heating and ven- 
tilating. Other changes will be alluded to in the description 
of the buildings. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE HOSPITAL. ViIt 


The administration building (Plates 1, 2, and 3) is 60 by 
80 feet, and contains practically two stories, a basement and 
an attic; it is surmounted by a high dome, the apex of which 
is 148 feet above the level of the street. The building is of 
brick, upon granite basement walls, and finished inside with 
lathing and plaster. The basement rooms are 13 feet high, 
with floors 3} feet below the ground level, with an air-space, 
and concrete upon the earth underneath, and are used as 
dispensary, laboratory and store-room, dining-rooms for 
employés, and steward’s office. The culinary work has been 
removed from the basement of this building to the new 
kitchen and bakery in the rear. The first and second stories, 
being respectively 16 feet and 14 feet high, are restored to 
the uses for which they were originally planned. On the 
first floor are the trustees’ room, superintendent’s office, 
room for the reception of visitors and for the library, 
matron’s room and dining-room. On the second floor are 
the rooms occupied by the superintendent and his family, 
for officers, etc. The rooms on the third or attic story are 
lighted only from the ceiling, and are used as chambers for 
employés. The operating theatre in the dome, early found 
to be inadequate and difficult of access, is now disused. 
This building is connected with the others by corridors, open 
above and covered in below. The lower floors of the 
corridors, being 34 feet below the ground level, are at 
the general level of all the basement floors of the principal 
buildings, and the floors of the upper or open portion of 
the corridors are on a level with the first floors of the 
buildings. 

The two pavilions, medical and surgical, are substantially 
alike in construction. They are 148 feet in length, 48 feet 
in width, three stories in height, besides the basements. 
The walls are of brick, upon granite base, and with lath and 
plaster finish inside. The basements, formerly occupied by 
patients, are now disused. On the first, second, and third 
floors are wards, each 80 feet long, and 272 feet wide, the 
two lower being each 16 feet, and the upper being 10 feet 
high. The first floors are about 6 feet above the general 
ground level. Each ward is lighted by 14 windows, 7 on 
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each side, and is arranged for 28 beds. At the entrance to 
the building on each floor (see Plates 1, 2, and 3) there are 
upon one side of the hall the patients’ dinmmg-room, medi- 
cine closet, dumb-waiter, etc., in place of what was originally 
the bath-room ; and on the other side of the hall are a patients’ 
wardrobe, linen-room, and room for special cases requiring 
removal from the ward, or for paying patients. The linen- 
room, and patients’ wardrobe for clothing in daily use only, 
are both well-lighted rooms, and take the place of what was 
formerly the water-closets, and a dark closet for linen, ete., 
both without ventilation. A ventilating shaft adjoining the 
dining-room will independently ventilate all these rooms. 
The main stairway is also at this end of the building. At the 
farther end the nurses’ room and a small stairway are on one 
side of the hall, as originally built ; but on the other side the 
former arrangement of dining-room, closets for dishes, etc., 
is replaced by a comparatively isolated and independently 
ventilated apartment for the water-closets, slop-sink and 
urinals, and by a bath-room and lavatory. The doors of the 
two latter rooms close automatically by springs, and the 
bath-room and lavatory are separated only by a low screen, 
7 feet high, so that air can pass freely through it, and light 
can enter over it, between the rooms and around the exterior 
of the inner apartment containing the water-closets. The 
door to the last-named ‘apartment will also close automati- 
cally, swinging both ways. Thus will be prevented the 
danger of currents of air being induced through open doors 
from the water-closets to the ward. A special arrangement 
is made for independently ventilating the water-closet apart- 
ments by a shaft, 3 feet square, of wood lined with tin, 
which passes upward through them from the basement 
through the roof. The shaft contains within it the soil- 
pipe, hot-water pipes, steam-pipes for the supply of the 
steam-bath in the bath-rooms adjoining, and gas jets for 
lighting the water-closets, on each floor, through glazed 
windows in the sides of the shaft. The heat unavoidably 
radiated from these necessary appliances furnishes a contin- 


uous extracting force for the ventilating shaft at all seasons 
of the year. 
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The boiler-house and laundry, which are 300 feet from 
the administration building, and connected with it by a 
covered way, contain the boilers, the fan for forcing fresh 
air into the wards (but now disused), the engines, the 
laundry-machinery, and the washing, ironing and drying 
rooms. Over the laundry are a number of rooms for em- 
ployés. In the year 1871 the boiler-room was enlarged, 
and adjoining it there were placed, on the ground floor, a 
dead-room and morgue, and on the second floor a commo- 
dious and conveniently arranged autopsy-room, with patho- 
logical cabinet, ete. Near the building a drive-way from 
Albany street was opened in 1874, and just within this 
entrance to the grounds large scales were placed for the 
weighing of coal and many other articles of hospital sup- 
plies. 

A two-story brick pavilion, located near the southern cor- 
ner of the grounds, contains the male and female isolating 
wards, which are shown in Plates 1 and 2. The building is 
101} feet long, and 464 feet wide, with a basement or cellar 
underneath, which brings the first floor to a height of about 
2 feet above the ground level. There is a ventilating cham- 
ber in the roof, 10 feet wide, extending the whole length of 
the building. A hall or passage-way, 10 feet wide, divides 
each story, with rooms on each side, and windows at each 
end, excepting at the entrance-door on the first floor. There 
are 10 rooms on each floor, 14 feet by 15 feet in size, and 
designed to accommodate one or two patients in each. ‘Two 
additional rooms on each floor are for nurses, kitchen, bath- 
ing-room, etc. ; and there are also water-closets and linen- 
rooms. ‘The rooms on the first floor, for male patients, are 
14 feet high; and those on the second floor, for females, are 
18 feet high. Each room is surrounded by brick walls, 
upon which hard-finished plastering is laid. An important 
change made in this building, in the method of heating and 
supplying fresh air, will be noticed hereafter, in describing 
the general plan of heating and ventilating. The building 
is connected with the basements of the main buildings by a 
covered corridor. 

The building for out-patients, added in 1867, is located 
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in the northern corner of the grounds, and at the main 
entrance to the hospital. It contains the porter’s room, 
waiting and examining-room for applicants for admission, 
large waiting-rooms for out-patients, and physicians’ rooms. 
Medical out-patients, and those having diseases of the eye, 
ear, skin, throat, and nervous system, and diseases of 
women, are treated here, the service being so arranged that 
each of the classes named receives attention on three days 
of each week, and on alternate days. The surgical out- 
patients were formerly treated in rooms in the basement of 
the surgical pavilion, but new accommodations have been 
provided for this department. 

In 1874 a propagating-house was built along the southern: 
side of the corridor in the rear of the administration build- 
ing, and a gardener employed by the year to care and pro- 
vide for the ornamentation of the grounds. The plan has 
resulted in a great saving from the previous expense for this 
purpose, besides the accumulation of a valuable stock of 
plants, etc. The heating of this greenhouse is done by a 
novel method and at a small cost: the water in the cast-iron 
pipes, circulating about the building in the usual way, is 
made hot in a common “ feed-water heater” (such as is used 
by engineers for the saving of the heat of exhaust steam), 
in size 3 feet high by 14 feet in diameter, and requiring an 
inappreciable quantity of steam. 

The hospital stood in 1874 substantially as first built, 
except the minor additions and alterations just described. 
As early as the year 1868 the hospital was felt to be 
crowded by the number of its patients, there being a daily 
average of 174 during the year, and the necessity of the 
enlargement of the hospital was represented by the trustees 
to the City Council. The rapid growth of the city anda 
greatly increasing demand for accommodations continued 
until, in 1874, the number of patients reached a daily aver- 
age for the year of 230, and a maximum at one time of 285. 
The capacity of the hospital was at this time reckoned at 
230 beds, including the occupation of 40 beds in the base- 
ments of the medical and surgical pavilions. The insuffi- 
ciency and great inconvenience of the surgical operating 
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theatre in the dome had been early recognized. The great 
overcrowding of all the wards made the management and 
service of the hospital very difficult and laborious; and the 
impossibility ‘of giving proper attention to sanitary require- 
ments, and unavoidable neglect of needed repairs, were posi- 
tively detrimental to the welfare of the sick. 

In the beginning of the year 1874 decided steps were 
taken by the trustees for the enlargement of the hospital, 
and the City Council appropriated the sum of $190,000 fer the 
purpose. It was. not easy to determine the best way in which 
the desired alterations and enlargement should be made. It 
was evidently necessary to revise the system of heating and 
ventilating, and to replace nearly the whole of the steam 
apparatus for that purpose; it was desirable that a large 
increase of capacity should be gained, and, at the same 
time, by a wise economy of expenditure, all essential 
modern improvements in hospital construction should be 
secured. While the simpler structures were believed to be 
the best, it was also demanded that the new buildings should 
conform architecturally to the older ones. Appreciating the 
value of the experience, of the medical gentlemen long con 
nected with the institution, the Board of Trustees first 
invited the medical and surgical staff of the hospital to pre- 
sent a general statement of what was needed to be done. 
Subsequently a committee of the Board of Trustees was 
appointed “to procure plans for the enlargement and addi- 
tions to the present hospital buildings, in conformity to the 
needs therefor, as set forth in the communication of the 
medical and surgical staff.” It was decided by the Board 
that while certain conditions should be fulfilled, as to the 
architectural appearance of the new buildings, it was also 
of the first importance to plan and adapt them in their rela- 
tions to the older buildings, so as to gain both the best 
results for the sick and the greatest convenience and econ- 
omy of administration. In accordance with their very con- 
siderate and liberal policy, the trustees determined that the 
plans should first be prepared in detail, at the hospital, 
under the supervision of those who were practically familiar 
with its needs. This was done chiefly under the direction 
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of one of the Committee on Plans, George W. Pope, Esq., 
well-known in Boston as a skilful practical builder, to whom 
the sketch-plans were frequently submitted during a period 
of several months, while being prepared by a draughtsman 
at the hospital, under instructions given him by the Super- 
intendent. 

The plans thus prepared were substantially carried out in 
all their details in the new buildings, and had the full ap- 
proval of the hospital staff as being the best that could be 
devised to meet the many and conflicting: indications pre- 
sented in the attempt to engraft new features of construction 
upon older ones. These sketch-plans were afterwards 
placed in the hands of the architect, Mr. Carl Fehmer, of 
Boston, by whom the perfected plans and specifications were 
prepared, with some modifications only of the architectural 
exteriors, and with the details of construction. They were 
finally approved by the Committees on the City Hospital, 
and on Public Buildings, of the City Council, in -March, 
1875, and the work of building began in April of that year, 
reaching completion in the following year. 

A plan of the principal floor of the. new buildings is given 
in Plate No. 1. They are numbered from 1 to 5, and con- 
sist of a surgical and medical building, each three stories 
high, with basements ; two one-story pavilions, surgical and 
medical; and a low building along the side of the rear 
corridor for kitchen, bakery, etc. These buildings are con- 
nected with the older ones by additions to the original 
corridors, and a part of the latter was removed to make 
room for the two larger buildings. The original plan of the 
hospital contemplated the erection of two additional pavil- 
ions in the rear of the first ones, to be connected in like 
manner, by corridors curved in reverse directions, with the 
administration building. The present arrangement of the 
buildings, as shown in Plate No. 1, is peculiar, and one that 
would hardly have been made under other circumstances ; 
but it is found practically to have remarkable advantages in 
convenience, ease, and economy of management. In deyis- 
ing this arrangement, it was at the outset determined that as 
large an area of ground as possible should be reserved for 
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the present and future construction of one-story pavilions. * 
It was next agreed that the separate rooms to the limited 
number required for paying patients, and the smaller wards 
for children and for ophthalmic and gynecological patients, 
could be placed in buildings of more than one story. It 
was necessary, also, that one of the larger buildings should 
contain, on its first floor, the operating theatre, etc., for the 
surgical service, and should be conveniently located for easy 
communication with other buildings. Then it was made a 
matter of great importance that certain indications should 
be met as to the architectural appearance of the new build- 
ings. The result obtained in this regard is well shown in 
the frontispiece, in which the surgical and medical buildings 
appear upon the right and left of the central or administra- 
tion building. These locations were first chosen chiefly for 
convenience in administration, and to economize ground- 
space, but the arrangement was afterwards fully approved 
by the architect, the new buildings not being treated archi- 
tecturally as wings of the central structure, but as separate 
members of the whole group, which, it is believed, has been 
greatly improved in appearance by the additions. The ad- 
vantages of the separation of the pavilions are practically 
preserved by the distances left between the new and the 
older structures. The prevailing winds, in the warmer 
months, being from points between the west and south, 
readily traverse the spaces between the buildings as well as 
the buildings themselves, which, it is also to be noticed, 
approach each other by their ends, and thus admit of being 
more in proximity than otherwise. The corridors connect- 
ing the one-story buildings with the others offer little ob- 
struction to the currents of air, being very open in their 
construction. ' 

The surgical building is 48 feet by 94 feet in general 
dimensions, with a projection of 8 feet by 48 feet from the 
front wall, and another of 24 feet by 52 feet from the rear

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wall. It is three stories high beside the basement; and the 
heights of the stories correspond with those of the older 
buildings, two of them being 16 feet, the upper one 10 feet, 
and the basement 9 feet. The foundations of the building 
are laid upon piling. The basement walls are granite, 
with faced brick inside, and the walls above are of brick, 
and 20 inches thick. All the walls are hollow, with a 
four-inch air-space, including the corridor walls, and all 
are plastered upon the brick, with all the corners of the 
rooms rounded. There is very little wood-work in the 
building, except the floors, and about the doors and win- 
dows, where it is very plain, being finished with a simple 
half-round moulding. The doors themselves have plain 
panels and bevelled stiles without mouldings, and all the 
wood-work is of clear white pine, filled with shellac and 
varnished. The base-boards are also bevelled at the top and 
joined to the hard-pine floors by a quarter circle in a strip 
of hard pine, and the floors are laid in 23-inch strips, 
matched and blind-nailed. There are thus very few corners 
in which dust can collect, and the labor of preserving clean- 
liness is greatly reduced. 

The main entrance to the principal floor of this building 
(Plate No. 1) is at its northern end, from which a corridor 
8 feet wide extends through the length of the building, 
joined at its centre by another corridor which communicates 
with the open connecting corridor in front. At the right of 
the entrance is a private consulting-room, 11 feet by 15} 
feet, for the visiting surgeons, and a larger room for the 
otice of the house surgeons, to which room are adjoined 
closets, etc. Next, along the corridor, is the main stairway, 
surrounded entirely by brick walls, and having double doors 
at the landing of each story, so arranged as to cut off cur- 
rents of air from one story to another. Between the stair- 
way and the front of the building is the room of the super- 
vising ward-master, who has general supervision of all the 
surgical wards as to the reception and assignment of patients, 
the control of the male nurses, and the charge of the* gen- 
eral business of the surgical service. Near the stairway, and 
in the opposite angle of the two corridors, is an elevator- 
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~ way, by which patients are to be carried to the upper stories 
of this building, and of the surgical pavilion in front of it, 
over the terrace of the connecting corridor, as shown in 
Plate No. 2. Beyond the elevator-way, and occupying the 
remainder of the front half of the first floor, are three wait- 
ing-rooms, in which male and female patients are separately 
placed before surgical operations. These rooms have water- 
closets, etc., adjoining two of them, and they serve also as 
small accident-wards, in connection with the accident-room, 
for severe cases received by night, or for such as cannot at 
once be placed in the common wards. On the opposite side 
of the corridor from the waiting-rooms, and quite isolated 
from the sight and hearing of their occupants, is the ether- 
izing room. Adjoining this is the operating theatre, a large 
room about 49 feet by 42 feet in the clear, and 33 feet high, 
occupying two stories of the building. An enlarged plan 
and section of this room are shown in Plate No. 4. The 
arena is ample and roomy, being 17 feet wide from the cor- 
ridor wall to the semi-circular seats which occupy the rest 
of the room, with a seating capacity of about 250 persons. 
A large skylight, 19 feet by 14 feet, gives abundant and 
satisfactory light. Operations requiring lateral light are 
done in the accident-room adjoining. Under the seats of 
the amphitheatre is considerable space occupied by a passage- 
way, 6 feet wide, from which a few steps lead to the front 
row of seats, two recovery-rooms, a stairway from the stu- 
dents’ entrance in the rear of the building, a splint-room, 
and a small bath and linen-room pertaining to the accident- 
room. The accident-room is situated immediately at the left 
of the main entrance to the building, and is large and well 
lighted, being about 19 feet by 22 feet; it communicates by 
a wide doorway with the operating theatre. These rooms 
are amply supplied with hot and cold water, and other con- 
veniences. <A large ventilating chimney is marked V, and 
is shown also in section in Plate No. 4, Fig. 1. 

The second floor of the surgical building is shown in Plate 
No. 2, and on a larger scale in Plate No. 4. The rooms 
over the accident-room are occupied by the house surgeons, 
and those numbered 1 to 5 by patients. All the rooms 
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average in size 15} feet by 10} feet. Adjoining the nurse’s 
room, oceupied by the head-nurse of the ward and one 
assistant, is a bath-room, containing water-closet, ete. The 
dining-room is about 16 feet by 14 feet, and contains in one 
corner a soapstone sink, steam-table and shelves for crock- 
ery. A dumb waiter communicates with the diet kitchen in 
the basement. The bath-room has a bath-tub free from the 
wall on both sides, a sitz bath, hot and cold shower-bath, 
steam-bath and wash-bowl. The water-closet apartment is 
quite isolated by being shut off from the rest of the building 
behind the brick walls of the stairway, and is entered by a 
passage-way having two doors closing automatically, so that 
both shall not be open at the same time. This apartment 
contains two water-closets, a porcelain slop-sink and a 
urinal, and is ventilated independently of all other rooms by 
a special arrangement shown in Plate No. 4, Figs. 1 and 3. 
A tin-lined shaft, 2 feet square, contains within itself the 
soil-pipe, hot-water and steam-pipes in constant use, and 
gas jets on each floor to give light through small windows in 
the sides of the shaft. The ventilation is efficient at all 
times. The soil-pipe passes upward above the roof, and is 
open at its top. A side of the shaft can be easily removed 
at any time for inspecting or repairing the pipes. All sinks, 
wash-bowls, ete., are supported on brackets, and the space 
underneath left open, with the plumbing work exposed. A 
number of Jennings’ all-earthenware water-closets are in 
very successful use; these are also left exposed under the 
seats, which have no risers, thus securing great advantage 
as to cleanliness. The description here given of the service- 
rooms applies also to the other upper stories of this and the 
medical building. The upper floor of this building (Plate 
No. 3) differs from the one just described in having three 
small wards for children, one for ten beds, about 49 feet by 
15 feet, and two for four beds each, about 18 feet by 14 feet. 
The basement plan of the surgical building is shown in Plate 
No. 2, where the use of the rooms numbered from 1 to 5, 
for surgical out-patients, is indicated. The dressing-room is 
supplied with appliances, splints, etc.; and adjoining these 
rooms are separate water-closets for each sex. Patients 
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requiring other than minor operations or treatment in the 
wards are sent to the surgical rooms above, on the first 
floor. The diet-kitchen (room No. 6) has a cook in attend- 
ance for the preparation of special diets for all the surgical 
wards. ‘The basement floors are all made hard with concrete 
and cement, upon which hard-pine flooring is laid, excepting 
in the diet kitchen, where there is a flagging-stone and brick 
paving. The walls of these rooms are finished by simply 
painting the faced brick a light color. 

The medical building (numbered 2 in Plate No. 1) is 
symmetrical in general appearance and dimensions with the 
one just described, except that the projection in its rear is 
30 feet by 24 feet. A small ward of eleven beds is thus 
formed on each of the three stories, in size about 264 
by 403 feet. The ward on the first floor is designed for male 
ophthalmic patients, and contains all the sick who are treated 
on this floor. Near the main entrance are the offices of the 
visiting and house physicians. On the opposite side of the 
corridor is a receiving-room for medical cases, and adjoining 
it the room of the supervising ward-master of the medical 
service. Three rooms, marked H in the plan, are occupied 
by the house physicians. The bath-room for patients on this 
floor is placed near the ward, but otherwise all the service- 
rooms of this building are like those in the one previously 
described. A medicine closet, 20 inches deep, occupies the 
thickness of the corridor wall near the entrance to the ward 
on each floor. This closet is furnished with a marble slab, 
small wash-bowl, hot and cold water, shelving, and gas-light. 
It is very convenient, and having glass doors, is constantly 
under inspection, and easily kept in a cleanly and tidy con- 
dition. The second floor (Plate No. 2) has seven rooms, 
each averaging 164 feet by 11 feet, for paying patients of the 
medical and ophthalmic service. For free patients of the 
latter class the ward is designed. A large room, G, is for 
an ophthalmic operating room, but available also as a small 
vard. The third floor (Plate No. 3) is devoted entirely to 
the treatment of diseases peculiar to women. ‘There are five 
rooms for paying patients, and a small ward, of four beds, 
besides the larger ward containing eleven beds. An operat- 
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ing-room, at the southern corner of the building, is light and 
capacious, and, with low window-sills, abundant lateral light 
is obtained. In the basement of this building is a kitchen 
for preparing special diets for the medical wards, a room, 
with a chimney for ventilation, etc., for a laboratory, where 
the chemical and microscopical examinations may be made, 
a general linen-room, and a sleeping-room for male nurses. 
These rooms are finished in the same manner as those in the 
basement of the surgical building. The water-closet apart- 
ments of this building also have a special ventilating shaft, as 
already described, and the bath-rooms adjoining the nurses’ 
rooms in each building are ventilated by a chimney warmed 
by the copper smoke-flue of the range in the basement diet- 
kitchen. , 
The one-story buildings are shown in plan, in Plate No. 1, 
where they are numbered 3 and 4; and a section and eleva- 
tion of the surgical pavilion are shown in Plate No. 5. The 
two buildings are alike in form and arrangement. The 
underpinning is laid upon a foundation of concrete with no 
piling. The framing is wood and iron, with a covering of 
boards and, outside of this, corrugated iron. The roof is 
slated; the inside of the building has a lath and plaster 
finish, and the wood-work is very plain, as described in the 
surgical building. The general dimensions are 137 feet by 
402 feet, except that the portion of the building occupied by 
the ward is narrowed to 28 feet, so that the ward is 94 feet 
by 26} feet in the clear. The entrance to the building is 
from the connecting corridor. The hall, 8 feet wide, has, 
upon the right-hand side, a small special ward or examining 
room, 15 feet by 11 feet, a drying closet, a medicine closet, 
and the dining-room, 15 feet by 17 feet, furnished with a 
soap-stone sink, steam-table, shelving, small broom-closet, 
and a dumb-waiter by which food is sent from the corridor 
basement. On the left of the entrance is a linen-room, and 
a room for patients’ clothing in daily use, other clothing 
being kept in an appropriate place in the basement. The 
last-named rooms are each 4 feet by 15 feet, and each is 
lighted by a window. The patients’ wardrobe has along its 
sides twenty-eight small stalls, numbered to correspond with 
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the beds in the ward. Every article of a patient’s clothing 
as soon as taken off is hung in its proper place in this room. 
The room for the head-nurse and her assistant is 12 feet by 
15 feet, and has a bath-room, etc., adjoining. These service- 
rooms are 14 feet high to the ceiling, and over them, in this 
part of the building only, is a second story, reached by a 
narrow stairway with a door at its foot, where there are four 
rooms for nurses, and a common bath-room. ‘There is an 
arrangement for ventilating the water-closets and clothing 
rooms by an independent shaft enclosing the soil-pipe, ete., 
as already described. 

The ward is 94 feet long by 26} feet wide in the clear, 
and has 7 opposite windows and 14 beds on each side. 
The windows, having double sashes, are 9 feet high by 4 
feet wide, and the space between thenr is nearly 9} feet. 
The height of the ward, from the floor to the centre of the 
arched ceiling, is 22 feet, or an average of about 19 feet. 
Each bed occupies about 6% feet along the wall, and 132 
feet to the centre of the ward. Thus a floor area of 89 
square feet and an air-space of about 1,700 cubic feet is 
given to each bed. 

At the end of the ward is a day-room, 11 feet by 12 feet, 
lighted by a bay-window. Wide glass doors open into this 
room from the ward, and in the end wall over these doors 
there are windows, thus giving the end of the large room a 
light and open appearance. These arrangements are shown 
in Plate No. 5, Figs. 1, 2, 3 and 5. On the right of the 
day-room is the lavatory, a narrow room with a window, 
marble slab and wash-bowls. In a separate room adjoining, 
with doors so arranged that entrance is easy for carrying in 
a patient on a stretcher, is the bath-room, 9 feet by 13 feet, 
furnished like the bath-rooms before described. At the op- 
posite corner of the building is the room for water-closets, 
etc. The entrance from the ward opens by a self-closing 
door, first into a lobby 3} feet wide, with a window at each 
end. In one section of the lobby is a narrow stairway, for 
occasional use, leading to the basement. ~A low partition 

j and lattice door shuts off this section, but does not obstruct 
the passage of air from one window to the other. From the 
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lobby a self-closing door opens into the water-closet apart- 
ment, the arrangement of which is shown in the plan (Plate 
No. 5). A section of the ventilating shaft for the water- 
closets is shown in Fig. 4. A steam-pipe heats the shaft, 
aided by a gas-jet, which lights the room by night. Fresh 
air is supplied to this room by an independent inlet, and the 
lobby also has separate air-supply and ventilation. All the 
spaces under the sinks, washbowls, seats of water-closets, 
etc., are left open, and the plumbing is exposed to view. 

The basement, excepting of that part of the building oc- 
cupied by the service-rooms at its entrance, is an open and 
free air-space, containing only heating apparatus. The floor 
is made hard and impenetrable to moisture by concrete and 
cement, and is on a level with the ground outside. Its nu- 
merous windows can be left open many months in the year, 
and, its doors being locked, it is kept cleanly and free from 
any intrusion but for proper purposes. 

The main kitchen of the hospital was formerly under the 
administration building, and there was great deficiency of 
space, storage-rooms and proper ventilation. The place of the 
new kitchen is shown in Plate No. 1, and a plan of it is given in 
Plate No. 3. Its general dimensions are 45 feet by 30 feet, 
and it connects with the basement corridors. It is about 10 
feet high in the clear, and its roof is nearly on a level with 
the first floor of the other buildings, so that the winds pass 
freely over it and between the other buildings. It has brick 
walls, which are painted inside, and a solid floor of slate tiles 
and bricks laid in cement. It is well-furnished with a 
Whiteley’s range and steam-jacket kettles for cooking meats, 
soup and vegetables; a large tea and coffee apparatus; iron 
sinks ; shelves for utensils upon a movable table, and a brick 
oven for roasting meats, ete. All the furnishing of the 
kitchen, except the range, stands away from the wall. The 
plan shows the arrangement of the bakery, store-rooms for 
flour and bread, the refrigerator and store-rooms for meats, 
vegetables, ete. A small cellar and coal-bin, underground, 
is connected with the kitchen. A large chimney, with the 
smoke-flue inside of it, over the ovens, ventilates the heated 
space over them and the kitchen and bakery. Openings are 
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left in the brick walls outside, near the eaves, so that air can 
enter the space between the ceiling and the roof, from which 
it escapes through ventilators, thus cooling the roof and the 
rooms below in hot weather. The kitchen is centrally lo- 
cated, and the food is conveniently distributed in covered 
cars to the various buildings. 


HEATING AND VENTILATING. 


The boiler-room (Plate No. 1) contains seven steam- 
boilers. The four older ones are each 16 feet long by 48 
inches in diameter, with forty tubes, each 15 feet by 35 inches. 
The three new boilers are each 15 feet by 48 inches, with 
forty-nine tubes, 14 feet by 3 inches. ‘The method by which 
the hospital was formerly heated and ventilated was as 
follows : *— 

“ Air forced through ducts, by means of a large fan at the 
boiler-house, and warmed by coils of steam-pipes placed in 
these ducts, is carried to every part of the buildings, thus 
affording the means of heating as well as ventilation. Direct 
radiation is provided for in a portion of the rooms, to be 
used in case of necessity. The steam-pipes over which the 
air passes for heating the different apartments in the central 
buildings are placed in coils, in chambers connected with the 
air-ducts. Those for heating the pavilions are located in the 
air-passages, beneath the floor under the corridors leading to 
the pavilions. The passage through which the air passes, 
after having left the main duct on its way to the pavilions, is 
divided into two compartments, in one of which is located 
coils of one-inch wrought-iron pipe. The steam, after 
passing from the boilers in a large iron pipe, is distributed 
through these coils, being regulated by valves, under charge 
of the engineer. After passing through the coils, it enters 
a steam-trap, located at the foot of the coil, which is so con- 
structed that no steam can pass, where, after being converted 
into water, it is conveyed through a cast-iron pipe to a 
reservoir, located at the head of the air-duct ; from thence it

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is pumped into the boilers, at a temperature of from one 
hundred and eighty to one hundred and ninety degrees. 
Through the other compartment cold air passes. These 
two compartments are so arranged that the cold and warm 
air are brought together in the several wards, where they 
come in contact before entering the room.” 

The cemented floor of the air-duct here described as 
passing under the corridor basement-floors, was about 3} 
feet below the latter, and thus about 7 feet below the 
ground level. Because of certain faults of arrangement, and 
in consequence of troubles to be hereafter described, arising 
from the location of the air-duct at such a depth, this system 
of heating and ventilation by impulsion was entirely aban- 
doned in 1875, and the method by aspiration was adopted. 
The steam-radiators in the various parts of the buildings 
being raised to the basement ceilings, and the floor of the 
boiler-room being lowered six feet, the boilers, with the 
three new ones added to their number, could thus receive 
the water of the condensed steam flowing back into them 
without the intervention of a tank and pump, involving 
much loss of heat. In this manner the four older boilers 
have, at the date of this writing, been applied for one whole 
year to the warming of the main buildings of the hospital, 
excepting the isolating wards. This has ordinarily been 
done in cold weather by three boilers at low pressure of 
steam, rarely as high as 5 lbs., and with the index of the 
pressure gauge standing for days at zero. In extreme 
weather, the fourth boiler was put at work on a few occa- 
sions. The average daily consumption of coal in these boilers 

ras from 3,000 to 3,500 lbs. per boiler, never over 4,000 
Ibs. in very cold weather. The three new boilers have been 
applied at high pressure (15 lbs. to 30 Ibs.) to running the 
laundry machinery, cooking, heating water for all purposes 
in all the buildings, heating ventiducts of water-closets, the 
ventilating chambers in the roofs of the medical and surgical 
buildings, and in the ridges of the one-story pavilions, be- 
sides warming the two isolating wards. With these boilers, 
the use of the tank and pump has been necessary, and two 
of them have done all the work, except in extreme weather, 
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consuming daily per boiler but little more coal than the low- 
pressure boilers. Any one or more of the boilers can be 
used at high or low pressure. 

The steam is conveyed to the different buildings in large 
pipes, the main pipe from the boilers to the administration 
building being eight inches in diameter. The distribution of 
the heating apparatus, the method of furnishing the fresh- 
air supply and of ventilating are shown in the plans in Plate 
No. 4. In Fig. 1, a section of a part of the surgical build- 
ing, 1s shown the arrangement and special ventilation of the 
water-closets already described, the motive aspirating power 
in the shaft being furnished by steam-pipes, hot-water pipes 
and the gas-jets in daily use. The manner of covering the 
soil-pipe, imbedded in cement, to its exit through the foun- 
dation of the building to join the drain outside is here 
shown. 

The aspirating chimney of this building, shown in Figs. 1, 
2 and 3, is 6 feet square inside, and about 70 feet high 
from the basement floor to the bottom of the openings in its 
sides near its top. It was first proposed to place the boilers 
for heating all the surgical wards in the basement of this 
building, and to make a similar arrangement for the medical 
wards also, the smoke-flue to stand within the chimney, and 
thus furnish motive-power for ventilation; but the plan of 
concentrating the boilers in the present boiler-room being 
continued, heat is furnished to the chimney by utilizing the 
unavoidable radiation from the bath-boiler placed conven- 
iently at its base. The additional steam-pipes to increase 
the aspirating power of the chimney, shown in Fig. 1, have 
not yet been found necessary, and there is always found a 
positive upward current of air. It is believed that decided 
advantages are gained from the somewhat novel plan of man- 
aging the ventilation of these new three-story buildings. 
The chimney is used only to ventilate the rooms of the base- 
ment and first floor; the warm and vitiated air from them, 
being conveyed laterally, or only a little downward, to the 
base of the chimney, is practically kept on its way upward 
and outward. The two upper stories are ventilated by a 
different plan, their outflowing air being simply aided in its 
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upward tendency by being drawn into the chamber in the 
roof (Figs. 1, 2). There is thus no loss of power in first 
drawing the air downward to the chimney base ; there is no 
danger of the common trouble in such cases of reversed cur- 
rents of foul air from the first to the upper stories through 
the ventilating flues of the latter. All communication is 
thus very perfectly cut off between the lower and the upper 
stories. The ventilating chamber in the roof can be warmed 
by steam-pipes, which have been employed only in damp or 
still warm weather. The air escapes through the sides of 
the chamber, which receives additional warmth in sunny 
days through its glazed roof. 

Each room in the building has one or more separate venti- 
lating flues, extending from floor to ceiling in the wall next 
the corridor, and each flue has two openings into it, and 
within it a valve, so arranged that it can only be moved by a 
key. The entrance to the flue is thus practically always 
open either at the top or bottom of the room. Thus all the 
upper outlets can be closed, compelling ventilation through 
the lower openings during the winter season, with the cer- 
tainty of remaining so at the will of the superintendent, and 
beyond the reach and interference of unwise attendants or 
meddlesome patients. In the same manner, by simply turn- 
ing the valves, the ventilation can be made to proceed 
through the upper openings in summer. It is to be noticed 
that the air passes downward from the rooms on the first 
floor, and upward from the upper stories. 

Each small room has one, and the larger rooms have several 
inlet flues in the outer wall of the building for supplying 
fresh air, also arranged with valves so that the fresh air must 
enter in a given volume either at the bottom or the top of 
the room at will. This is illustrated in Fig. 1, in the room 
on the second floor. The cold air is introduced through 
openings in the outer basement-walls, passes immediately 
over the steam coils, of which there is a separate one for 
every flue, and upward to the rooms, which it enters through 
the lower or upper register, according to the adjustment of 
the valve. The most satisfactory method for the winter 
season has been to introduce fresh air by the upper registers, 
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and extract foul air by the lower ones. In summer the 
reverse arrangement is the best. | 

The steam-radiators in the basements are encased with 
galvanized iron, forming a small chamber in which a switch- 
valve directs the fresh air, so that it passes either through 
the coil so as to be warmed, or, unwarmed, directly into the 
flue above. A wire connects the switch-valve with the 
lower register in the room above, where by the use of a key 
the valve can be adjusted to alter the temperature of the 
entering air. The volume of air can only be changed by 
opening or closing a sliding valve covering the inlet through 
the basement wall, and this is under. the charge of the engi- 
neer. The arrangement of the apparatus for introducing, 
heating and controlling the fresh-air supply is more plainly 
shown in Plate No. 5, Fig. 5. 

In the plan of the second floor of the surgical building 
(Plate No. 4, Fig. 3), the fresh-air inlets and outlets are 
shown. Some observations made in these rooms, to test the 
efficiency of the ventilation, have given satisfactory results. 
In the room numbered 3, where there are about 2,600 cubic 
feet of air space, and the inlets and outlets have each one 
square foot of clear openings, the velocity of inflowing 
and outflowing air, as shown by the air-meter, averaged in a 
number of observations 150 feet per minute. At this rate, 
9,000 cubic feet of air pass through the room, changing its 
contents between three and four times per hour. The atmos- 
phere out of doors, at the time of the observations, was clear, 
and quite still, the temperature about 30° F., that of the 
room 68° F.; and there was no artificial heat in the venti- 
lating chamber in the roof. With added heat by the steam- 
pipes in this chamber, its aspirating power is increased, and 
good ventilation can be obtained at all times. 

The plan (Plate No. 4, Fig. 3) shows the first floor of the 
operating theatre, the room being two stories high. The 
shaded lines and arrows indicate the downward and lateral 
direction of the foul air, under the floor, to the base of the 
large chimney, from the ventilators in the corridor-wall and 
in the risers of the steps leading up to the seats of the 
amphitheatre. The amphitheatre is capable of seating 250 
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persons, though the number likely to be present will rarely 
exceed 200. The room contains 55,000 cubic feet of air- 
space, and its atmosphere is easily changed between two 
and three times per hour, with ventilating outlets equal to 
12 square feet of clear opening, and a usual outflow velocity 
of not less than 200 feet per minute. It is safe to say that 
more than 700 cubic feet of air per hour is supplied to each 
person. The efficiency of the ventilation is well indicated 
by the notable absence of the odor of ether in the theatre 
during operations, while at the same time that odor is very 
strong within the base of the chimney. Observations made 
almost daily, during the last year, of the working of the 
chimney, prove its up-cast draught to be continuous, and 
without any added heat from the available steam-pipes. 
The total cubic space ventilated by the chimney in the 
surgical building equals about 88,000 cubic feet; the area 
of the chimney is 36 square feet, and the air-meter indicates 
that a velocity of outflow of at least five feet per second 
may be constant. The motive-power producing this result 
is simply the waste-heat unavoidably radiated from the up- 
right bath-boiler standing in the base of the chimney. The 
velocity mentioned is considerably less than the theoretical 
velocity of such a chimney, but the means are provided for 
easily increasing and insuring the constancy of its aspirating 
power. 

The method of heating and ventilating the one-story 
buildings is shown in Plate No. 5, Fig. 5. The arrangement 
for introducing and controlling the quantity and temperature 
of the fresh air has already been described. The engineer 
alone has access to the basement, and the sole charge of the 
adjustment of the valves controlling the volume of inflowing 
air. ‘The air enters the wards only through inlets under each 
window, 14 in all, each inlet equal to 14 square feet of clear 
opening. The foul air escapes through five large openings 
along the centre of the arched ceiling, each 3 feet by 6 feet, 
into the ridge-chamber, and thence either through the free 
openings in the sides of the chamber above the roof, or 
through five ventilators, each 2 feet in diameter, on the 
top of the ridge. The side openings are closed in winter, 
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when also the openings in the floor of the chamber can be 
partly or wholly closed, and the ventilation aided by the 
flues, 14 in number, in the outer walls of the building. The 
ventilating-chamber is warmed, when necessary, by the 
steam-pipes shown in the drawing. 

With the fresh air entering the ward at an average ve- 
locity of 160 feet per minute, which, the air-meter indicates, 
is easily obtained, there are given to each patient 6,000 cubic 
feet of fresh air per hour, and the whole volume of air in the 
ward, about 47,600 cubic feet, or 1,700 cubic feet per patient, 
is changed between three and four times hourly. The average 
of many observations has given a velocity of the inflowing 
air of over 200 feet per minute, without discomfort from 
draughts, equal to about 8,000 cubic feet per hour to each 
patient. Artificial heat is only occasionally applied to the 
ventilating-chamber. 

In cold or windy weather, when the movement of air 
is rapid, the volume of warm air passed through the ward is 
very largely increased, and partial closure of the inlets and 
outlets is required. ‘The experience of a winter’s use of the 
one-story pavilions proves the heating and ventilating ar- 
rangement to be very controllable, and with proper care a 
very uniform temperature and freedom from draughts has 
been obtained with the very generous air supply. In general, 
it can be said that the peculiar arrangement of the apparatus, 
so that it cannot be interfered with by persons not appointed 
to adjust it, removes entirely the usual uncertainties and 
complications of such appliances, while it simplifies them 
and makes them easily managed. 


RECONSTRUCTION. 


The faults of the former system of heating and ventilating 
by impulsion, and the alterations of the older pavilions 
because of errors of construction, especially of their base- 
ments, have been mentioned. These defects are illustrated, 
in Plate No. 6, by a section of the three-story surgical 
pavilion, which shows also the new method for furnishing 
the fresh-air supply, ete. The basement-floors, as already 
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described, were about 34 feet, and the bottom of the fresh- 
air ducts about 7 feet below the ground level. The fresh air 
being warmed just before entering the building, the duct was 
then divided so that the warm and cold air passed separately 
into the wards (see page Xx1), where its delivery was 
controlled by the mixing-valves to produce the desired 
temperature. ; 

While the floor of the air-duct was cemented, the soil was 
left loose and uneven in the other sub-basement spaces. 
Lying upon this loose earth, the soil-pipes traversed these 
spaces from many directions to enter a sort of brick chim- 
ney. Of these chimneys there were several, each receiving 
a number of soil-pipes, and from these the drains passing 
through the foundation-walls conveyed away the sewage. 
The walls of the basement story were covered with sheath- 
ing, and lath and plaster finishing, behind which were spaces 
where vermin was harbored, and foul air could rise from 
under the floors. 

The soil-pipes from the stories above were encased behind 
the sheathing in the corners of rooms, as shown in the plan. 
Certain steam-pipes, water-pipes, etc., necessarily passed 
along the warm-air duct, and gave off branches passing into 
the sub-basement air-spaces, so that there was more or less 
free communication of air through the openings in the wall 
between the duct and these spaces. The results of such 
arrangements have been the cause of much criticism of the 
hospital, and much anxiety in its management. Efforts were 
made, in 1873, to counteract the evils. In the annual report 
of the superintendent of the hospital for 1873-74, the writer 
states that “some extra labor has been employed during 
nearly all the year in the process of cleansing places difficult 
of access in and about the institution. The spaces under the 
basement-floors of all the buildings were thoroughly ‘ policed,’ 


the surface of the earth was removed, and replaced with. 


clean material; the connections of soil-pipes with the drains 
were carefully inspected, and the drains repaired in many 
places to stop the escape of air from the sewers into 
the buildings, and all the surfaces of these hidden places, 
and of the main air-ducts and cellars, were whitened with 
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lime-wash. The flues for fresh and foul air, of which 
there are many, and which require such attention every 
year, were also carefully and thoroughly cleansed of their 
accumulated dust, ete. The importance of constant atten- 
tion to these matters cannot be overestimated; and the 
annual expenditure of a few hundred dollars in this way will 
certainly improve the sanitary condition of the hospital, and 
must even exert an appreciable influence upon the death- 
‘rate. 

“These things are mentioned here also to invite attention 
to the peculiar difficulty of maintaining a proper condition of 
things in this respect, owing to peculiarities of arrangement 
and construction of the buildings. It is hoped that this 
can be remedied when improvements now proposed are 
made. 

“The evils of occupying the basements of the pavilions, 
as wards for the sick, cannot be too strongly urged; and not 
only is it absolutely impossible to properly ventilate them, as 
well as their sub-basements of perfectly confined air-space, 
but the influence of this state of things upon the sick people 
in the three stories above must be positively pernicious. It is 
not the least of the present dangers that new defects in the 
drains and leakages from the soil-pipes may occur un- 
observed from time to time in these underground places, to 
be followed by noxious exhalations from their contents par- 
tially absorbed in the soft earth. 

“The proposed transformation of these basement-wards 
into open cellars, with free air-space, cemented floors that 
can be frequently cleansed, and bare walls that can be 
whitened with lime-wash several times a year, will overcome 
evils of great and increasing magnitude.” 

Subsequently there was published, in the annual report of 
the State Board of Health of Massachusetts, some criticisms 
of the sanitary condition of the hospital, in a paper on 
“ Hospitals,” by Dr. George Derby, who ascribed the evils 
to the common failure of all artificial systems of ventilation. 
In an article on “ Ventilation of Hospitals,” in the “ Ameri- 
can Journal of the Medical Sciences,” for October, 1875, 
defending artificial ventilation, Dr. Isaac Ray also criticised 
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the hospital; but ascribed its evils to recognized defects of 
construction, holding.the fan to be blameless. 

An examination of Plate No. 6 will make plain the condi- 
tion of the sub-basements, and what influence it must have 
had upon the sick in the basement-wards themselves, and in 
the wards above. 

A marked abatement of the evils followed the process of 
cleansing in 18738, and the repetitions of this process, but 
nothing short of radical reconstruction could prevent the 
danger of their recurrence. As soon as the occupation of 
the new buildings permitted the abandonment of the old 
basements as wards for the sick, the long-contemplated alter- 
ations were begun. The wood-work was all removed, 
gravel filled in, and a floor made of concrete and cement, 
provision made for altering the water-closet system, as 
already described, and the method of introducing and con- 
trolling the fresh-air supply made to correspond to that 
adopted for the new buildings. 

In the drawing, the cold-air box leading from the base- 
ment window to the steam-radiator is represented as partly 
cut away, to show the water-closet ventiduct beyond in the 
farther end of the building. The capacity of the inlet-flues 
for fresh air is considerably increased, but it now remains to 
replace the old arrangement for the outlet of foul air by 
constructing aspirating-chambers or flues. 

The fresh-air supply of the isolating-wards, instead of 
being forced by the fan from the cellar of the building 
through small flues, — equivalent to about 36 square inches 
for each room, — is now admitted through openings in the 
outer wall under the window and near the floor in each. A 
steam-radiator is placed in front of these openings and sur- 
rounded by a casing of wood, lined with tin, having a regis- 
ter in front, and covered with a wide marble slab forming a 
table on a level with the window-sill. These are shown in 
the plans of the buildings in Plates 1 and 2. <A simple 
arrangement of sliding-valves within the casing controls the 
temperature and volume of the entering air, and the placing 
of steam-pipes in the originally ample and well-arranged 
ventilating chamber in the roof makes the heating and venti- 
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lating of the building efficient and controllable. With an 
area of inlet-opening of one square foot and an inflowing 
velocity of 200 feet per minute (it has often been found 
by the air-meter to be more than 5 feet per second) the 
air of the room is entirely changed from three to four times 
per hour. It is believed that this result is attainable at 
all times. 

The observations that have been made with the air-meter, 
etc., were only experimental, and simply to test the general 
efficiency of the heating and ventilating apparatus ; and it is 
believed that a properly conducted series of observations 
will certainly show results no less favorable than are indicated 
in the data given. 

In what has been said of the use of the fan it is not in- 
tended to imply any condemnation of the system it involves. 
Local difficulties in properly carrying out such a system 
were, perhaps, suflicient to account for its failure here. If 
the fresh-air duct could be made air-tight, and properly 
accessible for purposes of cleansing of dust, etc., it must be 
admitted that the fan might be used with advantage for at 
least the two older pavilions, which now lack all artificial 
ventilating force. 

‘The hospital was built upon well and carefully considered 
plans, and its general arrangement was excellent, though 
having some deficiencies which only actual experience in its 
management could point out and supply. The special defects 
of construction in some parts of the hospital are not noticed 
as exceptional, for it is lamentably true that they are too 
common in private dwellings as well as in public buildings. 

The enlarged hospital now has a capacity of 375 beds, which 
is a gain of 185 beds by, the new buildings, there having been 
a loss of 40 beds by the abandonment of the basement wards. 
By the present arrangement of the rooms and wards, the 
new buildings can accommodate 175, and the older ones 200 
patients. 

The cost of the older buildings, exclusive of land, ap- 
proximated $430,000, and the cost of the new buildings was 
$180,000, making a total of $610,000, as the cost of the 
hospital as it now stands. This makes the average cost per 
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bed, about $1,625, which will compare favorably with th 1 z 
other institutions of the same character. The average cost 
per bed of the whole hospital will undoubtedly be reduced — 
when the plan is fully carried out, by the addition of other E 
new buildings devoted solely to space for the sick. The full 
capacity of the hospital will then probably be about 525 _ pr 
beds, which is the largest number that the present area of 
the grounds should be expected to accommodate.

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MIDDLESEX RAILROAD. — FIFTEENTH LO- 
CATION. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, June 19, 1877. 


The Committee on Paving, to whom was recommitted the 
petition of the Middlesex Railroad Company for the location 
of an additional track on Beverly street, recommend the 
passage of the accompanying order of location. 

For the Committee,

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the Middlesex Railroad Company to lay down tracks in 
several of the streets of the City of Boston, said Company 
shall have the right to lay down an additional track on Bev- 
erly street, commencing at a point in the intersection of the 
single and double tracks now laid down on said street, about 
two hundred feet westerly of Causeway street; thence upon 
and over said Beverly street to the Warren bridge; thence 
upon and over said Warren bridge and Warren avenue to 
City square, Charlestown, there to connect with the tracks 
now laid down on said square. 

The right to lay down the additional track located by this 
order is upon the condition that the position of the single 
track now laid down on said’ Beverly street, Warren bridge, 
and Warren avenue, shall be so changed that the centre. line 
of the double tracks shall correspond as nearly as possible 
with the centre line of said street and avenue, and shall agree 
with the plan of said tracks, drawn by Barbour and Hodges, 
civil engineers, dated June 19, 1877, and deposited in the 
office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

Also upon condition that the whole work of laying down 
said tracks, the form of rail to be used, and the kind and 
quality of material used in paving said tracks, shall be under 
the direction and to the satisfaction of the Committee on 
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Paving and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be ap- 

proved by them. Also upon condition that the said Middle- 

sex Railroad Company shall accept this order of location, 

and shall agree in writing to comply with the conditions 

therein contained, and shall file said acceptance and agree- 

ment with the City Clerk within thirty days of the date of 

its passage, otherwise it shall be null and void.

Six hundred linear feet of Oak avenue hayé been excavated, 
filled with stone, and nearly.graded foratse. 

About an acre of ground™between Oak and Linden 
avenues has been ovaded and prepétred for future use. 

A greenhouse, 75 by 12 tt potting-shed, 20 by 12 
feet, have been added to the _Sriginal plant=house, to supply 
the wants of proprietors, ard to ‘ornament the Gemetery. 

Thirty lots and one hutidred and forty single graves are on 
hand, and ready for sale.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EAST BOSTON 
FERRIES ON THE SUBJECT OF ABOLISHING 
TOLLS ON THE FERRIES. 


In Board oF ALDERMEN, July 2, 1877. 


The Joint Standing Committee on East Boston Ferries, to 
whom was referred. the petitions of William A. Simmons and 
368 others; J. F. Dane, Grinnell & Co. and 305 others; J. 
Henry Sears & Co. and 324 others; Nathaniel Adams and 
330 others; the Adams Express Company and 462 others ; 
Nathaniel Erskine and 4,151 others; F. B. Austin and 250 
others; Loughlin Brothers and 268 others; C. A. Shaw and 
1,211 others; Andrew Hoffman and 733 others, and the East 
Boston Trade Association, that the tolls presently charged 
on passengers and carriages of all kinds, using the ferries 
plying between the city ind East Boston may be made free 


to the public, having carefully considered the subject, beg -

In the opinion of the committee the question of freeing the 
East Boston Ferries has now, in view of its bearing upon 
the commercial and manufacturing interests of .the city, 
become of greater importance than at any previous time in 
the history of the ferries. It is no longer so much a ques- 
tion of providing the residents of that section with the means 
of free communication with the city proper, which are en- 
joyed by the residents of other outlying districts, as of 
removing a burden upon commerce and manufacturers, and 
thereby-advancing the general prosperity; for it will be 
conceded that the benefits arising from the development of 
our commercial and manufacturing interests are not confined 
to any section, but are shared alike by all. 

The character of the petitioners and their relations to the 
business interests of the city, are such as to justify the sup- 
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position that the question of freeing the ferries is one of 
general importance. A classification of the petitioners shows: 
that the several business interests of the city are represented 
as follows : — 

Merchants, 257; commission merchants, 81; boot, shoe 
and rubber dealers, 119; hide and leather dealers, 67; bank- 
ers and brokers, 48, including nearly all the national banks 
of Boston; dry goods merchants, 48; fruit, produce and 
provision dealers, 61; flour and grain merchants, 22; iron, 
steel and hardware dealers, 88; wholesale grocers, 43; rail- 
road avd transportation companies, 29; express companies, 
274; steamship companies, 13; ship brokers and chandiers, 
25; wine merchants, 82; drugs, paints and oil dealers, 47; 
clothing and furnishing goods, 93; marketmen, 65; fish- 
dealers, 25; builders and contractors, 149; teamsters, 24. 

The petitions represent a capital of nearly $100,000,000. 
Among the petitioners will be found the: names of many of 
the principal merchants of the city proper, together with 
those of 250 business men of South Boston, 269 business 
men of Charlestown, 2,000 citizens of Boston proper, and 
5,283 residents of East Boston. 

If we take into consideration the assessed valuation of the 
petitioners, it will be found that but a small proportion of the 
‘apital represented upon the petitions is held by residents of 
East Boston ; and, when we consider the heavy interest which 
the remaining petitioners have in our municipal finances, we 
are justified in assuming that they would not favor a measure 
calculated to increase taxation, unless it were for the public 
benefit. 

East Boston is fitted by nature to be the great commer- 
cial and manufacturing quarter of the city. It contains 
within its boundaries the very best locations for manufactur- 
ing establishments of all kinds. It possesses ample wharf 
accommodations. Its water front is constantly scoured by 
strong currents, which prevent the accumulation of deposits, 
and preserve a uniform depth of water.. Its south-west 
exposure renders it less likely that the docks and slips will 
become clogged with ice during the winter. 

In short, East Boston possesses the facilities for the suc- 
cessful prosecution of all branches of manufactures and 
commerce in a greater degree than any other section of the 
city. Every effort is being made to open new avenues of 
communication between Boston and the West. The success 
of these efforts will depend largely upon the facilities which 
are afforded for shipping the products of the West to 
Europe. ; 

In the struggle for trade we are brought into direct com- 
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petition with other Atlantic seaboard cities, and our success 
will depend entirely upon our ability to offer the best and 
cheapest facilities for the handling of merchandise... These 
facilities are deep water, capable of floating ships of the 
largest draught, extensive wharf accommodations, and cheap 


and easy methods of transportation. All these advantages 


are to be found in Kast Boston, excepting the last. 

Our foreign exports for the year 1876, which amounted to 
$44,356, B44 were almost all shipped from East Boston ; it is 
estimated that three-fourths of the foreign importations for 
the same year, the value of which, according to the report 


of the Board of Trade, amounted to $34,983, 395 ), came into 


East Boston. The value of the importations into the port 


.of Boston for the first four‘months of 1877, was $14,197,184, 


and of these $8,000,000 were landed in East Boston. 

It is, therefore, Let} our foreign trade 1 is concentrating 
in that section of the city, and, as aN grow th and develop- 
ment of our commerce depends largely upon our facilities, 
it is incumbent upon us to free them from all unnecessary | 
burdens, The close competition in all branches of trade 
and the small margin of profits renders it necessary for busi- 
ness men to caréfully c@nsider every item of expense attend- — 
ing their respective industries, and to choose those localities 


which afford the best and, cheapest’ facilities for the prosecu- 
‘tion of business. 


There can be no Beas but that the tax laid upon business, 
in the shape of ferry-tolls, has been a great drawback to the 
development of East Boston. Business that could be carried 
on to better advantage there than in any other part of 
this city has been driven away on this account. Business 
men have been deterred from establishing themselves there 
because of the expense of ferriage. It is estimated that a spe- 
cial tax of ten cents is imposed upon every ton of goods 
which passes between the City Proper and East Boston. 


- This is a very serious item to manufacturers, who are obliged 


to reduce the cost of production to the lowest possible point. 

When the statistics of our foreign trade are considered, it 
argues well for the capabilities of East Boston that, notwith- 
standing all drawbacks, the natural advantages of the place 
have been sufficient to attract so large a proportion of our 
commerce, and it.is believed that tha effect of freeing the 
ferries will be to greatly increase the commercial impor ‘tance 
of the place. If this be so, it is, of itself, a sufficient reason 
for abolishing tolls, for, in matters of this kind, the whole 
community share in the benefits arising from increased 
business. 

The prosperity of Boston depends upon ae success of its 
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commercial and manufacturing interests. Whatever tends to 
hinder the development and extension of these interests, 
retards in a corresponding degree the prosperity of the 
community ; and conversely whatever is done to promote 
these interests conduces to the common good. 

While the committee believe that the strongest argument 
in favor of free ferries is to be based upon the effect of the 
measure upon the business interests of the city, they are not 
unmindful of the fact that it would be but an act of justice 
towards the inhabitants of East Boston to furnish them with 
the free facilities for communication with the city proper 
which are enjoyed by the residents of other outlying sections 
of the municipality. In their case the ferries take the place 
of the bridges and avenues with which the other sections of 
the city are supplied at the public expense. It is, or should 
be, the policy of the city to furnish free means of communi- 
cation between all parts of the municipality. The citizens of 
East Boston are taxed for supplying others with what they 
themselves are not provided with. 

At the best, they are placed at a disadvantage, for the 
ferries, even under the best management, cannot afford 
equal accommodations to streets and bridges ; and when the 
expense of tolls is added to the inconvenience of ferries, the 
effect must, necessarily, be prejudicial to the development of 
the district. This is apparent when the statistics of the 
growth of East Boston are compared with those of other 
parts of the city. 

Your committee believe that if tolls are abolished the 
effect will be to render East Boston a more desirable location 
for purposes of business and residence. A large amount of 
property which is at present unproductive will be brought 
into the market. An equivalent to the cost of maintaining 
free ferries will be found in the advanced valuation of prop- 
erty, for experience in other cases has shown that the 
removal of tolls has been followed by an advance in taxable 
valuation. 

The cost of running the ferries for the last five years has 
averaged $165,000 per year. Assuming that the valuation of 
the whole city for the present year will be $700,000,000, 
the tax for maintaining the ferries will be 23, of a mill on that 
valuation. The additional burden upon taxation will, there- 
fore, be but trifling. 

The committee are of the opinion that the petitioners are 
not asking for any exceptional privileges. They believe 
that in recommending the abolition of ferry-tolls they are 
advocating a measure of public utility. They have carefully 
considered the subject with regard to its bearing upon the 
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interests of the whole city and not of East Boston alone, 
and have unanimously arrived at the conclusion that free 
ferries will be conducive to the general prosperity. 

They would therefore respectfully recommend the passage 
of the following order.

EXERCISES AT THE BOSTON THEATRE. 


THE oration was delivered in the Boston Theatre, before 
an audience of three thousand persons. After music by the 
Cadet Band, the Mayor, Hon. Freprerick O. PRINCE, intro- 
duced the chaplain of the occasion, the Rev. Roperr Latrp 
CoLLiER, who made an eloquent prayer. The Mayor then 


spoke as follows : — 


We are assembled, fellow-citizens, for the purpose 
of celebrating, more majorum, the anniversary of the 
Declaration of American Independence. It is fitting 
and proper that we should do so, for there is no event 
recorded in our annals more solemn and important 
than this great announcement to the world by the 
patriotic men of 1776, in Congress assembled, that 
the American colonies were no longer British depend- 
encies, but free, sovereign, and independent States. 
What human act can be more grave and momentous 
than that which creates a nation? The four millions 
of people who hailed the dawn of the 4th of July, 
1776, are now approaching fifty millions. Their 
rejoicings and acclamations this day, no longer con- 


fined to the narrow territory comprising the original 
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thirteen colonies, resound throughout a vast continent 
washed by two mighty oceans. If there be any day 
in the year which should be dear and sacred to 
Americans, it is this day. Upon its recurrence, all 
political differences and animosities should be put 
aside. With hearts purified of every disturbing 
sentiment we should bow in gratitude to Almighty 
God for the national blessings we are permitted to 
enjoy. 

Be assured that when this anniversary and its 
associations shall be forgotten, or regarded with 
indifference and apathy, the patriotic spirit which 
alone can defend and maintain the liberties born 
of our great Magna Charta will have gone from 
us, and when we have. followed the fate of the 
other nations of the past, the philosophic historian, 
in tracing effects to their causes, will date our 
decline and fall from the decadence of this spirit. 
The causes which led to, and the results which 
flowed from, the great Declaration, and the reflec- 
tions naturally suggested thereby, have been “often 
and eloquently told;” but no patriotic heart can 
tire of the repetition or listen to the story with- 
out fresh emotions of gratitude toward the noble 
men who, by their sufferings and sacrifices achieved 
the Independence they promulgated in the Declara- 
tion. These results have not been confined to our 


own country. The political principles announced 


RU eke PNT 7, Fi 


by the Fathers on the 4th of July, 1776, have 
influenced the governments of the world and 
affected the destiny of nations. This influence still 
continues, and will not cease until civilization, 
through some terrible cause, shall be blotted from 
the earth. 

But it is not for me to speak to you of this 
theme on this occasion. You have come here to 
listen to other and more eloquent lips, and I will 
not detain you longer from the exercises. I will 
ask you, in the first place, to listen to the reci- 
tation of a poem, written by the Rev. GrorGE A. 
Bertuune, by Miss H. H. Haskrys. 
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The poem was entitled “The Fourth of July,” and it 
was read in a manner to elicit from the audience a 
warm tribute of applause. The Declaration of Independ- 
ence was then read in an impressive manner, by Mr. 
GrorcE F. Baspirr. The Mayor next introduced the 
Hon. Witi1am Wirt WarREN as the orator, who deliv- 


ered the following oration : —

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At that time, says the historian Livy, there was in the State such 
greatness of soul that the people of all ranks went out in crowds to 
meet that consul returning from the field of slaughter, who had been 
himself the main cause of the misfortune, and gave him thanks because 


he had not despaired of the republic. 
/ 


THE battle of Cann had been fought and lost. 
The Roman Republic seemed, to all appearance, 
about to become subject to the victorious Cartha- 
ginian. But in that critical hour there was no 
thought of yielding. ‘The people of all classes 
felt, with one accord, that, so long as faith in the 
Republic remained, so long its ultimate triumph 
over all its enemies might be confidently hoped for. 

Our Republic is threatened by no foreign adver- 
sary. ven if war should beat upon it we need 
not fear for the result. The broad ocean protects 
its borders, and everywhere mighty rivers and moun- 
tain ranges interpose to prevent the advance of an 
invading army, while recent and terrible experience 
has proven that no part of our country, and no 
class of our people, of whatever origin, are wanting 
in courage or endurance, when the Republic calls its 


children to arms. But we have heard on all sides 
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despairing voices, as if the termination of the first 
century of our national existence had preceded by 
but a short period the final overthrow of our insti- 
tutions. I know of no more fitting subject to reflect 
upon in this opening year of the second century than 
the real condition of our country. What is the 
promise of the second century of our Independence? 
Let us, before we yield to despondency, or indulge 
in too glowing dreams of what the future has in 
store for us, calmly review the grounds for fear ‘or 
for hope. Let us see if in this year we, as a nation, 
are moving forward and upward in our moral and 
political career, or backward and toward a lower 
plane. Let us see if our affairs are so critical that 
it is worthy of special mention if a leader can be 
found who does not despair of the Republic. 

For this purpose it may be well for us to bring 
together, in the first place, all the scattered charges 
that have been made by the timid, the disappointed, 
the friends of other countries and other forms of 
government, the advocates of special reforms, the 
believers in particular religious creeds, in short, by 
all classes of men who so revere the past that they 
see little good in the present; or, on the other hand, 
those who are so bent upon some scheme to bring 
about the future perfection of mankind that they can 
see no progress, but only danger, in any moral, social, 


or political movement which does not accord with 
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their preconceived theories. Let us hear what they 
say. They discourse of politics. They say, Your 
experiment of self-government, heretofore perhaps of 
a doubtful result, these last few years have proved to 
be a disastrous failure. Every one of the principles 
of your complex organization las been treated with 
contempt. Your Federal Government has made and 
unmade States. It has taken from the States powers 
that were reserved to them, and from the people 
rights that they never ceded to it. The distribution 
of the powers of government into three departments 
has likewise been disregarded. Your Executive in- 
terferes unrebuked with legislation. Your Congress 
by turns encroaches upon executive functions, and 
anon yields to executive demands. Your judiciary 
is modified by your Executive at a critical season, and 
its decisions are reversed really by executive action. 
Again, your whole body of subordinate officials, from 
a member of the cabinet to the lowest tide-waiter in 
the custom-house, are appointed and retained only 
by a corrupt combination between the executive and 
the legislative bodies, whereby each representative of 
the States and of the people secures his portion of 
the spoils of office and his share of influence in the 
country; so that this crowd of interested persons 
have for years packed your caucuses, and led and 
controlled the people whom they were appointed, 


theoretically, to serve. If you come to the people 
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themselves you have nothing better to show. From 
highest to lowest they are so wedded to party that 
they never look at the right or wrong of a question, 
but, with the exception of a few men, who profess to 
act from higher motives, who do a good deal of 
protesting and speaking and writing, but influence 
few votes, and, in fact, generally abandon their posi- 
tions before election day, you have no one who is 
not as much the slave of his party as the soldier is 
bound to obey the orders of his commander. ‘To 
such an extent has this proceeded that, when you 
finally, in your last attempt to elect a President of the 
United States, found the voice of the majority actually 
set at nought, and the votes of whole States counted 
for the candidate against whom their people had 
voted; when you knew that this was accomplished by 
a conspiracy organized and carried through by your 
own Officers, — done, too, in the face of day, and 
with hardly an attempt at concealment, — there was 
not only no organized plan to prevent the consumma- 
tion of the fraud, but there was no protest either before 
or after the event, and no united public opinion, so far 
as could be observed or learned through the press, 
except on one simple point, and that was, that some 
result, no matter what, might be reached. And so 
little was the moral aspect of the question regarded, | 
so little importance is attached to it now, that if one 


but ventures to allude in public to the great wicked- 
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ness, he is sneered at and derided, even by your 
high-toned independent newspapers, as a man who 
seeks to revive dead issues; as a fool if he does not 
admit that, if an administration only pursues a 
correct policy after it gets into power, it is not of 
the slightest consequence how it gets in; as a man 
wanting in moral perception, if he does not clearly 
comprehend that good deeds while in office atone for 
the crime of stealing the office itself. And so this 
class of people conclude by asserting that, where the 
rulers are so corrupt and the people so indifferent, it 
can be a question of but a few years when we shall 
have to give up a Republic and adopt some other 
form of government. 

But this is not all. We are told by another class, 
who look at the social rather than the political side 
of affairs, that there are evident signs of decay in the 
facts presented to their observation. There is a con- 
stantly decreasing birth-rate, they say, among the 
people who are considered Americans because their 
ancestors came to this country a few generations 
before some other people’s ancestors. There is a 
growing disposition to ease and luxury. Bankruptcy 
is so common as to be no longer disgraceful, and so 
peculiar in its operation that, instead of leaving its 
subject poor, both he and his family seem to be, if 
anything, better fed and housed and clothed after 


than before their misfortunes. Not character, but 
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wealth, is the great object of desire, and, in default 
of the reality, the simulation of wealth is attempted. 
So that our social life’ is hollow. The substance 
everywhere yields to appearance. Those who cannot 
on all sides envy those who can make a display and 
hold a social position. Hence false pride and envy 
and jealousy are all the time ruling passions, and the 
honest, simple, homely farm and family life of the 
Revolution has become distasteful, and finds none, or 
at best but few, to imitate it. Another reason, say 
this class of the despairing, for taking a gloomy view 
of the future, is the fact that our population has be- 
come so heterogeneous. We must contend hereafter 
not only with the diversity of habit and opinions, and 
wants and interests which flow from the vast extent 
of our country and its variety of soil and climate, 
and which in a short time would make it extremely 
difficult to hold in union a people originally homo- 
geneous; we haye the still greater task before us to 
keep in one nation people of two distinct races, and of 
almost every nationality. They are of many tongues 
and of conflicting beliefs, nay, even of different relig- 
ions, and of no religion at all. Even the one thing 
which should unite them all,—those of the earlier 
English emigrations, those of Irish origin or descent, 
with the German, the French, the Italian, and the - 
Scandinavian, — that love of liberty which brought 


them or their ancestors to these shores, is not under- 
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stood in the same way by all. It does not lead the 
German to the same views of government as the 
Frenchman, nor either to a full comprehension of the 
federal system. Even our boasted trial by jury is 
to them anything but the important safeguard of 
civil rights which it seems to us. ‘They find in the 
State legislation numerous instances of the interfer- 
ence by government with the life and habits of the 
citizen. ‘They cannot be satisfied with a government 
of law simply. The freedom they long for is too often 
freedom from the law, and not merely freedom under 
the law. Is it wonderful that the country is jealous 
of the city, and that the city looks askance at the 
country, when we reflect that in the States which 
have metropolitan cities, the population of these 
cities is in very large and usually controlling num- 
bers made up of these later and discordant materials, 
while the control of affairs in the country remains in 
the hands of those who are to the manor born? 

The conflict between the different races must con- 
tinue. It is deeper seated than any conflict of sec- 
tions. Difference of language intensifies it, but the 
fundamental facts are diverse habits of thought and 
absolutely hostile opinions on subjects which all 
deem of vital importance. The politicians see this, 
and already seek their advantages by attempting to 
revive in this New World the religious struggle which 


has been carried on for centuries in the Old. The 
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American people of the various Protestant faiths are 
warned of the danger from the Catholic church. 
The Protestant or Catholic of foreign birth needs no 
great exhorting to awaken anew in his heart the 
sense of wrong which he always felt at home at the 
oppression practised upon him by his antagonist. 
Of course, it depends upon where his home was, 
whether it was the Catholic or the Protestant who 
was accustomed to feel the sense of wrong; and wice 
versa, Whether it was the Protestant or Catholic who 
was the oppressor. But while your politicians are 
adroit and ready to bring to the support of their 
party the terrible hatreds always evoked by religious 
controversy, your people, of whose intelligence and 
allegiance to the principle of toleration you are never 
tired of boasting, instead of making examples of 
these wicked stirrers-up of strife, fall at once 
into the trap thus laid for them. Their intelligence 
gives way before a blind fear of the scarlet woman 
who so scared their forefathers. ‘Their devotion to 
toleration yields to the same unreasoning fright. 
They second the efforts of the demagogue; and elec- 
tions in great States have already been decided by the 
force of the same kind of religious intolerance which 
burned Protestants at the stake in Spain, and sent 
Quakers into exile in New England; and this, not- | 
withstanding the fact that in those very elections 


most important questions of political economy, and of

the policy of the General Government towards the 
States, were pending. Further, the clergy themselves 
on both sides helped on the strife. 

It need not be said that the pretext for raising the 
question was found in connection with our free 
public-school system. ‘The religionists on both sides 
insisted that in one way or another a religious should 
be combined with a secular education. Of course, 
by a religious education each side meant an inculca- 
tion of its own religious views. The one would 
accomplish this by religious exercises in the schools; 
the other by separating the scholars, so that each 
school might be attended by pupils of a particular 
faith, which could. be there inculcated along with the 
regular studies; thus, of course, making necessary a 
division of the public-school fund. While their 
methods were different, their error was the same. 
Both would use the public schools for their sectarian 
ends. And the people were found more ready to 
quarrel over the question, which of two wrong 
ways should be followed, than to say, at once and 
unitedly, this is not a political question; your secta- 
rian controversies must not invade the schools; no 
creed shall be known within their walls; no exercise 
which offends the conscience of any citizen, be he 
Catholic or Protestant, Jew or Gentile. If you 
believe that religious or secular education must go 


together, provide your own schools and mode of 
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teaching. The public money can be used only to 
provide that kind and amount of learning which all 
desire alike, and which all can acquire in common. 
Instead of taking this position, it seems as if the 
people, both Protestant and Catholic, and the clergy 
who are, above all, responsible if they aid in arousing 
a religious conflict, were bent upon dividing upon 
this religious quarrel. All history teaches that such 
controversies quickly get beyond the control of the 
leaders in them; that they arouse the worst passions 
of men; that they cause the bloodiest wars, which 
leave both parties where they started; and _ that 
humanity and religion itself are the great losers by 
the struggle. Yet, continue these cavillers, your 
people, knowing all this, applaud the men who, for 
political ends, invent, so to speak, the religious 
controversy; follow their banners, and rush blindly 
on in a course, which, if followed out, might lead to 
a civil war more bitter, more senseless, more ex- 
tended, than that through which we have passed. 
What reason, then, have you for hoping to make 
your Republic permanent, when your people are 
shown to possess the same faults, which, in other 
people, have proved fatal to other Republics? But 


this is not all. You have two powerful influences 


at work which, indeed, control your affairs in spite of » 


whatever good impulses the people themselves might 


have. ‘These are your corporations and your public 
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press. The power of the former is wonderful, when 
we remember that it is really nothing but the power 
of organized capital. Yet your Legislatures in State 
after State seem to have no function but to frame 
into laws the projects of one or another gigantic 
corporation. And your National Congress, while 
for fifteen years its halls have resounded to speeches 
which breathed nothing but patriotism and love for 
the equality of man, has been invaded and made 
captive by the myrmidons of these continental cor- 
porations, which have undertaken the most magnifi- 
cent enterprises for the public good, upon the single 
condition that the public treasury should pay the 
cost, while the corporations took the profit to repay 
them for the thought and attention and public spirit 
which they had bestowed upon the matter. But no 
private person, and no combination of private per- 
sons, can contend against one of these corporations; 
and when these artificial persons combine, and carry 
on their operations through State after State, and 
get further the Federal Government committed to 
their schemes, they are for the time all-powerful, 
and compel governments and people to obey their 
behests. And then your press, what an instrument 
of corruption! ‘The organs of party, proceed these 
prophets of evil, might be expected to distort the 
truth in the interest of their clients. But need 


they attack private character, when such an attack 
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has no foundation? Yet they do so, and seem even 
more rejoiced to make a false charge against a 
candidate of the opposite party than a true one. 
For a false charge is more apt to produce a reply 
or an explanation, then a controversy with the jour- 
nal, the end of which is sure to be that if the can- 
didate did not steal a hen, as originally charged, 
he yet left out a consonant in spelling the name of 
some country town in European Russia. And this 
of course shows that the newspaper was right from 
the first. 

But the non-partisan newspapers are no better. 
They blackguard men on both sides; that is their 
principal distinction. ‘The grave and serious charge 
against the press is this: It disregards truth; it 
seeks only to make a sensation. Yet as the stream 
rises as high and no higher than its source, so the 
press, which is the creature of the popular breath, 
and seeks diligently to gratify the opinions and 
tastes, and to reach the moral and political level, of 
the public on whom it depends, must be held to truly 
reflect the character, the opinions, the aspirations of 
the people. And, judging by the general tone of the 
press, these critics triumphantly conclude, what faith 
can we have in that people? 

The truth is, they go on (encotfraged by their own — 
assertions), that the people are incapable of thought. 


A generation of mothers has come upon the stage, 
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which is the natural product, intellectually consid- 
ered, of a girlhood fed upon novels; a generation of 
fathers, which is but the embodiment of the multipli- 
cation table; so that when serious matters call for 
the exercise of the necessary faculties, the labor is 
too irksome. The first appeal to sentiment decides 
the conduct of men and women both. The few who 
are accustomed to reflect, who are not unmindful’ 
that while sentiment may lead men to wish for what 
is just and true, reason alone can point out the way 
to accomplish the desired end; who know also that 
the real question, on every occasion when a political 
or social reform is demanded, is not whether the end 
is desirable, but what are the best means to reach the 
end; and, as a consequence, that what is required of 
the people is the power to think, and not simply the 
capacity to feel; but who find parties built upon senti- 
ment merely, and directed by the designing, who 
play upon the sentiment; measures carried out with- 
out any attention being paid to their efficiency, but 
because they seem to be framed in sympathy with 
the ruling sentiment, —these few, the only ones who 
recognize the true character of political and social 
problems, despair of the Republic, and despair of the 
social system when folly, under the mask of senti- 
ment, controls the masses of the people, and the 
faculty of reason is no longer called into exercise. 


Time would fail us to repeat the views of those 
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who hold that our institutions, as at present adjusted, 
are anything but a success, but who believe and con- 
tend that with certain modifications they would be 
quite perfect. Some say the fault is in the mode of 
electing the chief magistrate, or the duration of his 
office. They are disagreed as to the change that 
should be made. He should be elected by the people, 
without the intervention of the electoral college. A 
majority of all the people should elect. A majority in 
each State should throw the vote of the State. The 
electoral college should be retained, but should meet 
as one body and decide upon the eligibility of its own 
members. The term of the President should be 
lengthened. He should be eligible for only one term. 
The Cabinet should have seats in the House of Rep- 
resentatives or Senate, or both, and should resign if a 
cabinet measure is defeated. ‘The will of the people 
should be allowed to decide all questions. ‘The 
administration should always be in accord with the 
majority in the popular branch. ‘Two houses are an 
absurdity; they were created in imitation of the 
English Parliament; but the reason which required a 
House of Lords there does not exist here, and the 
Senate has no raison detre. A reform in the civil 
service, thinks another, will remedy all evils. Office 
must be conferred upon the most worthy, either for a_ 
stated term, or during good behavior. There must 


be representation of minorities, says another. At 
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present the minority has no right. The majority is a 
tyrant, and its dominion is as unjustifiable as that of 
a monarch or an oligarchy. We must restrain the 
suffrage, says another. Intelligence should rule, and 
an educational qualification be everywhere established. 
No, replies still another, the suffrage is a right, and 
should be made as universal as possible. ‘There 
should be no distinction of race, or birthplace, or sex. 
One says there should be compulsory education, reg- 
ulated by the General Government, so as to produce 
a homogeneous opinion and avert the evils arising 
from our diverse population. On the other hand, it 
is said that education should be limited in its extent, 
so far as the great body of a people is concerned, 
since by over-educating you make the lower classes 
discontented, and unwilling to labor and rear families 
in the condition of life wherein they are placed. 
*'Thus the theorists, with conflicting views on what 
should be done, yet agree that unless something is 
done to change the present condition of things, we 
must abandon hope and look forward to the speedy 
demolition of the Republic, to the usual period of 
anarchy and civil strife, and to that final result of 
every experiment of popular government hitherto, — 
the Empire. 
After this somewhat detailed recital of the various 
causes which might lead us to fear what the second cen- 


tury of our national existence may have in store for us, 
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I turn with pleasure to examine the other side of the 
picture. I do not purpose to reply to each argument 
of the various classes of the despondent, seriatim. 
I propose to classify their grounds of apprehension; 
to oppose to these the grounds of hope; to suggest 
briefly the remedies for such evils as are real and 
must continue in operation, and to show what will be 
the field of intelligent activity in which patriotism 
may labor with the reasonable certainty of advanc- 
ing the prosperity of our country and the welfare, 
not only of its citizens, but of all mankind, during 
the coming century. | 

In the first place, it must be evident that many of 
the misfortunes of the time are of the time only. 
They arose from the unusual experience through 
which we have recently passed; they could have 
been anticipated by all familiar with the history of 
nations; they have been no greater than, if as great, 
as was feared by the thoughtful, and already we 
have, ina great measure, recovered from them. A 
civil war, while it always affords illustrious examples 
of patriotism and self-sacrifice; while it discovers to 
mankind heroes, and gives opportunity for states- 
men, — yet, especially as it progresses, brings to the 
front the demagogues, ambitious for power, place, or 
profit. And it results that just in proportion to its 
exigencies, the measures of administration are likely 
to be ill-advised, and to sacrifice the future interests 


of the country to its present apparent necessities. 
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No civil war ever afforded more memorable examples 
of this fact than our own. It is, I believe, generally 
conceded that the vicious economical measures 
adopted during the war, the Legal Tender Act, the 
5-20 Loan Act, — construed one way to get it through 
Congress, and another way to win subscriptions from 
capitalists, — and the self-defeating measures for enor- 
mous taxes through the tariff and the internal rey- 
enues, have cost the industry of the country more 
than the whole legitimate expenses of the war. Not 
only that, but to the same cause may be traced that 
impatience of legitimate business, that dissatisfaction 
with reasonable profits, that sudden accumulation of 
large fortunes, which threw our community into such 
a state of fever; and, on the other hand, to the same 
cause may also be more remotely attributed the 
shrinkage of nominal values, the wide-spread bank- 
ruptcy, the forced economy of more recent years. 
Nothing is more true than that every waste of war, 
every loss through blunders of finance or false 
systems of taxation must be paid for. The burden 
must be removed from the State by the labor of the 
people. But the labor is easier in a country like this, 
where Nature herself, by her generous aid, every- 
where waits to be the helpmate of man; where the 
river-god longs to turn the wheel for the miller, and 
Ceres runs alongside the plough of the farmer with 
her promise of an abundant harvest. Already we see 
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our way out of the great load of debt which has 
weighed upon capital and labor alike. We see open- 
ing new avenues of foreign trade, new employments 
for home manufacture. When the West can look 
forward to her speedy recognition as the chief gran- 
ary of the Old World; when the ingenuity of the ship- 
owner and the enterprise of the merchant have 
enabled the agriculturist from distant Iowa and re- 
moter Texas to drive, so to speak, his flocks and his 
herds to the very gates of the metropolis of the 
mother country, we certainly should banish all fear 
for the future material prosperity of our land. Great 
as is our debt, our resources are greater. Hven the 
bankruptcy, so wide-spread, however disastrous to 
individuals and to business it seems, and, in fact, is for 
a while, however depressing it has been in the past, is 
really a reason for hope in the future, since it places 
business on a sound basis, and, like a severe but well- 
performed surgical operation, cuts out and eradicates 
that fever-sore which for years has kept the business 
of the country in a state of undue excitement and 
corresponding depression. 

If this view of the future material condition of the 
country is correct, we shall conclude that the evils 


resulting from former mistakes in our economical 


policy are only temporary. We have only to bend — 


our efforts to prevent a repetition of past errors, and 


to correct those which still exist, or which interested 
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parties, allied to visionaries, who do not see the dross 
under the silver-plating, seek to impose upon as by 
law. 

The same suggestion, that they are of temporary 
origin and already losing their hold upon the popular 
prejudices, enables us to rid ourselves of all fear of 
permanent injury from many evil practices, in fact in 
violation of the spirit and letter of the Constitution, 
and in their tendency subversive of our system 
of government, which obtained during and soon after 
the war. On all sides we witness a determination 
and an effort to return to a correct theory of our 
Constitution, and to conduct public affairs in accord- 


ance with that theory. JI would not abate one iota 


from the severity of the condemnation which should 


be visited upon those who, in order to preserve power 
in a particular party, have perverted and violated the 
Constitution and those rights of man on which the 
Declaration of Independence puts its justification for 
the separation from the crown of England. I should 
be ashamed of myself, and ashamed of any man 
claiming to be an American citizen, if he or I could 
utter, or with patience listen to, a word of apolog 

for any one of those men who, after the last election, 
wilfully abused the positions of public trust which 
they occupied, for the purpose either of perverting 
the truth of the electoral count, or of preventing the 


truth from its legitimate triumph over deceit and 
fraud. 
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But that was their act. They may safely be left to 
the verdict of history, even if that of their fellow- 
countrymen has not already put a seal of condemna- 
tion upon them. For I believe that while there was 
no loud-voiced judgment of an unanimous people, ex- 
pressed on the instant of the announcement that the 
conspiracy against the people was successful, owing 
in great measure to the want of opportunity for 
giving vent to such unanimous expression, there has 
yet been a silent, but constantly progressing, public 
opinion formed, which, though not boisterous or in- 
trusive in the press, or pulpit, or on the platform, is 
yet of controllmg force in the community, and will, 
if ever occasion comes, destroy in a moment any man, 
or set of men, who seek to repeat the crime of 
the past year; and that, instead of fearmg for the 
freedom of elections hereafter, we ought to take 
courage, and hold that the very interference with 
that freedom, by directing the attention of all men to 
it, has made it certain that the right of every man to 
have his yote counted will never again be disre- 
garded. The day of the carpet-bagger and the re- 
turning-board has gone by. Every State and every 
citizen in our broad land is to-day free. I care not 


to discuss whether this has been brought about by 


the voluntary act of the administration, or in answer — 


to the demand of a large majority of the people of 


all parties. In one case a large share of praise 
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belongs to the former; in the other, or in either case, 
we are inspired with hope for the future, and renewed 
faith in the people. For we recognize not only that 
the public opinion will eventually be arrayed on the 
side of right and justice and freedom, but also that 
it can sometimes prevail to change the settled policy 
of a party long, and still, in power. 

Indeed, I think, whatever we may say of particular 
men, that the conduct of the people in approving so 
unanimously the scheme for the electoral count, and 
in submitting so unreservedly to the decisions of the 
tribunal, is deserving of the highest praise. Instead 
of inspiring us with distrust, it should increase our 
faith in them; for it signifies that they had faith in 
the honesty of the proposed Commission, and be- 
heved that, as they themselves desired, the merits of 
the controversy would be ascertained, and the truth 
permitted to triumph; and, in the second place, it is 
a remarkable instance of how far the people of this 
country will go in frowning down every resort to 
violence, and in relying upon the remedy, always in 
their own hands, at the ballot-box. 

Hence we draw another source of confidence in the 
future. The evils which spring from partisanship 
no one will venture to deny, and there is surely no 
need of exaggerating them. But they are not 
peculiar to our country or to a Republic. They 


exist wherever parties are known. ‘They are greater 
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or less according to the integrity and ability of those 
who, at any time or in any country, mingle in politics 
and lead the different sides. In our view of the 
future we must assume that parties will continue to 
exist, and will be the chief instrumentalities for 
directing the policy of the nation. Let us accept the 
inevitable, and hope that that advantage to the public 
weal which may be accomplished through the organ- 
ization of men into parties may more than compen- 
sate for the evils of party excesses. After all, par- 
ties are but parts of the whole people. And this 
leads us to make another distinction between the 
different causes of apprehension that are felt for our 
future. 

The distinction is between those causes of despond- 
ency which spring from the character, or rather 
want of character, and from the condition of the 
whole people, and those which arise from recent mal- 
administration, or the accidental ascendency for a 
time of bad men. For, if it be true that a people 
is hopelessly corrupt, then, indeed, remedies are 
ineffectual, and despair alone is left; but, if the 
heart of the people is sound, then, however much 
they may for a time be carried away by passion or 


deluded by false sentiment, that sober second-thought 


upon which the fathers relied will surely bring them — 


back to the right way, and justify that confidence in 


mankind upon which all hope for the Republic must

depend. It is not wonderful that during the war 
many acts of unauthorized power were committed, 
many encroachments upon one department of govern- 
ment were made by another, without calling forth the 
immediate censure of the public; it is not wonderful 
that the public service became corrupt at a time 
when its scope of action became so extended; but a 
universal voice demands its reform, and the only 
division of sentiment is in regard to the means of 
bringing that reformation about. With regard to 
the lessening growth of population, which affects some 
with grave alarm, the fact cannot be safely asserted 
with reference to the whole country. In older sec- 
tions, where wealth accumulates, such an experience 
would accord with our expectations. In more 
recently settled parts of the country, and in the 
whole country, the increase of population is as 
rapid as could be desired. The conclusions of social 
science ought only to be based on the broadest 
induction. 

It is no new thing that wealth should find its 
worshippers. ‘The truth is that the desire for acqui- 
sition is one of the strongest motives to inspire 
labor; and while it often brings misery to a man, 
and for a time to a special community, it always 
operates to develop the resources and increase the 
influence and importance of the nation. We live 


different lives from our revolutionary ancestors; but 
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the whole world is different. Science and _ art, 
through commerce, supply us with luxuries which to 
them were inaccessible. All these evils, in part tem- 
porary, in part imaginary, in part exaggerated, need 
cause us little fear. If, however, the people have 
lost their devotion to truth; if they are carried away 
by the sensational; if they have lost the habit of 
thought; if they are no longer capable of self- 
restraint, — then our condition is far from enviable. 
But are these things so? Does not, in the theatre, 
the triumph of virtue over vice still call forth the 
unanimous plaudits of the house? The sensational 
had its triumph long ago, when the public nerves, so 
to speak, had been unstrung by the excitements of the 
war. Like the mania for speculation, it has little 
power now over men. We refuse to be moved by 
rumors; we distrust, everything that seems extraya- 
gant ; we laugh at politicians or preachers who sub- 
stitute sound for sense. Indeed, we demur to the 
graces of rhetoric, such is our dread of whatever 
prolongs the discourse. There has been, I admit, 
owing perhaps to their engrossment in business, an 
unwillingness on the part of many to deyote much 
thought or study to subjects of importance in politics 
or social science. This habit probably arose long 
before the war, and, in fact, soon after our institutions 
had become established; when they almost ran alone; 


when no disturbance threatened, and no really im- 
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portant question was before the people. Now that 
men see that their welfare and that of their pos- 
terity compels the attention of all to these important 
subjects, if the rights of all are to be preserved, there 
is a great and will be an increasing disposition to 
cultivate thought and to give the necessary time to 
public affairs. 

As to what has been objected to the power of cor- 
porations and the misconduct of the press, candor 
compels the admission that there is too much truth in 
what has been said on these subjects. But, on the 
other hand, the danger from these sources has been 
frequently pointed out, and cannot be held to be 
beyond remedy. Corporations were a great aid to 
the development of our resources. They are still and 
will continue to be productive of great good. They 
are but creatures of the State, and subject to its con- 
trol. So the evils believed to arise from an ill-man- 
aged press are nothing when we remember that it is 
of the last importance that the press should be free. 
Much of the talk about the press is seen to be ill- 
founded, if we but recall the necessary conditions of 
its usefulness. It must every day set before its 
readers the news from all parts of the world. Its 
editorials must be written at the moment, and from 
such impression of fact as the daily reports convey. 

The reader must fully comprehend that the daily 
press, like the mirror, presents but a reflection of the 
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appearance of things. It does not and cannot 
attempt anything more. And if we turn to our 
periodical literature, we shall find an opportunity for 
all sides on every question to be heard, and a gener- 
ally thoughtful and fair discussion of things on their 
merits. Finally, as to both the influence of cor-- 
porations and the press, a correct public opinion will 
keep both in their place, and make both useful and 
harmless. The same reflections that lead us to trust 
our people in other respects, will enable us to con- 
clude that we are fast moving towards that correct 
public opinion, and may confidently look forward to 
the gradual disappearance of all real danger from 
either of the two causes of which we have been 
speaking. 

There remains, however, the dread of the conse- 
quences which may result from the differences of race, 
origin, religious views and habits of thought of our 
population. That these differences are to be slighted 
no one would pretend. That they can be overcome 
by the preponderance of one race or creed is unlikely ; 
that they can be merged is no more probable. They 
must coexist in harmony and in independence; for 
if either of these can by any means ally to itself 
the power of the government, it will inflict upon 
the country no end of woes. ‘They may be a blessing ~ 
or a curse, according as the whole people understand 


the function of their government and demand that it be 
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administered in its true spirit. Here we have a real 
danger to be faced, but the remedy is in our hands. 
The remedy is to restrict the domain of government, 
National and State, within the narrowest possible 
limits. The Republic recognizes religion; it ignores 
creeds. It recognizes freedom of thought; it lends 
its aid to the theories of no race or sect. It guards 
liberty, but it gives no man or class license. Well 
understood, our federal system will protect us abroad 
and unite us at home. Perverted to the behest of a 
section, a race, or a sect, it would be an unendura- 
ble tyranny, a foe to mankind, and an obstacle to all 
progress. ‘The reservation of the control of domestic 
affairs to the States, the localization of power, the 
limitation of it by written constitutions, — these are 
the great triumphs of the first century of our inde- 
pendence. 

The work begun by the first, but left to this 
century to complete, is not less important, viz., 
to carry into practice the great principle that 
not even to the State Government should be per- 
mitted any power not absolutely necessary to ensure 
the safety of the citizen in his life, his property, and 
the pursuit of such occupation and course of life as, 
without injury to other men, he may elect. 

You may have under one jurisdiction men of 
all races, all nationalities, all creeds, all colors. Let 


them, while they all look to government for pro- 
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tection, feel that they can claim no favor. The 
Republic knows them but as men, as citizens. 
They shall use no office, no patronage, no public 
school, no institution, no public fund, no recog- 
nition, to get any advantage over others who yield 
allegiance to other religions, or practise other 
habits of life. Our political contests must be con- 
fined to political issues, and the man who would 
stir up a strife of races, or sections, or sects, is, 
morally speaking, a traitor to the Republic, and 
a correct public opinion will consign him to a 
traitor’s infamy. If this remedy for the danger 
apprehended from these differences of race and 
religion be properly attended to, the danger will 
disappear, and liberty be the gainer. For, in one 
view, what is liberty but diversity; what despotism 
but unwitting conformity? And so that which 
seems the weakness is in fact the strength of our 
nation. I sympathize with all those who look 
upon the addition to our domain of new territory 
as giving new ground to hope for the permanence 
of our institutions; and I have no fear that an 
accession of population, from whatever source, will 
prove otherwise than beneficial. For our Republic 
is bound together by but a rope of sand, unless our 
people recognize that its underlying principle is | 
unity from diversity. pluribus unum may apply 
literally only to the union of the States. But the 
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motto does not incorrectly describe the unity which 
coexists with, and in fact owes its strength to, the 
multiplicity of interests, and opinions and _ beliefs, 
which our country offers to view. So I say, extend 
our limits wherever we rightfully may; and hold 
out, as our fathers did, a welcome to all comers, 
Catholic or Protestant, Jew or Gentile, Moslem or 
Christian. Whose voice, if not that of the benefi- 
cent Republic, can so fitly utter the oft-quoted 
words of the ancient dramatist: — 


‘¢ Nil humani a me alienum puto” ? 


For it is, after all, man whose welfare and happi- 
ness are the end of all our hopes and labors, as it is 
upon man himself that we depend to accomplish his 
own emancipation from all forms of bondage. For 
man constitutions are formed. For man is all goy- 
ernment established. This, formerly the distinctive 
faith of the American, is now the accepted creed of 
progressive men in all civilized countries. A govern- 
ment of the people, for the people and by the people, 
is a watchword that in itself proclaims an irrepressi- 
ble conflict between the friends of freedom and the 
advocates of power. It brings into harmony the 
hitherto discordant voices of authority and liberty. 
It remits government to its own place, and rests its 
sanction upon those for whose benefit alone it exists. 


It is from no superstitious reverence for a musty 
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parchment, from no bigoted faith in certain phrases 
of language, that we urge all never to falter in their 
allegiance to the federal system. It is because that 
system best represents the union of freedom and 
order, and makes the latter sure and the former pos- 
sible. But it by no means follows that there is no 
more work left for the present century to do. LPatri- 
otism indeed pauses with the confines of the country. 
There must be a limit beyond which the federal sys- 
tem cannot be extended. But that love of man and 
of his rights, which imbued those who declared our 
independence and framed our system of government, 
cannot be bounded by any natural barrier. It will 
find in the coming time its full sphere of activity. 
Already we see, in the movement for treaties of com- 
mercial reciprocity, a recognition of the principle that 
mankind must be freed from the shackles which goy- 
ernments would put upon their freedom of inter- 
course; in other words, a movement for further lim- 
iting the interference of government with the freedom 
of the citizen, — that is, in this case, an affirmance of 
the broadest right to trade on even terms with other 
men of what nation soever. In the field of political 
economy again government comes in as an obstruc- 
tive agent, if it comes in at all. He would be unwor- 
thy to be called a student of that as yet imperfect — 
science who should attempt to establish any proposi- 


tion of currency, of finance, of internal or customs 
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taxation, from the experience of one nation alone. 
It would seem as if the advocates of some new theo- 
ries at the West might have their attention awakened 
by the fact that the real value of their favorite silver 
can only be known from day to day by a telegram 
through the cable. 

We see here how the second century may carry 
to a more full fruition the seed sown in the first 
_by the wisdom of the fathers. At the beginning 
of their work they found independence necessary. 
The first step was to cut off commercial inter- 
course. A separate government came later. Yet, 
as I have said, whatever they did was but a means 
to an end, and that end the more perfect freedom 
of man. But we in our day, in the pursuit of the 
same end, while we find independence in govern- 
ment, and also independence from government, 
useful aids, yet have learned that the pathway of 
progress can hereafter be successfully trod only 
by recognizing the interdependence of nation upon 
nation, of man upon mankind. ‘T’o break down the 
traditions and the prejudices which blind the eyes 
of our people to this truth; to create from many 
diverse nations that union and harmony and peace 
which, injuring none, may benefit all, is a task 
well worth the efforts of the patriot and the phi- 
lanthropist. For the accomplishment of this work 


we must have faith in the people; and if in any- 
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thing they be found wanting, those who possess 
superior advantages in point of knowledge, or 
power of thought, or facility in spoken or written 
language, must guide and instruct the less favored. 
Such guidance and instruction will not be in vain, 
if only a proper spirit enter into the labor. Our 
educated men must. forego that indifference to 
public affairs which to so large an extent has 
taken possession of them. Better suffer the per- 
sonal abuse and discomfort of the most bitter 
political contests, than remit the decision of a sin- 
gle important question to the hands of selfish place- 
hunters, charlatans, and buyers of votes. | 

If the people go wrong, the fault will le at the 
door of those who, fit to be leaders, having the duty 
of leadership upon them, yet through mental laziness 
or moral cowardice desert their posts. But I banish 
the fear of such baseness. ‘The young men who are 
now coming upon’ the stage have been well in- 
structed in their public duties; they have enthusiasm 
and public spirit; and many, also, who have hitherto 
made light of the affairs that concern us all are 
coming to understand that there is more true satis- 
faction in attempting to be of use to their fellow- 
men, even if the attempt fail, than in sulkily declining 
all exertion for the public good, and having to carry 
through life the recollection of their recreancy to 
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From every college in the land, at this time of the 
annual commencement exercises, there comes a 
uniform voice, which exhorts the children of alma 
mater, those who have long since left her fold, not 
less than those whom this year sends forth into the 
world, to bear constantly in mind the right which the 
State has upon them to claim their zealous co-oper- - 
ation in whatever makes for her good, their ready and 
vigorous opposition to whatever would lower her 
standard or bring evil upon her. ‘These things show 
that a fresh interest in public affairs has taken posses- 
sion of our institutions of learning. The mind and 
_heart of the people will respond to their call. These 
auspicious omens cheer us. 

Let us, then, renew our faith in the people, and 
we shall never despair of the Republic. We should 
believe in it, trust it, labor for it, love it, nay, almost 
revere it. Why should we not? It is founded in 
eternal justice, and challenges our faith. It is our 
best minister for good, and is worthy our trust. 
It protects us; we should work for it. It is a 
kind and no oppressive mother; we cannot help 
loving it. And shall we not revere it also, in 
no spirit of idolatry, as a mere device of man, but 
because it conforms to the order of the universe, 
and epitomizes for man the grand scheme of crea- 
tion? The lines of the poet upon our country’s 
flag have become household words over all our 


land: — 
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“ Flag of the free heart’s hope and home! 
By angel hands to valor given; 
Thy stars have lit the welkin dome, 


And all thy hues were born in heayen.” 


So there is in that Union formed of many States, 
each of which has its own sphere of activity, within 


which it is independent and self-centred, yet all 


_ bound together by a tie which holds them in per- 


petual connection with that federal state from which 
each and all derive the strength and aid which make 


their independence valuable, and guarantee their per- 


-manence, no merely fanciful reproduction, in the 


realm of human affairs, of that great work of the 
Creator himself, — that system of which our earth is 
a member, and in which each independent planet, 
revolving on ‘its own axis, yet clings to its orbit, 
and owns the power of the central sun, source 
of all warmth and life, so that the nearer Mercury, 
small though it be, is no more firmly bound. to its 
regular course than is the bulky Jupiter or remotest 
Neptune. So may it ever be with our system. May 
the sun lose its power and become dim, may the — 
planets fly from their orbits, as soon as a single 
State, from smallest Rhode Island to imperial 
Texas, shall forget the bonds that hold it to the 
Itepublic, or the Republic herself cease to be an 
ever-increasing blessing to all. 
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
